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REPORT  OF  THE  MASCONOMET  REGIONAL 
DISTRICT  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

For  the  Year  Ending  December  31,  1962 

Committee  Organization 

One  change  occurred  in  the  membership  of  the  committee.  Mrs. 
Shirley  MacGill,  a  member  of  the  Boxford  School  Committee, 
replaced  Mr.  E.  Arthur  Woodbury  as  the  appointed  member  of  the 
Boxford  School  Committee.  Mr.  Arthur  O.  McCoubrey  of  Topsfield 
and  Mr.  Richard  E.  Quinn  of  Middleton  were  re-elected  by  the 
voters  of  their  respective  towns  to  three  year  terms. 

The  members  of  the  committee  would  like  to  express  formally 
in  this  Annual  Report  their  appreciation  to  Mr.  Woodbury  for 
his  many  fine  contributions  to  the  work  of  the  committee  during 
his  year  of  service  on  the  committee. 

At  its  organizational  meeting  on  April  18,  1962  the  following 
were  elected:

Because  of  the  many  problems  faced  in  connection  v/ith  plan- 
ning for  new  facilities  to  care  for  the  growing  enrollment  the 
committee  has  found  it  necessary  to  reestablish  its  meeting  schedule 
on  a  weekly  basis.  Regular  meetings  are  held  on  the  first  and  third 
Wednesdays  and  on  the  second  and  fourth  Mondays  with  extra 
meetings  scheduled  as  needed.  In  1962  there  were  30  regular  meet- 
ings and  19  special  meetings,  plus  meetings  of  sub-committees  for 
special  activities.  The  meetings  of  the  committees  are  open  to  the 
public  and  have  been  attended  regularly  by  representatives  of  the 
League  of  Women  Voters,  the  Middleton  Citizen's  Advisory  Council, 
and  the  press. 

LONG-RANGE  BUILDING  PLANS 

Introduction 

The  matter  of  greatest  concern  during  the  past  year  and  to 
which  the  committee,  the  administration,  and  the  school  staff  have 
devoted  considerable  time  and  effort  has  been  in  connection  with 
studying  and  planning  for  the  construction  of  new  facilities  to 
alleviate  the  present  shortage  of  classroom  space.  Favorable  action 
by  the  voters  of  member  towns  in  approving  at  their  last  annual 
town  meetings  a  total  appropriation  of  $75,000  to  be  used  in 
developing  plans  for  the  construction  of  a  new  junior  high  school 
enabled  the  committee  to  move  ahead  rapidly  on  this  project. 
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Enrollment  Projections  and  Educational  Specifications 

It  was  originally  thought  that  constructing  a  school  for  700 
pupils,  expansible  to  1200  pupils  as  recommended  in  the  Engle- 
hardt  report  would  be  adequate  to  meet  our  immediate  space  needs. 
This  developed  not  to  be  so  upon  a  reexamination  of  the  enrollment 
projections  which  ha.d  been  derived  independently  by  Englehardt, 
the  ofiice  of  the  Massachusette  School  Building  Assistance  Com- 
mission, and  the  Superintendent.  The  restudy  of  these  projections 
indicated  most  clearly  that  a  school  constructed  for  700  pupils 
would  be  filled  nearly  to  capacity  the  year  it  opened,  thus  requiring 
almost  immediately  a  further  addition  to  it.  The  projected  enroll- 
ment for  grades  7  and  8  of  692  pupils  in  September  1965  would 
rise  to  784  pupils  the  following  September.  In  view  of  this  the 
committee  "decided  it  would  be  more  economical  in  the  long  run 
to  build  initially  for  850  pupils. 

Educational  specifications  were  prepared  on  this  basis.  These 
enrollment  projections  also  indicated  an  ultimate  enrollment  in 
grades  9-12  of  2200  pupils  at  saturation.  Since  this  was  an  important 
consideration  in  regard  to  our  long-range  building  needs  problem 
educational  specifications  were  also  prepared  for  a  senior  high  school 
of  this  maximum  capacity. 

These  data  were  submitted  to  the  S.B.A.C.  for  review.  In 
subsequent  meetings  with  the  representatives  of  this  state  approving 
authority,  the  suggestion  was  made  that  the  development  of  a  master 
plan  for  the  expansion  of  the  facilities  of  the  regional  school  based 
on  the  saturation  enrollment  of  3400  pupils,  grades  7-12,  was 
most  essential,  particularly  if  needless  duplication  of  expensive-to- 
construct  core  facilities  was  to  be  avoided. 

Educational  specifications,  therefore,  were  prepared  on  the 
basis  of  this  maximum  anticipated  enrollment  of  3400  pupils.  These 
indicated  that  the  space  needed  to  house  the  educational  program 
for  this  number  of  pupils,  based  on  the  present  curriculum  offering, 
would  require  a  total  educational  plant  equivalent  to  three  buildings 
the  size  of  the  present  building.  To  construct  two  more  buildings  of 
this  size  would  necessitate  the  acquisition  of  more  acreage  than 
presently  owned  by  the  district.  Under  present  state  standards  this 
would  mean  the  purchase  of  a  minimum  of  25-30  additional  acres, 
and,  in  all  probability,  at  some  spot  removed  from  the  present 
location.  It  would  also  mean  constructing  a  fully  contained  plant 
complete  with  auditorium,  gymnasium,  cafeteria,  boiler  room,  etc,, 
thus  duplicating  at  considerable  expense  to  taxpayers  of  the  district, 
facilities  alrea.dy  available  in  the  1958  building. 

The  idea  that  at  some  future  time  under  this  plan  of  arrange- 
ment the  regional  school  would  be  operating  in  two  separate  locations 
instead  of  the  one  single  one,  which  is  so  ideally  situated  geographic- 
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ally  with  respect  to  each  of  the  three  member  towns,  was  not  an 
appealing  one.  One  could  easily  forsee  the  possibility  of  some  serious 
and  complicated  problems  of  both  administration  and  transporta- 
tion arising  in  the  future  that  could  prove  to  be  inefficient  and 
costly  in  terms  of  annual  operating  expense.  This  latter  consideration 
is  an  important  one  for  the  major  portion  of  the  annual  budget  goes 
towards  paying  the  operational  cost  of  the  school,  whereas,  only 
12  to  15  per  cent  of  it  goes  towards  paying  off  the  bonded  indebted- 
ness incurred  on  account  of  constructing  and  equipping  a  building. 

For  these  and  other  reasons  having  educational  significance, 
the  committee  concluded  that  moving  in  the  direction  of  expanding 
the  regional  school  facilities  in  the  present  location  offered  the  most 
practical  and  economical  solution  to  its  building  needs  problem.  The 
long-range  aspects  inherent  in  a  building  project  of  the  magnitude 
envisioned  indicated  clearly  the  desirability  and  importance  of 
developing  and  preparing  a  master  plan.  Such  a  plan  would  help 
insure  that  the  expansion  would  be  accomplished  in  as  economical 
and  as  efficient  a  manner  as  possible.  It  would  also  serve  to  guide 
this  committee  and  future  committees,  enabling  them  to  make 
intelligent  decisions  relative  to  such  matters  as  how  much  to  build 
at  any  one  time,  when  to  build  to  prevent  reoccurrence  in  the  future 
of  the  present  double-session  predicament,  and  also  be  reasonably 
certain  that  each  element  of  new  construction  when  built  would 
fit  in  with  those  portions  to  be  constructed  at  a  future  date. 

Advantages  To  One  Central  Location 

During  the  summer  and  fall  months  the  attention  of  the  com- 
mittee, the  architects,  the  administration,  and  the  school  staff  has 
been  focused  on  the  development  of  this  master  plan.  At  the  same 
tim.e  particular  attention  has  been  given  to  planning  in  detail  the 
facilities  required  under  the  first  stage  of  construction  to  provide 
the  instructional  spaces  needed  for  pupils  in  grades  7  and  8. 

As  these  plans  have  progressed  it  has  become  increasingly  clear 
to  all  who  have  been  involved  in  their  development  that  there  are 
several  distinct  educational  as  well  as  economic  advantages  to  be 
realized  through  keeping  all  pupils,  grades  7-12,  together  in  the 
one  contral  location.  Among  these  are  the  following: 

1.  The  opportunity  for  pupils  at  all  grade  levels  to  share  in  the 
use  of  the  specialized  and  core  facilities.  Examples  which 
can  be  cited  to  illustrate  this  advantage  are: 

•  One  good  centrally  located  library,  well  organized  and 
equipped  can  provide  more  efficient  and  more  thorough 
services  than  can  several  smaller  libraries  in  separate  build- 
ings. 

•  The  present  600-seat  auditorium  with  its  excellent  stage 
facilities  is  adequate  to  serve  the  needs  of  both  the  junior 
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high  and  the  senior  high  school,  and  thus,  will  eliminate  the 
necessity  and  expense  of  building  a  separate  one  for  the 
junior  high  school. 
®  A  single  large  central  cafeteria  will  permit  more  efficient 
and  economical  preparation  and  serving  of  the  school's  hot 
lunch  program  than  will  separate  smaller  cafeterias.  In 
addition,  the  larger  dining  area  will  provide  useful  space 
for  study  hall  purposes  and  the  giving  of  standardized  tests 
to  large  groups.  It  will  also  furnish  an  additional  large 
area  for  assembly  purposes,  as  well  as  for  holding  evening 
social  activities  both  for  pupils  and  other  community  groups. 

2.  The  provision  of  GOOD  specialized  facilities  which  the  larger 
school  unit  makes  possible.  Examples  which  can  be  cited 
to  illustrate  this  advantage  are: 

®  The  expensive  to  build  and  equip  special  laboratory  facilities 
required  for  teaching  the  sciences  (physics,  chemistry,  bio- 
logy, general  science)  can  be  more  economically  secured 
when  grouped  together  in  one  central  location.  In  addition, 
it  will  prevent  duplication  of  expensive  science  apparatus  and 
demonstration  equipment.  Centralization  v/ill  also  make 
available  for  use  by  all  pupils  such  necessary  auxiliary  science 
spaces  as  dark  rooms,  science  lecture  hall  for  large  group 
demonstrations,  and  for  some  pupils,  work  areas  in  which 
to  carry  on  individual  research  projects. 

®  In  industrial  arts  the  centralization  of  all  the  shops  will 
provide  the  opportunity  for  greater  diversification  of  offering 
at  all  grade  levels  which  avoiding  duplication  of  expensive 
tools,  equipment,  power  machinery  and  required  auxiliary 
spaces  including  finishing  room,  planning  room,  and  storage 
facilities  for  pupils'  projects. 

Similar  advantages  will  also  exist  in  the  other  specialized 
instructional  areas  of  art,  music,  and  homemaking. 

3.  The  opportunity  to  provide  instructional  spaces  of  varying 
size  thus  permitting  greater  flexibility  both  in  programming 
and  in  utilizing  instructional  staff  time. 

•  For  example,  having  several  classrooms  one-third  to  one-half 
the  size  of  the  standard  classroom  will  provide  more 
economical  use  of  valuable  instructional  space  particularly 
in  the  upper  grades  of  the  high  school  where  small  classes 
frequently  occur  under  the  free  elective  system  in  the 
advanced  third  and  fourth  years  of  such  subjects  as  foreign 
language  and  mathematics. 

•  Similarly,  with  the  use  of  folding  partitions  in  some  places 
it  will  be  possible  to  transform  two  standard  size  classrooms 
readily  into  one  larger  classroom  whenever  it  is  felt  desirable

to  bring  together  at  the  same  time  tv/o  or  more  class  sections 
in  the  same  subject  for  a  single  presentation,  or  to  hear  a 
guest  speaker. 

The  importance  of  having  flexibility  and  variety  of  use  of  class- 
room needs  to  be  stressed,  particularly  if  at  some  future  time  it 
should  be  thought  desirable  to  want  to  introduce  at  Masconomet 
some  of  the  new  instructional  techniques  as,  team  teaching,  large 
group  instruction,  programmed  learning,  teaching  machines,  etc., 
which  are  being  used  today  with  most  satisfactory  results  in  an  ever- 
growing number  of  school  systems  throughout  the  country. 

4.  Permit  the  continuence  of  our  subject  departmental  set-up 
thus  enabling  department  chairmen  to  retain  the  same  close 
contact  presently  enjoyed  with  the  teachers  of  the  depart- 
ment. 

•  As  the  school  enrollment  and  the  number  of  teachers  in- 
creases this  need  for  close  coordination  of  the  activities 
and  instruction  being  given  in  each  subject  area  and  at 
each  grade  level  assumes  greater  importance  if  the  present 
high  instructional  standards  are  to  be  maintained. 

•  With  both  schools  located  on  the  same  site  and  being  able 
to  share  the  same  specialized  facilities  and  teachers  these 
matters  of  coordinating  instructional  materials  and  super- 
vising teachers  of  each  department  will  be  greatly  facilitated 
for  the  department  chairmen. 

Disadvantages  which  might  arise  through  having  a  large  number 
of  pupils  concentrated  on  one  site  have  been  anticipated  and  given 
careful  consideration.  In  our  judgment  these  can  be  overcome 
satisfactorily  when  this  becomes  cause  for  serious  concern  by  various 
administrative  refinements  that  can  be  made  in  the  organization  of 
the  school.  Many  communities  today  have  a  single  school  enrolling 
2500  or  more  pupils  and  have  evolved  practical  ways  in  which  this 
reorganization  can  be  done  effectively  and  economically  and  without 
impairment  of  the  educational  program.  These  currently  are  being 
studied  by  the  committee  with  the  help  of  the  administration  and 
other  members  of  the  professional  staff. 

The  Master  Plan 

The  total  school  complex  when  completed  as  shown  by  the 
Master  Plan  will  consist  of  the  present  building  for  general  class- 
room use  for  pupils  in  grades  9-12,  a  junior  high  school  classroom 
building,  and  several  smaller  structures  designed  to  provide  the 
special  facilities  required  to  carry  on  the  instructional  programs  in 
the  specialized  subject  areas  of  art,  music,  homemaking,  industrial 
arts,  business  education,  science,  and  physical  education. 

The  difficulty  as  well  as  the  great  expense  involved  in  trying  to 
expand  the  existing  speciahzed  facilities  within  the  present  building 
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as  enrollment  increases  led  the  committee  to  conclude  that  building 
the  separate  structures  to  meet  these  needs  presented  the  most  logical 
as  well  as  the  most  economical  solution.  By  doing  it  in  this  manner 
only  those  portions  of  the  specialized  facilities  actually  required 
under  each  stage  of  the  expansion  program  would  need  to  be 
constructed  leaving  the  rest  of  these  areas  for  completion  at  a 
later  time. 

The  above-mentioned  separate  structures  including  a  separate  - 
library  building  and  cafeteria  would  be  so  located  between  the 
present  building  and  the  new  junior  high  school  classroom  building 
as  to  be  readily  accessible  for  use  by  pupils  from  both  schools.  This 
arrangement  will  also  serve  to  tie  in  the  new  buildings  with  the 
present  building  in  a  way  that  architecturally  will  be  both  pleasing 
and  harmonious  while  at  the  same  time  achieving  a  greater  degree 
of  compactness  along  with  maximum  flexibility,  functionality,  and 
economy  in  the  use  of  educational  space  than  could  be  secured  by 
any  other  means. 

Stage  I  Construction 

The  first  construction  stage  is  aimed  primarily  at  providing 
enough  additional  space  to  care  for  the  instructional  needs  of  pupils 
in  grades  7  and  8.  Facilities  to  be  built  under  this  stage  are  as 
follows:  the  junior  high  school  classroom  building;  5  general  science  ^ 
combination  classroom-laboratories  in  the  science  building;  2  home- 
making  rooms  and  2  art  rooms  in  the  combination  art-homemaking 
building;  and,  2  shops  (one  for  metals  and  electronics,  the  other  for 
woodworking)  and  one  mxcchanical  drawing  room  in  the  industrial 
arts  building. 

Also  are  to  be  constructed  is  a  field  house  and  in  the  new 
cafeteria  building  the  dining  space  needed  for  grades  7  and  8. 
The  field  house  will  not  only  give  us  the  increased  space  needed  to 
restore  the  full  time  allotment  given  to  physical  education  for  all 
pupils  prior  to  double-sessions,  but  will  make  it  possible  to  introduce 
in  our  program  a  greater  variety  of  physical  education  activities 
than  can  be  carried  on  in  the  conventional  gymnasium. 

Moreover  it  is  less  expensive  per  square  foot  to  build  ■ —  $10  as 
compared  to  $15  for  the  conventional  wood  floor  gymnasium.  Thus 
by  building  a  field  house  it  will  be  possible  to  get  facilities  for 
physical  education  normally  carried  on  in  the  conventional  gym- 
nasium at  one-half  to  two-thirds  the  cost  of  the  latter. 

It  will  also  be  necessary  to  construct  additional  locker  and 
shower  facilities  for  both  boys  and  girls.  These  will  be  built  as 
extensions  of  the  present  existing  facilities.  Since  the  existing  boiler 
room  contains  ample  space  to  add  a  third  boiler  and  this  will  be 
adequate  to  meet  the  heating  requirements  for  the  proposed  new 
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construction,  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  expand  this  facility  under  the 
first  stage.

Future  Construction  Stages 

Stage  II  construction,  which  according  to  the  enrollment  pro- 
jections should  be  completed  by  September  1966,  will  be  aimed 
primarily  at  increasing  the  facilities  for  grades  9-12,  since  the  bulk 
of  the  enrollment  increases  will  come  in  these  grades.  This  will 
mean  adding  to  the  structures  housing  the  specialized  programs, 
completing  the  cafeteria  started  under  Stage  I,  building  a  new 
library  to  serve  the  entire  school,  expanding  the  boiler  room,  and 
converting  existing  specialized  spaces  in  the  1958  building  to  general 
classroom  use.  Stage  III  will  be  concerned  mainly  with  adding 
classrooms  to  the  junior  high  building  and  to  the  separate  structures 
housing  the  specialized  programs  as  needed.  Stage  IV  will  complete 
the  building  expansion  program  with  the  construction  of  a  music 
building,  classrooms  for  business  education,  and  an  administration 
building. 

Estimated  Costs  of  Total  Expansion  Project 

It  is  expected  that  this  long-range  building  expansion  program 
will  extend  over  a  period  of  years  depending  on  what  happens  to 
growth  in  enrollment.  In  estimating  the  total  cost  of  building  and 
equipping  a  school  the  office  of  the  Massachustets  School  Building 
Assistance  Commission  uses  a  formula  based  on  square  foot  per 
pupil,  and  cost  per  square  foot.  The  amounts  currently  being  used 
the  117  sq.  ft. /pupil  and  $20.00/sq.  ft.  On  this  basis  the  new 
facilities  to  be  built  under  Stage  I  to  accommodate  850  pupils  will 
entail  an  expenditure  of  approximately  $1,990,000.  It  is  the  com- 
mittee's hope  that  when  actual  bids  are  received  the  final  price  tag 
will  be  no  more  than  this. 

Additional  Land  Purchase 

Two  additional  parcels  of  land  have  been  acquired.  On  January 
17,  1962  a  purchase  and  sale  agreement  was  signed  for  the  Cyrus 
E.  Killam  property  adjacent  to  the  Dana  Killam  property  acquired 
in  1961.  The  purchase  price  for  the  8.8  acres  was  $15,000.  On 
February  7,  1962  a  purchase  and  sale  agreement  was  signed  for 
the  Ronald  Perley  property  on  Rowley  Bridge  Road,  Topsfield.  This 
parcel  of  land  containing  approximately  7.8  acres  is  situated  on 
the  easterly  side  of  Fish  Brook,  and  was  acquired  for  the  purpose 
of  developing  additional  fields  for  physical  education  and  athletics 
when  this  becomes  necessary.

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district  amounts  to  82  acres  of  which  25  acres  is  in  river  meadow 
land. 

In  Conclusion 

For  the  past  decade  the  United  States  has  been  engaged  in  a 
school  expansion  program  of  massive  proportions.  In  the  face  of 
rapidly  increasing  national  population  the  end  is  by  no  means  in 
sight. 

In  scores  of  communities  in  this  state  as  in  others  this  problem 
has  been  attacked  in  an  expedient  and  piece-meal  manner  with  the 
inevitable  result  that  yesterday's  hastily  contrived  solutions  frequently 
contribute  to  the  magnitude  of  future  crises. 

Your  school  committee  feels  strongly  that  through  its  action  in 
developing  a  master  plan  for  building  expansion  of  the  regional 
junior-senior  high  school  which  is  geared  to  take  care  of  growth  in 
enrollment  up  to  the  point  of  total  population  saturation  of  the 
member  towns,  it  is  acting  for  the  best  interests  of  the  citizens  of 
the  district.  Looking  at  the  dimensions  of  the  total  problem  has 
required  the  expenditure  of  considerably  more  time  and  effort  than 
would  have  been  the  case  had  the  committee  limited  its  efforts  to 
coping  only  with  immediate  needs.  We  are  convinced,  however,  that 
the  end  result  in  the  long  run  will  prove  to  be  more  highly  satisfactory. 

In  our  opinion  stage  number  one,  in  the  construction  program 
satisfies  the  demands  of  the  moment  and  at  the  same  time  will 
become  an  integral  and  logical  part  of  the  eventual  solution. 

The  committee  has  had  a  number  of  meetings  with  the  officials 
of  the  School  Building  Assistance  Commission  who  have  indicated 
their  approval  of  the  plans  for  construction  under  the  first  stage. 
There  have  likewise  been  many  meetings  with  the  architects  as 
well  as  several  visits  made  with  them  to  nearby  communities  to  look 
at  recently  constructed  buildings.  It  is  expected  that  many  more  trips 
will  be  made  in  the  coming  year  as  we  move  into  the  actual  con- 
struction phase. 

Our  architects.  Rich  &  Tucker  Associates  of  Boston,  are  now 
developing  complete  working  drawings  and  preparing  the  construction 
specifications  for  this  first  construction  stage.  The  present  time-table 
calls  for  these  to  be  completed  and  ready  to  go  out  to  bid  by  the 
middle  of  February  1963.  If  everything  moves  along  on  schedule  it 
is  anticipated  that  construction  can  be  started  by  mid- April  1963, 
thus  allowing  the  proper  amount  of  time  to  complete  these  new 
facilities  for  use  by  the  opening  of  school  in  September  1964. 

GRADES  7  AND  8  INVOLVED  IN  DOUBLE-SESSION 

Faced  with  the  realization  that  enrollments  for  the  1962-63 
school  year  would  far  exceed  the  capacity  of  the  building,  the  decision 
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to  schedule  grades  seven  and  eight  on  a  platoon  or  double-session 
basis  was  made  primarily  to  avoid  cutting  courses  or  time  from  the 
high  school  program.  If  new  facilities  are  available  by  September 
1964,  as  planned,  the  educational  program  for  the  high  school  need 
not  be  altered  or  decreased  as  next  year's  enrollments  can  be  handled 
by  continuing  the  double-session  program  for  grades  7  and  8  only. 

After  careful  study  of  the  space  problems,  available  staff,  and 
relative  importance  of  courses  offered,  the  double  session  program  _ 
was  structured  so  that:  (1)  seventh  and  eighth  grades  share  the  dis- 
advantages of  attending  the  afternoon  sessions  by  shifting  at  mid-year; 
the  seventh  grade  going  to  school  from  12:30  to  5:10  p.m.  during 
the  first  half  of  the  year  and  then  shifting  to  the  morning  session 
8:00  to  1:07  p.m.  during  the  last  half  of  the  year.  The  eighth  grade 
attends  school  in  the  morning  for  the  first  half  and  shifts  to  the 
afternoon  schedule  during  the  last  half  of  the  year.  (2)  A  minimum 
of  change  was  made  in  the  time  devoted  to  the  main  academic 
subjects  (English,  Social  Science,  Mathematics,  Science  and  Langu- 
ages) but  regretably  the  program  offering  for  grades  seven  a.nd  eight 
had  to  be  modified  by  decreasing  the  time  spent  in  A.rt,  Music, 
Physical  Education  and  Guidance.  In  addition  all  activity  periods 
and  study  periods  were  eliminated. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  EVALUATION 
At  the  Seventy-second  Annual  Meeting  of  the  New  England 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools,  Masconomet  Regional 
High  School  was  selected  to  Continued  Membership  in  the  Associa- 
tion. This  action  was  taken  as  a  result  of  the  recommendation  of 
the  Visiting  Committee  which  evaluated  the  high  school  over  a 
four-day  period  starting  on  March  5,  1962.  This  concentrated  evalu- 
ation by  thirty-two  experienced  and  highly  qualified  educators  from 
throughout  the  state  examined  all  phases  of  our  school  life  including 
plant,  staff,  facilities,  equipment,  program  of  studies,  attitude  and 
behavior  of  students,  effectiveness  of  classroom  instruction,  activity 
program  and  various  special  services.  The  forty-four  page  report 
provided  by  this  committee  is  a  valuable  document  for  guiding  con- 
tinued self -evaluation  as  we  continue  to  seek  improvements  as  an 
outstanding  secondary  school. 

Much  of  the  success  of  the  evaluation  should  be  credited  to  the 
many  hours  of  study  and  work  by  the  teaching  staff  who  indulged 
in  the  self-evaluation  that  preceded  the  visitation.  Every  member  of 
the  staff  participated  in  the  self-evaluation  program,  capably  led  by 
Mr.  William  Vaughn,  chairman  of  the  Steering  Committee.  Using 
released  time  and  many  other  meetings  after  regular  school  hours 
the  comprehensive  self-evaluation  was  completed  in  approximately 
a  year's  time.  The  total  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee  which  is 
highly  complimentary  to  all  responsible  for  the  high  standards  main- 
tained at  Masconomet  is  available  to  the  public  through  the  local

libraries.  Like  any  public  school  there  are  ways  to  improve  the 
program  and  many  of  the  recommendations  cited  will  have  been 
recognized  and  acted  upon  when  the  new  facilities  are  completed  in 
1964. 

Required  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Secondary  Schools  is  a  two  year  and  a  five  year  follow  up  report 
showing  what  measures  have  been  taken  to  improve  the  conditions 
listed  as  recommendations.  Already  significant  action  is  being  taken 
by  the  School  Committee,  administration  and  staff.  In  addition  to 
the  most  significant  measures  of  planning  for  new  facilities,  the 
approval  for  released  time  for  the  staflF  to  continue  thorough  study 
and  planning  in  the  area  of  school  curriculum  has  been  granted  and 
a  carefully  structured  plan  for  such  study  has  been  drafted.  A 
Steering  Committee  representing  the  administration,  department 
chairmen,  and  classroom  teachers  has  been  chosen  to  coordinate  local 
study  and  planning.  Each  Department  Chairman  has  likewise  been 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of  carefully  considering  measures 
to  eff"ect  some  changes  for  curriculum  improvement  even  before 
more  facilities  are  available. 

In  our  examination  of  the  thoughtful  recommendations  by  the 
Visiting  Committee  we  should  not  make  the  error  of  overlooking  the 
many  commendations  which  justify  the  pride  and  satisfaction  we 
have  in  claiming  outstanding  achievements  in  the  short  period  of 
three  years.  Perhaps  the  general  appraisal  of  the  Visiting  Committee 
can  be  best  summarized  by  the  following  quote  from  the  report. 
"The  Visiting  Committee  was  favorably  impressed  with  the  organi- 
zation and  administration  of  the  Masconomet  Regional  High  School 
which  gave  the  general  feeling  that  the  high  school  was  functioning 
in  a  manner  that  might  be  expected  in  a  school  that  had  been  in 
operation  for  many  years".  Likewise  the  Visiting  Committee  noted 
and  emphasized  many  times  very  high  praise  for  the  well-dressed, 
well-poised,  well-mannered,  and  enthusiastic  student  body  who 
possess  a  high  degree  of  interest  and  enthusiasm  for  their  schoolwork. 

FACULTY 

A  continuing  growth  in  enrollment  presents  for  any  school  com- 
mittee a  host  of  problems,  not  customarily  encountered,  which  grow 
out  of  that  increase.  Your  regional  school  committee  can  readily 
attest  to  the  veracity  of  this  generalization.  One  of  these  problems, 
already  dealt  with  at  some  length  in  this  report,  is  that  of  securing 
the  needed  classroom  space  in  which  to  house  the  boys  and  girls 
and  to  carry  on  the  instructional  program.  Another  is  that  of 
securing  and  maintaining  a  staflf  of  competent  and  well-qualified 
teachers. 

Each  year  since  it  opened  in  1959  it  has  been  necessary  to 
add  to  the  instructional  staff  of  the  regional  high  school.  In  1962, 
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8  new  teachers  were  added.  The  total  professional  staff  now  numbers 
70.  For  the  most  part  the  new  teaching  positions  are  at  the  upper 
levels  of  the  high  school  where  the  enrollment  increase  has  been 
greatest,  requiring  the  scheduling  of  additional  class  sections  in 
several  subject  areas,  particularly  in  the  required  subjects  of  English 
and  Social  Science, 

It  was  also  necessary  to  fill  18  vacancies  resulting  from  end-of- 
the  year  resignations.  Teacher  turnover  this  year  was  higher  than 
usual,  but  not  entirely  unexpected  as  several  of  those  leaving  the 
system  had  indicated  this  as  their  intent  when  they  joined  the 
original  staff  in  1959.  The  fact  that  1962  was  the  third  year  of 
operation  and  thus  the  tenure  appointment  year  for  better  than 
one-half  the  staff  had  no  appreciable  effect  on  this  situation. 

Interviewing  and  observing  teachers,  assembling  credentials  — 
the  entire  recruitment  process  —  is  of  first  importance  for  our 
superintendent  in  term  of  time  spent.  The  high  school  principal 
and  the  department  chairmen  are  likewise  much  involved  in  this 
selection  process,  as  are  members  of  our  education  sub-committee 
who  interview  and  pass  on  all  candidates  recommended  by  the 
superintendent  prior  to  their  names  being  submxitted  to  the  full 
committee  for  approval  and  election  to  the  staff.  Not  all  candidates 
who  are  elected  a.ccept  their  appointment.  This  happened  several 
times  this  year.  While  we  were  able  to  find  new  candidates  for  these 
spots,  with  the  exception  of  two  vacancies  in  reading,  such  occur- 
rences only  serve  to  add  to  the  problems  of  staffing. 

Nevertheless,  the  committee  feels  they  were  most  fortunate 
in  being  able,  in  this  period  of  teacher  shortage,  to  find  so  many 
well-qualified  persons  to  fill  this  year's  vacancies.  In  spite  of  the 
many  changes  that  have  taken  place,  we  feel  that  the  overall 
quality  of  the  staff  has  been  perceptibly  improved  by  the  new 
additions.  New  members  have  adjusted  well  to  our  school  and 
have  been  most  responsible  in  carrying  out  their  individual  assign- 
ments. 

Changes  in  Department  Chairmanships 

Mr.  Teunis  J.  Paarlberg  of  Wheaton,  IlHnois  was  elected  to 
the  chairmanship  of  the  mathematics  department,  replacing  Mr. 
Lionel  J.  Poulin  who  resigned  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  to 
return  to  private  school  teaching.  Mr.  Paarlberg  is  a  graduate  of 
Iowa  State  University  and  received  his  master's  degree  from 
Northern  Illinois  University.  He  has  done  further  graduate  study 
at  both  the  University  of  Illinois  and  at  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire  taking  courses  in  the  new  mathematics  program.  Mr. 
Paarlberg's  previous  teaching  experience  included  five  years  at 
the  high  school  in  Elmhurst-Villa  Park,  Illinois,  and  one  year  at 
the  high  school  in  Wheaton,  Illinois. 
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Mrs.  Dorothy  H.  Blanchard,  a  member  of  the  homemaking 
department  was  promoted  to  the  chairmanship  of  the  department, 
replacing  Miss  Mary  Ellen  Whearty  who  resigned  at  the  close  of 
the  school  year  to  enter  the  field  of  hospital  dietetics.  Mrs.  Blanchard 
is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Massachusetts  and  the  Merrill- 
Palmer  School,  Detroit,  Michigan,  and  has  taken  several  graduate 
courses  in  her  field.  Her  previous  experience  as  home  economist 
for  the  Western  Massachusetts  Electric  Company,  Pittsfield,  and  as 
a  teacher  of  homemaking  in  the  high  schools  of  Georgetown  and 
Topsfield,  and  since  1959  at  Masconomet,  make  her  well-qualified 
to  assume  this  important  new  leadership  role. 

Mr.  Edward  C.  Bryant  of  Winthrop,  Massachusetts  and  a  holder 
of  three  degrees  from  Boston  University  was  elected  to  the  Director 
of  Guidance  position  which  had  been  vacant  for  the  past  year.  He 
received  his  B.S.  degree  in  1950,  his  master's  degree  in  1951,  and 
the  Certificate  of  Advanced  Graduate  Specialization  in  the  fields  of 
guidance  and  administration  in  1953.  Mr.  Bryant  came  to  us  from 
Boston  University  where  he  had  served  for  the  past  nine  years 
as  Assistant  Dean  of  Men.  In  this  capacity  he  gained  much  valuable 
experience  through  his  work  of  guiding  and  counseling  undergradu- 
ates, as  well  as  forming  a  wide  acquaintanceship  with  college  place- 
ment officers  throughout  the  country  which  has  already  proven 
beneficial  to  our  students  including  several  of  our  former  graduates. 
Previous  to  joining  the  staff  at  Boston  University,  Mr.  Bryant 
taught  mathematics  in  the  public  schools  of  Weston  and  Melrose, 
Massachusetts. 

Mrs.  Charlotte  S.  Cory  of  Dryden,  N.  Y.  was  appointed 
Librarian  thus  filling  the  vacancy  that  had  existed  since  the  death 
of  Masconomet's  first  librarian  Mrs.  Alice  B.  Howard  on  December 
1,1962.  Mrs.  Cory  is  a  graduate  of  Wellesley  College  and  received 
her  master's  degree  from  Cornell  University.  She  has  done  graduate 
work  at  the  Courtland,  N.  Y.  College  of  Education  and  Syracuse 
University.  Mrs.  Cory  has  had  considerable  experience  in  library 
work  having  served  on  the  staffs  of  the  following  Hbraries:  Wellesley 
College,  the  National  Industrial  Conference  Board,  the  Courtland 
College  of  Education,  and  the  Free  Public  Library  of  Courtland.  Mrs. 
Cory  came  to  us  from  the  Virgil  and  Truxton  Central  Schools  in 
Courtland  County,  N.  Y.  where  she  had  been  employed  for  the 
past  two  years  as  both  elementary  and  secondary  school  librarian. 

It  is  fitting  at  this  time  to  express  our  sincere  thanks  to  Mrs. 
Clayton  F.  Rock  and  Mrs.  Richard  Y.  Ingraham,  both  of  Topsfield 
for  their  gracious  help  in  maintaining  the  basic  Hbrary  services 
during  this  interim  period. 

The  names  of  new  faculty  members  along  with  those  teachers 
who  resigned  during  the  past  year  are  shown  in  the  section  on 
personnel  at  the  end  of  this  report. 
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Two  members  of  the  staff,  Mr.  Roger  W.  Barry  and  Mr.  David 
M.  Dole,  were  granted  leaves  of  absence  for  the  1962-63  school 
year  to  continue  graduate  study  under  special  scholarship  grants 
which  they  had  been  accepted  for.  Mr.  Barry,  a  teacher  in  the 
English  Department,  is  attending  Northwestern  University  studying 
in  the  humanities  under  the  John  Hay  Fellows  Program.  Mr.  Dole, 
a  teacher  in  the  Social  Science  Department,  is  at  Arizona  State 
University  where  he  is  enrolled  in  an  N.D.E.A.  Academic  Year 
Institute  in  Guidance. 

During  the  summer  Mr.  Julius  H.  Mueller  our  Superintendent 
was  given  an  extended  vacation  leave  so  that  he  could  accept  an 
invitation  that  had  been  offered  him  to  participate  in  a  four  weeks 
Summer  Institute  in  the  Humanities  under  the  John  Hay  Fellows 
Program  at  the  University  of  Orgeon.  Principal  Gorridon  F.  Trask, 
Jr.  was  appointed  acting  superintendent  during  Mr.  Mueller's 
absence  and  at  the  regular  meeting  of  August  13,  1962  the  committee 
passed  a  special  resolution  commending  him  for  the  fine  manner  in 
which  he  had  discharged  these  additional  responsibilities. 

One  of  the  most  significant  factors  in  the  excellence  of  our 
instructional  program  continues  to  be  the  unique  and  combined 
talent  of  our  department  chairmen.  These  individuals  demonstrate 
outstanding  qualities  of  leadership  deserving  the  highest  commen- 
dation. Their  interest  in  and  enthusia,sm  for  Masconomet  as  well 
as  the  subject  matter  of  their  respective  departments  is  a  key  factor 
not  only  in  helping  new  teachers  to  adjust  quickly,  but  in  fostering 
a  fine  "esprit  de  corps"  among  the  entire  staff. 

Special  Curriculum  Reports 

Three  of  the  departments  presented  special  curriculum  reports 
this  fall  continuing  a  practice  inaugurated  two  yearss  ago  by  our 
superintendent  so  that  the  committee  might  become  better  informed 
about  the  functions  and  progress  of  each  department. 

On  October  8,  1962  Mr.  Herschel  Benson,  chairman  of  the 
Physical  Education  department  and  his  staff  described  the  program 
and  activities  carried  on  in  physical  education  at  each  grade  level. 
The  committee  found  their  comments  on  the  variety  of  physical 
education  activities  that  could  be  carried  on  in  a  field  house  as 
compared  to  the  limited  number  which  can  be  carried  on  in  the 
conventional  wood  floor  gymnasium  most  interesting  and  helpful. 

On  November  7,  1962  the  committee  heard  a  very  interesting 
and  instructive  report  on  the  Industrial  Arts  program  from  Mr. 
Richard  Pavesi,  chairman  of  the  Industrial  Arts  department  and 
the  members  of  his  staff.  This  was  followed  by  a  tour  of  the  shops 
and  the  mechanical  drawing  laboratory  to  view  some  of  the  many 
fine  projects  which  had  been  and  were  being  made  by  the  students. 
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On  December  5,  1962  Miss  Louise  O.  C.  Swenson,  chairman  of 
the  Science  department  and  her  staff  presented  a  special  curriculum 
report  on  science.  Each  of  the  science  laboratories  was  visited  and 
in  addition  to  watching  some  very  unusual  demonstrations  by  the 
teachers  using  recently  acquired  equipment  members  of  the  com- 
mittee had  the  opportunity  to  use  and  experiment  with  some  of 
the  apparatus  themselves. 


Masconomet  Regional  High  School  has  excellent  teachers.  We 
believe  citizens  of  the  district  want  us  to  continue  to  employ  the 
best  teachers  available.  In  order  to  attract  and  keep  teachers  of 
high  quality,  we  must  pay  good  salaries. 

In  this  period  of  inflationary  trends  and  the  general  upgrading 
of  teachers'  salaries  throughout  the  country  and  particularly  in 
view  of  the  action  by  the  1962  Legislation  in  raising  the  state 
minimum  salary  for  teachers  to  $4500  effective  January  1,  1963,  it 
has  been  necessary  to  revise  the  District's  Salary  Schedule. 

On  October  22,  1962  after  a  thorough  study  and  discussion 
of  the  salary  requests  presented  by  the  Masconomet  Teachers' 
Association  and  in  accordance  with  an  understanding  reached  with 
the  Professional  Improvement  Committee  acting  for  the  teacher 
group,  the  committee  voted  to  raise  the  minimum  salary  from 
$4500  to  $4700  as  of  September  1963,  with  the  further  provision 
that  one-half  of  this  increase  would  take  effect  as  of  January  1,  1963. 

At  the  same  time  the  Normal  Maximum  for  the  Master's 
degree  level  was  increased  by  one  step  ($200)  and  that  for  the 
M+30  degree  level  by  two  steps  ($400)  with  these  new  maximums 
to  go  into  effect  in  September  1963,  except  that  for  the  M+30 
degree  level  only  one-half  of  this  increase  is  to  apply  in  1963;  the 
other  half  is  to  apply  in  September  1964.  This  change  in  normal 
maximum  involves  seven  members  of  the  present  teaching  staff. 

The  salary  schedule  as  revised  by  the  above  action  of  the 
committee  vv^ill  be  as  follows:

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In  April  1962  at  the  time  teacher  reappointments  were  considered 
it  was  voted  to  adjust  upwards  by  5%  the  ratios  which  are  used  to 
determine  the  maximum  stipends  to  be  paid  members  of  the  staff 
who  have  special  duties  and  responsibilities  of  an  administrative  or 
supervisory  nature.  One-half  of  this  increase  became  effective  Septem- 
ber 1,  1962.  The  other  half  will  go  into  effect  beginning  September 
1,  1964. 

The  following  tabulation  shows  the  new  ratios  and  the  stipend 
range  from  minimum  to  maximum  for  each  of  the  various  positions 
which  come  under  this  administrative-supervisory  category:

The  revisions  to  the  salary  schedule  as  herein  reported,  together 
with  the  regular  normal  increments  voted  in  1962  for  the  1962-63 
school  year  represents  an  increase  of  8.2%  in  the  annual  expenditure 
rate  for  salaries  for  the  present  71 -member  professional  staff  (includ- 
ing the  cafeteria  manager  whose  salary  is  paid  from  the  operating 
budget)  and  for  the  1963  budget  year  amounts  to  a  3.8%  increase. 

SATISFACTIONS 

When  we  reflect  upon  the  accomplishments  at  Masconomet 
during  the  past  year,  it  becomes  difficult  to  select  from  amongst  the 
m.any  examples  of  quality  achievement  those  most  illustrative  of 
the  activities  that  swell  our  feeling  of  satisfaction  with  the  educational 
progress  resulting  from  the  talents  and  efforts  of  staff,  students  and 
interested  citizens.  A  significant  part  of  operating  our  school  is  the 
regular  reporting  of  activities  and  events  through  newspapers  and 
other  news  media.  This  report  will  not  attempt  to  include  many 
important  activities  already  reported  through  previous  releases. 

Through  Student  Achievements  and  Activities 

Our  chief  concern  in  education  is  the  student  and  the  degree  of 
success  we  have  in  helping  him  find  and  develop  his  talents  and  to 
apply  these  talents  in  such  a  way  that  both  he  and  his  society 
can  benefit.  It  is  natural  that  we  look  for  the  achievements  of  our 
students  in  appraising  the  year  just  completed.  Some  of  the  signs 
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of  success  in  our  efforts  to  foster  academic,  physical,  artistic,  musical, 
mechanical,  and  personal-social  skills  are  herein  listed. 

The  general  scholastic  achievement  of  our  1962  graduating  class 
is  pleasing.  As  the  report  on  the  class  indicates  a  large  number  of 
them  qualified  and  entered  post  secondary  schools. 

Many  complimentary  reports  are  returning  to  us  in  regards  to 
the  excellent  skills  demonstrated  by  our  Business  Education  majors. 

Several  of  our  1962  graduates  successfully  passed  advanced 
placement  examinations  upon  admission  to  college  thus  allowing  them 
to  skip  some  freshman  college  courses.  Biology,  English  and  German 
are  fields  in  which  advance  standing  has  been  achieved. 

Of  special  significance  as  an  indicator  of  academic  achievement 
is  the  success  of  our  students  in  the  National  Merit  Scholarship 
Examinations.  Two  members  of  the  Glass  of  1963  (one  of  whom  is 
now  studying  abroad)  qualified  as  semi-finalists  while  eight  other 
members  of  the  class  received  letters  of  commendation.  Thus,  ten 
students  accomplished  on  this  national  examination  what  no  previous 
students  at  Masconomet  have  been  able  to  accomplish. 

Our  Math  Teams  continued  to  demonstrate  excellence  in  their 
interscholastic  meets.  Both  individual  and  team  honors  were  won 
at  the  close  of  the  season  in  June  1962. 

The  large  numbers  participating  in  our  various  music  programs 
and  the  quality  of  their  performance  is  a  continuing  source  of  com- 
pliments from  citizens  and  fellov/  students.  Vocal  and  instrumental 
groups  engaged  in  several  excellent  programs  such  as  the  Band-O- 
Rama,  the  operetta  "The  Gondoliers",  and  the  Christmas  Goncert. 
We  were  particularly  proud  to  send  our  orchestra  group  to  Saugus 
early  this  fall  to  demonstrate  what  a  high  school  can  do  by  way 
of  providing  an  Orchestra,  an  instrumental  group  which  many  schools 
have  been  unable  or  unwilling  to  undertake. 

We  may  be  a  little  less  amazed  but  none  the  less  delighted 
with  the  continuous  display  of  artwork  that  prevails  at  Masconomet. 
Not  only  are  the  artistic  talents  of  many  students  developed  to  a 
high  degree,  but  the  attitudes  and  appreciations  of  both  students 
and  public  are  greatly  enhanced  by  the  creative  and  imaginative 
work  of  both  art  teacher  and  students.  Another  Masconomet  first 
was  the  special  Ghristmas  Display  made  available  to  all  students 
and  general  public  in  a  combined  project  of  Art,  Home  Economics, 
and  Industrial  Arts. 

Praise  and  pride  for  the  superb  performance  by  the  school  drama 
group,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Jeannette  Scholer,  has  not  yet 
subsided.  "The  Miracle  Worker",  a  story  of  the  struggle  of  Helen 
Keller,  was  the  second  difficult  three-act  play  chosen  in  as  many  years. 
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The  quality  performance  of  the  cast  combined  with  the  work  and 
cooperation  of  supporting  faculty  and  student  committees  behind 
the  scenes  furnished  excellent  entertainment  with  a  stirring  human 
message. 

The  Alice  B.  Howard  Memorial  Conference  for  Young  Writers 
was  inaugurated  with  a  seminar  for  juniors  and  seniors  interested 
in  writing.  The  first  seminar,  held  in  the  spring  of  1962  found 
approximately  25  students  discussing  poetry  and  literature  from  - 
writer's  point  of  view  with  guest  author  May  Sarton.  Miss  Sarton 
is  author  of  "The  Small  Room"  and  "Faithful  Are  the  Wounds". 
She  also  writes  articles  and  poems  for  The  New  Yorker.  Such 
seminars  will  become  an  annual  occurence  at  Masconomet. 

In  June  we  said  goodbye  to  our  first  foreign  exchange  student, 
Dietlind  Fobbe  of  Hanover,  Germany.  She  left  with  mixed  emotions, 
but  thankful  to  all  for  the  many  experiences  provided  to  her.  As  she 
was  preparing  to  leave,  our  Student  Exchange  Board  was  already 
selecting  their  second  candidate,  Luis  Machorro  from  Maxico  City. 
We  are  convinced  that  this  program  acids  much  to  our  understanding 
of  the  customs  of  other  countries  and  it  likewise  gives  us  the  oppor- 
tunity of  showing  others  how  we  live  and  what  we  believe  in. 

Masconomet  continues  to  enjoy  the  reputation  of  fielding  talented 
and  sportsminded  athletes.  This  fall  our  boys  captured  the  league 
title  in  Cross  Country  and  tied  for  first  place  in  the  Cape  Ann 
Football  League.  Our  first  evening  rally  sponsored  by  the  Student 
Council  was  a  big  success.  This  rally  was  held  on  the  night  before 
our  final  football  game  with  Pentucket. 

The  annual  Science  Fair  at  Masconomet  included  over  100 
projects  from  all  science  fields  studied  and  our  students  continued  to 
win  recognition  in  both  the  North  Shore  Regional  Science  Fair  and 
the  State  Science  Fair  at  M.LT.  It  is  significant  that  we  now  have 
90%  of  our  student  population  enrolled  in  science  courses. 

Our  Industrial  Arts  students  entered  24  projects  in  the  New 
England  Industrial  Arts  Fair  and  14  won  either  first  prizes  or 
honorable  mention  in  their  class  or  category. 

The  contributions  of  many  students  in  several  service  groups 
provides  valuable  service  to  the  life  of  the  school,  but  such  experiences 
also  provide  the  individuals  with  chances  to  develop  leadership  skills 
and  other  social  skills.  Our  Student  Council,  Student  Monitors, 
Student  Exchange  Board,  Library  Aides,  Student  Receptionists, 
Student  Announcers,  Audiovisual  Club,  Photography  Club,  National 
Honor  Society  are  all  examples  of  groups  that  provide  significant 
service  to  our  smoothly  functioning  school. 
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Through  Activities  and  Services  of  the  Staff 

Our  school  is  run  for  the  sake  of  students,  but  the  teaching  staff 
is  the  key  factor  in  successes  and  failures  of  our  educational  program. 
The  general  enthusiasm  for  learning  generated  by  the  teaching  staff 
at  Masconomet  is  readily  felt  by  anyone  coming  into  contact  with  the 
school  when  it  is  in  operation.  Hard  to  define  but  profoundly  impor- 
tant is  the  total  personality  or  general  pulse  of  a  school.  This  com- 
posite of  all  of  the  individual  personalities  varies  from  year  to  year. 
It  is  this  healthy  personality  or  vigorous  pulse  that  maintains  and 
even  increases  our  reputation  as  an  outstanding  secondary  school. 

With  the  election  of  a  new  Director  of  Guidance  and  the 
scheduling  of  more  time  for  counseling  we  are  experiencing  an  increase 
in  the  attention  given  to  individual  problems  of  our  youth.  Increased 
work  with  the  North  Shore  Child  Guidance  Center,  stepped  up 
emphasis  on  early  educational  and  occupational  planning,  sessions 
with  teachers  of  students  with  special  problems,  and  general  increase 
in  attention  to  individual  needs  by  both  counselors  and  teachers  are 
noticeable  benefits  from  the  increased  guidance  staff. 

It  is  planned  to  augment  our  guidance  program  by  the  employ- 
ment of  a  trained  school  adjustment  counselor,  thus  extending  this 
specialized  service  that  was  started  this  past  year  in  the  elementary 
schools  of  the  member  towns.  This  specialist  will  devote  full  time 
to  counselling  with  those  7th  and  8th  grade  students  who  have  serious 
personal,  social  and  emotional  problems  of  adjustment. 

During  the  past  year  a  Civil  Defense  Committee  (Mr.  William 
Stanton,  Chairman,  Mr.  Rodney  Dresser  and  Mr.  John  Sangermano) 
studied  the  problems  related  to  evacuation  of  our  students  in  case 
of  emergency.  Their  thorough  and  competent  work  resulted  in  the 
structuring  of  definite  procedure  useful  to  the  school  and  in  addition 
two  evacuation  drills  were  planned  and  conducted,  first  aid  training 
for  staff  members  was  completed,  staff  members  were  trained  to  act 
as  emergency  bus  drivers,  and  general  instructions  were  given  to  the 
student  body  and  faculty. 

The  1962  Summer  School  continued  to  provide  both  enrichment 
and  remedial  courses  for  students  in  the  region  and  general  area. 
The  introduction  this  summer  of  a  sliding  scale  of  tuition  fees  for 
those  taking  multiple  courses  proved  to  be  a  worthwhile  change. 
We  also  had  adults  enrolling  for  the  first  time  in  some  courses.  Mr. 
William  Stanton,  director  of  the  program,  continued  to  provide 
superior  leadership. 

A  tribute  to  our  school  program  and  our  staflF  is  the  increasing 
number  of  requests  by  individuals  and  colleges  in  the  vicinity  for 
practice  teaching  in  our  system.  It  is  not  only  complimentary  to  our 
school,  but  it  likewise  provides  us  with  opportunities  to  evaluate 
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potential  candidates  for  teaching  positions  in  our  ever  expanding 
system. 

Several  of  our  faculty  members  have  earned  personal  recogintion 
in  the  profession  which  also  strengthens  our  school's  reputation.  It 
has  been  a  year  of  national  recognition  for  Masconomet  through 
the  active  role  of  Miss  Louise  Swenson,  Science  Department  Chair- 
man, as  a  member  of  a  committee  engaged  in  planning  and  con- 
ducting the  1963  Annual  Convention  of  the  National  Science  Teachers 
Association. 

Mr.  Richard  ZoUo,  Chairman  of  the  English  Department  has 
been  selected  to  conduct  a  literary  tour  of  the  British  Isles  and  Paris 
during  the  summer  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  National  Council  of 
Teachers  of  English.  Mr.  Richard  Merrill,  our  Language  Depart- 
ment Chairman,  has  recently  returned  from  a  year's  leave  of  absence 
which  he  spent  in  study  at  the  French  Institute  held  at  Emory 
University  under  a  NDEA  Grant.  He  also  was  chosen  to  teach 
Linguistics  at  a  NDEA  Summer  Institute  to  30  teachers  of  French 
and  30  teachers  of  Spanish  at  Women's  College  of  Georgia.  Upon 
returning  at  Masconomet,  Mr.  Merrill  immediately  took  up  his 
responsibilities  as  President  of  the  Massachusetts  Group  of  New 
England  Modern  Language  Association.  Mr.  Roger  Barry  earned 
the  privilege  of  participating  in  a  John  Hay  Fellows  Institute  in 
Humanities  for  a  year,  and  Mr.  David  Dole,  Social  Studies  teacher, 
was  awarded  a  year's  scholarship  for  advanced  study  in  the  field  of 
Guidance.  Mrs,  Beatrice  Couhig  has  been  active  nationally  through 
her  service  as  Secretary  of  the  Camping  and  Outdoor  committee 
of  the  American  Association  For  Health,  Physical  Education  and 
Recreation.  Miss  Marjory  Locke,  our  Lunch  Program  Director,  has 
gained  national  recognition  through  her  membership  and  work  with 
the  Massachusetts  School  Food  Service  Association. 

The  Masconomet  Regional  School  facilities  have  been  used  widely 
as  a  conference  location  for  professional  meetings  and  much  time  has 
been  given  by  local  administrators  and  staff  members  to  make  these 
conferences  successful.  Masconomet  was  chosen  as  one  of  two  schools 
in  the  state  to  sponsor  a  Science  Congress  last  June.  The  State 
Department  of  Education  utilized  our  facilities  for  a  series  of  Foreign 
Language  Inservice  Workshops  for  the  North  Shore  language  teachers. 
A  Seminar  in  International  Affairs  for  students  in  the  North  Shore 
community  was  held  in  April  in  cooperation  with  the  World  Affairs 
Council  of  Boston.  In  October,  the  Essex  County  Foreign  Language 
Teachers  held  their  annual  convention  at  Mascoonmet  and  in 
December  over  450  members  of  the  New  England  Modern  Language 
Association  gathered  here  for  a  full  day  conference. 

Through  Program  Improvements 

There  is  a  general  willingness  on  the  part  of  the  staff  to  study 
curriculum  issues  and  to  gear  Masconomet's  program  to  modern 
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content  and  teaching  methods.  In  a  time  when  increased  knowledge 
of  the  learning  process  and  technical  innovations  are  pressuring 
teachers  to  examine  thoroughly  their  objectives  and  techniques,  it 
is  gratifying  to  know  that  time  and  energy  is  being  directed  toward 
the  introduction  of  the  more  promising  of  these  new  ideas  at 
Masconomet. 

The  P.S.S.G.  physics  program  is  now  a  fully  functioning  one 
with  efforts  being  made  to  adapt  the  principles  of  this  approach  to 
our  Junior  High  School  science  program. 

The  preliminary  introduction  of  parts  of  the  new  biology  content 
and  methods  of  instruction  provided  through  the  American  Institute 
of  Biological  Sciences,  Biological  Sciences  Study  will  develop  into  a 
full  time  use  of  this  modern  approach  as  soon  as  materials  are 
refined  and  made  available  for  regular  use.  In  January  1959,  the 
AIBS  established  the  Biological  Sciences  Curriculum  Study  as  one 
of  its  major  educational  activities.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  two 
members  of  our  staff  qualified  to  utilize  the  recommended  procedures 
and  materials.  Both  have  taken  courses  recently  to  learn  to  teach 
by  the  new  approach. 

The  modern  mathematics  program  is  now  in  full  swing  in  grades 
seven  and  eight  with  the  S.M.S.G.  (Yale  Study)  being  the  primary 
resource  and  the  Illinois  Plan  being  incorporated  on  a  less  extensive 
basis.  A  very  successful  seminar  was  held  in  November  to  explain 
this  program  to  parents  and  help  them  to  understand  the  changes 
taking  place. 

A  complete  and  very  comprehensive  study  and  probable  cur- 
riculum revision  has  been  initiated  in  our  Social  Science  Department. 
Although  this  very  difficult  study  and  revision  is  only  in  its  infancy, 
excellent  ground  work  has  been  done  by  involving  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Education,  Tufts  University,  Northeastern  University 
and  the  National  Council  for  Social  Studies.  Application  has  been 
made  to  the  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare  for 
a  grant  of  $15,000  to  finance  a  summer  workshop  for  curriculum 
revision  on  a  county  basis. 

Although  we  have  not  reached  the  desired  goal  of  reducing  the 
student  load  for  English  teachers  to  100  or  below  we  have  reduced  the 
total  load  substantially  and  have  placed  considerable  more  emphasis 
upon  quality  and  quantity  in  composition  work.  Of  particular 
significance  is  the  program  being  developed  in  grades  nine  and  ten 
for  the  slow  learning  students.  Teachers  are  teaming  up  for  this 
work  and  much  of  the  planning  involves  working  with  guidance 
personnel  and  using  occupational  information.  English  on  a  national 
basis  has  not  come  under  as  vigorous  revision  as  many  other  fields, 
but  there  are  definite  signs  that  significant  work  will  be  undertaken 
soon. 
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Our  language  program  has  from  the  opening  of  Masconomet 
benefited  greatly  from  the  modern  language  laboratory,  but  it  has 
only  been  recently  that  significant  adaptations  have  been  made  in 
our  curriculum  to  include  the  recently  developed  Audio-Lingual 
Materials  in  grades  seven  and  eight.  These  materials  revolutionized 
the  approach  to  language  teaching,  if  the  teachers  are  trained  properly 
to  use  them.  We  are  fortunate  in  having  staff  members  who  through 
recent  summer  school  or  institute  courses  are  thoroughly  trained  to 
use  these  modern  approaches. 

Through  Interested  Community  Groups 

We  continue  to  depend  upon  individuals  and  groups  within  the 
Masconomet  region  for  their  unique  contributions  in  making  our 
total  school  program  a  fuller  one. 

The  Masconomet  Scholarship  Association  with  the  help  of  the 
Topsfield  Lions  Club  continues  to  provide  scholarship  funds  to  help 
our  local  graduates  meet  their  financial  obligation  for  post  graduate 
education. 

The  Masconomet  Teachers  Association  likewise  provided  its 
annual  Scholarship  for  a  student  interested  in  preparing  for  teaching. 

The  American  Legion  Posts  of  the  three  towns  continue  to 
sponsor  students  for  Boy's  State  and  the  Middleton  Legion  Auxiliary 
sponsored  a  girl  for  Girl's  State.  Both  of  these  activities  take  place 
in  June.  The  Legion  Posts  also  sponsor  the  annual  Oratorical  Contest. 

The  parental  support  of  our  music  organization  continues  to  be 
highly  effective.  The  enthusiastic  help  from  this  group  enhances  our 
music  program  in  many  ways.  Recently  purchased  Band  uniforms 
were  possible  through  their  assistance  and  the  present  project  of 
seeking  blazers  for  our  orchestra  is  indicative  of  their  willingness 
to  help. 

Early  in  the  fall  a  group  of  interested  parents  formed  the 
Masconomet  Boosters  which  has  dedicated  its  support  to  all  inter- 
scholastic  competition.  Their  support  of  the  first  night  Rally  sponsored 
by  our  Student  Council  and  their  sponsoring  a  Football  Banquet  are 
examples  of  helpful  projects.  An  All  Sports  Banquet  is  being  ten- 
tatively planned  for  late  Spring. 

On  November  7,  1962  ,the  first  edition  of  AIM  (Action  Inside 
Masconomet)  was  distributed  to  all  boxholders  in  the  district.  This 
publication  designed  to  convey  information  about  what  is  happening 
and  why  certain  practices  are  followed  in  our  school  program  is 
being  distributed  twice  per  month  with  the  help  of  Mr.  Anthony 
Gangi,  who  allows  the  AIM  to  be  inserted  in  his  "Penny  Saver". 

The  school  received,  during  the  past  year,  the  Killam  Collection 
of  Indian  Artifacts.  This  collection  was  a  gift  of  Mr.  Cyrus  Killam 
of  Boxford. 
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Transportation 

A  new  three-year  contract  to  furnish  transportation  for  the 
regional  school  was  awarded  to  Basil  S.  Kinson,  Inc.,  of  Georgetown, 
Mass.,  by  the  Committee  on  May  28,  1962. 

Mr.  Kinson  who  did  most  of  the  transporting  under  the  old 
contract  was  the  only  bidder.  The  amount  of  the  basic  contract  is 
$216,000  for  the  three-year  period  and  allows  for  a  maximum  mile- 
age of  65,340  miles  during  the  life  of  the  contract.  Additional  mileage 
required  because  of  transportation  for  double-sessions  and  one  late 
afternoon  bus  trip  is  provided  at  the  per  mile  rate  of  45c.  In  1962-63 
this  extra  mileage  amounts  to  280  miles  per  day. 

The  Committee  has  been  very  satisfied  with  the  way  Mr.  Kinson 
has  serviced  and  continues  to  service  our  transportation  requirements. 

The  Committee  also  appreciates  the  fine  job  which  Mr.  Rodney 
C.  Dresser,  Assistant  Principal,  has  performed  in  handling  the  trans- 
portation problems  for  the  school.  It  has  required  considerably  more 
time  and  effort  this  year  because  of  the  complications  of  the  double- 
sessions. 

Class  of  1962 

The  113  members  of  Masconomet's  third  graduating  class  were 
presented  their  diplomas  at  impressive  exercises  held  in  the  Henry 
F.  Long  Auditorium  on  Thursday  evening,  June  7,  1962  with  Mr. 
Richard  Cressey,  Chairman  of  the  School  Committee  making  the 
presentations. 

Ten  of  the  class  were  elected  to  membership  in  the  New  Meadows 
Chapter  of  the  National  Honor  Society,  with  five  of  these  earning 
this  distinction  in  their  junior  year.  Of  the  113  graduates,  23  were 
from  Boxford,  32  from  Middleton  and  58  from  Topsfield. 

A  survey  of  the  class  made  early  this  fall  revealed  that  81  of  the 
113  graduated  (71.7%)  are  continuing  their  education,  and  that  of 
these  42  (51.1%)  are  attending  four-year  degree  granting  institutions.

The  several  articles  in  the  warrant  for  the  meeting  and  the  action 
of  the  town  thereon. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator  at  8  p.m. 
with  approximately  three  hundred  voters  being  present. 

The  warrant  was  read  by  the  Town  Clerk, 

Following  the  reading  of  the  warrant,  a  gavel  was  presented  to 
the  town  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  K.  Castle  in  memory  of  Sargent 
H.  Wellman,  said  gavel  to  be  used  at  all  time  meetings  and  to  be 
kept  in  the  Selectmen's  room.  Following  acceptance  of  the  gavel  by 
the  Moderator,  Mr.  Castle,  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  then  read 
the  following  resolution  which  was  adopted  by  them  on  September 
5th,  1961: 

RESOLUTION 

On  September  5,  1961  our  Town  Moderator,  Sargent 
H.  Wellman,  passed  away.  He  served  the  Town  well  for 
many  years.  He  was  Moderator  during  1922  and  1923. 
During  subsequent  years  he  served  as  Library  Trustee,  as 
Finance  Committee  member  and  chairman,  as  Planning 
Board  member  and  again  as  Moderator.  He  served  in  the 
United  States  Army  during  World  War  I,  rising  to  the  rank 
of  Captain  and  also  served  as  Captain  of  the  local  State 
Guard  unit  during  World  War  II.

There  was  much  discussion  of  the  second  part  of  Article  4.  Mr. 
Robert  Wood  made  a  motion  to  amend  the  Finance  Committee's 
recommendation  and  change  the  appropriation  on  Civil  Defense 
from  $2,700  to  $3,700.  This  motion  to  amend  was  seconded  and 
put  to  the  floor  but  was  not  carried. 

The  question  was  called  for  and  the  Finance  Committee's 
recommendation  was  so  voted.

The  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee  was  so  voted. 

Fifth.  To  provide  for  the  proper  observance  of  Memorial  Day  and 
to  raise,  assess  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  therefor.  This 
article  was  taken  care  of  under  Article  4,  but  Mrs.  Grace  Banus 
moved  to  amend  the  Finance  Committee's  recommendation  and 
have  $700.00  of  the  amount  appropriated  to  be  expended  for  a 
gift  to  the  United  Nations  or  to  aid  a  foreign  student.  This 
motion  was  seconded  but  the  Town  voted  against  it. 

Sixth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  money  from  the 
receipts  of  the  sale  of  cemetery  lots,  and  from  the  income  from 
Cemetery  Trust  Funds,  for  the  use  of  the  Cemetery. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  voted 
that  in  meeting  the  appropriation  for  cemeteries  under  Articel  IV,  the 
sum  of  $100.00  be  taken  from  receipts  from  sale  of  cemetery  lots  and 
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that  the  Town  approve  the  use  of  all  or  any  part  of  money  from 
available  income  from  Cemetery  Trust  Funds,  for  the  use  of  the 
cemeteries. 

Seventh.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  to  pay  outstanding  bills 
contracted  prior  to  January  1,  1962. 

Recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee  and  voted  that  no 
action  be  taken  as  there  were  no  outstanding  bills. 

Eighth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the  use  of  all  or 
any  part  of  money  from  available  income  of  the  Welfare  Trust 
Funds,  for  the  use  of  the  Welfare  Board.  The  Finance  Com- 
mittee recommended  said  Article  as  written  and  the  Town  so 
voted. 

Ninth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  all  or  any  part 
of  money  from  available  income  of  the  Library  Trust  Funds, 
for  the  use  of  the  Library  by  the  Library  Trustees. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  said  article  as  written 
and  the  Town  so  voted. 

Tenth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  all  or  any  part 
of  money  from  available  income  of  the  School  Trust  Funds  for 
the  use  of  the  School  Department. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  said  article  as  written 
and  the  Town  so  voted. 

Eleventh.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  all  or  any 
part  of  money  from  available  income  of  the  Park  Trust  Funds, 
for  the  use  of  the  Park  Department. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  said  article  as  written 
and  the  Town  so  voted. 

Twelfth.  To  determine  whether  the  Town  will  authorize  and  dir- 
ect the  Assessors  to  take  any  sum  from  free  cash  to  reduce  the 
cash  levy  for  the  current  year  to  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  so  voted 
that  no  action  be  taken. 

Thirteenth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  to  provide  for  assessments  levied  against  the  Town  by 
the  County  Retirement  Board. 

This  article  was  taken  care  of  under  Article  IV. 

Fourteenth.    To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  Reserve  Fund. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  voted 
that  the  sum  of  $7,500.00  for  the  Reserve  Fund  be  appropriated  out 
of  the  Overlay  Surplus  Reserve  Account. 
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Fifteenth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  a  sum  of  money 
from  the  available  receipts  of  the  Road  Machinery  Fund  to  be 
expended  by  the  Highway  Department  for  gas,  oil,  repairs,  and 
replacement  of  machinery  or  pass  any  vote  or  votes  in  relation 
thereto. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  voted 
that  no  action  be  taken. 

Sixteenth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate,  or 
transfer  from  unappropriated  available  funds  in  the  treasury, 
a  sum  of  money  for  Chapter  81,  maintenance  of  highways,  or 
take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  so  voted 
that  the  sum  of  $13,500.00  be  transferred  from  the  unappropriated 
available  funds  in  the  treasury  to  meet  the  State's  share  of  the  cost 
of  the  work,  the  reimbursements  from  the  State  to  be  restored,  upon 
their  receipt,  to  unappropriated  available  funds  in  the  treasury. 

Seventeenth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate, 
or  transfer  from  unappropriated  available  funds  in  the  treasury, 
a  sum  of  money  for  Chapter  90  maintenance  of  highways,  or 
take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  voted  that 
no  action  be  taken. 

Eighteenth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
or  transfer  from  unappropriated  available  funds  in  the  treasury, 
a  sum  of  money  for  Chapter  90  construction  of  Highways,  or 
take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  voted 
that  the  sum  of  $14,250.00  be  transferred  from  the  unappropriated 
available  funds  in  the  treasury,  to  meet  the  State's  and  County's 
share  of  the  cost  of  the  work,  the  reimbursements  from  the  State 
and  County  to  be  restored,  upon  their  receipt,  to  unappropriated 
available  funds  in  the  treasury. 

Nineteenth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise,  assess  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  pay  the  annual  expense  of  the  Water  Depart- 
ment and  the  expense  of  Water  Bond  amortization  and  interest 
payments. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  voted 
that  in  meeting  the  appropriation  of  the  Water  Department  under 
Article  IV,  the  sum  of  $17,504.00  be  raised  in  the  current  years  tax 

levy,  and  for  the  expense  of  Bond  Amortization  and  interest  pay- 
ment for  the  current  year,  the  sum  of  $22,915.62  to  be  raised  in 
the  current  years  tax  levy. 
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Twentieth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise,  assess  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  by  the  Forestry  Department  for 
the  improvement  of  the  Town  Forest. 

This  article  was  taken  care  of  under  Article  IV. 

Twenty-first.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise,  assess  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with 
Federal  and  State  Reimbursement  expenses  under  the  Welfare 
District  Plan  to  enable  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  to  hire  a 
clerk,  and  to  provide  for  the  payment  therefor. 

The  article  was  taken  care  of  under  Article  IV. 

Twenty-second.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise,  assess  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  repair  and  improve  the  drainage  system  on 
Haverhill  Street  between  Pine  Street  and  the  junction  of  Haver- 
hill Street  and  Ipswich  Road,  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto.  (Submitted  by  the  Road  Commissioner). 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  that  the  Town  vote  to 
raise,  assess  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,600.00  to  be  expended  by 
the  Road  Commissioner  to  repair  and  improve  the  drainage  system 
on  Haverhill  Street  between  the  junction  of  Haverhill  Street  and 
Ipswich  Road. 

After  much  discussion,  a  standing  vote  was  called  for  which 
resulted  as  follows: 

Those  in  favor  of  the  Finance  Committees'  recommendation   206 

Those  against    65 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Twenty-third.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise,  assess  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  build  a  storage  shed  for  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment on  town  land  off  School  Avenue  or  take  any  other  action 
relative  thereto.  (Submitted  by  Road  Commissioner). 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  voted  that 
no  action  be  taken  at  this  time. 

Twenty-fourth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise,  assess  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  by  the  Water  Department  for  adding 
five  (5)  more  wells  to  the  present  well  field  or  take  any  other 
action  relative  thereto.  (Submitted  by  Water  Commissioners). 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  that  the  Town  vote  to 
raise,  assess  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  to  be  used  by  the 
Water  Department  for  adding  five  (5)  more  wells  to  the  present  well 
field. 
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There  was  much  discussion  on  this  article,  and  Mr.  Nicholas 
D'Agostino  said  that  in  order  to  answer  some  of  the  questions,  he 
would  read  the  report  for  the  Special  Water  Committee,  but  that  this 
report  was  to  be  considered  for  Article  25  also.  The  following  is 
the  report: 

SPECIAL  WATER  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

In  the  special  town  meeting  held  on  the  31st  of  January  1961,  the 
following  article  was  acted  upon. 

The  Finance  Committee  and  the  Town  voted  to  authorize  the 
Moderator  to  appoint  a  committee  of  three,  one  member  of  which 
shall  be  from  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners,  to  conduct  a 
feasible  study  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  an  auxiliary  town  water 
supply  system  in  the  vicinity  of  the  area  bounded  by  the  Topsfield 
Town  Forest  and  for  the  taking  of  water  rights  to  Hood's  Pond  and 
to  present  recommendations  thereto  no  later  than  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  of  1962. 

Hood's  Pond  is  a  body  of  water  some  25  to  30  acres  in  size  and 
is  fed  mostly  by  springs.  Approximately  one  third  of  the  pond  lies 
in  Topsfield  while  the  remainder  is  situated  in  the  Town  of  Ipswich. 
Any  body  of  water  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts  that  is  10  acres  or 
more  in  size  automatically  comes  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  state 
and  is  controlled  by  the  Water  Resources  Commission  which  is  under 
the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Hood's  Pond  is  also  known  as  a  stock  pond.  By  this  we  mean  it 
is  stocked  by  all  kinds  of  fish  suitable  to  the  type  of  water  in  the  pond 
and  is  controlled  by  the  Department  of  Wild  Game  and  Fisheries. 
The  Departmxent  also  miaintains  a  launching  site  for  small  boats  on 
the  Ipswich  side  of  the  pond. 

There  are  approximately  6  or  7  permanent  homes  and  camps 
along  the  shores  of  this  pond  and  one  permanent  business  establish- 
ment. It  is  presumed  that  a  certain  percentage  of  the  sewage  disposal 
from  all  these  buildings  finds  its  way  into  Hood's  Pond  or  runs 
directly  into  the  shore  waters  of  the  pond.  Now  if  the  water  rights 
to  Hood's  Pond  are  to  be  secured  it  is  necessary  for  the  town  to  file 
a  bill  in  the  State  Legislature  seeking  its  permission  to  control  that 
body  of  water.  It  would  also  be  necessary  to  seek  the  approval  of 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  and  meet  all  of  its  require- 
ments. If  this  procedure  were  to  be  carried  out  it  would  be  necessary 
for  the  town  to  purchase  or  take  by  eminent  domain  all  of  the  land 
and  buildings  within  two  or  three  hundred  feet  of  the  shore  line 
around  Hood's  Pond.  This  certainly  would  cost  the  town  a  sizable 
sum  of  money. 

It  is  a  firm  policy  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the 
Department  of  the  Water  Resources  Commission  to  always  maintain 
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a  constant  water  level  in  all  of  its  great  ponds  throughout  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts.  Therefore  any  city^  town  or  individual 
wishing  to  lower  the  water  table  of  this  pond  would  be  refused  by 
both  of  these  departments. 

There  is  only  one  outlet  to  Hood's  Pond  and  this  is  on  the 
Topsfield  side  of  the  pond.  This  outlet  is  on  the  southwesterly  side  of 
the  pond,  crosses  under  Pond  Street  then  under  Route  97.  It  then 
turns  in  an  easterly  direction  down  through  the  Videtta  property 
for  about  two  miles  and  then  under  Route  97  again  which  is  just 
north  of  Bare  Hill  Road,  and  down  through  the  present  well  field 
area  of  the  Water  Department. 

At  the  request  of  this  committee,  the  water  commissioners,  with 
available  funds,  drove  two  test  wells  along  the  shore  line  of  Hood's 
Pond  in  the  Town  Forest  area.  The  result  of  both  wells  was  negative. 
In  order  to  probe  this  or  any  other  area  thoroughly,  more  funds  should 
be  made  available  to  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners. 

It  is  the  considered  opinion  of  this  committee  that  at  least  two 
or  more  separated  well  site  locations  should  be  located  within  the 
town,  to  be  used  as  auxiliary  or  permanent  well  fields.  These  vyell 
sites  to  be  set  aside,  and  be  protected  from  all  forms  of  polution, 
to  be  used  by  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  as  the  needs  of 
the  town  so  demand.  The  following  procedure  is  hereby  recommended 
by  the  committee  in  the  setting  up  of  these  various  locations: 

1.  That  a  sum  of  money  be  appropriated  by  the  town  to  be 
expended  by  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  for  the  use  of  driving 
test  wells  in  suitable  locations  to  be  selected  by  the  Water  Board 
with  the  aid  of  its  engineer  and  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Health. 

2.  That  the  Water  Resources  Commission  of  the  state  and 
State  Department  of  Conservation  be  notified  of  any  satisfactory 
locations  found.  It  is  necessary  to  keep  the  aforementioned  agencies 
informed  to  assure  us  of  their  support,  at  such  times  as  these  land 
areas  are  reserved. 

3.  That  upon  the  finding  of  suitable  water  in  any  of  these 
locations  it  will  then  be  possible  to  set  this  land  off  as  a  green  belt 
area.  The  Town  Conservation  Committee  will  be  notified  of  such 
findings,  and  will  accordingly  draw  an  article  relating  thereto  to 
be  presented  at  a  town  meeting. 

4.  That  all  land  set  aside  as  a  green  belt  area  for  the  use  of  a 
Town  Water  Supply  System  shall  be  purchased  by  the  town  for  use 
by  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  and  regulated  by  said  board.

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  voted  to 
raise,  assess  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  to  be  used  by  the 
Water  Department  for  the  purpose  of  further  exploration  for  ad- 
ditional water  sources.  , , 

Twenty-sixth-.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Select- 
men to  sell  the  present  police  cruiser  and  to  raise,  assess  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money,  and  with  the  money  raised,  to 
purchase  and  equip  for  the  Police  Department,  with  the  advice 
of  the  Chief  of  Police,  a  station  wagon  to  be  used  as  a  police 
cruiser,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.  (Submitted  by 
Chief  of  Police). 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  voted  to 
authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  sell  the  present  police  cruiser 
and  raise,  assess  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,400.00,  and  with  the 
money  raised,  to  purchase  and  equip  for  the  Police  Department,  with 
the  advice  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  a  station  wagon  to  be  used  as  a 
police  cruiser. 

Twenty-seventh.  To  see  of  the  Town  will  raise,  assess  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  to  repair  and  modernize  the  present 
heating  system  for  the  Topsfield  Fire  Station  and  the  town 
garages  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.  (Submitted  by 
the  Board  of  Engineers  of  the  Topsfield  Fire  Department). 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  voted  to 
raise,  assess  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,000.00,  and  with  the 
money  raised,  to  repair  and  modernize  the  present  heating  system 
for  the  Topsfield  Fire  Station  and  the  town  garages,  said  money 
to  be  expended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  with  the  advice  of  the 
Board  of  Engineers  of  the  Topsfield  Fire  Department. 

Twenty-eighth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Park  Depart- 
ment to  sell  its  mowing  machine  and  raise,  assess  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money,  and  with  the  money  raised,  to  purchase  for 
the  Park  Department's  use  a  Triplex  Power  Mower,  or  take  any 
other  action  relative  thereto.  (Submitted  by  the  Park  Depart- 
ment ) . 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  voted  to 
authorize  the  Park  Department  to  sell  its  mowing  machine,  and  the 
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Town  raise,  assess  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,200.00  and  with 
the  money  raised,  to  purchase  for  the  Park  Department's  use  a 
Triplex  Power  Mower,  said  sale  and  purchase  to  be  under  the  dir- 
ection of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Twenty-ninth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Cemetery 
Department  to  sell  its  mowing  machine  and  to  raise,  assess  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money,  and  with  the  money  raised,  to 
purchase  for  Cemetery  Department  use  a  Triplex  Power  Mower, 
or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.  (Submitted  by  the 
Cemetery  Department). 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  voted  to 
authorize  the  Cemetery  Department  to  sell  its  mowing  machine, 
and  the  town  raise,  assess  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,150.00,  and 
with  the  money  raised,  to  purchase  for  Cemetery  Department  use 
a  Triplex  Power  Mower,  said  sale  and  purchase  to  be  made  under 
the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Thirtieth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise,  assess  and  appro- 
priate, or  transfer  from  unappropriated  available  funds  in  the 
treasury  and  appropriate,  a  sum  not  exceeding  $33,000.00  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  the  Town's  share  of  the  cost  of  the 
Regional  District  School  Committee  to  pay  for  an  architect,  or 
other  professional  services,  to  draw  plans  and  specifications  for 
a  regional  junior  high  school  to  be  erected  on  land  already 
owned  by  the  Regional  School  District,  in  accordance  with  the 
original  agreement  with  the  towns  of  Boxford  and  Middleton 
establishing  the  Regional  School  District  as  amended  by  vote 
of  the  member  towns  in  1961,  and  to  direct  the  Town  Treasurer 
to  pay  over  said  sum  to  the  Regional  District  School  Committee 
to  be  used  only  in  conjunction  with  funds  appropriated  by  the 
other  two  member  towns  for  this  purpose. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  voted  to 
raise,  assess  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $33,000.00  for  the  purpose 
of  providing  the  Town's  share  of  the  cost  of  the  Regional  District 
School  Committee  to  pay  for  an  architect,  or  other  professional 
services,  to  draw  plans  and  specifications  for  a  regional  junior  high 
school  to  be  erected  on  land  already  owned  by  the  Regional  School 
District,  in  accordance  with  the  original  agreement  with  the  Towns 
of  Boxford  and  Middleton  establishing  the  Regional  School  District 
as  amended  by  vote  of  the  member  towns  in  1961,  and  to  direct  the 
Town  Treasurer  to  pay  over  said  sum  to  the  Regional  District  School 
Committee  to  be  used  only  in  conjunction  with  funds  appropriated 
by  the  other  two  member  towns  for  this  purpose. 

Thirty-first.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  expand  the  respon- 
sibilities of  the  Long  Range  School  Planning  Committee,  ap- 
pointed pursuant  to  Article  45  of  the  1956  March  Town  Meeting 
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and  Article  5  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  July  11,  1957, 
to  include  the  functions,  duties,  and  authority  involved  in  investi- 
gating and  planning  for  the  acquisition  of  such  elementary  school 
sites  and  such  elementary  school  buildings  as  shall  be  necessary 
for  the  projected  ultimate  elementary  school  population  of  the 
Town,  locating  and  securing  options  upon  suitable  tracts  of  land, 
and  obtaining  professional  and  technical  assistance;  said  Com- 
mittee to  report  its  recommedations  to  the  Town  at  each  Annual 
Town  Meeting  and  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  at  other  times 
as  may  be  appropriate,  and  to  designate  said  Committee  as  the 
Long  Range  School  Planning  and  Building  Committee,  or  to 
take  any  other  action  relative  thereto  including  the  method  of 
filling  vacancies.  (Submitted  by  the  Long  Range  School  Planning 
Committee) . 

The  Finance  Comm^ittee  recommended  that  no  action  be  taken 
and  Mr.  Homer  E.  Harris  of  the  School  Building  Committee  made 
a  motion  to  amend  this  article  as  follows: 

Recommended  that  the  Town  vote  to  expand  the  responsibilities 
of  the  Long  Range  School  Planning  Committee,  appointed  pursuant 
to  Article  45  of  the  1956  March  Town  Meeting,  and  Article  5  of  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  held  July  11,  1957,  to  include  the  functions, 
duties  and  authority  involved  in  investigating  and  planning  for  the 
acquisition  of  such  Elementary  School  sites  and  such  elementary 
school  buildings  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  projected  ultimate 
elementary  school  population  of  the  Town,  locating  and  securing 
options  upon  suitable  tracts  of  land,  and  obtaining  professional  and 
technical  assistance;  said  Committee  to  report  its  recommendations 
to  the  Town  at  each  Annual  Town  Meeting,  and  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  at  other  times  as  may  be  appropriate,  and  to  designate 
said  Committee  as  the  Long  Range  School  Planning  and  Building 
Committee  and  that  the  Moderator  be  authorized  to  fill  vacancies 
occurring  in  said  Committee. 

This  amendment  was  seconded  and  voted  on.  The  voice  vote 
was  not  clear  and  a  standing  vote  was  called  for  which  resulted  as 
follows:

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REPORT  OF  TREE  WARDEN  AND 

MOTH  SUPERINTENDENT 

The  continued  growth  of  the  town  plus  the  continued  greater 
use  of  the  roads  of  the  town  has  also  increased  the  workload  of  the 
Tree  Department. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Highway  Department,  tree  removal  and 
trimming  was  done  on  Howlett  Street,  Bare  Hill  Road,  Hill  Street 
and  Rowley  Bridge  Road  so  that  these  roads  could  be  widened  in 
various  spots.  A  new  house  which  was  built  on  Wildes  Street  neces- 
sitated the  removal  of  trees  so  that  this  road  could  be  kept  open  on 
a  year  round  basis. 

The  Police  Department  has  been  very  cooperative  with  the 
Tree  Department  in  reporting  fallen  and  dangerous  hanging  limbs 
and  also  providing  protection  to  the  workers  of  the  Tree  Department 
during  storm  damage  work  which  had  to  be  done  at  night. 

Through  the  office  of  Mr.  C.  Frank  Columbo  of  the  Department 
of  Natural  Resources,  help  has  been  provided  to  remove  dead  and 
dying  elm  trees  and  also  to  take  samples  of  elms  suspected  of  having 
the  Dutch  Elm  Disease.  During  the  summer,  samples  were  taken 
and  confirmed  in  63  elms  in  various  sections  of  the  town.  Over  100 
elm  trees  of  various  sizes  were  removed  during  the  past  year  because 
of  this  disease.

School  Committee  Operation 

The  committee  held  a  total  of  20  regular  meetings  and  3  special 
meetings  during  1962.  All  meetings  were  held  in  the  Superintendent's 
Office  in  Proctor  School.  Regular  meetings  for  1963  are  scheduled 
for  the  first  and  third  Monday  of  each  month  at  7:30  p.m.  Meetings 
are  open  and  the  public  is  invited  to  attend.  Notice  of  special 
meetings,  changes  in  dates,  or  changes  in  the  locations  of  meetings 
are  posted  in  the  Town  Hall. 

) 

Financial 

The  continuing  growth  of  the  elementary  school  population 
and  the  opening  of  the  Steward  School  early  in  1963  dictated  a 
substantial  increase  in  the  cost  of  elementary  education  for  1963.  The 
number  of  pupils  in  Grades  K-6  has  gone  from  222  in  1950,  to  318 
in  1955,  to  673  in  1960,  to  830  in  1962,  demonstrating  graphically 
why  new  facilities  have  been  constructed.  The  opening  of  the  Steward 
School  made  it  possible  to  remove  classes  from  temporary  facilities 
in  the  Town  Hall  and  Trinity  Church  School  as  w^ell  as  relieving  an 
overcrowded  condition  in  the  Proctor  School.  As  desirable  as  this 
change  was,  it  must  be  recognized  that  considerable  additional 
expenditure  is  required  to  operate  two  plants  somewhat  below 
capacity  as  compared  to  operating  one  large  plant  above  its  rated 
capacity. 

The  change  in  each  major  account  is  noted  below:

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The  major  increase  in  the  budget  is  found  in  the  Instruction 
Account.  Several  factors  contributed  to  the  substantial  rise  in  this 
account  of  $40,225.,  an  increase  of  20.7%. 

1.  The  provision  of  salary  for  three  additional  teachers  for 
September-December  1963. 

2.  The  provision  of  a  principal  and  a  part  time  secretary  for 
the  Steward  School  for  1963. 

3.  The  change  from  a  part  time  to  a  full  time  psysical  education 
position  and  the  establishment  of  a  position  of  school  adjust- 
ment counsellor.  A  substantial  portion  of  the  school  adjust- 
ment service  expenses  will  be  reimbursed  by  the  state. 

4.  The  impact  of  a  full  year's  salary  for  three  full  time  and  one 
part  time  teachers  added  in  September  1962. 

5.  The  impact  for  a  full  year  of  salary  raises  granted  to  be 
effective  in  September,  1962. 

6.  The  provision  for  normal  salary  increments  for  present  staff 
members  for  September-December,  1963. 

A  second  significant  increase  is  found  in  the  Operation  of  School 
Plant  Account  which  has  risen  $7,570.,  or  26.3%.  This  increase  will 
provide  for  an  additional  custodian,  fuel  power,  water  and  supplies. 

While  it  is  difficult  to  estimate  with  exactness  to  what  extent 
the  new  plant  operation  is  responsible  for  the  budget  increase,  it 
seems  reasonable  to  state  that  approximately  $15,600.  will  be  expended 
to  operate  the  new  plant  beyond  what  it  would  have  cost  to  house 
the  same  number  of  pupils  in  the  manner  in  which  it  has  been  done 
during  the  fall  of  1962.  This  amount  covers  such  items  as  the 
salaries  of  a  principal,  secretary,  lunch  room  supervisor,  and  custodian, 
as  well  as  heating,  lighting,  telephone,  care  of  grounds  and  other 
incidental  costs.  But  it  does  not  include  the  costs  of  teachers,  books, 
supplies,  transportation,  and  general  administration,  inasmuch  as 
these  costs  would  have  been  required  regardless  of  where  the  pupils 
are  housed.  To  analyze  the  major  increases  in  this  proposed  budget 
further,  these  estimates  appear  to  be  applicable: 


Operation  of  new  plant  $15,600. 

Staff  growth  22,415. 

Salary  increases,  including  increments  9,398. 

Miscellaneous  3,500. 


Total  $50,913. 


The  fact  that  the  actual  budget  rise  is  some  $8,800.  less  than 
the  above  estimates  is  due  to  the  reduction  of  certain  accounts  in 
1963  as  compared  with  1962,  such  as  Transportation  and  New 
Equipment,  and  to  the  use  of  P.L,  874  funds.  A  reduction  in  the 
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amount  of  approximately  $4200.  has  been  effected  by  removing 
certain  items  from  the  total  operating  budget,  the  cost  of  these  to 
be  taken  directly  from  the  P.L,  874  account,  which  sum  approximates 
the  account  received  for  the  1961-1962  school  year. 

It  should  be  further  noted  that  every  effort  has  been  made  to 
keep  the  costs  down  to  the  lowest  reasonable  level,  especially 
in  view  of  the  substantial  increases  noted  above.  Of  interest  is  the 
plan  to  have  the  Proctor  and  Steward  Schools  open  and  close  at 
different  hours  to  make  possible  a  better  transportation  service  and 
probably  postpone  for  a  year  contracting  for  an  additional  bus. 

The  1962  appropriation  of  $277,387.  divided  by  an  estimated 
average  enrollment  for  the  year  of  782  yields  a  gross  per  pupil 
expenditure  for  the  year  of  782  yields  a  gross  per  pupil  expenditure 
of  $354.71  for  1962.  Anticipated  receipts,  after  an  apportionment  of 
Chapter  70  Funds  for  secondary  education,  will  total  about  $64,600., 
giving  a  net  per  pupil  cost  to  the  town  of  272.11  for  1962. 

For  comparison,  an  estimated  membership  of  854  pupils  for 
1963  divided  into  the  proposed  budget  produces  a  gross  per  pupil 
cost  of  $375.27.  Anticipated  receipts  for  1963,  with  Chapter  70  Funds 
apportioned  as  above  will  total  $67,131.05,  giving  an  estimated  net 
per  pupil  cost  for  1963  of  $297.23. 

School  Facilities 

During  the  last  three  school  years  classes  have  been  housed 
in  substandard  temporary  classrooms.  Two  classes  were  so  housed  in 
1960-61,  five  in  1961-62,  and  nine  in  the  current  school  year.  At 
present,  January  1963,  there  are  three  classes  in  the  Proctor  School 
in  substandard  spaces,  three  classes  in  the  Town  Hall,  and  three 
kindergarten  classes  at  the  Trinity  Church  School. 

Many  people  have  contributed  to  making  such  an  arrangement 
feasible  and  even  more  to  making  this  arrangement  productive  in 
terms  of  academic  progress.  To  be  complimented  are  town  officials 
and  personnel,  parents,  custodians.  Trinity  Church  officials  and 
personnel,  and  especially  teachers  and  pupils. 

With  the  impending  completion  of  the  Steward  School,  mention 
might  well  be  made  at  this  time  of  the  significant  contribution  made 
by  the  members  of  the  School  Building  Committee.  Over  a  period 
of  some  three  years,  they  have  devoted  hundreds  of  hours  of  time, 
much  effort,  and  much  thought  to  this  complicated  procedure  of 
providing  new  school  facilities.  Only  pride  in  Topsfield  and  a  sense 
of  the  real  value  of  public  education  could  cause  these  people  to 
accept  this  major  civic  responsibility  and  discharge  it  so  well  in  the 
face  of  the  many  obstacles  such  a  public  committee  faces. 

Mention  might  well  be  made  at  this  time  also  of  the  excellent 
cooperation  between  the  school  building  committee  and  the  school 
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committee.  Through  the  coordinating  efforts  of  one  member  who 
served  as  a  member  of  both  committees  and  of  the  school  superin- 
tendent, the  work  of  the  building  committee  was  able  to  proceed 
more  quickly  and  effectively  with  the  knowledge  that  the  new 
building  would  serve  well  both  the  existing  educational  program  and 
anticipated  changes  in  that  programi.  A  considerable  sum  of  money 
w^as  also  saved  in  having  specifications  for  furnishings  and  equip- 
ment prepared  and  purchasing  done  through  the  school  superin- 
tendent's office. 

Maintenance 

The  continuing  program  of  maintenance  of  the  Proctor  School 
has  been  carried  on.  Fluorescent  fixtures  were  installed  in  two  class- 
rooms of  the  original  section  of  the  building,  replacing  inadequate 
fixtures  dating  from  the  construction  of  the  building.  This  completes 
a  total  of  nine  classrooms,  leaving  three  classrooms  and  certain 
auxiliary  rooms  yet  to  be  done.  When  these  are  completed,  the  lighting 
should  be  very  adequate  in  the  entire  building  for  some  time  to  come. 
Opaque  shades  were  installed  in  two  classrooms  in  the  main  building 
making  a  total  of  nine  so  completed.  These  shades  replaced  w^orn  out 
shades  of  a  more  conventional  type,  serving  well  not  only  for  ordinary 
light  control  but  also  for  projection  purposes,  making  possible  a  wider 
use  of  enriching  audio-visual  materials.  The  longer  life  expectancy 
of  these  shades  should  materially  reduce  future  replacement  costs. 

The  annual  painting  program  was  continued.  Completed  during 
the  summer  was  the  auditorium  and  stage  area,  improving  significantly 
the  appearance  of  this  facility  used  greatly  for  school  and  public 
purposes. 

A  fourth  aspect  of  the  mxaintenance  program  was  the  paving  of 
certain  walks  and  an  entry  area  by  the  north  end  of  the  main 
building.  This  work  has  helped  in  snow  removal  work,  has  reduced 
materially  the  amount  of  dirt  brought  into  the  building,  and  has 
provided  a  larger  play  area  for  the  children  during  the  winter  months. 

A  final  small,  but  important  improvement  was  the  planting  of 
three  maple  saplings  on  the  grounds  between  the  main  building  and 
the  Town  Hall.  These,  plus  future  judicious  plantings,  will  develop 
mature  trees  of  value  as  the  adjacent  grounds  slowly  lose  the  stately 
elms  gracing  the  general  area. 

The  Curriculum 

The  budget,  provision  of  facilities,  and  the  maintenance  of 
facilities  are  essential  aspects  of  public  education,  but  the  m.ost  vital 
is  the  educational  program. 

The  Topsfield  Schools  are  geared  to  a  conservative  educational 
program,  with  emphasis  on  strong  academic  preparation.  Yet  this 
conservatism,  dedicated  to  a  strong  intellectual  training  for  its  boys 
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and  girls,  is  tempered  by  three  strong  forces.  First,  while  building 
upon  that  in  education  which  is  tested  and  known  to  be  strong,  the 
Topsfield  Schools  endeavor  to  bring  into  use  every  proven  advance 
in  methods  and  materials.  Secondly,  there  is  the  recognition  that  these 
pupils  must  have  a  well-rounded  education.  While  primary  stress  is 
laid  on  academic  preparation,  every  pupil  is  entitled  to  the  opportunity 
to  develop  in  the  arts,  to  the  opportunity  of  acquiring  a  considerable 
knowledge  of  his  cultural  heritage,  and  to  the  opportunity  for 
healthy  growth,  both  physical  and  emotional.  The  third  force  is  a 
recognition  of  the  child  as  an  individual,  with  his  own  particular 
capacities,  goals,  interests,  and  talents.  While  pupils  may  be  taught 
as  groups,  they  learn  as  individuals. 

Four  curriculum  guides  have  been  completed  and  approved 
during  the  past  two  years.  These  guides,  in  English,  arithmetic,  social 
studies,  and  science  were  developed  by  committees  of  Topsfield  and 
Boxford  teachers  working  cooperatively.  These  guides  have  recognized 
limitations  expected  in  a  first  attempt  under  the  handicaps  of 
insufficient  time  and  few  resources.  However,  they  will  serve  to  unify 
these  programs,  will  be  of  assistance  to  both  present  staff"  members 
and  those  new  to  the  system,  and  will  provide  a  springboard  to  the 
development  of  revised  guides  in  these  areas  and  new  guides  in  areas 
yet  to  be  considered.  A  guide  in  reading  is  now  in  the  process  of 
development. 

The  limited  departmentalization  begun  in  the  1961-62  school 
year  has  been  further  expanded  during  the  current  school  year.  In 
the  fifth  and  sixth  grades,  nine  classroom  teachers  have  organized  into 
three  teams,  with  each  teacher  having  major  areas  of  responsibility. 
Such  an  organization  permits  a  greater  utilization  of  staff  talent,  and 
should  prove  beneficial  to  those  pupils  soon  to  make  the  transition  to 
the  fully  departmentalized  secondary  program. 

The  reading  program  has  continued  to  receive  study.  Attempts 
have  been  and  are  continuing  to  be  made  to  improve  an  already  strong 
program  in  the  belief  that  success  in  reading  is  the  cornerstone  of 
the  entire  elementary  school  program  and  the  basis  for  a  successful 
secondary  school  career.  Attention  to  reading  commences  early  in 
kindergarten.  The  usual  readiness  materials  of  the  kindergarten  level 
are  being  supplemented  this  year  by  a  phonetic  readiness  program. 
It  is  hoped  that  this  training  will  better  prepare  the  pupils  for  a 
more  successful  introduction  to  formal  reading  in  the  first  grade. 

The  pattern  of  grouping  within  a  self-contained  classroom  has 
remained  the  same  at  the  primary  level.  However,  greater  attention 
was  given  in  June  to  the  class  organization  for  September  in  an 
effort  to  reduce  the  extremes  in  ranges  in  any  given  classroom.  This 
permitted  a  better  classification  of  pupils  for  reading  instruction, 
making  possible  more  efficient  grouping  of  pupils  with  similar  needs. 
Grouping  in  this  fashion  also  should  make  possible  the  more  rapid 
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progress  of  the  academically  more  able  during  the  primary  unit, 
eliminating  a  gap  which  has  heretofore  existed  when  these  pupils 
have  been  placed  in  advanced  sections  of  Joplin  Plan  groups  at  the 
fourth  grade  level. 

A  more  intensified  physical  program  was  initiated  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  current  school  year.  For  the  first  time  the  position  of 
physical  education  has  been  placed  on  a  full  time  basis.  Upper  grade 
pupils  now  receive  physical  education  instruction  two  periods  as 
compared  to  one  period  per  week  previously.  Lower  grade  children, 
who  formerly  had  no  regular  instruction,  now  receive  one  or  more 
periods  each  week.  Emphasis  in  physical  education  is  being  given 
not  only  to  games  and  attendant  skills  but  to  physical  fitness  for  all 
children  and  to  corrective  work  for  those  children  with  real  need. 
To  supplement  this  aspect  of  the  physical  education  program  which 
occurs  during  the  regular  instructional  day,  a  brief  after  school  parts 
program  has  been  initiated.  Miss  Ann  Hamilton,  physical  education 
instructor,  and  Mr.  Sidney  Berlin,  fifth  grade  teacher,  have  volun- 
teered their  services  in  carrying  on  a  program  for  both  boys  and 
girls  which  emphasized  physical  fitness,  athletic  skills,  and  good 
sportsmanship. 

Guidance 

The  position  of  school  adjustment  counsellor  was  initially 
established  in  September,  1962,  making  available  for  the  first  time 
this  valuable  service.  The  function  of  the  school  adjustment  counsellor 
is  to  work  with  pupils,  parents,  and  the  school  staff  in  cases  of  social 
or  emotional  maladjustment  on  the  part  of  the  child,  which  is 
detrimental  to  his  school  progress  or  his  relationships  with  his 
schoolmates  and  teachers.  The  program  is  designed  to  be  preventive 
in  nature  through  helping  the  young  child  to  adjust  to  the  demands 
of  the  school  society  hopefully  eliminating  the  problems,  which,  if 
not  recognized  and  helped,  can  be  the  forerunners  of  severe  mal- 
adjustment as  the  child  matures.  The  services  of  Miss  Lois  Crane, 
the  counsellor,  are  shared  by  the  elementary  schools  in  Topsfield, 
Boxford,  and  Middleton  on  a  40%-30%)-30%  basis,  with  costs 
similarly  apportioned.  This  program  is  state  supported  to  a  con- 
siderable extent.  While  a  program  of  this  nature  must  be  long 
range,  continuing  process  with  results  truly  evaluative  only  after 
years,  a  preliminary  observation  following  four  months'  of  operation 
indicates  that  this  service  will  be  a  major  asset  to  the  school  and 
community. 

Health  Service 

The  school  health  service  has  grown  with  the  school  population 
with  every  attempt  being  made  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  service 
as  well  as  to  meet  the  quantitative  demands.  Through  the  efforts  of 
Dr.  Clarence  Thornton,  School  Physical,  and  Miss  Ruth  Barnard, 
School  Nurse,  the  many  routine  health  activities  were  carried  on: 
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height  and  weight  checks  for  all  pupils,  first  aid,  care  of  ill  children, 
the  initiation  and  maintenance  of  health  records.  In  addition,  these 
health  activities  were  carried  on:

These  health  notes  may  be  of  interest: 

1.  The  school  nurse  formerly  served  both  the  Boxford  and 
Topsfield  elementary  schools.  Effective  this  school  year  her 
school  duties  have  been  limited  to  Topsfield. 

2.  A  new  vision  testing  machine,  the  T/O  School  Vision  Tester, 
has  been  provided  to  make  vision  testing  quicker  and  more 
effective. 

3.  It  has  been  a  long  standing  recommendation  that  children 
entering  kindergarten  be  given  complete  physical  examinations 
by  the  family  dentist  and  physician.  This  recommendation 
was  carried  out  for  80%  of  the  entering  kindergarten  class. 

4.  Two  doses  of  Saben  Oral  vaccine  were  furnished  free  by 
the  school  to  virtually  all  pupils  in  the  spring,  the  cost  of 
which  was  borne  by  the  P.L.  874  fund,  rather  than  from  the 
local  tax  appropriation. 

Community  Activities 

Public  use  of  school  facilities  has  increased  even  further.  Regular 
meetings  of  the  school  committee,  the  school  building  committee,  and 
the  long  range  planning  committee  were  held  at  the  Proctor  School, 
as  well  as  town  meetings  and  various  hearings.  Adult  activities  such 
as  badminton,  volley  ball  and  target  shooting  were  carried  on  regu- 
larly. Girl  Scout  meetings  have  been  held,  regularly,  as  well  as 
basketball  for  both  boys  and  girls  under  the  sponsorship  of  the 
Topsfield  Athletic  Association.  The  recently  established  Topsfield 
Y.M.C.A.  has  sponsored  both  adult  dance  classes  and  teen  canteens. 
Use  has  also  been  made  of  Woodbury  Auditorium  by  several  church 
affiliated  groups.  A  substantial  collection  of  rentals  and  fees  approaches 
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the  total  expended  for  extra  custodial  service  in  connection  with 
these  activities.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Steward  School  will  furnish  a 
second  school  facility  which  will  be  as  useful  for  community  purposes 
as  the  Proctor  School  has  been. 

What  Lies  Ahead? 

The  establishment  of  an  elementary  summer  school  program 
continues  to  be  a  goal.  Although  the  initial  attempt  at  providing 
this  service  two  years  ago  failed  to  secure  sufficient  support,  it  is 
hoped  that  a  second  attempt  will  be  more  fruitful.  The  value  of  a 
summer  program  for  certain  pupils  has  been  demonstrated  in  many 
communities.  Enrichment,  remedial  instruction,  and  help  for  marginal 
pupils  in  basic  academic  skills  are  all  proper  aspects  of  a  summer 
program.  Considered  even  from  an  economic  perspective,  summer 
school  may  save  a  year  of  costly  repetition  for  some  pupils  and  makes 
possible  use  of  expensive  school  facilities  for  a  greater  part  of  the  year. 
Consideration  will  be  given  to  establishing  this  program  initially  in 
conjunction  with  a  neighboring  system. 

The  need  for  a  speech  teacher  grows  more  obvious  yearly.  While 
some  of  the  pupils  with  remediable  speech  deficiencies  are  receiving 
private  help,  an  effective  program  will  become  operative  only  with 
the  employment  of  a  speech  teacher.  Some  state  financial  support  is 
available.  This  program  might  also  be  established  initially  in  con- 
junction with  a  neighboring  system. 

A  statement  was  made  above  relative  to  the  very  considerable 
use  of  the  present  school  facilities  for  community  purposes.  Many 
of  these  were  recreational  in  nature.  The  summer  playground  program 
also  operates  at  the  school,  under  school  department  direction  and 
expenditure.  These  activities,  together  with  the  wide  range  recre- 
ational activities  carried  on  in  the  community,  point  out  the 
need  for  the  establishment  of  an  official  tovv^n  recreation  commission 
to  coordinate  and  provide  leadership  for  these  activities.  The 
school  committee  urges  that  steps  be  taken  to  establish  such  a 
committee. 

With  the  opening  of  the  Steward  School,  the  housing  situation 
will  be  excellent  and  should  continue  to  be  so  for  another  two 
school  years.  Crowded  conditions  may  occur  again  in  1965  unless 
there  is  a  real  slowing  of  the  growth  rate.  There  have  been  some 
hopeful  signs  that  such  is  the  case.  However,  even  with  this,  a 
target  date  of  September,  1966,  for  additional  facilities  should  be 
established.  Barring  a  complete  change  in  the  location  of  the  new 
housing,  the  next  step  in  building  expansion  would  be  the  construction 
of  the  planned  for  seven-room  addition  to  the  Steward  School. 
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While  it  may  be  a  most  inappropriate  time  to  discuss  future 
construction,  the  town  cannot  avoid  the  conclusion  that  two  additional 
elementary  schools  will  be  necessary  to  house  the  eventual  school 
population.  Therefore,  it  is  respectfully  suggested  that  consideration 
be  given  to  the  acquisition  of  potential  sites  for  future  buildings, 
probably  one  in  the  southern  sector  and  one  in  the  northwestern 
sector  of  Topsfield,  these  to  be  reserved  from  private  development. 
Such  land  is  certainly  more  available  now  than  it  will  be  in  five  or 
ten  years,  at  lower  costs  and  in  better  locations.  Such  acquisitions 
for  future  use  would  also  help  the  Town  in  planning  for  such  services 
as  road  improvement,  water  service,  recreation,  and  an  eventual 
town  sewerage  system. 

The  provision  of  transportation  has  become  a  significant  expen- 
diture. This  has  been  accelerated  by  the  opening  of  the  Steward 
School.  While  the  relatively  sparsity  of  population  does  not  at  this 
instant  make  a  strong  case  for  immediate  sidewalk  construction 
certainly  all  planning  for  road  improvements  should  be  carried  on 
with  the  eventual  provision  of  sidewalks  in  mind. 

Perkins  Row  is  now  and  will  continue  to  become  more  and  more 
a  major  traffic  artery  of  the  tov/n.  This  has  been  accelerated  by  the 
opening  of  the  Steward  School.  Attention  should  be  given  to  the 
early  implementation  of  the  town  master  plan  recommendation  for 
improving  this  road  to  handle  safely  and  effectively  the  growing 
traffic  burden. 

It  has  been  realized  for  some  time  that  an  effective  school  plan 
for  civilian  defense-evacuation  procedures,  fallout  shelter  protection, 
and  instructional  responsibilities  —  has  been  lacking.  Leadership  in 
this  matter  has  been  virtually  nonexistent  at  both  national  and  state 
levels.  It  has  been  also  recognized  that  any  effective  school  plan  must 
be  an  integral  part  of  the  community  plan.  It  was  with  this  in  mind 
that  the  school  committee  recommended  that  steps  be  taken  to 
develop  a  comprehensive  town  plan  in  which  the  school  would 
develop  its  peculiar  role.  It  is  hoped  that  1963  will  see  significant 
progress  made  in  this  direction. 

During  the  past  year  the  loss  of  leadership  and  the  approaching 
division  of  the  parent  community  into  two  groups  resulted  in  the 
cessation  of  activities  by  the  Parent-Teacher  Association.  It  is  hoped 
that  active  groups  will  be  organized  for  both  schools,  serving  as  they 
do  for  a  liaison  agency  between  the  school  and  parent.  Greater  public 
interest  in  and  knowledge  of  the  school  programs  and  the  school 
problems  are  indispensable  to  the  best  development  of  an  ever-growing 
and  ever-improving  program  of  elementary  education  in  Topsfield.

Age  Of  Admittance 


1.  Entrance  Age  requirements  for  Topsfield  Elementary  School: 

a.  Pupils  entering  Kindergarten  must  reach  their  fifth  birth- 
day by  December  31st  of  the  year  in  which  they  enroll. 
Pupils  entering  first  grade  in  September  must  reach  their 
sixth  birthday  by  December  31st  of  the  year  in  which  they 
enroll. 

b.  Underage  first  grade  pupils  transferring  from  other  school 
systems  may  be  admitted  under  the  following  conditions: 

(1)  The  school  must  be  a  part  of  a  recognized  accredited 
school  system. 

(2)  The  pupils  must  have  completed  satisfactorily,  not  less 
than  ninety  (90)  days  of  standard  first  grade  work. 

(3)  In  every  case,  the  admission  of  underage  children  shall 
be  dependent  upon  the  fitness  of  the  child  to  profit  by 
the  first  grade  program  of  the  Topsfield  Public  Schools, 
such  fitness  to  be  determined  by  the  superintendent  of 
schools. 

(4)  All  admissions  are  subject  to  a  probationary  period  of 
one  (1)  term. 


No  school  announcements  will  be  broadcast  over  WBZ,  WESX, 
and  WNAC  between  7:00  and  7:30  a.m.,  if  there  is  no  school  for  the 
day.  Announcements  regarding  "No  School"  are  made  by  the  Tops- 
field  Superintendent  for  the  Topsfield  Elementary  School  only. 
Announcements  for  the  Masconomet  Regional  High  School  will  be 
made  by  the  Regional  Superintendent  and  will  be  designated  "Mas-' 
conomet  Regional  High  School." 


No-School  Signal 
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In  addition,  three  long  blasts  will  be  given  on  the  local  fire 
alarm  at  7:15  a.m.  to  designate  no  school  for  the  elementary  classes 
(grades  kindergarten  through  six)  for  the  day.  A  similar  signal 
at  11:00  a.m.  will  indicate  no  afternoon  kindergarten  session. 

During  stormy  or  extremely  cold  weather,  parents  are  urged 
to  exercise  their  own  judgment  in  sending  their  children  to  school. 

Vaccination 

Children  who  have  not  been  vaccinated  will  not  be  admitted 
to  school  in  September  unless  they  present  a  certificate  from  a 
regular  practicing  physician  stating  that  they  are  not  fit  subjects  for 
vaccination.  Parents  are  requested  to  attend  to  this  matter  prior  to 
the  spring  registration  of  kindergarten  if  possible,  so  that  certificates 
of  vaccination  or  of  exemption  can  be  presented  at  that  time.  If  not, 
such  certificates  must  be  presented  at  the  opening  of  school  to  entitle 
children  to  admission.

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REPORT  OF 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

At  the  close  of  1962,  construction  of  the  Steward  School  was 
essentially  completed;  accordingly,  occupancy  has  been  tentatively 
scheduled  for  mid- January  of  1963  (classes  actually  began  on 
January  14,  1963). 

During  1962,  the  Elementary  School  Building  Committee  met 
frequently  with  the  architect,  Mr.  Walter  S.  Brodie  of  the  firm 
Kilham,  Hopkins,  Greely  and  Brodie,  the  General  Contractor,  Mr. 
Richard  Walsh  of  the  Walsh  Construction  Company  of  Salem, 
Mass.,  and  the  Project  Inspector,  Mr.  Joseph  Weed,  to  review  the 
progress  of  the  construction  work.  Throughout  the  year  the  Com- 
mitte  visited  the  site  periodically  to  inspect  the  work  in  progress. 
Working  in  close  collaboration  with  the  Architect,  the  Committee 
restudied  the  various  phases  of  construction  in  order  to  determine 
if  any  desirable  changes  in  plans  and  specifications  should  be  made. 
Several  minor  changes  were  made  providing  sufficient  savings  that 
permitted  substitution  of  the  more  desirable  and  longer  life  slate 
blackboards  for  the  previously  specified  composition  boards. 

Equally  important,  the  Committee  spent  considerable  time  in 
purchasing  suitable  equipment  and  furnishings  for  the  Steward 
School.  In  this  endeavour,  the  Committee  worked  closely  with  the 
School  Department  and,  in  particular,  Dr.  Herbert  A.  Rouisse, 
Superintendent  of  Schools.  Dr.  Rouisse's  advice  and  contributions 
in  this  matter,  as  well  as  in  all  of  the  other  Committee  activities,  were 
extremely  helpful  and  significant.  By  purchasing  the  equipment  and 
furnishings  directly,  rather  than  through  the  General  Contractor, 
a  substantial  saving  was  realized.  Furthermore,  some  of  the  furnishings 
were  put  in  use  at  the  Proctor  School  in  September  1962  to  satisfy 
a  need  at  that  location.  These  furnishings  were  moved  to  the  Steward 
School  when  classes  began  there. 

Included  in  the  plans  for  the  Steward  School  was  a  standby 
gas  powered  generator  to  provide  electrical  power  to  operate  the 
heating  system  in  case  of  the  failure  of  power  from  the  normal 
source.  This  unit  has  already  proved  its  usefulness  by  keeping  the 
heating  system  operating  satisfactorily  when  power  failed  during  the 
extremely  cold  weather  in  late  December. 

The  Committee  is  pleased  to  report  that  the  work  of  the  Walsh 
Construction  Company  has  been  satisfactory  and  that,  despite  several 
delays  caused  by  sub-contractors,  the  building  will  be  completed 
about  as  scheduled.  The  work  of  Mr.  Weed  as  Project  Inspector 
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has  been  valuable  in  a  variety  of  ways.  As  usual,  Mr.  Brodie  has 
been  instrumental  in  insuring  the  work  was  completed  properly  and 
on  time;  his  helpful  advice  with  respect  to  the  purchase  of  equip- 
ment and  furnishings  has  been  beneficial.  To  these  and  to  others  who 
have  assisted,  the  Committee  wishes  to  extend  its  sincere  thanks. 

Recognizing  that  the  project  is  not  quite  completed,  it  is  not 
possible  to  make  a  detailed  financial  report  at  this  time;  this  will  be 
done  later.  However,  the  Committee  is  certain  that  the  total  cost  will 
be  within  the  amount  of  $669,000,  which  was  the  total  project 
appropriation.

Many  childhood  diseases  have  been  more  prevalent  than  this 
report  would  indicate,  with  failure  on  both  the  part  of  the  parents 
and  in  some  cases  of  the  physician  to  give  definite  reports. 

The  milk  inspector  issued  the  following  licenses. 
1 1  wagon  licenses  to  sell  milk  and  cream 

7  store  licenses  to  sell  milk  and  cream 

3  store  licenses  to  sell  Oleo 

1  license  to  sell  Frozen  Desserts 

During  the  year  two  wagon  licenses  to  deliver  to  stores  stopped 
delivery.  Both  instances  due  to  tendencies  to  have  a  higher  than 
average  Bacteria  count. 

The  milk  inspector,  Mr.  Osgood  Richards  is  very  active  and  is 
frequently  obtaining  milk  samples  from  all  who  deliver  milk  and 
cream  in  town  to  make  sure  it  meets  all  requirements. 

All  stores,  previous  to  their  being  granted  licenses  to  sell  milk 
and  cream,  were  visited  and  inspected  by  the  milk  inspector. 

During  the  year  the  milk  inspector  took  a  total  of  119  samples 
which  were  tested  for  butterfat  content,  Bacterial  count,  and  deter- 
mination of  water  content.  Microscopic  examinations  were  also 
made. 

The  Tov/n  of  Topsfield  has  more  than  tripled  in  population 
since  World  War  11.  Many  forward  steps  have  been  taken  during 
this  period.  A  Town  water  system  has  been  installed.  A  Zoning 
By-Law  and  a  Building  Code  have  been  adopted  and  amended  from 
time  to  time.  Our  own  school  facilities  have  been  enlarged  and  we 
have  joined  in  a  regional  school  district,  not  only  to  maintain  our 
educational  standards  but  to  upgrade  them  as  necessary. 
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Our  Planning  Board  has  contributed  greatly  to  our  orderly 
growth.  Our  roads  have  been  improved  in  many  areas.  Library 
facilities  have  widened.  Police  and  fire  protection  have  been  en- 
larged. 

All  of  these  and  many  other  improvements  are  the  result  of 
the  work  of  the  various  officials,  voluntary  members  of  committees, 
and  employees  as  well  as  the  insight  of  the  citizens. 

It  is  not  enough,  however,  to  think  in  terms  of  what  has  been 
done.  Attention  must  be  given  to  improving  those  roads  which 
have  not  yet  been  done  and  to  install  drainage  sytsems.  We  must  put 
greater  emphasis  on  long  range  planning  as  it  pertains  to  our 
finances  and  to  our  general  welfare. 

The  Board  commends  all  those  who  have  worked  so  diligently 
for  the  good  of  the  Town.  The  continuance  of  good  government  and 
services  depends  upon  the  participation  of  dedicated  people  at  all 
levels. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  legal  expenses,  included  in  the 
Town  Officers  Expenses,  was  increased  in  1962  because  of  the 
necessity  to  defend  the  Town  because  of  action  brought  in  enforcing 
the  Load  Limit  By-Law.  In  1963  legal  expenses  will  reflect  court 
costs  in  connection  with  the  action  taken  by  the  Topsfield  Village 
Shopping  Center  in  connection  with  the  Board's  denial  of  a  permit 
for  a  gasoline  station  on  Main  Street. 

During  the  year  your  Board  appointed  a  number  of  citizens 
to  special  committees  and  cannot  thank  enough  those  who  have  come 
forward  to  assist  in  the  orderly  operation  of  our  Town. 

The  Town  continues  to  grow  and  the  need  for  special  com- 
mittees to  assist  in  Town  affairs  will  be  ever  present.  To  help  your 
Board  in  selecting  personnel  for  same  your  Board  has  included 
in  this  year's  town  report  a  blank  to  be  filled  out  by  any  citizen 
interested  in  serving  on  a  Town  committee.

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WATER  COMMISSIONER'S  REPORT 

This  report  covers  the  thirteenth  full  year  of  the  operation  of 
the  Town  Water  System. 

During  the  year,  24  new  takers  were  added  to  the  water  rolls 
making  a  total  of  711.  Approximately  1190  feet  of  new  8"  main 
was  installed  by  a  developer.  Ninety-one  million  gallons  of  water  were 
pumped. 

The  pumping  system  is  now  on  automatic  control  through  the 
use  of  a  Telemetering  device  which  functions  by  water  level  control 
at  the  storage  tank.  This  assures  a  full  tank  (500,000  gallons)  by 
efficient  use  of  the  pumps.

Five  new  wells  were  added,  bringing  the  total  to  forty.  The 
long  range  plans  for  the  present  well  field  area  are  thus  now 
completed.  Exploration  for  new  sources  was  continued  and  it  now 
appears  that  a  suitable  supply  area  has  been  uncovered.  Recom- 
mendations for  further  exploration  and  development  will  be  sub- 
mitted at  future  Town  Meetings. 

Our  well  field  receives  constant  attention  and  proper  mainten- 
ance as  required.  The  original  twenty  wells  were  washed,  redeveloped 
and  repaired  where  necessary  in  order  to  maintain  them  at  original 
flow  capacity. 

The  Engineering  firm  of  Clinton  Foster  Goodwin  has  been  our 
Water  System  Engineering  Consultants  since  1948.  The  excellence 
of  our  system  results  from  their  continued  efforts  and  cooperation. 
All  water  maps  are  currently  up  to  date. 

We  wish  to  thank  our  Superintendent,  Mr.  Thomas  Cass,  and 
our  Clerk,  Mrs.  Sefton  Earl,  for  their  continued  interest  and  cooper- 
ation throughout  the  year.

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THE  TOPSFIELD  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
REPORT  ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  1962 

The  most  prominent  activity  of  the  Topsfield  Conservation 
Commission  in  1962  was  devoted  to  the  designing  and  re-designing 
a  Topsfield  Conservation  District  referred  to  as  Section  3  of  the 
proposed  Master  Plan. 

The  purpose  of  a  Conservation  District  is  to  stabilize  and  retain 
land  in  a  green^  open  state.  Few  land  owners  realize  that  there  are 
several  ways"  in  which  they  can  stabilize  the  future  use  of  their  land. 
The  purpose  of  a  conservation  district  is  not  only  to  stabilize,  but  to 
conserve  the  ground  water  table  to  protect  the  natural  reservoirs 
and  sponge  areas  from  causing  a  flood  hazard  to  home  and  property 
owners;  and  to  maintain  irreplaceable  natural  features  and  wildlife 
habitats.  A  Conservation  District  is  a  safeguard  against  pollution  of 
existing  water  supplies  and  watersheds. 

It  is  usually  considered  that  the  value  of  property  that  falls 
into,  or  abuts  a  Conservation  District  is  well  enhanced. 

In  the  interest  of  National  Wildlife  we  again  encourage  our 
school  department  to  focus  their  attention  to  Wildlife  Week  by 
conducting  a  poster  contest,  creating  an  awareness  of  the  importance 
of  conservation. 

In  support  of  the  Planning  Board's  efforts  in  preparing  a  Master 
Plan  we  edited  and  published  a  brochure,  called  "Some  Facts  About 
Conservation." 

Our  Commission  participated  in  the  Massachusetts  Association 
of  Conservation  Commissions  conferences  and  area  meetings  in  the 
interest  of  Mosquito  Control. 

We  have  commenced  to  develop  a  comprehensive  index  of  wet- 
lands, which  will  be  valuable  to  other  Municipal  Departments. 

Every  resident  has  an  obligation  to  make  our  community  a 
safer,  healthier  and  happier  place  to  live.  Many  families  have  been 
attracted  to  Topsfield  by  the  aesthetic  values  of  our  countryside,  but 
each  year  our  natural  resources  are  minimized,  endangered  and 
jeopardized  by  lack  of  understanding  of  conservation  practices  and 
the  misuse  of  land. 

Your  Conservation  Corhmission  would  like  to  take  this  oppor-

tunity  to  bring  to  your  attention  the  prominent  role  that  conser- 
vation takes  in  the  Master  Plan  Zoning  Proposal. 

Water  is  not  an  inexhaustible  resource.  The  utilization  of  our 
ground  water,  the  "wetlands"  and  "open  spaces,"  the  condition  in 
which  we  keep  them,  and  the  methods  that  we  use  to  control  our 
resources  and  make  them  work  for  us,  is  going  to  make  the  difference 
between  the  progress  and  stagnation  of  our  community.

The  year  1963  will  be  the  300th  anniversary  of  the  building  of 
the  first  church  in  Topsfield  at  the  site  of  our  present  Pine  Grove 
Cemetery.  Following  the  custom  of  burying  the  dead  in  their  church- 
yard, the  cemetery  was  started  at  that  time.  Through  the  purchase 
of  additional  land  bordering  on  this  original  area,  this  cemetery  is 
one  of  the  few  in  the  country  which  covers  this  period  of  time  in 
one  continuous  area. 

Under  our  program  of  conserving  and  protecting  the  natural 
beauty  of  our  cemeteries,  the  program  of  trimming  dead  limbs, 
undesirable  brush,  and  poison  ivy  was  continued  during  the  past  year. 

The  iron  fence  around  the  Ashael  Hunington  lot  and  the  chains 
around  the  Asa  Pingree  lot  were  sanded  and  painted  for  the  first 
time  in  many  years. 

A  new  Locke  Triplex  Mower  was  purchased  to  replace  the  old 
machine  which  was  12  years  old. 

Three  hundred  fifty  gallons  of  road  oil  was  applied  to  Hydrangea 
Avenue  and  the  driveway  leading  from  the  main  gate  to  the  Tomb 
for  our  program  of  continuing  improvement  of  these  roadways.

REPORT  OF  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 

Everyone  is  conscious  of  the  effect  of  our  fast-growing  population 
on  our  educational  institutions.  The  Topsfield  library,  as  well  as  the 
Topsfield  schools,  reflects  this  growth  in  its  need  for  expanding 
facilities.  The  number  of  registrations  at  the  library  has  increased  this 
year  by  approximately  243,  bringing  the  total  registration  to  over 
2200.  In  1962,  attendance  during  school  hours  totaled  10,960,  an 
increase  of  2,406  over  last  year.  Attendance  during  regular  library 
hours  was  4400  over  last  year,  or  30,600.  This  greater  use  of  the 
library  was  reflected  in  book  circulation  which  totaled  58,774,  over 
7,000  more  than  in  1961. 

Expansion  of  our  facilities  has  long  been  a  need.  If  the  downstairs 
space  could  be  used  for  a  children's  library  room  and  for  a  work 
room  it  would  release  space  on  the  ground  floor  for  adult  use.  How- 
ever, the  use  of  the  downstairs  space  is  dependent  on  the  solving  of  a 
severe  drainage  problem.  The  northeaster  in  October  brought  the 
situation  to  a  crisis,  requiring  the  assistance  of  the  Civil  Defense 
Department.  They  were  on  continual  duty  for  forty-eight  hours  thus 
preventing  serious  flood  damage.  We  are  most  grateful  to  them. 
When  the  proper  steps  are  taken  by  the  Road  Department  on  road 
drainage,  we  will  install  a  new  library  drainage  system.  We  are 
hopeful  that  in  the  early  spring  this  long  over-due  work  will  be 
accomplished.  We  are  also  hopeful  that  the  widening  of  South 
Common  Street  will  be  accomplished  this  spring.  The  large  trees 
in  front  of  the  library  are  being  seriously  threatened  by  increased 
traffic,  and  their  protection  will  be  assured  if  the  road  is  widened. 

The  board  of  Trustees  meets  the  second  Monday  of  every  month. 
The  book  committee  meets  the  third  Monday.  Both  meetings  are 
always  open  to  the  public. 

The  library  is  fortunate  in  its  staff.  Mrs.  Jean  Holloway, 
Librarian,  and  Mrs.  Laura  Denault,  Assistant  Librarian  are  holders 
of  the  Professional  Librarian's  Certificate  issued  by  the  Board  of 
Library  Commissioners.  They  both  have  attended  the  School  of 
Library  Science  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  Mrs.  Holloway 
for  the  third  year,  Mrs.  Denault  for  the  second  year.  Mrs.  Ruth 
English  and  Mrs.  Lorraine  Onufry  are  our  capable  desk  assistants. 

In  addition  to  regular  school  and  public  library  service,  we  offer 
free  language  classes  taught  by  volunteer  teachers.  Mrs.  Laurent 
Bouchard  and  Mrs.  Frederick  Miller  teach  a  class  in  French;  Mrs. 
Lawrence  Hartdorn  and  Mrs.  John  Keohane  teach  two  classes  in 
Spanish;  Mrs.  Ronald  Noyes  teaches  a  class  in  German.  There  is 
also  a  course  in  Russian  conversation  sponsored  by  the  Danvers 
Y.M.C.A.  taught  by  Mrs.  Plynn  Williams  for  which  there  is  a 
nominal  fee.  Our  art  exhibits  during  the  year  were  well  attended  and 
received  much  favorable  coroment.  Numerous  committees,  art  classes, 
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scouts,  and  other  civic  and  cultural  groups  use  the  library  for 
meetings.  Mrs.  Holloway  has  assisted  in  setting  up  the  libraries  for  the 
Congregational  Church  and  for  the  new  Steward  School.  In  the  fall 
a  tea  was  held  at  the  library  for  the  teachers  of  the  elementary 
schools  so  that  they  might  become  acquainted  with  the  staff  and 
library  facilities.  We  are  grateful  to  many  people  for  their  interest 
and  help  in  the  past  year.  The  language  teachers  previously  mentioned, 
Mr.  John  Northey,  Mr.  Palmer  Lavalee,  Mrs.  Emerson  Joy  and  Mrs. 
Plynn  Williams  for  their  work  during  National  Library  Week,  Mrs. 
Everett  Blanchard,  Mr.  Robert  Wood  of  the  Civil  Defense  Depart- 
ment, the  Garden  Clubs  and  many  others.  Gifts  of  a  rug  and  books 
were  gratefully  received.  It  is  a  growing  custom  to  give  a  living 
memorial  of  a  book  in  the  name  of  the  deceased  to  the  library;  this 
custom  as  well  as  remembrance  of  the  library  in  a  will  is  one  which 
assures  a  lasting  tribute.  A  floor  model  globe  was  purchased  in 
memory  of  Mr.  Sargent  Wellman.  Part  of  the  funds  for  this  purchase 
were  donated  by  friends  of  Mr.  Wellman. 

We  will  continue  our  endeavors  to  give  the  best  in  library  service 
and  to  maintain  our  high  standards  as  the  library  grows.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LONG  RANGE  SCHOOL  PLANNING 

AND  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

At  the  1962  Annual  Town  Meeting  the  town  voted  to  expand 
the  duties  of  the  Long  Range  School  Planning  Committee  to  include 
those  of  a  school  building  committee  responsible  for  such  new 
facilities  as  needed  for  the  projected  ultimate  school  population  of 
the  Town.  Subsequently  the  committee  organized  into  four  sub- 
committees, as  follows: 

1)  School  Enrollment  Projections 

2)  Sites  and  Land  Areas 

3)  Buildings,  Furnishings  and  Equipment 

4)  Public  Information 

It  is  intended  that  each  of  the  sub-committees  work  closely  with 
appropriate  town  committees  and  departments  in  order  to  obtain 
accurate  and  up-to-date  information,  to  avoid  duplication  of  effort 
and  to  keep  all  concerned  fully  informed.  In  this  connection  we 
expect,  as  a  matter  of  routine  procedure,  to  furnish  other  town 
committees  and  departments  data  developed  by  this  committee. 

Arthur  L.  Divenuti,  Jr.  was  appointed  to  the  committee  during 
the  year  to  fill  the  vacancy  created  by  the  resignation  of  Marcia 
Ingraham. 

The  Committee  has  made  its  annual  projection  of  the  elemen- 
tary school  enrollment  thru  the  fall  of  1967.  The  results  of  this 
projection  are  given  in  table  *2.  It  has  been  assumed  in  making  these 
projections  that  the  average  rate  of  growth  of  the  town  for  the 
next  five  years  will  be  the  same  as  it  has  been  for  the  past  five  years.

Medical  costs  continue  to  be  the  largest  item  in  the  welfare 
budget.  You  ^ill  note,  however,  that  they  have  remained  remarkably 
stable  in  the  past  3  years,  although  the  distribution  has  changed  in 
the  4  categories  of  assistance.  Meeting  medical  needs  and  providing 
other  services  to  recipients  of  assistance  is  the  present  program  being 
emphasized  by  the  Department  of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare. 
This  department  is  where  policies  for  public  assistance  are  developed, 
and  from  where  the  reimbursement  monies  come.  We  feel  that  this 
program  of  services  is  very  important,  and  have  been  rendering 
services  and  medical  care  to  our  recipients  throughout  the  years  of 
the  district.

All  of  the  federally  aided 
programs  are  investigated  by  the  district,  approved  by  the  Board, 
and  administered  by  the  district. 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  wish  to  thank  all 
of  the  Town  Officers,  the  Doctor,  the  Community  Nurse,  and  any 
other  members  of  the  community  who  have  cooperated  with  them 
and  made  the  program  better  in  the  past  year.

In  1962  the  Planning  Board  held  25  regular  scheduled  meetings 
and  12  special  or  work  meetings.

The  number  of  new  sub-divisions  submitted  is  continuing  at 
approximately  the  sam^e  rate  as  the  past  few  years.  These  309  unbuilt 
houses  indicate  a  continued  growth  of  the  town,  but  it  is  not  expected 
that  they  will  be  completed  within  the  next  few  years. 

A  lot  plan,  fronting  on  a  public  road,  laid  out  to  be  filed  at  the 
Registry  of  Deeds  must  be  signed  by  the  Planning  Board  as  "not 
subject  to  the  Sub-division  Control  Law".  Even  though  the  Board 
has  no  jurisdiction,  it  does  review  the  layout  and  makes  recommen- 
dations to  the  owner  as  to  apparent  violations  of  the  Zoning  By-law's 
required  frontage  and  area  and  also  possible  blocking  off  of  back  land. 
In  1962  there  were  19  such  plans  submitted. 

The  Topsfield  Zoning  By-law  has  been  studied  and  many  changes, 
additions  and  deletions  recommended.  Two  informative  public  meet- 
ings and  a  legal  hearing  were  held.  Based  on  feed  back  from  these 
meetings  and  some  legal  situations,  further  changes  are  being  made. 
Another  legal  public  hearing  will  be  held  soon,  prior  to  a  special 
town  meetings  called  to  act  on  the  proposal. 

The  Planning  Board  for  the  town  has  established  a  set  of  "Rules 
and  Regulations"  for  controlling  the  layout  and  construction  of  the 
facilities  in  a  sub-division.  Examples  of  items  covered  are  road  width, 
grades,  type  of  construction,  drainage,  turnarounds  on  dead-end 
roads  and  requirement  of  sidewalks.  The  Board  is  preparing  to  bring 
these  "Rules  and  Regulations"  up-to-date  by  making  worthwhile 
revisions  and  additions. 

The  Board  lost  one  active  member  with  the  Resignation  of 
Chalton  P.  Hall,  who  did  so  because  of  a  "conflict  of  interest" 
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between  his  responsibility  to  the  town  as  a  board  member  and  some 
of  his  personal  business.  Mr.  James  R.  Klock  was  appointed  to  take 
Mr.  Hall's  place. 

Meetings  have  been  held  with  other  Boards,  Committees  and 
Civic  Groups  of  the  town  on  subjects  of  mutual  interest  or  concern, 
particularly  involving  the  long  range  growth  of  the  town.  These 
meetings  were  held  with:

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BY-LAW  AMENDMENT 

The  Town  voted  to  adopt  a  By-Law  to  be  numbered  among 
town  by-laws  as  Article  XII  and  to  read  as  follows: 

Motor  Boat  Speed  Limitation 

ARTICLE  XII 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  operate,  or  cause  to  be 
operated,  any  motor  boat  or  other  vessel  propelled  by  an  internal 
combustion  engine  at  a  speed  exceeding  six  (6)  miles  per  hour  in 
any  of  the  following  waters  in  the  Town  of  Topsfield: 

a.  Any  area  used  regularly  for  the  docking  or  mooring  of  boats 
or  for  the  loading  or  discharge  of  passengers. 

b.  Any  area  used  regularly  for  swimming. 

c.  Any  area  within  150  feet  of  the  edge  of  any  public  or  private 
beach. 

d.  Any  area  in  which  restrictions  of  visibility  or  space  cause 
any  greater  speed  to  be  dangerous  to  the  public. 

Section  2.  For  the  purpose  of  enforcing  this  By-Law,  any  area 
which  has  been  marked  by  or  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  of 
Police  with  conspicuous  signs  or  markers,  or  signs  lettered  in  orange, 
shall  be  deemed  prima  facie  to  be  one  of  the  areas  described  in 
Sections  la,  lb,  Ic,  and  Id  thereof,  but  such  presumption  shall  be 
subject  to  rebuttal  by  competent  evidence  presented  by  the  defendant, 
in  which  case  similar  evidence  by  the  plaintiff  shall  also  be  considered. 

Section  3.  The  Chief  of  Police  is  directed  to  keep  a  list  of  all 
areas  marked  by  him  or  under  his  direction  pursuant  to  this  By-Law 
and  to  make  such  list  publicly  available. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  deface,  alter  or  remove  any 
sign  or  marker  placed  by  or  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  of 
Police. 

Section  5.  Any  violation  of  this  By-Law  shall  be  punishable  by 
a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  ($20.00)  dollars. 

Section  6.  If  any  provision  of  this  By-Law  shall  be  declared 
invalid,  the  remaining  provisions  shall  continue  in  effect  nonetheless.

(On  petition  of  Beverly  Ann  Guarino  and  others.) 

Twenty-sixth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board 
of  Water  Commissioners  to  conduct  a  ten-day  pumping  test  on 
test  wells  along  Mile  Brook  west  of  Perkins  Row,  and  to  raise, 
assess  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,500.00  to  be  expended  by 
the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  for  this  purpose  or  take  any 
action  in  relation  thereto.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  lease  or  rent  the  bathing  beach 
area  on  Hood's  Pond  and  the  dock  facilities,  all  of  which  are 
referred  to  in  Articles  4  and  5  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of 
June  30,  1959,  to  a  non-profit  organization  composed  of  residents 
of  Topsfield.  whose  purpose  is  to  further  develop  the  area. 

I'hirty-sixth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Select- 
men to  study  the  advisability  of  altering,  widening  or  relocating 
North  Street  and  raise,  assess  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $50.00 
for  said  purpose. 

Thirty-seventh.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  a  sum  of 
money  from  available  funds  for  the  Stabilization  Fund.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 
OF  THE  TOWN  OF  TOPSFIELD 

As  in  the  past  years,  the  year  1962  was  no  exception  to  the 
rapid  growth  of  the  Town  of  Topsfield. 

The  new  elementary  school  has  opened  on  Perkins  Row,  the 
Masconomet  Regional  High  School  is  splitting  off  the  Junior  High 
School  with  a  new  addition  to  be  started  this  spring,  and  other 
services  in  the  Town  are  growing. 

It  was  pointed  out  in  the  report  of  the  Elementary  School 
Committee  that  it  is  more  expensive  to  operate  two  plants  below 
capacity  as  compared  to  operating  one  plant  well  above  its  rated 
capacity.  This  results  in  a  higher  budget  just  to  operate  the  two 
plants  regardless  of  the  expense  of  instructors.  It  is  also  right  to 
assume  that  this  would  apply  to  the  additional  plant  at  Masconomet. 
New  teachers  are  going  to  be  needed  for  the  next  school  year;  this 
also  is  reflected  in  the  increased  school  budget.  The  first  full  year 
of  the  new  Perkins  Row  school's  debt  retirement  is  reflected  in  the 
increase  in  the  maturins:  debt  and  interest  column. 


With  few  exceptions  the  other  Town's  departments  stayed  well 
within  their  budgets  for  the  year  1962.  For  the  most  part  their 
1963  budgets  are  little  increased  over  1962.  The  few  increases  are 
well  justified  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Town's  people  are  requiring 
more  and  more  service  from  Town  government. 

To  meet  extraordinary  and  unforseen  expenses,  $7,500.00  was 
appropriated  to  the  Reserve  Fund  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  on 
March  5,  1962.  The  transfers  from  the  Reserve  Fund  were  as  follows:

Part  of  the  work  of  the  Finance  Committee  in  the  coming  year 
will  be  to  study  the  Long  Term  Capital  needs  of  the  Town's  Depart- 
ments and  also  to  see  if  there  are  other  methods  for  increasing  revenue 
besides  raising  taxes. 
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Other  detailed  recommendations  are  as  follows: 

First.    To  hear  all  reports  that  may  legally  come  before  the  meeting, 
and  act  thereon. 
No  recommendation  necessary. 

Second.    To  act  on  the  subject  of  the  revision  of  the  jury  box. 
No  recommendation  necessary. 

Third.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer 
with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  from  time 
to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year 
beginning  January  1,  1963,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor, 
payable,  within  one  year,  and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as 
may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year  in  accordance 
with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

Recommended  that  the  Tov/n  vote  as  following:  That  the  Town 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmicn,  be  and  hereby  is

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REPORT  OF  THE  MASCONOMET  REGIONAL 
DISTRICT  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

For  the  year  ending  December  31, 1963 

Organization 

During  the  year  several  changes  occurred  in  the  member- 
ship of  the  committee.  Mrs.  Page  G.  Campbell  replaced  Mr. 
David  V.  Harding  as  the  appointed  member  of  the  Middleton 
School  Committee.  Mr.  Arthur  Gingrande  replaced  Mr.  Merton 
S.  Barrows  of  Boxford  who  did  not  run  for  re-election. 

Mr.  Barrows,  who  attended  his  last  meeting  on  March  1, 
1963,  was -elected  to  the  Regional  Committee  in  March  1957. 
During  his  six  years  on  the  committee  he  gave  unstintingly  and 
unselfishly  of  his  time,  energies,  and  talents  both  in  connection 
with  the  construction  of  the  original  building  and  most  recently, 
in  the  development  of  the  plans  for  the  present  expansion  of  the 
school.  Mr.  Barrows  served  as  vice-chairman  of  the  committee 
in  1960  and  as  chairman  in  1961.  The  members  of  the  com- 
mittee who  served  with  Mr.  Barrows  wish  to  take  this  opportu- 
nity to  express  their  sincere  appreciation  to  him  for  his  out- 
standing contribution  to  the  success  of  the  establishment  of 
this  educational  institution. 

Mr.  J.  Harrison  Holman  of  Topsfield  and  Mr.  Richard  Cressey 
of  Middleton  were  re-elected  by  the  voters  of  their  respective 
towns  to  three-year  terms. 

At  its  organizational  meeting  on  April  17,  1963,  Mr.  Hans 
W.  Barber  of  Boxford  was  elected  Chairman,  and  Mr.  Richard 
E.  Quinn  of  Middleton  was  elected  Vice-Chairman.  At  the  same 
time  the  committee  re-elected  Mrs.  Martha  P.  Perry  of  Tops- 
field  and  Mr.  Francis  F.  Perry  of  Boxford  as  Secretary  and 
Treasurer,  respectively. 

At  its  meeting  of  July  22,  1963  the  committee  regretfully 
accepted  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Arthur  O.  McCoubrey  of  Tops- 
field.  Mr.  McCoubrey,  who  had  been  a  member  of  the  committee 
since  December  16,  1959,  found  it  necessary  to  take  this  step 
because  of  pressure  of  business  commitments.  The  members 
of  the  committee  would  like  to  express  formally  in  this  Annual 
Report  their  sincere  appreciation  to  Mr.  McCoubrey  for  his 
many  fine  contributions  to  the  work  of  the  committee  during  his 
four  and  one-half  years  of  service  on  the  committee. 

Mr.  Frank  A.  Butler  of  Topsfield  was  appointed  by  the  Tops- 
field  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Topsfield  members  of  the 
Regional  School  Committee  to  serve  until  the  next  annual 
election. 

The  committee  had  a  very  busy  year  in  1963.  There  were 
24  regular  meetings  and  9  special  meetings,  plus  meetings  of 
sub-committees  for  special  activities. 
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Building  Construction 

Much  of  the  activity  of  the  committee,  the  administration, 
and  the  school  staff,  during  the  past  year,  has  been  centered 
around  completion  of  plans  for  expanding  the  instructional 
facilities  of  the  regional  high  school  and  in  securing  favorable 
acceptance  of  these  plans  by  the  citizens  of  the  District. 

The  1962  Annual  Report  described  in  detail  the  long-range 
building  program  adopted  by  the  committee  to  insure  an  orderly 
and  economical  expansion  of  school  facilities  as  the  enrollment 
of  the  school  increases;  the  Master  Plan  which  had  been  devel- 
oped to  accomplish  this  purpose  through  a  series  of  carefully 
planned  construction  stages  extending  over  a  number  of  years; 
and  the  first  stage  of  construction  designed  to  provide  adequate 
facilities  to  carry  on  the  instructional  program  for  students  in 
grades  7  and  8  who  have  been  attending  school  under  a  double- 
session  arrangement  since  1962. 

Although  it  was  originally  the  intent  under  Stage  I  to  build 
facilities  for  850  pupils  this  was  cut  back  to  700  pupils  after 
taking  another  look  at  enrollment  projections.  This  re-examina- 
tion revealed  that  current  enrollment  in  the  regional  high 
school  was  running  below  the  most  conservative  of  the  three 
available  projections  upon  which  the  committee  had  been  bas- 
ing its  estimate  of  space  requirements. 

These  earlier  projections  were  based  on  data  for  the  5-year 
period  1955-1959,  the  years  in  which  a  rapid  growth  rate  was 
being  experienced.  Accordingly,  in  late  February,  the  com- 
mittee asked  the  superintendent  and  the  office  of  the  School 
Building  Assistance  Commission  to  up  date  their  respective  pro- 
jections. This  was  done.  These  revised  projections,  based  on 
actual  enrollment  for  the  5-year  period  1958-62,  were  in  close 
agreement  and  indicated  that  the  number  of  pupils  in  grades  7 
and  8  would  not  reach  700  until  1967  rather  than  two  years 
earlier  as  had  been  expected.  This  fact  is  further  borne  out  by 
a  later  projection  made  by  the  Superintendent  in  October,  1963 
based  on  actual  enrollment  figures  for  the  past  five  years  (1959- 
1963).  An  examination  of  the  accompanying  graph  shows  that 
an  enrollment  of  700  pupils  in  these  two  grades  on  the  basis 
of  the  current  growth  rate  may  not  be  reached  until  1968  or  later. 

In  view  of  these  facts  it  was  obvious  to  the  committee  that 
building  initially  for  700  pupils  under  Stage  I  was  all  that  could 
be  reasonably  justified.  Furthermore,  as  this  most  recent  en- 
rollment projection  so  clearly  indicates,  the  committee  recog- 
nized that  not  long  after  the  construction  under  Stage  I  is  com- 
pleted additional  facilities  will  have  to  be  planned  and  con- 
structed anyway  to  relieve  the  over-vrowding  in  grades  9-12 
which  by  the  year  1967-68  will  total  1029  pupils.  Although  con- 
struction under  Stage  II  would  be  aimed  principally  at  ex- 
panding facilities  for  grades  9-12,  the  flexibility  inherent  under 
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the  Master  Plan  concept  would  allow  for  the  construction  of 
some  additional  facilities  for  grades  7  and  8  should  this  later 
prove  to  be  necessary. 

This  action  of  the  committee  authorizing  a  downward  re- 
vision in  the  educational  specifications  for  Stage  I  construction 
from  850  pupils  to  700  pupils  met  with  the  approval  of  the 
School  Building  Assistance  Commission.  It  did,  however,  result 
in  a  delay  of  seven  weeks  under  the  time  schedule  that  had  been 
established  originally  for  putting  plans  and  specifications  out 
to  bid  since  these  had  to  be  revised  by  the  architect  to  conform 
to  the  changed  educational  specifications. 

Following  approval  by  the  School  Building  Assistance  Com- 
mission of  the  revised  plans  for  the  construction  to  be  done 
under  Stage  I,  the  plans  and  specifications  were  put  out  for  bid 
on  April  22,  1963.  Filed  sub-bids,  which  included  such  items 
as  plumbing  and  electrical  wiring,  were  opened  on  May  15, 1963. 
General  contract  bids  were  opened  on  May  21,  1963  with  the 
successful  low  bidder  being  the  Frasca  Construction  Company 
of  Lynn. 

At  a  special  meeting  on  the  evening  of  May  21,  the  com- 
mittee voted  to  go  to  bond  for  $1,875,000  and  the  Selectmen  of 
the  three  member  towns  were  duly  notified  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  original  agreement  establishing  the  Mas- 
conomet  Regional  School  District. 

Each  of  the  member  towns  called  special  town  meetings  to 
secure  voter  approval  of  the  bond  issue  during  the  30-day  wait- 
ing period  as  provided  for  under  the  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth. These  meetings  were  held  as  follows:  Middleton,  June 
10;  Topsfield,  June  18;  and  Boxford,  June  19. 

Following  the  favorable  action  by  the  voters  at  their  respec- 
tive town  meetings  in  voting  approval  of  the  bond  issue,  the 
Committee  met  with  the  Emergency  Finance  Board  at  the  State 
House  in  Boston  and  at  that  time  received  its  approval  to  bond 
in  the  amount  of  $1,875,000.  At  a  special  meeting  on  July  1, 
1963,  the  Committee  signed  the  general  construction  contract 
with  the  Frasca  Construction  Company.  At  this  same  meeting 
Mr.  Christopher  Vrachos  of  Gloucester  was  elected  to  the  posi- 
tion of  Clerk-of -Works. 

Work  on  the  new  addition  started  on  July  2,  1963.  Under  the 
revised  time  schedule  the  junior  high  school  classroom  wing 
is  to  be  completed  and  ready  for  occupancy  by  the  opening  of 
school  in  September  1964.  The  remainder  of  the  construction 
is  scheduled  for  completion  by  January  1,  1965.  Even  though 
all  of  the  new  facilities  will  not  be  ready  for  occupancy  next 
September  sufficient  classrooms  are  expected  to  be  available 
for  use  so  that  pupils  in  grades  7  and  8  can  return  to  the  single- 
session  school  day. 


ENROLLMENT  GROWTH 
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On  August  7, 1963,  the  Masconomet  Regional  School  District 
bonds  to  finance  the  new  construction  were  sold  at  an  interest 
rate  of  3%,  the  same  rate  incidentally  as  secured  on  the  bonds 
for  the  original  building. 

The  decision  of  the  committee  to  reduce  the  amount  of  con- 
struction under  Stage  I  from  850  pupils  to  700  pupils  resulted  in 
a  somewhat  higher  cost  for  architectural  and  engineering  serv- 
ices due  to  the  extra  work  this  entailed  for  the  architect  in  re- 
vising working  drawings  and  specifications  which  had  been 
done  on  the  basis  of  an  850-pupil  facility.  This  extra  charge,  a 
perfectly  legimate  one  under  the  terms  of  the  architect's  con- 
tract with  the  District,  amounted  to  $29,543  and  was  taken  into 
consideration  in  determining  the  total  amount  of  the  bond  issue. 

The  cost  of  developing  the  Master  Plan  came  to  $10,000  and 
was  paid  for  from  Public  Law  874  funds. 

The  necessary  forms,  affidavits,  and  supporting  documents, 
required  for  the  District  to  receive  reimbursement  from  the 
State  on  account  of  planning  aid  expenses  in  connection  with 
the  new  construction  were  submitted  to  the  School  Building 
Assistance  Commission  late  in  September.  The  check  for  this 
claim  amounting  to  $91,548.66  was  received  in  November  and 
deposited  in  the  construction  account. 

Early  in  July  the  committee  met  with  the  Trustees  of  the 
Essex  County  Greenbelt  Association  relative  to  exchanging  a 
parcel  of  land  owned  by  the  District  consisting  of  low  marsh 
land  not  suitable  or  required  for  school  purposes,  for  a  parcel 
of  land  owned  by  the  Trustees  which  could  be  employed  for 
school  purposes,  and  further,  would  result  in  straightening  the 
boundary  line  between  District  property  and  that  belonging  to 
the  Greenbelt  Association.  This  exchange  of  land  was  con- 
sumated  in  December  and  the  deeds  in  connection  therewith 
duly  recorded  with  the  Essex  County  Registry  of  Deeds. 
Equipping  The  New  Addition 

Throughout  the  year  the  superintendent  and  department 
chairmen  with  the  assistance  of  the  architect  at  crucial  points 
devoted  much  time  and  effort  to  considering  the  equipment 
needs  for  the  new  addition.  This  was  in  accordance  with  an 
earlier  decision  of  the  committee  not  to  employ  an  equipment 
consultant  to  perform  this  function  as  had  been  done  when  the 
present  building  was  erected. 

The  result  of  this  effort  on  the  part  of  the  staff  was  the  publi- 
cation of  a  detailed  budget  which  enumerated  all  of  the  items  of 
equipment  that  would  be  needed.  The  committee  considered 
this  budget  estimate  total  for  equipment  in  arriving  at  the 
amount  of  the  bond  issue. 

As  some  of  the  equipment  requires  installation  by  the  manu- 
facturer and  connection  to  the  building  services  by  the  general 
contractor,  as  specified  in  the  general  contract,  it  was  necessary 
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to  prepare  detailed  specifications  for  this  type  of  fixed  equip- 
ment soon  after  construction  started  so  that  progress  on  the  job 
would  not  be  held  up.  Specifications  for  such  equipment  in  the 
areas  of  Science,  Industrial  Arts,  Homemaking,  and  the  Towel 
Laundry  were  written  during  the  summer  and  after  approval 
by  the  committee  were  put  out  for  bid  early  in  September. 

Contracts  with  the  successful  bidders  have  been  signed  and 
this  equipment  is  now  in  the  process  of  being  manufactured. 
Advantage  has  also  been  taken  of  the  opportunity  under  the 
provisions  of  the  National  Defense  Education  Act  of  1958  to 
secure  financial  aid  in  connection  with  equipping  the  science 
laboratories  in  the  new  addition.  Our  application  for  such 
federal  aid  was  approved  which  means  that  35%  of  the  cost  of 
equipping  the  science  laboratories  will  come  from  this  source. 
The  same  situation  will  prevail  in  connection  with  equipping 
the  new  language  laboratory.  A  major  task  during  the  coming 
year  will  be  that  of  procuring  all  the  remaining  items  of  equip- 
ment necessary  for  the  complete  furnishing  of  the  new  facilities. 

Budget  For  1964 

The  enrollment  in  the  regional  high  school  on  October  1, 
1963  was  1174,  an  increase  of  104,  9.7%  over  the  October  1,  1962 
enrollment  of  1070.  In  September  1964,  the  enrollment,  based 
on  the  most  recent  projection  data,  will  be  1289,  an  increase  of 
115  over  1963,  or  9.7%. 

This  pattern  of  growth  can  be  expected  to  continue  in  the 
years  ahead  (see  enrollment  projection  chart)  and  is,  of  course, 
a  major  factor  in  the  increased  cost  of  secondary  education. 
Other  factors  which  contribute  to  these  rising  costs  stem 
directly  from  this  factor  of  enrollment  growth,  namely,  addi- 
tional teachers,  more  textbooks  and  related  instructional  sup- 
plies, and  proportionate  increases  in  non-instructional  services 
necessary  to  the  total  operation  of  the  educational  program. 

The  total  Budget  for  1964  before  applying  any  credits  for 
estimated  receipts  is  $1,214,568.00,  an  increase  of  $235,833.00  or 
24.19^  over  the  1963  Gross  Budget  of  $978,735.00. 

The  maintenance  and  operating  Budget  for  1964  which  ac- 
counts for  74%  of  the  total  costs  of  the  Regional  School  District 
amounts  to  $899,793.00.  This  is  an  increase  of  $88,033.00  or  10.8% 
over  the  1963  budget  figure  of  $811,760.00.  This  percentage  in- 
crease compares  closely  with  the  estimated  percentage  increase 
in  enrollment,  and  with  an  average  annual  budget  of  14.8% 
since  1960  —  the  first  budget  year  that  reflected  a  full  year  of 
operation  of  the  Regional  High  School. 

With  the  opening  in  September  1964  of  the  new  classrooms 
now  under  construction,  pupils  in  grades  7  and  8  will  return  to 
a  single  session  day  and  a  full  educational  program.  This  factor, 
along  with  the  projected  increase  in  enrollment,  will  require 
the  employment  of  8  additional  teachers  including  an  assistant 
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principal  for  the  junior  high  school.  Increasing  the  minimum 
salary  for  teachers  from  the  present  $4700  to  $4800  as  of  Sep- 
tember 1,  1964  represents  an  "across-the-board"  adjustment  of 
$100  for  all  members  of  the  professional  staff,  and  this  in  con- 
junction with  the  annual  step-rate  increases  provided  under 
the  salary  policy,  accounts  for  much  of  the  increase  in  the  bud- 
get item  "Expense  of  Instruction". 

Debt  Service  and  Debt  Retirement  in  1964  totals  $314,775.00 
or  26%  of  the  Gross  Budget.  This  represents  an  increase  of 
$147,800.00  over  1963,  or  88.5%  and  reflects  the  impact  of  the 
new  building  program.  This  gross  capital  debt  expenditure  will 
be  offset  by  $137,388.72  of  construction  aid  grant  reimbursement 
to  be  received  from  the  State  in  1964,  thus  reducing  the  capital 
costs  to  a  net  of  $177,386.28. 

General  receipts  anticipated  in  1964  from  all  sources  (see 
financial  section  of  report)  are  estimated  to  be  $167,711,28.  It 
should  be  noted  that  included  in  these  general  receipts  is  an 
estimated  amount  of  $35,000.00  for  interest  which  the  District 
expects  to  earn  as  a  consequence  of  prudent  handling  of  its  con- 
struction funds.  This  is  an  item  of  income  which  will  not  be 
available  in  such  a  sizeable  amount  in  ensuing  years. 

Applying  these  anticipated  receipts  towards  the  1964  Gross 
Maintenance  and  Operating  Budget  of  $899,793.00  gives  an  ad- 
justed net  Maintenance  and  Operating  Budget  for  1964  of 
$732,081.72.  This  added  to  the  adjusted  net  budget  for  Capital 
Costs  gives  a  total  adjusted  net  budget  in  1964  of  $909,468.00, 
which  is  the  assessment  to  be  apportioned  among  the  member 
towns. 

On  the  basis  of  the  above  adjusted  net  total  budget  and  using 
an  estimated  average  enrollment  of  1220  pupils  for  1964,  the 
total  per  pupil  cost  will  be  $745.47.  Of  this  total,  $600.07  is  due 
to  operation  while  $145.40  is  on  account  of  Debt  and  Debt 
Service. 

The  following  Table  gives  the  comparison  of  these  costs  per 
pupil  for  the  4  years  1961-1964.

Insurance  Program 


The  committee  has  carried  on  an  extensive  study  and  review 
during  the  year  of  the  District's  insurance  program.  In  March 
it  met  with  a  group  of  interested  insurance  agents  who  earlier 
in  the  year  had  requested  such  a  meeting  so  that  they  could 
present  their  proposals  for  the  District's  insurance  program  to 
the  committee. 
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This  meeting  proved  to  be  most  informative  to  the  members 
of  the  committee,  but  inasmuch  as  the  proposals  presented 
were  drawn  to  varying  specifications,  no  specific  action  could 
be  taken.  The  committee  did  vote  however,  to  put  the  insurance 
out  to  bid  realizing  that  only  through  such  means  could  they 
be  assured  of  securing  the  maximum  coverage  desired  at  the 
least  possible  cost  to  the  District. 

Specifications  were  drawn  up  by  the  Insurance  Sub-Com- 
mittee detailing  the  coverages  wanted  and  put  out  for  bid  early 
in  September.  Bids  were  received  from  seven  agents  by  No- 
vmber  15,  1963,  the  bid  closing  date.  Following  tabulation  of 
the  bids  the  committee  met  with  the  three  lowest  bidders  to 
go  over  their  respective  proposals  prior  to  making  its  decision. 
At  its  meeting  of  December  19,  1963,  the  committee  awarded 
the  contract  for  insurance  to  the  lowest  bidder,  Boit,  Dalton,  & 
Church  of  Boston,  who  have  been  the  District's  insurance  agent 
since  1959,  for  the  total  contract  amount  of  $4393.00. 

Special  Curriculum  Reports 

Even  though  the  committee  has  been  obliged  to  spend  a 
large  portion  of  its  meeting  time  on  matters  concerning  the 
building  expansion  program,  it  makes  a  deliberate  effort  to  keep 
informed  about  the  educational  program  and  related  activities 
of  the  school. 

This  is  done  through  special  bulletins  and  reports  on  a  vari- 
ety of  matters  pertaining  to  the  overall  operation  and  program- 
ming of  the  school  prepared  by  the  superintendent  and  the 
principal;  attendance  of  members  at  many  of  the  public  per- 
formances put  on  by  student  groups  and  other  organizations 
associated  with  the  school;  and  special  reports  by  departments 
on  the  curriculum  offerings  and  activities  of  the  department. 
During  the  past  year  four  such  presentations  were  made  to  the 
committee. 

On  February  6,  1963  Mr.  Richard  P.  Merrill,  chairman  of  the 
department  of  Foreign  Languages  and  the  members  of  his  staff 
explained  the  work  of  the  department  and  with  several  student 
groups  demonstrated  the  methods  and  audio-visual  materials 
being  used  in  the  teaching  of  foreign  languages  today. 

On  April  3,  1963  the  committee  toured  the  Franklin  C. 
Roberts,  Sr.  Library  and  listened  to  a  vivid  description  given 
by  librarian,  Mrs.  Charlotte  S.  Cory  and  her  assistant  Mrs. 
Richard  Ingraham,  on  the  day-to-day  operation  of  the  schoors 
library.  The  librarian  also  explained  how  the  library  staff  works 
with  students  to  help  them  develop  proper  library  skills,  and 
with  teachers  on  curriculum  planning  and  securing  for  them 
supplementary  instructional  materials  for  use  in  their  particular 
subject  areas. 
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On  October  14,  1963  Mr.  Edward  C.  Bryant,  Director  of 
Guidance  and  the  members  of  the  Guidance  department  gave 
a  most  informative  presentation  of  the  guidance  program  at 
Masconomet,  how  it  functions,  and  the  variety  of  services 
rendered  by  counsellors  to  students,  parents,  and  teachers.  This 
was  done  by  following  a  typical  youngster  from  the  time  of  the 
counsellor's  first  contact  with  him  on  pre-registration  matters 
in  late  Spring  of  his  sixth  grade  year,  his  entrance  into  grade  7 
and  the  steps  taken  to  orient  him  to  his  new  school  environment, 
and  on  through  the  succeeding  years  until  his  graduation  six 
years  later. 

It  was  brought  out  that  guidance  at  Masconomet  seeks  to 
assist  boys  and  girls  in  the  selection  of  their  curricular  and  ex- 
tra-curricular activities,  and  to  help  them  during  their  six  years 
at  Masconomet  to  develop  as  fully  as  possible  their  social, 
physical,  mental,  and  educational  potentialities.  A  folder  of 
various  materials  illustrative  of  the  kind  of  activities  carried 
on  and  studies  made  by  the  guidance  staff  were  distributed  to 
the  committee  for  later  study  at  their  leisure. 

On  Decem.ber  4,  1963  a  special  educational  report  on  the 
School  Health  Program  was  given  by  Mrs.  Helen  Hoogerzeil, 
School  Nurse.  This  report  recounted  the  changes  that  have 
taken  place  over  the  years  in  school  nursing,  and  outlined  the 
program  operating  at  Masconomet  as  well  as  the  specific  func- 
tions and  duties  performed  by  her  as  school  nurse.  This  detailed 
and  comprehensive  report  established  unequivocally  that  Mas- 
conomet's  Health  Program  being  broad  in  scope,  and  well  or- 
ganized and  administered,  contributes  importantly  and  effec- 
tively to  the  overall  development  of  our  boys  and  girls. 

Public  Relations 

Keeping  citizens  fully  informed  about  its  schools  so  that  a 
healthy,  mutually  understanding  attitude  of  confidence  and 
respect  flourishes  between  the  public  and  the  schools  is  one  of 
the  major  problems  constantly  facing  school  committees  and 
school  administrators  everywhere.  This  is  a  difficult  problem 
at  best  to  resolve  for  a  school  system  serving  a  single  town.  It 
is  even  more  difficult  when  the  school  system,  such  as  Mas- 
conomet, serves  more  than  one  town. 

From  the  very  beginning  of  Masconomet  the  matter  of  de- 
veloping good  public  relations  leading  to  the  creation  of  a  true 
image  of  the  school,  its  program  and  its  needs,  has  been  foremost 
in  the  thoughts  of  everyone  associated  with  the  administration 
and  operation  of  this  educational  institution.  Each  school  sys- 
tem has  to  discover  and  develop  its  own  methods  for  doing  this. 
Obviously  practices  which  work  well  in  one  community  may 
prove  totally  inadequate  or  inappropriate  in  another. 
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Some  of  the  ways  which  the  committee  and  the  staff  at  Mas- 
conomet  have  attempted  to  supplement  the  usual  practices,  of 
newspaper  releases,  printed  publications,  letters  to  parents, 
and  impressions  conveyed  from  school  activities,  are  worthy 
of  special  mention  in  this  report. 

The  weekly  meeti  ngs  of  the  school  committee  are  regularly 
attended  by  representatives  of  the  press,  who  report  on  topics 
discussd  and  actions  taken.  Several  feature  articles  written  by 
newspaper  correspondents  serving  the  area  about  Masconomet 
activities  and  projects,  particularly  in  connection  with  publiciz- 
ing plans  for  the  expansion  of  the  school's  facilities,  have  been 
most  helpful. 

To  supplement  the  coverage  provided  by  the  news  media, 
the  school  has  continued  its  publication  of  "AIM",  a  monthly 
bulletin  designed  to  cover  in  more  depth  significant  phases  of 
the  school's  curriculum  and  purposes.  Responsibility  for  the 
preparation  of  this  series  of  informative  bulletins  is  assumed  by 
the  Public  Relations  Committee,  which  is  one  of  the  nine  stand- 
ing committees  now  operating  under  the  school's  organized 
Curriculum  Study  &  Improvement  Program.  The  success  with 
which  this  venture  has  been  received  by  the  public  is  due  largely 
to  the  enthusiastic  cooperation  of  the  Tri-Town  Transcript  and 
its  owner-publisher,  Mr.  Anthony  Gangi,  who  has  made  it  pos- 
sible for  "AIM"  to  appear  monthly  in  his  newspaper  which  is 
distributed  to  all  homes  in  the  three  member  towns  of  the 
Masconomet  District. 

The  new  building  program  and  the  many  questions  which 
this  generated  among  citizens  of  the  District  were  answered 
in  great  part  through  a  series  of  informal  small  group  neighbor- 
hood meetings  carried  on  by  members  of  the  committee  in  their 
respective  towns  over  a  period  of  several  months,  prior  to  the 
special  Town  Meetings  called  for  the  purpose  of  approving  the 
bond  issue  for  the  new  addition. 

The  most  recent  effort  to  acquaint  citizens  of  the  school 
community  with  the  program  and  purposes  of  the  regional 
high  school,  has  been  the  establishment  of  a  Citizens  Visitation 
Day,  which  brings  together  15-20  adults,  representing  various 
community  organizations,  to  experience  and  observe  a  portion 
of  a  typical  school  day.  Two  such  visiting  days  are  scheduled 
each  month.  The  four  such  visiting  days  held  to  date  have  been 
judged  as  being  extremely  valuable  and  worthwhile  by  the 
participants.  This  special  program  will  be  continued  throughout 
the  remainder  of  the  1963-64  school  year  and  it  is  expected  that 
many  other  citizens  will  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity 
thus  presented  to  experience  at  first  hand  a  typical  day  of 
school. 
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CURRICULUM  STUDY  AND  IMPROVEMENT 

Much  of  this  annual  report  illustrates  how  the  time  and 
energy  of  all  working  to  keep  the  Masconomet  Regional  school 
system  in  its  favorable  position  as  an  outstanding  secondary 
school  have  dealt  effectively  with  facility  needs  caused  or  as- 
sociated with  ever  increasing  student  population.  This  portion 
of  the  annual  report  will  focus  attention  on  another  and  as  ^ 
equally  important  challenge  for  the  staff  at  Masconomet.  The 
challenge  of  constant  examination,  improvement,  and  refine- 
ment of  the  educational  experiences  planned  in  our  total  school 
program,  which  we  define  as  the  curriculum,  emerges  as  a 
constantly  increasing  factor  in  the  pursuit  of  excellence  in  a 
modern  and  up-to-date  comprehensive  secondary  school. 

WHAT  TO  TEACH?  and  HOW  BEST  TO  TEACH  IT?  These 
are  two  questions  still  not  completely  answered  and  subject  to, 
perhaps,  greater  challenge  today  than  ever  before  because  of 
the  accelerated  changes  in  our  society  and  the  increased  com- 
plexity of  man's  economic,  social,  and  political  world.  Major 
changes  are  being  promoted  in  all  subject  fields  in  both  content 
and  methods  of  learning  and  it  is  the  major  responsibility  of 
our  professional  staff  to  examine  carefully  suggested  innova- 
tions and  to  recommend  and  institute  the  adoption  of  content 
and  methods  that  will  foster  an  effective  modern  curriculum. 

The  responsibilities  for  curriculum  study  and  change  are 
being  met  in  several  significant  ways  by  the  staff  at  Masconomet. 
Often  times  unpublicized  or  unrecognized  in  the  evaluation  of 
our  public  schools  is  the  amount  of  time  and  energy  devoted 
to  non-classroom  activities  by  the  teaching  staff  and  yet  it  is  the 
amount  of  study,  preparation,  cooperative  planning,  profes- 
sional improvement,  and  organized  inservice  work  by  a  profes- 
sional staff  that  often  makes  the  difference  between  an  excellent 
school  and  an  average  one. 

The  majority  of  our  teachers  are  individually  involved  in 
taking  professional  improvement  courses  during  the  regular 
school  year  and  during  the  summer,  and  all  departments,  under 
the  direction  of  very  competent  department  chairmen,  are  meet- 
ing regularly  and  working  on  curriculum  guides  and  evaluating 
the  programs  being  fostered  by  their  particular  departments. 
Worthy  of  special  mention  is  the  increased  participation  of  de- 
partment chairmen  in  efforts  to  integrate  v/herever  possible 
the  learning  experiences  offered  by  different  subject  fields.  Of 
particular  significance  along  these  lines  is  the  combined  efforts 
of  English,  Social  Sciences,  Library,  and  Art  to  promote  greater 
emphasis  on  a  humanities  approach  to  study  and  learning  which 
relates  these  subjects.  These  efforts  will  be  accelerated  as  we 
return  to  a  program  with  more  adequate  facilities  and  greater 
possibilities  will  exist  for  team  teaching  and  large  group  in- 
struction. 
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The  talents  and  energies  of  all  staff  members  working  under 
the  leadership  of  department  chairmen  and  the  principal  has 
resulted  in  the  organization  of  Overviews  in  all  subject  fields. 
These  overviews  consisting  of  course  objectives,  guiding  prin- 
ciples, scope  and  sequence  charts,  and  bibliographies  of  teacher 
resources  are  in  the  process  of  being  edited  and  published.  When 
completed  this  material  should  be  extremely  valuable  for  our 
own  curriculum  study  and  should  allow  us  to  answer  the  many 
requests  for  information  concerning  our  curriculum  coming 
from  other  schools. 

A  significant  step  was  taken  by  the  School  Committee  in 
recognizing  the  importance  of  regular  curriculum  study  and 
improvement  involving  all  staff  members  when  it  approved  a 
structured  plan  for  curriculum  development  which  calls  for 
extended  time  for  curriculum  workshops.  The  first  such  work- 
shop was  held  in  February  1963  and  since  that  time  regular 
monthly  workshops  have  been  scheduled  from  7:30  to  10:00  a.m. 
with  all  staff  members  able  to  participate  because  of  special 
scheduling  of  students  on  these  days  so  that  classes  begin  at 
10:00  a.m.  instead  of  the  regular  opening  time  of  8:00  a.m.  These 
workshop  days  turn  out  to  be  shorter  days  for  the  students  and 
slightly  longer  work  days  for  the  teachers,  but  the  2^  hour 
period  once  per  month  has  proven  to  be  of  considerable  value 
for  curriculum  study  and  has  only  shortened  class  periods  for 
students  without  eliminating  any  periods  on  these  particular 
days. 

This  organized  or  structured  curriculum  development  plan 
has  seen  the  establishment  of  nine  standing  committees  de- 
signed to  evaluate  on  a  long  range  continuing  basis  the  overall 
program  and  to  provide  recommendations  for  improvement. 
Each  of  these  nine  committees  has  a  definite  set  of  charges 
provided  by  a  Curriculum  Steering  Committee  made  up  of 
three  teachers,  three  department  chairmen,  and  three  admini- 
strators. This  Steering  Committee  is  meeting  bi-weekly  to  pro- 
vide the  coordination  and  direction  necessary  for  the  program. 
The  functions  of  each  committee  are  somewhat  indicated  by  the 
titles: 

1.  Student  Needs  Committee. 

A)  Academically  Talented  Learners. 

B)  Average  Learners. 

C)  Slow  Learners. 

2.  Student  Values  —  School  Spirit  Committee. 

3.  Junior  High  School  Curriculum  Committee. 

4.  Student  Activities  Coordinating  Committee. 

5.  Marking  Policies  and  Practices  Committee. 

6.  Public  Relations  Committee. 

7.  Discipline  Committee. 

8.  Professional  Resources  Committee. 

9.  Community  Study  Committee. 
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Although  it  is  early  to  properly  evaluate  the  successes  and 
values  of  this  formal  approach  to  curriculum  study  and  plan- 
ning, the  enthusiasm  of  the  staff  and  the  several  examples  of 
much  work  done  beyond  the  limited  time  provided  by  one  work- 
shop each  month  indicates  that  it  is  a  significant  program  which 
will  prove  its  merit  by  influencing  the  educational  program 
made  available  to  our  youth. 

Anticipating,  with  relief,  the  return  to  normal  scheduling  and 
programming  possibilities  with  the  completion  of  additional 
facilities,  much  time  has  been  spent  by  department  chairmen 
and  administrative  personnel  on  the  planning  of  improvements 
and  program  changes  that  will  be  possible  and  desirable  starting 
in  September  1964.  Much  of  the  time  of  weekly  meetings  of  all 
department  chairmen  and  administrators  has  gone  into  decisions 
dealing  with  the  Program  of  Studies  for  1964,  Grouping  Prac- 
tices, Re-designing  the  Program  for  Junior  High  School,  and 
Expansion  of  the  Senior  High  School  Program. 

Another  noteworthy  part  of  our  curriculum  study  during  the 
past  year  has  been  the  increased  communication  and  coopera- 
tive effort  between  the  secondary  and  the  elementary  schools. 
Several  meetings  with  administrators  and  staff  members  were 
held  to  discuss  the  programs  of  each  level.  These  meetings  have 
centered  mainly  in  the  fields  of  Mathematics,  Science,  and  For- 
eign Languages  with  an  additional  series  of  meetings  held  be- 
tween the  sixth  grade  teachers  and  Masconomet  guidance  per- 
sonnel to  complete  the  grouping  of  seventh  grade  students. 
The  belief  that  the  Masconomet  program  should  grow  from  the 
elementary  program  demands  that  such  cooperative  study  be- 
tween the  two  levels  continue  and  increase. 

The  year  1963  has  seen  significant  course  revisions  continuing 
in  the  field  of  Mathematics  with  the  "Modern  Math  Program" 
well  established  in  grades  seven  and  eight  and  now  continuing 
on  into  the  high  school  program.  In  Science  we  have  the  new 
materials  and  methods  now  being  used  as  an  integral  part  of 
our  biology  program  and  in  all  science  areas  we  have  increased 
our  attention  to  inquiry  or  the  so  called  "problem  solving"  ap- 
proach to  studying  science.  This  approach  directs  the  students 
to  considerable  more  inquiry,  careful  observations  and  techni- 
ques of  analysis.  Our  foreign  language  program  continues  to 
increase  its  use  of  ALM  or  Audio-Lingual  Materials  in  French, 
Spanish,  and  German  thus  utilizing  extensively  the  new  ap- 
proaches to  teaching  the  modern  languages.  These  specific 
course  changes  in  Mathematics,  Science,  and  Languages  have 
been  chosen  as  worthy  of  mention  here  for  in  all  three  cases 
the  course  revisions  have  meant  considerable  relearning  on  the 
part  of  teachers  involved.  It  is  difficult  to  abandon  the  old  con- 
tent and  methods  and  replace  it  with  entirely  new,  but  our 
staff  has  done  this  and  done  it  well. 
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We  have  seen  emerging  in  our  Social  Science  program  a  com- 
plete revision  of  both  content  and  approach  to  teaching  these 
courses  and  beginning  in  September  1964,  we  will  be  using  the 
revised  program  approved  by  the  School  Committee  in  Decem- 
ber 1963.  The  details  of  this  major  revision  will  not  be  described 
here,  but  the  essence  of  the  change  causes  students  to  expe- 
rience required  Social  Science  course  in  each  of  the  six  years 
with  a  great  deal  of  emphasis  being  placed  upon  a  conceptual 
approach  to  studying  all  of  the  major  institutions  of  society. 
The  disciplines  of  anthropology,  sociology,  and  economics  will 
be  combined  with  history  and  much  greater  emphasis  will  be 
placed  upon  an  approach  to  study  and  inquiry  involving  a 
variety  of  resources  in  place  of  the  traditional  single  textbook 
approach. 

PRIORITIES  FOR  CURRICULUM  IMPROVEMENT 

We  would  be  in  error  to  convey  the  notion  that  we  are  satis- 
fied with  all  aspects  of  our  school  program  even  though  we 
can  point  with  pride  to  many  satisfactions.  The  following  areas 
need  our  study  and  efforts  for  further  possible  refinement  or 
improvement  of  our  program. 

1.  Our  attention  to  the  individual  needs  of  students  and  our 
ability  to  identify  the  strengths  and  weaknesses  of  each 
is  a  great  challenge  still  to  our  guidance  personnel  and 
to  our  teachers.  We  are  working  constantly  on  the  im- 
provement of  scheduling  techniques  and  grouping  techni- 
ques that  will  permit  us  to  do  an  even  better  job. 

A)  We  need  to  examine  carefully  the  effects  of  academic 
grouping  on  our  slower  learning  students  to  deter- 
mine if  our  academic  service  to  them  justifies  some  of 
the  potential  social  problems  created  by  this  academic 
grouping. 

B)  We  need  to  refine  our  grouping  procedures  in  grades 
seven  and  eight  so  that  we  can  group  students  sep- 
arately in  English  and  in  Math  and  possibly  carry 
grouping  techniques  beyond  these  two  major  areas. 

C)  We  need  to  continue  our  refinements  of  grouping  in 
our  high  school  programs,  particularly  in  the  language 
field  where  we  are  now  receiving  students  who  have 
had  several  years  of  language  background. 

D)  We  need  to  examine  very  thoroughly  the  possible 
values  of  the  "Work  Study  Program"  that  seems  to 
be  some  answer  to  the  problems  existing  with  stu- 
dents who  lack  interest  in  the  regular  school  program 
to  the  point  where  they  prefer  to  drop  out  of  school 
rather  than  to  continue.  We  do  not  have  such  a  pro- 
gram now,  but  neither  is  our  drop-out  rate  very  high, 
but  maybe  we  should  be  doing  more  for  the  very  small 
minority  who  are  unable  to  benefit  from  our  present 
program. 
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E)  With  our  energies  devoted  to  individual  programming, 
we  need  to  constantly  streamline  our  clerical  chores 
invohdng  records,  sorting,  listing,  and  other  com- 
munications devices.  The  use  of  Data  Processing 
needs  our  serious  attention  in  making  student  ac- 
counting more  efficient  and  effective. 

2.  Our  Reading  Program  for  both  junior  high  school  and 
senior  high  school  needs  revitalization  as  soon  as  qualified 
personnel  can  be  obtained. 

3.  Continued  and  even  accelerated  energy  should  be  di- 
rected at  well  organized  and  published  curriculum  guides 
in  all  areas. 

4.  With  the  available  facilities  for  fuller  programming  next 
year,^e  need  to  develop  more  fully  our  activity  program 
for  the  junior  high  school  and  make  some  refinements  in 
our  high  school  program.  Some  students  need  to  limit 
their  participation  in  acti\rLties  while  others  need  to 
participate  much  more. 

5.  We  need  to  continue  and  increase  our  efforts  to  integrate 
learning  experiences  pro\dded  by  our  separate  depart- 
ments. Of  particular  concern  in  this  endeavor  should  be 
our  health  program,  humanities  program,  and  our  Fine 
Arts  program. 

6.  We  need  to  examine  carefully  the  possibility  of  providing 
some  type  of  secretarial  service  for  classroom  teachers, 
in  particular  the  department  chairmen. 

SUMMER  SCHOOL  CONTINUES  TO  SERVE 
RESroENTS  &  NONRESIDENTS 

Our  Summer  School  program  continued  to  serve  the  needs 
of  both  resident  and  non-resident  who  wished  to  eliminate 
a  deficiency  in  a  subject  field  and  others  who  wished  to  take 
enrichment  courses.  Twenty-eight  different  courses  were  in- 
cluded, and  a  total  number  of  119  students  took  a  total  of  192 
pupil  courses.  It  is  interesting  to  note  also  that  sixteen  of  the 
summer  school  students  were  non-residents  of  the  Masconomet 
district  and  four  of  the  students  were  adults. 

An  important  part  of  the  summer  school  program,  but  also 
serving  more  than  summer  school  students  has  been  the  Hbrary 
which  was  open  during  this  period  and  supervised  by  our  librar- 
ian. Her  report  indicates  that  422  attended  the  library  during 
the  summer  session  and  277  books  and  periodicals,  of  which  162 
were  nonfiction,  were  circulated.  The  library  was  used  by  sev- 
eral residents,  both  students  and  adults,  who  were  not  actually 
enrolled  in  summer  school  classes.  We  hope  this  trend  will 
continue  and  grow. 

Although  the  financial  expenses  for  operating  our  summer 
school  program  are  not  completely  met  by  tuition  payments,  it 
is  highly  recommended  that  these  services  be  continued. 
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HIGHLIGHTS  OF  STUDENT  ACTIVITIES 
AND  PROJECTS  IN  1963 

Our  efforts  to  provide  students  at  Masconomet  with  worth- 
while experiences  leading  to  growth  in  knowledge,  understand- 
ings, skills,  and  appreciations  and  attitudes  both  in  and  out  of 
classroom  situations  are  expressed  in  many  ways.  We  have 
been  successful  in  continuing  the  important  and  worthy  ac- 
tivities and  projects  of  past  years  and  we  have  added  some 
more  projects  and  experiences  for  some  or  all  of  our  students. 
The  following  list  is  an  attempt  to  illustrate  the  types  of 
student  experiences  that  show  evidence  of  our  belief  in  involv- 
ing students  in  meaningful  and  varied  activities  and  projects 
that  complement  and  supplement  classroom  learning.  It  has 
been  most  satisfying  to  witness-  the  enthusiasm,  dedication,  and 
varied  student  talents  that  have  combined  to  gain  recognition 
for  our  school,  groups,  and  individuals. 

1.  Dramatics  activities  have  prospered  and  provided  audi- 
ences with  varied  and  quality  entertainment  as  well  as 
giving  many  students  increased  confidence  and  skills  in 
acting  and  supporting  dramatics  productions. 

A)  The  Masconomet  Chapter  of  the  National  Thespian 
Society  was  formed  in  May  1963  to  give  recognition  to 
students  willing  to  gain  the  necessary  points  for 
membership  through  their  participation  and  support 
of  dramatics  activities. 

B)  Two  Plus  One,  three  one-act  plays  were  held  in  the 
spring  of  1963,  and  the  annual  three  act  play  was  held 
in  November  1963.  The  Importance  of  Being  Ernest 
was  chosen  and  produced  with  two  commendable 
performances. 

C)  The  Magic  Carpet,  a  program  of  interpretive  reading 
was  presented  in  two  assembly  programs  and  has 
prompted  interest  by  students  in  continuing  this 
worthwhile  activity. 

2.  Our  Student  Announcers  program  has  steadily  improved 
and  provides  very  valuable  daily  experiences  for  students 
making  morning  broadcasts  of  opening  exercises,  daily 
devotionals,  and  daily  announcements.  Added  to  these 
daily  services  this  fall  has  been  the  Weekly  School  Open- 
ing Exercises  inaugurated  by  our  Student  Council.  Each 
Monday  morning  (or  the  first  day  of  school  for  the  week) 
as  student  leaders  ceremoniously  raise  the  colors  in  front 
of  the  building,  all  personnel  stand  at  attention  facing 
the  front  of  the  building  toward  the  flag  raising  ceremony 
and  follow  this  with  the  pledge  of  allegiance.  The  pro- 
gram broadcast  throughout  the  building  provides  all  per- 
sonnel with  the  opportunity  to  dedicate  themselves  to 
the  ideals  of  our  nation  and  reminds  all  of  the  respon- 
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sibilities  we  have  for  using  our  educational  system  to 
foster  democracy. 

3.  Projects  and  activities  related  to  our  Social  Science  pro- 
gram and  designed  to  have  students  actively  involved  in 
citizenship  experiences  produced  very  satisfying  results 
during  the  year. 

A)  Student  planned  and  conducted  assembly  programs 
made  Veterans  Day,  Thanksgiving  and  Memorial  Day 
more  significant  for  all  students. 

B)  The  American  Legion  Oratorical  Contest,  sponsored 
by  local  American  Legion  Posts  was  held  successfully 
again  this  year. 

C)  We  increased  our  efforts  in  the  State  Student  Gov- 
ernment program  this  year  through  the  Student 
Government  Exchange  Program.  This  exchange  with 
Newton  and  the  project  developed  by  our  students 
which  explained  our  local  form  of  government  gained 
us  a  First  Place  Award  from  the  Massachusetts  Sec- 
ondary School  Principals  Association  and  the  Massa- 
chusetts State  Department  of  Education.  We  con- 
tinued to  send  a  student  representative  to  the  Student 
Government  Day  program  held  each  spring  at  the 
state  capitol. 

D)  Our  International  Affairs  Club  with  the  help  of  CARE 
included  the  entire  school  in  the  Masconomet-Mon- 
terrey-Care  Project  which  resulted  in  our  helping  to 
build  a  school  in  Monterrey,  Honduras.  The  signif- 
icance of  this  project  was  conveyed  to  our  student 
body  at  an  assembly  program  in  September  at  v/hich 
time  a  Special  Citation  was  av/arded  to  Masconomet 
under  a  grant  from  the  Sears-Roebuck  Foundation. 
Masconomet  was  selected  for  this  citation  by  the 
Massachusetts  Secondary  School  Principal's  Associa- 
tion and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education. 
Pictures  were  also  shown  of  the  school  in  Monterrey 
being  conducted  and  made  possible  through  our  sup- 
port. 

4.  Our  Student  Exchange  Board  has  markedly  increased  its 
activities  and  for  the  first  time  we  have  students  living 
for  a  year  in  foreign  countries.  The  Exchange  Board  has 
raised  nearly  $600  in  scholarship  support  for  our  two 
students  living  for  the  year  in  Hannover,  Germany.  They 
have  likewise  been  in  close  touch  with  these  two  students 
and  another  member  of  the  Class  of  1963  who  is  spending 
the  year  in  Norway. 

5.  In  addition  to  a  great  deal  of  assistance  to  the  Exchange 
Board,  students  in  the  Foreign  Language  department 
have  participated  in  the  annual  International  Nite  which 
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gave  the  public  attending  a  well  planned  sample  of  how 
our  modern  techniques  of  teaching  foreign  languages 
work. 

6.  Our  students  with  special  interest  and  talents  in  writing 
continue  to  do  quality  work  as  illustrated  in  Kaleidoscope, 
The  Best  From  Masconomet,  and  the  Regional  Review. 
Since  September,  the  school  newspaper  has  been  a 
weekly  feature  of  the  Tri-Town  Transcript,  thus  increas- 
ing the  circulation  of  our  paper  as  well  as  increasing  the 
journalistic  activities  of  our  newspaper  staff. 

7.  This  year  for  the  first  time  our  National  Honor  Society 
shouldered  the  responsibility  for  planning  and  conduct- 
ing our  four  Honor  Roll  Assemblies.  This  leadership  by 
students  in  emphasizing  scholarship  increased  the  sig- 
nificance of  the  Masconomet  Arrowhead  that  is  awarded 
to  students  making  the  honor  roll. 

8.  Experiences  provided  for  students  with  special  interests 
and  talents  in  the  field  of  science  have  includeed:  Mas- 
conomet Annual  Science  Fair  which  included  over  100 
exhibits;  Regional  Science  Congress  held  at  Hamilton- 
Wenham  Regional  High  School  with  34  of  our  students 
participating.  Two  of  our  outstanding  science  students 
were  selected  as  participants  in  the  Summer  Course  for 
Academically  Talented  under  National  Science  Grants. 

9.  Our  Mathematics  Teams  finished  in  the  first  division  in 
the  Tri-State  Mathematics  League  and  also  in  first  divi- 
sion of  the  Northern  Division  of  the  Eastern  Massachu- 
setts Mathematics  League. 

10.  For  the  second  year  the  unusually  fine  and  creative  tal- 
ents of  our  Home  Economics,  Industrial  Arts,  and  Art 
students  provided  exceptional  displays  and  ideas  for  the 
Christmas  Fair.  This  exhibit  was  open  to  the  public  and 
it,  together  with  the  Creative  Dance  production,  brought 
many  commendations  and  suggestions  that  this  be  an 
annual  event. 

11.  In  May  1963  our  Industrial  Arts  students  entered  over 
50  projects  in  the  State  Industrial  Arts  Fair  held  at 
Fitchburg,  Massachusetts  and  we  gained  five  first  prizes 
and  over  40  honorable  mentions. 

12.  We  witnessed  the  continued  excellence  in  our  music 
programs.  The  year  included  Exchange  Concerts  for  our 
band,  Christmas  Concert,  Operetta,  Spring  Concert,  and 
several  assembly  programs.  Our  Singers  were  especially 
honored  by  a  special  invitation  to  perform  as  a  group  at 
the  1963  State  Music  Festival  held  in  Springfield.  Our 
Band  was  likewise  given  unusually  fine  honors  by  being 
invited  to  participate  at  the  World's  Fair  in  New  York 
City.  The  Band  will  go  to  New  York  for  this  performance 
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on  April  30,  1964.  The  energetic  support  of  the  Music 

Parents  Organization  is  making  the  trip  possible. 
13.  Unusual  —  is  the  term  for  the  success  of  our  interscholas- 

tic  athletic  program  during  the  past  year,  especially  for 

the  boy's  teams. 

Boys'  Basketball  (1962-63  Season)  team  qualified  for 
the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Basketball  Tournament  by 
winning  over  65%  of  its  games. 

Boys'  Track  Team  won  the  Essex  County  Track  Con- 
ference Relay  Meet;  Essex  County  Track  Conference 
Championship;  Essex  Track  Open  Meet;  and  they  re- 
mained undefeated  in  dual  meet  competition  for  the 
third  straight  year. 

Boys'  Baseball  Team  won  second  place  in  the  Cape 
Ann  League. 

Our  1963  Football  Team  completed  the  season  with 
an  undefeated  record  and  continued  its  undefeated 
streak  to  14  consecutive  games,  emerging  as  football 
champions  of  the  Cape  Ann  League.  Steve  Chew  (a 
member  of  the  Junior  Class)  won  the  state  individual 
scoring  championship. 

Boys'  Cross-Country  completed  the  season  undefeated, 
winning  the  Cape  Ann  Championship,  the  Cape  Ann 
Open  Meet,  and  the  Class  "D"  State  Championship. 
Our  Freshman  and  Sophomore  Cross-Country  squad 
also  brought  honor  to  themselves  and  to  the  school 
through  winning  the  Catholic  Memorial  Invitational 
Meet. 

Our  girls'  athletic  teams  failed  to  win  championship 
honors,  but  they  did  win  the  majority  of  their  games. 

GUIDANCE  SERVICES  EXPAND 

"Guidance  is  the  high  art  of  helping  boys  and  girls  to  plan 
their  own  action  wisely,  in  the  full  light  of  all  the  facts  that  can 
be  mustered  about  themselves  and  about  the  world  in  which 
they  will  work  and  live."  —  This  definition  of  guidance  pro- 
vided by  the  Educational  Policies  Commission  is  accepted  as 
an  overall  guiding  principle  at  Masconomet  and  when  analyzed 
into  organized  services  which  we  should  provide,  we  realize 
that  the  complexity  and  diversity  of  the  world  in  which  our 
boys  and  girls  will  work  and  live  and  the  maturing  science  of 
counseling  challenges  us  to  improve  a  dual  approach  to  our 
guidance  services.  (1)  A  coordinated  and  cooperative  approach 
involving  all  teachers  and  staff  members  helping  boys  and  girls 
muster  all  the  facts  that  can  be  gathered  about  themselves  and 
about  the  world  in  which  they  work  and  live,  and  (2)  Spe- 
cialized services  directed  at  helping  each  individual  boy  or  girl 
with  the  more  personal  and  individual  problems  involved  in 
planning  his  own  action  wisely. 
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Contrary  to  the  belief  of  some,  our  expanding  emphasis  on 
improved  guidance  services  does  not  take  guidance  responsi- 
bilities away  from  classroom  teachers  and  centralize  them  in  a 
guidance  department.  Rather,  it  stresses  even  greater  partici- 
pation by  classroom  teachers  as  illustrated  by  increased  meet- 
ings with  small  groups  of  teachers  and  counselors  to  deal  with 
adjustment  problems  of  individual  students.  Likewise,  this 
year  has  seen  the  birth  of  a  faculty  advisory  system  wherein 
every  faculty  member  is  assigned  between  15  and  20  students 
with  whom  to  work  as  a  personal  advisor  in  dealing  with  edu- 
cational decisions  and  in  other  ways  being  concerned  about  the 
welfare  of  individuals.  This  advisory  system  is  in  its  infancy 
and  will  take  a  great  deal  of  planning,  evaluation,  and  coopera- 
tion on  the  part  of  both  teachers  and  guidance  personnel.  A 
temporary  obstacle  is  the  extremely  limited  space  and  crowded 
schedule  which  makes  it  difficult  for  students  to  meet  with 
advisors. 

This  year  has  seen  the  addition  of  a  School  Adjustment 
Counselor  Program  at  Masconomet.  The  school  adjustment 
counselor  became  a  new  member  of  the  Guidance  team  in  May 
1963,  and  although  much  of  his  salary  is  provided  by  the  Divi- 
sion of  Youth  Services  under  the  Department  of  Education  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  he  is  a  regular  member 
of  the  school  faculty  with  an  office  in  the  high  school  and  works 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Director  of  Guidance.  He  is  em- 
ployed on  a  12-month  basis.  Because  this  position  is  new  this 
year  and  the  responsibilities  are  not  clear  to  many  citizens, 
space  is  given  here  to  an  explanation  of  the  purposes  and  func- 
tions of  this  service. 

The  adjustment  counselor  program,  established  by  law  in 
1955,  Chapter  696  Section  460,  is  designed  to  help  youth  who 
have  extreme  problems  of  adjustment  which  are  preventing 
them  from  functioning  normally  and  satisfactorily  in  learning 
situations.  This  help  may  be  accomplished  in  a  variety  of  ways, 
but  basically,  the  adjustment  counselor  brings  a  psychologist's 
point  of  view  to  the  school  situation.  Extremely  important  in 
the  success  of  the  adjustment  counselor's  work  is  the  class- 
room teacher,  for  much  of  the  responsibility  for  identifying 
symptons  of  emotionally  upset,  unusual  behavior,  and  other 
poor  adjustments  to  school  lies  with  the  teacher. 

In  treating  cases,  there  are  three  basic  methods  of  using  serv- 
ices of  the  school  adjustment  counselor: 

(1)  As  a  consultant  to  any  member  of  the  school  staff  and 
community  agents  regarding  particular  cases  of  grades 
7-8. 

(2)  As  a  counselor  to  the  student,  using  verbal  skills  of  the 
counselor  and/or  the  manipulation  of  the  school  milieu 
in  order  to  bring  about  an  expedient,  but  effective  modi- 
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fication  of  behavior  within  the  existing  program  of  the 
school. 

(3)  As  a  case-worker,  working  with  the  home,  community 
agencies,  and  medical  personnel.  The  nature  of  many- 
cases  handled  by  the  adjustment  counselor  necessitate 
the  professional  opinion  of  a  psychiatrist.  It  is  also  the 
responsibility  of  the  school  adjustment  counselor  to 
enlist  the  interest  and  help  of  clergymen  and  other  local 
leaders  and  officials  in  a  mutual  effort  to  save  children 
from  delinquency. 

The  number  of  cases  demanding  the  specialized  skills  of 
our  schooL  adjustment  counselor  are  a  small  minority  and  it 
is  worthy  of  note  in  this  report  that  we  have  four  full  time 
guidance  counselors,  in  addition  to  our  Director  of  Guidance, 
who  are  serving  the  vast  majority  of  our  students  whom  we 
consider  normally  well  adjusted  but  are  in  need  of  a  great 
deal  of  information  about  themselves,  the  educational  oppor- 
tunities available  and  desirable  for  them,  and  the  educational 
and  occupational  opportunities  available  to  them  as  adults. 
These  counselors  continue  to  service  approximately  1170  stu- 
dents, 70  teachers  and  administrators,  and  parents  through  their 
analysis  and  interpretation  of  student  records  and  test  data, 
arranging  and  conducting  meetings  with  teachers  to  discuss 
student  cases,  workshops  with  parents  to  explain  program  offer- 
ing at  Masconomet  and  the  interpretation  of  educational  and 
occupational  requirements  beyond  the  secondary  school,  de- 
tails of  grouping  and  programming  of  all  students,  and  day  in 
and  day  out  counseling  of  students  with  their  major  and  minor 
problems  of  both  an  educational  and  personal  nature. 

As  our  school  system  strives  to  provide  for  the  needs  of  all 
youth  in  the  district  and  we  observe  ever  increasing  specializa- 
tion and  diversification  of  choices  available  to  these  youth  we 
recognize  the  increasing  importance  of  having  effective  guid- 
ance services.

The  111  members  of  Masconomet's  fourth  graduating  class 
were  presented  their  diplomas  at  impressive  exercises  held  in 
the  Henry  F.  Long  Auditorium  on  Thursday  evening,  June  6, 
1963,  by  Mr.  Hans  Barber,  Chairman  of  the  School  Committee. 
One  foreign  exchange  student  from  Mexico  was  also  honored 
at  this  time. 

Thirteen  of  the  class  were  elected  to  membership  in  the  New 
Meadows  Chapter  of  the  National  Honor  Society,  with  five  of 
this  earning  this  distinction  in  their  junior  year.  Of  the  111 
graduates,  31  were  from  Boxford,  32  from  Middleton,  and  48 
from  Topsfteld.

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ROAD  COMMISSIONER'S  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Topsfield: 

During  the  past  year  a  great  deal  of  work  has  been  done  on 
drainage,  cleaning  of  catch  basins  and  culverts,  and  scraping 
of  road  edges.  Small  and  easily  clogged  culvert  pipes  were  re- 
placed by  larger  pipes.  680  feet  of  new  drainage  was  installed, 
together  with  twelve  new  catch  basins,  490  feet  and  five  basins 
on  Perkins  Row,  and  190  feet  and  two  basins  on  Main  St. 

Under  Chapter  90  funds,  1800  feet  of  new  road  construction 
was  completed  on  Ipswich  Road.  Under  Chapter  90  Mainten- 
ance 4/10  mile  of  hot  top  was  surfaced  on  Main  St.  and  Route 
97  was  widened  by  scraping. 

Under  Chapter  81  funds,  roads  were  swept,  oiled,  sanded, 
and  brush  along  highways  was  cut. 

We  still  need  many  roads  in  town  widened  to  facilitate 
passage  of  increased  traffic  and  school  busses.  Drainage  remains 
a  constant  problem,  and  much  work  needs  to  be  done. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have  co-operated 
with  this  Department  to  make  my  first  year  in  office  successful.

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PARK  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

This  year  we  lost  our  faithful  flag  raiser.  Mr.  William  Wildes 
retired  after  43  years  on  the  job.  We  will  miss  him.  Our  capable 
superintendent,  Mr.  Lawrence  Perkins,  who  has  kept  the  park 
grounds  neat  and  attractive,  will  take  over  this  additional  duty. 

We  wish  to  express  our  gratitude  to  the  Brownie  Troop  for 
their  gift  of  lights  for  the  Christmas  Tree  they  planted  for  the 
town  in  1962;  The  Topsfield  Garden  Club  and  Mrs.  Louis  S. 
Tremblay  for  setting  up  the  Nativity  Scene  at  Christmas  time; 
Mrs.  William  Wildes  for  her  expert  flag  mending  operation;  and 
Mr.  Clayton  Rock  who  for  the  past  eight  years  has  loaned  us 
the  lights  for  the  large  Christmas  Tree  by  the  Town  Library. 

The  following  projects  were  accomplished  in  addition  to  the 
routine  maintenance  work: 

1.  we  joined  with  the  Highway  Department  for  the  widen- 
ing of  South  and  East  Common  Streets  to  give  these 
streets  an  official  width  and  to  correct  a  hazardous  traffic 
and  parking  situation. 

2.  a  continuation  of  the  tree  feeding  program  for  the  trees 
of  the  park  area. 

3.  a  continuation  of  the  tree  planting  program  to  replace 
the  beautiful  trees  we  have  lost  to  disease  and  the  ravages 
of  time. 

Our  plans  for  the  coming  year  include  shrubbery  planting 
for  the  Town  Hall  Entrance;  a  liberal  application  of  lime  and 
fertilizer  to  the  Common;  paving  and  filling  of  the  Church 
driveway  to  correct  a  dangerous  condition;  a  continuation  of 
the  tree  planting  program  which  traditionally  commences  with 
the  Park  Department  sponsored  Elementary  School  Arbor  Day 
Ceremony;  and,  finally,  a  general  clean-up  of  Bare  Hill  Park, 
with  voluntary  help  —  if  at  all  possible. 

As  Topsfield  grows  —  we  would  welcome  comments  from 
the  citizens  of  our  town  on  how  we  may  better  serve  you  to 
promote  needed  recreation  and  park  facilities.

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CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT 

During  the  past  year  the  300th  Anniversary  of  the  building 
of  the  meeting  house  and  the  start  of  our  present  Pine  Grove 
Cemetery  was  observed.  Following  the  custom  in  England  of 
burying  in  the  church  yard  this  cemetery  was  started  as  a 
church  yard  cemetery  and  continued  to  grow  to  its  present  size. 

During  the  past  year  in  addition  to  our  usual  maintenance 
work  some  of  our  improvements  included  the  widening,  grading 
and  oiling  of  the  back  driveway,  which  runs  from  the  tool  house 
to  the  founders  monument,  the  replacing  and  re-routing  of 
some  of  our  water  pipes,  and  painting  the  tool  house. 

We  have  made  available,  single  grave  lots,  two  grave,  four 
grave  and  five  grave  lots  which  are  for  sale.  The  lots  in  the  ex- 
pansion section  at  the  tip  of  the  hill  will  not  be  offered  for  sale 
until  all  available  lots  in  the  other  sections  of  the  cemetery  have 
been  sold.

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TREE  WARDEN  AND  MOTH  SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

With  the  increased  amount  of  traffic  due  to  the  increased 
population  of  the  Town  and  the  increased  use  of  these  roads  by 
the  School  Buses,  it  becomes  necessary  to  widen  various  narrow 
spots  on  many  of  our  secondary  roads,  with  the  result  that  many 
of  our  public  shade  trees  are  lost. 

During  the  past  year  in  co-operation  with  the  road  com- 
missioner widening  and  tree  removal  was  done  on  Camp  Meet- 
ing Road,  Bare  Hill  Road,  Perkins  Row,  and  Wildes  Road.  In 
many  cases  the  road  was  less  than  fourteen  feet  wide  at  these 
locations  and  in  order  to  have  safe  two  way  traffic  the  roads  had 
to  be  widened  to  a  width  of  at  least  twenty  feet. 

The  Dutch  Elm  disease  continues  to  take  its  toll  of  our  elms 
of  all  sizes,  although  only  four  suspicious  elm  were  in  evidence 
at  sampling  time.  There  are  over  thirty  elms  to  be  removed 
at  the  time  that  this  report  is  being  written. 

Under  the  Moth  Department  spraying,  the  use  of  D.D.T.  was 
eliminated  and  new  materials  were  used  to  spray  the  elm  trees 
of  the  town.  It  will  be  another  year  before  the  results  of  using 
these  new  materials  will  be  known. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  everybody  who  has  co- 
operated with  this  department  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LONG-RANGE  SCHOOL  PLANNING 
AND  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

At  the  1963  Annual  Town  Meeting  the  town  voted  to  revise 
and  estabhsh  terms  of  office  for  this  committee  and  to  establish 
the  method  of  appointment  of  committee  members.  The  term 
of  office  is  three  years,  and  members  are  appointed  by  the 
Moderator. 

After  many  years  of  valuable  service  on  this  committee,  the 
resignations  of  Mr.  Harold  R.  Alpaugh,  Dr.  Joseph  H.  Holloway, 
and  Mrs.  Carol  D.  Pendoley  have  reluctantly  been  accepted 
during  1963.  Their  contributions  to  the  school  planning  and 
building  activities  of  the  town  are  deeply  appreciated.  The 
Moderator  has  appointed  Mr.  Reynold  B.  Nippe  and  Mr.  Victor 
M.  MacNulty  to  two  of  these  vacancies. 

A  pre-school  and  elementary  age  census  was  conducted  in 
October  and  November.  Because  of  the  unusual  degree  of  in- 
and-out  population  migration,  the  committee  made  a  concerted 
effort  to  obtain  100  percent  response  in  this  1963  census  by  ex- 
haustively checking  every  address  in  town.  The  results  are 
indicated  in  Table  I  compared,  in  age  groups,  with  the  by-annual 
census  taken  in  prior  years.  As  can  be  seen,  the  total  in  1963 
does  not  reflect  the  percentage  increases  obtained  previously. 
As  a  result,  the  forecast  of  school  population,  as  shown  in  Table 
II,  predicts  the  present  level  will  be  maintained  until  1967.

Present  elemen- 
tary capacity  is  35  classrooms. 
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It  must  be  noted,  however,  that  the  percentage  increases  of 
the  three  youngest  groups  in  Table  I  —  1963  is  heavy,  which 
indicates  that  an  increase  in  school  population  may  resume 
abruptly.  It  is  further  recognized  that  a  strong  potential  for 
such  an  upturn  exists  in  view  of  the  large  number  of  house 
vacancies  and  approved  lots  now  existant  within  the  town. 
Forecasts  can  only  reflect  the  pattern  of  earlier  trends.  To 
keep  abreast  of  this  new  growth  symptom  and  incorporate  its 
effect  into  our  forecasting,  the  committee  has  decided  to  ac- 
celerate its  census  to  an  annual  effort.  Although  the  projection 
now  shows  adequate  school  capacity,  the  committee  will  thus 
remain  alert  to  any  new  upturn  in  population  growth. 

With  present  school  capacity  not  critical  but  a  need  antici- 
pated within  five  years,  the  committee  is  increasing  its  efforts 
to  analyze  school  population  distribution  and  to  determine  the 
best  and  alternate  site  locations  for  the  next  school.  Contacts 
are  being  made  with  owners  of  suitable  land  to  explore  the 
most  economical  routes  to  land  acquisition.  Option  and  gift  are 
being  stressed  as  steps  at  this  time. 

New  methods,  materials,  and  design  ideas  for  school  con- 
struction are  continually  investigated,  and  the  committee  is 
keeping  informed  of  the  spectrum  of  current  school  construction 
costs. 

Your  committee  continues  to  scrutinize  closely  all  factors 
that  may  influence  school  planning  and  building  in  order  to 
maintain  a  desirable  standard  of  educational  facilities  in  Tops- 
field.  1964  and  1965  will  be  very  important  years  for  school 
planning  and  site  selections.

Long  Range  School  Planning 

and  Building  Committee 
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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES,  1963 

Our  library  continues  to  grow  as  it  has  in  the  past  and  the 
new  library  hours  have  met  with  town  wide  approval.  These 
are  now:  Monday  through  Friday  2-5  and  7-9  and  Saturday  2-6. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  national  average  per  capita 
per  year  for  circulation  is  four  books.  Topsfield  has  an  average 
per  capita  circulation  of  seventeen  books.  Of  this  we  are  proud. 
However,  it  means  that  the  staff,  the  books  and  the  premises 
serve  over  four  times  as  many  people  as  the  average  library. 

The  long  time  problem  of  basement  drainage,  we  trust,  has 
been  solved.  The  work  was  done  by  the  Simms  Co.  with  the 
added  guidance  of  Mr.  Lawrence  Bond.  We  are  grateful  to  both 
Mr.  Simms  and  Mr.  Bond  for  their  personal  interest  in  this 
project.  We  must  wait  until  spring  to  be  sure  that  the  basement 
stays  free  of  water.  At  that  time  we  hope  to  be  in  a  position  to 
plan  for  utilization  of  the  basement  rooms.  We  desperately  need 
a  children's  room  and  a  change-over  would  free  space  on  the 
ground  floor.  In  a  preliminary  discussion  with  an  architect  an 
estimate  of  $35,000  has  been  made  for  the  over-all  renovation. 

The  appearance  of  the  front  of  the  library  with  its  new 
curbing  and  widened  street  has  been  a  great  improvement.  The 
board  is  grateful  to  Mr.  William  Gamble  for  the  fine  work. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  meets  the  second  Monday  of  every 
month.  The  Book  Committee  meets  the  third  Wednesday  of  the 
month  at  10:00  a.m.  at  the  library.  Both  meetings  are  always 
open  to  the  public. 

The  library  continues  to  serve  not  only  the  public  but  the 
school  department.  Help  has  been  given  in  setting  up  the  school 
libraries  in  both  the  Proctor  and  the  Steward  Schools.  Pro- 
fessional guidance  as  well  as  a  loan  of  2,000  books  has  enabled 
the  school  to  start  their  own  libraries.  Story  hours  as  well  as 
library  orientation  classes  are  still  conducted  by  the  library 
staff. 

The  resignation  of  the  Head  Librarian,  Mrs.  Jean  Holloway, 
was  accepted  with  deep  regret.  She  has  been  a  self -less  worker 
and  has  greatly  contributed  to  the  success  of  the  library.  We 
were  fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services  of  Mrs.  June  Mayo 
who  started  her  duties  as  Head  Librarian  as  of  September  1, 
1963.  In  a  few  short  months  she  has  proved  the  choice  to  be  a 
good  one.  Mrs.  Mayo  is  ably  assisted  by  Mrs.  Laura  Denault, 
Mrs.  Ruth  English  and  Mrs.  Lorraine  Onufry. 
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The  language  classes  were  conducted  in  the  spring  by  Mrs. 
Pia  Miller  and  Mrs.  John  Keohone.  A  children's  art  class  for 
which  a  nominal  fee  was  charged  was  held  in  the  spring  and 
fall.  The  Great  Books  Discussion  was  activated  this  year.  Our 
art  exhibits  have  been  well  received  and  the  Garden  Clubs  con- 
tinue to  supply  us  with  attractive  arrangements.  The  library 
is  used  for  many  community  activities,  and  as  a  meeting  place 
for  various  groups. 

National  Library  Week  was  most  successful  and  we  are  in- 
debted to  Mrs.  William  Abbott,  Mrs.  Benjamin  English,  Mrs. 
Plynn  Williams  and  Mrs.  Everett  Blanchard  for  their  work  on 
this  project. 

It  is  a  growing  custom  to  give  a  lasting  memorial  of  a  book 
in  the  name  of  the  deceased  to  the  library.  The  library  has  re- 
ceived many  such  gifts  in  the  past  year.  This  custom  as  well  as 
a  remembrance  of  the  library  in  a  will  is  one  which  assures  a 
lasting  tribute.  Tax  deductions  of  30%  is  now  allowed. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  entire  staff  continue  to  work 
to  give  service  of  the  highest  standard  to  the  town  of  Topsfield.

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THE  TOPSFIELD  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Conservation  Commission  continued  to  work  with  the 
Planning  Board  to  further  the  inclusion  of  a  conservation  dis- 
trict in  the  proposed  new  zoning  by-law. 

A  comprehensive  index  of  wetlands  has  begun,  and  will  be 
completed  in  1964.  In  the  Spring  of  1963,  the  Conservation  Com- 
mission recommended  establishment  of  a  drainage  control  com- 
mittee and,  an  appropriation  of  funds  to  further  positive  control 
of  mosquito  breeding  areas.  A  drainage  control  committee  was 
established  at  the  May  28th  special  town  meeting. 

The  Conservation  Commission  went  on  record  as  opposed  to 

mosquito  control  by  aerial  spraying. 

On  May  1,  1963,  the  Conservation  Commission  participated 
in  a  meeting  called  by  the  Middlesex  County  and  Essex  County 
Soil  Conservation  districts,  looking  to  the  foundation  of  a  re- 
gional committee  to  further  positive  action  in  meeting  the  prob- 
lems of  the  Ipswich  River  water  shed.  Your  Conservation  Com- 
mission is  ready  to  work  with  such  a  water  shed  committee  and 
support  this  vitally  important  study. 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  requested  an  initial  ap- 
propriation of  $500.00  to  establish  a  conservation  fund,  and  an- 
ticipating that  additional  funds  will  be  appropriated  from  year 
to  year,  so  that  the  Conservation  Commission  will  have  avail- 
able funds  when  it  is  advisable  to  purchase  for  the  town  of 
Topsfield,  leads  which  should  be  maintained  for  preservation 
and  conservation  purposes. 

Matching  funds  would  be  available  in  connection  with  State 
or  Federal  aid.  Unanimously  the  Conservation  Commission 
voted  to  expand  the  membership  of  the  Conservation  Commis- 
sion from  5  to  7  members  in  1964.

Each  time  a  new  development  is  started  additional 
run-off  is  created,  because  of  the  areas  covered  by  homes,^  gar- 
ages, drive  ways  and  streets.  The  Selectmen  have  appointed 
a  Drainage  Committee  to  investigate  this  situation  and  to  make 
a  detailed  study  of  existing  conditions  with  their  recommenda- 
tion for  meeting  this  problem.

Board  of  Health 
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This  report  covers  the  fourteenth  full  year  of  the  operation 
of  the  Town  Water  System. 

During  the  year  39  additional  takers  were  added  to  the  water 
rolls  bringing  the  total  to  760.  Approximately  6,100  feet  of  8" 
main  were  installed  of  which  5,000  feet  were  installed  by  devel- 
opers at  no  expense  to  the  town. 

Over  one  hundred  million  gallons  of  water  were  pumped 
representing  an  increase  of  10%  over  the  previous  year.  The 
largest  monthly  consumption  was  in  June  with  more  than 
19,300,000  and  only  made  possible  due  to  the  improvement  made 
to  the  pumping  system  in  1961.  While  neighboring  communi- 
ties were  restricting  the  use  of  water  during  the  summer 
drought  period,  Topsfield  did  not,  which  speaks  well  of  the 
system  and  water  source. 

Water  sources  and  its  purity  has,  for  quite  some  time,  been 
a  very  important  national  topic  of  both  local  and  Federal  govern- 
ments. Recognizing  that  an  additional  source  of  high  purity 
water  is  necessary  to  serve  the  ultimate  population  of  the  town, 
exploration  of  a  new  source  was  given  top  priority.  A  new  sup- 
ply Area  has  been  located  and  has  undergone  a  successful  five 
day  continual  pumping  test  as  required  by  the  State.  We  are 
very  gratified  with  the  results.  Recommendations  will  be  sub- 
mitted through  proper  channels  for  acquiring  the  land  and  the 
planning  for  future  use  and  service. 

It  is  with  sorrow  that  we  note  the  passing  of  Mr.  Thomas  E. 
Cass  who  for  many  years  was  Superintendent  of  the  Water 
System. 

We  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Nicholas  D'Agostino  who  has  so  ably 
filled  the  position  of  Acting  Superintendent  and  also  express 
our  thanks  to  our  Clerk,  Mrs.  Sefton  Earl.

I  have  asked  that  an  article  be 
placed  in  the  Warrant  for  a  sum  of  money  to  purchase  a  radar 
speed  timer.  With  it  the  police  can  reduce  motor  vehicle  viola- 
tions and  accidents.  It  takes  the  human  error  out  of  estimating 
speeds  and  eliminates  the  danger  of  chasing  a  car  to  obtain  a 
clocked  speed. 

The  Men  of  the  Department  have  received  some  instruction 
in  the  use  of  firearms.  The  training  will  be  continued  in  1964, 
so  that  every  man  will  be  qualified  in  the  use  of  firearms.  The 
Instructor  is  Luther  Dey  of  the  Topsfield  Rifle  Club. 

I  wish  to  thank  each  and  every  Town  Department  for  their 
cooperation,  also  the  State  Police  and  Police  of  surrounding 
towns.

Medical  costs  continue  to  be  the  largest  item  in  the  welfare 
budget.  You  will  note,  however,  that  they  have  remained  re- 
markably stable  in  the  past  three  years,  although  the  distribu- 
tion has  changed  in  the  4  categories  of  assistance.  Meeting 
medical  needs  and  providing  other  services  to  recipients  of  as- 
sistance is  the  present  program  being  emphasized  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare.  This  department  is 
where  policies  for  public  assistance  are  developed,  and  from 
where  the  reimbursement  monies  come.  We  feel  that  this  pro- 
gram of  services  is  very  important,  and  have  been  rendering 
srvices  and  medical  care  to  our  recipients  throughout  the  year 
of  the  district. 
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It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Board  to  investigate  and  ad- 
minister all  cases  of  need  under  General  Relief.  All  of  the 
federally  aided  programs  are  investigated  by  the  district,  ap- 
proved by  the  Board,  and  administered  by  the  district.  Re- 
visions to  the  General  Laws  in  1963  have  removed  the  require- 
ment of  settlements  as  of  December  31,  1963.  Therefore  in  the 
future  all  persons  who  are  in  need  in  the  Community  will  be 
aided  by  the  community  where  they  reside. 

The  members  of  the  aoBrd  of  Public  Welfare  wish  to  thank 
all  of  the  Town  Officers,  the  Doctor,  the  Community  Nurse,  and 
any  other  members  of  the  community  who  have  cooperated 
with  them  and  made  the  program  better  in  the  past  year. 

In  closing  this  report,  the  Board  regrets  the  loss  of  their 
member,  Hollis  A.  Slipp,  who  served  faithfully  in  his  capacity 
as  Clerk  of  the  Board.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

General 

In  1963  the  Planning  Board  held  25  regular  scheduled  meet- 
ings, 10  special  or  work  meetings  and  5  public  hearings. 

Sub-Divisions 

The  activities  in  Sub-divisions  are  as  follows: 

The  Parsonage  Hill  and  Bare  Hill  Farm  subdivisions  (both 
submitted  in  1962)  were  approved. 

The  Towne  Hill  subdivision  was  received  and  a  portion  ap- 
proved. 

The  Connely  subdivision  of  the  Wellman  property  on  Wen- 
ham  Road  was  received.  After  numerous  discussions  with  the 
subdivider,  the  plan  was  withdrawn. 

Zoning  By-Law 

The  proposed  revision  in  the  Zoning  By-Law  were  completed 
and  presented  to  the  Town  Meeting: 

The  major  changes  proposed  were  as  follows: 

a.  Establish  a  conservation  district. 

b.  Establish  a  3  acre  district. 

c.  Establish  a  restricted  industrial  district. 

d.  Establish  an  office  and  residential  district. 

e.  Assign  similar  categories  of  business  and  commercial 
enterprises  to  separate  areas  rather  than  having  one 
overall  grouping. 

f.  Keep  business,  commercial  and  industrial  areas  for  such 
enterprises  by  eliminating  the  future  building  of  homes 
in  such  areas. 

The  proposed  revision  failed  by  a  narrow  margin  to  obtain 
the  necessary  two  thirds  (2/3)  vote  for  passage. 

The  Planning  Board  sent  out  1300  questionaires  to  the  voters 
for  their  reactions  to  and  comments  on  the  revisions.  Approxi- 
mately 100  answers  have  been  received.  These  answers  plus 
some  person  to  person  comments  will  guide  the  Planning  Board 
in  their  resubmission  of  the  revision  in  early  1964. 
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Drainage  Problems 

Based  on  apparent  drainage  problems  within  the  town,  the 
Board  recommended  to  the  Selectmen  the  formation  of  a  Drain- 
age Study  Committee.  This  Committee  was  appointed  and  is 
now  functioning. 

Sub -Division  Rules  and  Regulations 

The  Board's  Rules  and  Regulations  for  sub-divisions  were  re- 
viewed, revised,  a  public  hearing  held  and  then  put  into  effect. 
The  major  changes  were: 

1.  Establish  Board's  jurisdiction  over  drainage  problems 
outside  of  but  created  by  a  subdivision. 

2.  Lowered  the  maximum  permitted  street  grade  for  greater 
safety  and  cost  of  maintenance. 

3.  Established  maximum  slope  of  banks  adjacent  to  street 
to  decrease  erosion  and  protect  roadways. 

4.  Increased  subdivision  filing  fee  to  cover  greater  costs. 

5.  Established  time  limit  of  six  months  for  completion  of 
ways  adjacent  to  dwellings  sold  or  occupied  thus  eliminat- 
ing excessive  delays. 

Acceptance  of  Roads 

No  new  roads  were  recommended  for  acceptance  by  the 
Town.

School  Committee  Operation 

The  committee  held  a  total  of  22  regular  meetings  and  2 
special  meetings  during  1963.  All  meetings  were  held  in  the 
Superintendent's  Office  in  the  Proctor  School.  Regular  meet- 
ings for  1364  are  scheduled  for  the  first  and  third  Monday  of 
each  month  at  7:30  P.M.  Meetings  are  open  and  the  public  is 
invited  to  attend.  It  should  be  noted  that  meetings  have  been 
regularly  covered  by  a  press  representative  and  reported  in  the 
local  press.  The  committee  has  seldom  gone  into  executive 
session  and  then  only  in  such  matters  requiring  privacy.  Notice 
of  special  meetings,  changes  in  dates,  or  changes  in  the  location 
of  meetings  are  posted  in  the  town  hall.  Each  committee  mem- 
ber has  served  as  a  school  committee  representative  on  other 
groups:  M.  Banus  on  the  Masconomet  Regional  School  Com- 
mittee, A.  Cleary  on  the  Steward  School  Building  Committee, 
and  J.  Moore  on  the  Topsfield  Insurance  Committee  and  the 
Long  Range  School  Planning  and  Building  Committee. 

After  nearly  seven  years  of  service  as  a  school  committee 
member,  Alexander  Cleary  submitted  his  resignation  from  the 
committee,  effective  January  1,  1964.  His  replacement  will  be 
elected  by  the  remaining  members  of  the  committee  and  the 
Selectmen,  acting  jointly,  early  in  January.  The  person  elected 
will  serve  until  the  annual  election  in  March,  at  which  time  the 
voters  will  elect  a  person  to  serve  the  remaining  two  years  of 
Mr.  Cleary's  term. 

Financial 

The  present  year  saw  a  distinct  change  in  the  pattern  of 
rapid  pupil  population  growth.  Nine  fewer  pupils  were  en- 
rolled in  October,  1963  than  were  enrolled  in  October,  1962,  the 
figures  being  821  and  830  respectively.  Projections  now  indi- 
cate a  small  increase  to  a  total  of  840  for  the  fall  of  1964.  Pro- 
vision is  made  in  the  budget  for  one  additional  teacher.  Other 
rises  in  the  budget  are  attributed  to  increased  services  and 
higher  costs.

The  major  increase  is  found  in  the  Instruction  Account.  The 
rise  in  that  account  is  entirely  in  salaries  and  results  from  the 
following  factors: 


1.  The  provision  of  salary  for  one  additional  teacher,  Sep- 
tember-December, 1964. 

2.  The  impact  for  a  full  year  of  normal  salary  increments 
effective  in  September,  1963. 

3.  The  impact  of  salary  inreases  to  be  effective  in  September, 
1964. 

4.  The  provision  for  a  full  year's  salary  for  a  part-time 
speech  teacher,  which  position  was  established  in  Sep- 
tember, 1963.  Fifty  percent  of  this  expenditure  will  be 
reimbursed  by  the  state. 

A  substantial  increase  occurs  also  in  the  Auxiliary  Agencies 
Account.  Four  factors  contributed  to  this: 

1.  A  new  account  provides  funds  for  the  operation  of  a 
summer  school  program,  which  was  offered  in  the  sum- 
mer of  1963  for  the  first  time. 

2.  Additional  transportation  costs  for  special  class  students 
are  necessary. 

3.  A  larger  sum  has  been  provided  for  the  school  libraries. 

4.  The  lunch  appropriation  was  increased  because  the  re- 
volving fund  balance  was  significantly  reduced  by  in- 
creased operating  costs  and  equipment  expenditures. 

The  third  account  with  a  substantial  increase  is  Operation 
of  School  Plant,  which  increase  has  been  occasioned  princi- 
pally by  an  increase  in  the  custodial  salary  schedule,  which 
was  voted  in  1963  but  not  previously  budgeted  for. 
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It  should  also  be  noted  that  every  effort  has  been  made  to 
hold  the  budget  increase  to  the  lowest  reasonable  level.  Funds 
available  under  P.  L.  874,  the  so-called  Federally-impacted 
areas  law,  have  been  earmarked  for  certain  expenditures  total- 
ing about  $6100,  which  amount  approximates  that  received 
under  P.  L.  874  for  the  1962-1963  school  year. 

It  is  significant  to  observe  that,  although  the  total  increase 
in  budget  exceeds  $21,000,  the  increase  in  net  cost  to  the  town 
should  be  approximately  $6,000.  This  has  resulted  from  making 
full  use  of  available  reimbursements  from  the  state  and  from 
increased  rental  and  summer  school  fees. 

An  estimate  of  average  enrollment  for  1963,  based  largely  on 
actual  figures,  is  821.  Therefore,  our  gross  per  pupil  cost  for 
1963,  based  on  appropriation  figures,  is  $390.36.  Anticipated 
receipts,  after  an  apportionment  of  Chapter  70  funds  for  sec- 
ondary purposes,  will  total  about  $67,131.05,  giving  a  net  per 
pupil  cost  of  $308.59. 

For  comparison  with  1964,  an  estimated  average  member- 
ship of  824  divided  into  the  proposed  budget  produces  a  gross 
per  pupil  cost  of  $414.99.  Anticipated  receipts  for  1964,  with 
Chapter  70  funds  apportioned  as  above,  will  total  $82,656.88, 
giving  an  estimated  net  per  pupil  cost  for  1964  of  $314.68. 
School  Facilities 

A  major  landmark  was  reached  in  Topsfield  elementary 
education  with  the  official  opening  of  the  Steward  School  on 
January  14,  1963.  On  that  day,  in  the  space  of  an  hour,  some 
three  hundred  pupils  were  transferred  to  that  school  from  the 
Proctor  School,  the  Town  Hall,  and  the  Trinity  Church  School. 
These  children  were  the  initial  occupants  of  the  first  major 
building  built  in  Topsfield  solely  for  elementary  school  use  in 
the  modern  history  of  the  town.  Dedication  exercises  were 
held  before  a  large  audience  on  February  3,  1963.  This  new 
building  has  proven  to  be  an  excellent  structure,  both  functional 
and  beautiful.  It  stands  as  a  tribute  to  the  members  of  the 
School  Building  Committee  who  contributed  so  much  time  and 
effort  towards  making  it  a  reality.  Community  interest  in  its 
fine  appearance  was  further  demonstrated  by  the  activity  of 
the  New  Meadows  Garden  Club  and  the  Topsfield  Garden  Club 
in  their  joint  venture  to  undertake  the  landscaping  of  the  build- 
ing. This  landscaping,  planned  in  a  series  of  annual  steps,  has 
already  improved  the  appearance  of  the  building  and  is  an  ex- 
ample of  a  real  community  undertaking. 
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At  present,  Topsfield  enjoys  the  happy  circumstance  of  hav- 
ing ample  classroom  space  for  all  its  pupils  and  this  situation 
should  continue  for  another  year  or  two. 

During  the  current  school  year  there  are  thirty-one  class- 
rooms in  regular  use.  The  total  number  of  classrooms  available 
is  thirty-five,  of  which  twenty-two  are  at  Proctor  School  and 
thirteen  are  at  Steward  School.  The  four  classrooms  not  in 
regular  use  are  serving  for  remedial  reading,  for  music,  and  for 
audio-visual  activities.  As  more  classrooms  are  needed  for  in- 
creased enrollment,  a  decision  must  be  reached  as  to  whether 
one  or  more  of  these  rooms  will  cease  to  be  considered  as  a 
regular  classroom.  If  this  is  not  done,  lack  of  space  will  curtail 
some  of  our  services  and  activities. 

During  this  welcome  lull  in  pupil  growth  consideration  is 
again  urged  upon  the  town  to  acquire  sites  for  future  schools. 
While  it  is  expected  that  the  next  step  in  building  will  be  an 
addition  to  the  Steward  School,  there  can  be  no  little  doubt  that 
other  elementary  facilities  will  be  needed.  Land  reserved  for 
this  purpose  now  will  increase  greatly  in  value  with  each 
succeeding  year  and  will  be  available  when  required. 

Maintenance 

Virtually  all  of  the  maintenance  work  during  this  year  has 
been  done  at  the  Proctor  School.  Hopefully,  maintenance  ex- 
penditures for  the  Steward  School  should  be  kept  at  a  minimum 
for  some  time  to  come. 

The  so-called  audio-visual  room  at  the  Proctor  School  has 
been  converted,  at  least  temporarily,  into  a  school  library. 
With  the  provision  of  book  shelving,  and  certain  other  furnish- 
ings, this  space  has  proved  suitable  to  carry  on  a  beginning 
school  library  program.  However,  with  the  acquisition  of  ad- 
ditional books  and  the  development  of  an  expanded  program, 
more  adequate  space  will  be  necessary. 

The  continuing  program  of  annual  painting  was  carried  on. 
Three  Proctor  School  classrooms  and  an  office  were  refinished. 
It  is  far  better  to  carry  on  a  regular  program  of  painting  and 
keep  all  areas  in  good  condition  than  it  is  to  let  matters  slide 
from  year  to  year  and  attempt  occasional  major  projects. 

An  accoustical  tile  ceiling  replaced  a  damaged  and  unsightly 
ceiling  in  Room  22  of  the  Proctor  School.  It  is  hoped  to  make 
a  similar  replacement  in  Room  23  this  coming  year. 
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Fluorescent  lighting  fixtures  were  installed  in  one  classroom 
of  the  Proctor  School.  This  brings  to  a  total  of  ten  classrooms 
in  which  this  replacement  has  been  made.  Two  classrooms  and 
certain  auxiliary  rooms  remain  to  be  done  in  the  main  building. 
When  these  have  been  completed,  there  should  be  adequate 
lighting  in  the  entire  building  for  some  time  to  come. 

The  Curriculum 

Continuing  effort  has  been  made  in  an  effort  to  define  the 
present  curriculum  and  to  give  it  new  direction  where  indicated. 
The  attempt  to  define  the  curriculum  was  first  evidenced  in  1962 
through  the  completion  of  curriculum  guides  in  English,  arith- 
metic, science,  and  social  studies.  During  1963  guides  in  art, 
music,  physical  education,  and  reading  were  prepared.  While 
formal  school  committee  adoption  has  not  been  made  in  all  these 
instances,  working  drafts  are  now  in  use.  A  supplement  to  the 
English  guide,  dealing  with  creative  writing,  was  also  put  into 
use. 

A  significant  step  was  taken  in  September,  1963  with  the 
establishment  of  the  position  of  speech  therapist.  This  service 
is  shared  jointly  among  the  towns  of  Topsfield,  Boxford,  and 
Middleton.  The  therapist  first  organized  the  program  by  making 
a  speech  survey  of  all  children  in  Grades  One  and  Two  and  by 
testing  all  referrals  of  upper  grade  pupils  made  by  the  class- 
room teachers.  A  regular  schedule  of  lessons  was  established 
for  the  approximately  twenty-five  pupils  seen  regularly  in  Tops- 
field.  These  children  have  one  or  two  lessons  per  week  of 
twenty  minutes  duration  and  are  instructed  singly  or  in  groups 
of  four  or  less. 

The  majority  of  the  problems  are  those  of  articulation.  These 
children  can  be  helped  through  better  ear  training,  relearning 
of  the  defective  sounds,  and  finally  through  carry-over  into 
conversational  speech.  Less  numerous  are  fluency  problems 
and  voice  problems  (voice  quality,  rate,  pitch).  Generally 
about  five  per  cent  of  any  school  population  can  benefit  from 
speech  therapy. 

Close  contact  is  kept  by  the  speech  therapist  with  the  par- 
ents, the  teachers,  and  other  staff  members  as  well  as  with  out- 
side referral  agencies  when  warranted.  Very  few  children  have 
isolated  speech  problems.  As  speech  is  our  basic  communication 
tool  it  cannot  help  but  contribute  to,  or  be  a  result  of,  other 
pressures  on  the  individual.  Parents  are  encouraged  to  visit  the 
speech  classes  and  written  suggestions  to  parents  and  teachers 
are  presented  occasionally. 
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Greater  use  is  being  made  of  educational  television  during 
the  current  school  year.  Pupils  in  all  grades  from  the  first 
through  the  sixth  are  viewing  the  science  offerings  regularly. 
These  programs  are  as  follows:

In  addition  to  these  science  programs,  Grade  One  pupils  are 
viewing  a  phonics  program  and  Grade  Three  pupils  are  viewing 
a  literature  program. 


These  programs  are  telecast  on  Channel  2  in  Boston.  Parents 
are  urged  to  view  some  of  the  same  programs  their  children 
will  study  in  school  to  know  the  material  being  presented  and 
to  have  a  basis  for  discussion  of  school  experiences  with  the 
child  at  home.  Information  as  to  telecast  times  can  be  secured 
through  the  elementary  school  offices. 

An  important  development  during  the  year  was  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  school  library  program  in  both  schools.  The 
opening  of  the  Steward  School  at  some  distance  from  the  public 
library  dictated  that  a  school  library  program  be  set  up.  Library 
space  was  provided  in  the  original  design  of  the  building.  Some 
800  school-owned  titles  have  been  provided  through  action  of 
the  School  Building  Committee,  the  School  Committee,  and  the 
Parent-Teachers  Association.  Also  several  hundred  books  have 
been  loaned  to  the  school  library  from  the  public  library  and, 
in  addition,  the  state  bookmobile  makes  periodic  visits.  A  librar- 
ian from  the  public  library  assisted  in  the  original  organization 
and  operation  of  the  library.  However,  this  operation  has  been 
assumed  by  a  group  of  mothers  working  with  the  school  staff. 
These  volunteer  mothers  have  contributed  many  hours  and 
much  effort  in  this  very  worthwhile  venture. 

A  similar  program,  operating  in  much  the  same  manner  was 
instituted  at  the  Proctor  School  in  the  fall  when  the  Library 
Trustees  informed  the  School  Committee  tht  it  could  no  longer 
continue  the  entire  school  service  as  in  the  past. 
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Another  significant  step  in  the  development  of  the  academic 
program  was  reached  with  the  estabhshment  of  a  summer 
school  reading  program.  A  first  attempt  to  launch  a  summer 
school  program  was  made  in  1961.  The  planned  program  would 
have  offered  work  in  four  subject  areas.  However,  the  actual 
registration  fell  far  below  that  indicated  from  the  returns  of 
a  preliminary  questionnaire  and  forced  the  abandonment  of  the 
project. 

However,  in  the  summer  of  1963,  a  total  of  55  pupils  regis- 
tered for  reading  instruction,  and  an  effective  program  was 
carried  out.  Under  the  direction  of  four  teachers  of  the  regular 
staff,  a  daily  three  hour  program  was  carried  on  at  the  Proctor 
School.  The  classes  were  geared  to  helping  those  pupils  whose 
progress  in  reading  had  been  somewhat  slow,  or  for  whom  a 
normal  summer  loss  in  reading  skill  would  have  been  harm- 
ful. Attention  was  given  to  such  aspects  of  reading  as  structural 
analysis,  phonetic  analysis,  basal  vocabulary  development,  si- 
lent reading,  oral  reading,  and  individualized  reading.  The  devo- 
tion of  a  three  hour  session  entirely  to  reading  was  very  effec- 
tive. It  permitted  the  use  of  a  wide  range  of  activities  and 
because  the  activities  were  varied  the  interest  did  not  wane. 

It  was  found  that  this  five  week  program  did  not  interfere 
greatly  with  the  summer  cleaning  program  and  made  possible 
a  greater  utilization  of  the  school  plant.  It  is  hoped  that  a  similar 
program  will  be  carried  on  in  1964,  continuing  the  main  em- 
phasis on  reading  instruction  and  expanding  the  offering  to 
include  arithmetic.  Receipts  from  registration  fees  brought  the 
net  cost  of  the  program  to  $458. 

Not  only  was  help  in  reading  provided  many  children 
through  the  establishment  of  the  summer  program,  but  also 
continuing  aid  throughout  the  year.  In  addition  to  the  regular 
classroom  instruction,  remedial  reading  was  available  for  those 
pupils  needing  the  extra  help.  A  further  attempt  to  aid  reading 
progress  was  the  beginning  of  a  home  reading  program.  This 
entailed  the  provision  of  sets  of  graded  readers  for  certain  pupils 
in  the  primary  grades  to  take  home.  Pupils  were  encouraged 
to  read  these  books  to  their  parents  and  parents  were  given  in- 
formation as  to  the  purpose  of  the  practice  and  how  it  could 
best  be  carried  on.  The  additional  reading  practice  appeared 
to  benfit  many  pupils  and  it  is  hoped  to  expand  this  program. 
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Regional  Cooperation 

Continuing  effort  is  being  made  to  bring  about  maximum 
cooperation  among  the  three  regional  school  district  towns  and 
to  provide  for  better  articulation  between  the  elementary  and 
secondary  levels.  The  representative  to  the  regional  school 
committee  from  the  local  committee  serves  as  a  liaison  agent 
between  those  two  groups  and  regularly  brings  information 
about  important  regional  school  matters  to  the  attention  of  the 
local  committee.  Boxford  and  Topsfield  share  the  services  of 
an  art  supervisor  and  a  music  supervisor.  These  same  towns 
and  Middle  ton  share  the  services  of  the  school  adjustment  coun- 
sellor and  the  speech  therapist,  making  available  these  im- 
portant spe.cial  programs  which  the  individual  towns  doubtless 
could  not  have  supported.  Topsfield  and  Boxford  have  devel- 
oped curriculum  guides  and  certain  administrative  policies 
jointly.  The  different  time  tables  of  school  construction  in  Tops- 
field  and  Boxford  have  made  possible  the  loan  of  school  furn- 
ishings, which  has  saved  both  systems  several  hundreds  of  dol- 
lars in  the  last  three  years. 

The  three  superintendents  have  continued  their  practice  of 
regular  meetings.  Resulting  from  these  have  been  such  items 
as  a  common  school  calendar  and  a  more  uniform  standard 
testing  program.  Preliminary^  work  is  now  in  progress  to  bring 
about  a  better  coordination  of  the  curriculum  from  Grade  One 
through  Grade  Twelve. 


Health  Service 

Effort  has  been  made  to  provide  school  health  services  which 
will  protect  and  improve  the  health  of  the  pupils,  especially  as 
to  those  aspects  having  direct  relation  to  school  progress.  Such 
regular  activities  as  first  aid,  care  of  ill  children,  height  and 
weight  checks  for  all  children,  and  the  maintenance  of  compre- 
hensive health  records  were  carried  on.  Additional  activities 
included:

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A  significant  comment  in  the  annual  report  of  the  school 
nurse  states  that,  as  a  by-product  of  school  adjustment  counsell- 
ing, calls  have  been  received  from  parents  of  those  being  coun- 
selled, requesting  advice  on  physical  requirements  relative  to 
diet,  rest,  exercise,  and  emotional  upsets  that  cause  children 
to  desire  to  leave  school  for  the  day.  A  similar  community  of 
interest  was  noted  by  the  school  adjustment  counsellor  and  by 
the  speech  therapist.  The  cooperative  involvement  of  these 
special  services,  acting  along  with  other  members  of  the  school 
staff,  demonstrates  a  concern  for  the  total  development  of  the 
child  and  a  willingness  of  the  staff  members  to  pool  their  ac- 
tivities toward  a  greater  service  for  all  children,  especially 
those  requiring  particular  help. 

Community  Activities 

Tne  school  facilities  continue  to  serve  the  public  to  a  signifi- 
cant extent.  Regular  meetings  of  the  School  Committee,  the 
School  Building  Committee,  and  the  Long  Range  School  Plann- 
ing and  Building  Committee  were  held  at  the  schools,  in  addi- 
tion to  town  meetings  and  various  hearings.  Such  adult  activi- 
ties as  volley-ball  and  target  shooting  were  carried  on  regularly. 
Girl  Scout  meetings  have  been  held  regularly,  as  well  as  basket- 
ball for  both  boys  and  girls  under  the  direction  of  the  Topsfield 
Athletic  Association.  Teen  canteens  and  square  dance  sessions 
are  held  regularly.  Woodbury  Auditorium  has  been  used  by 
various  church  affiliated  groups.  Rental  and  service  receipts  in 
connection  with  the  above  activities  have  exceeded  the  actual 
related  expenditures. 

The  school  committee  has  continued  to  sponsor  another 
community  activity,  that  of  a  summer  playground  program. 
This  program  of  five  week's  duration  has  been  carried  on  at 
the  Proctor  School  playground  by  a  director  and  two  assistants 
and  included  games,  arts  and  crafts,  and  special  events.  The 
average  daily  attendance  was  fifty  to  sixty.  In  the  belief  that 
the  operation  of  such  a  program  is  not  properly  a  responsibility 
of  the  school  system,  the  School  Committee  recommended  that 
the  program  be  placed  under  the  sponsorship  of  some  other 
town  group.  However,  the  Selectmen  indicated  their  opinion 
that  the  program  could  most  economically  and  efficiently  be 
operated  as  it  has  in  the  past  and  requested  that  the  School 
Committee  continue  with  the  program.  Therefore,  this  program 
will  continue  to  operate  for  the  time  being  under  the  direction 
of  the  School  Committee. 
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A  Look  Ahead 

Often  the  best  way  to  begin  to  look  ahead  is  to  review  hap- 
penings in  the  past.  The  first  annual  report  of  the  present 
superintendent  in  1960  listed  six  targets  at  which  to  aim  in  the 
months  and  years  ahead.  There  were  as  follows: 

1.  An  elementary  school  library  program. 

2.  A  remedial  speech  program. 

3.  An  elementary  school  guidance  program. 

4.  The  provision  of  adequate  materials  and  organization  to 
afford  wider  opportunity  for  our  more  academically  tal- 
ented youngsters. 

5.  The  development  of  curriculum  guides. 

6.  An  elementary  summer  school  program. 

A  perusal  of  earlier  paragraphs  of  this  report  will  reveal 
that  definite  progress  has  been  made  toward  the  accomplish- 
ment of  all  six  objectives.  School  libraries  are  in  operation.  The 
speech  therapist  and  school  adjustment  counsellor  are  helping 
children  daily.  Curriculum  guides  are  in  use.  The  first  summer 
school  session  was  held  in  1963.  A  wider  range  of  materials  has 
been  provided  for  instructional  use  and  new  aids  have  been 
introduced.  Included  have  been  new  English  books,  new  social 
studies  books,  more  individualized  reading  kits,  supplemental 
reading  material,  and  science  equipment  including  a  portable 
demonstration  unit  and  a  micro-projector.  Ability  grouping 
in  both  reading  and  arithmetic  make  possible  a  better  gearing 
of  the  instruction  to  the  needs  and  talents  of  the  pupils. 

In  each  of  these  areas  mentioned  above,  it  should  be  recog- 
nized that  only  beginnings  have  been  made.  Every  one  of  these 
programs  must  be  developed  much  more  and  thus  serve  in  a 
sense  as  continuing  goals.  As  these  programs  are  expanded 
and  improved,  beginning  steps  must  be  taken  in  other  directions. 
The  following  are  an  indication  of  the  new  targets  at  which  to 
set  our  sights: 

1.  The  development  of  a  non-graded  organization  at  the 
primary  level. 

2.  The  development  of  the  individualized  literary  aspect  of 
the  reading  program. 

3.  The  incorporation  of  programmed  learning  into  the  ac- 
cepted pattern  of  classroom  instruction. 

4.  The  incorporation  of  the  newer  mathematics  into  the 
conventional  arithmetic  program. 
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5.  The  provision  of  suitable  space  to  serve  the  art  and  music 
program. 

6.  The  expansion  of  a  physical  education  program  to  a  point 
where  all  upper  grade  children  have  daily  physical  edu- 
cation periods. 

7.  The  development  of  the  library  program  to  become  an 
integral  part  of  the  academic  program,  including  sufficient 
space  and  materials  under  the  direction  of  a  professional 
school  librarian.

Age  of  Admittance 

1.  Entrance  Age  requirements  for  Topsfield  Elementary 
School: 

a.  Pupils  entering  Kindergarten  must  reach  their  fifth 
birthday  by  December  31st  of  the  year  in  which  they 
enroll.  Pupils  entering  first  grade  in  September  must 
reach  their  sixth  birthday  by  December  31st  of  the 
year  in  which  they  enroll. 

b.  Underage  first  grade  pupils  transferring  from  other 
school  systems  may  be  admitted  under  the  following 
conditions: 

(1)  The  school  must  be  a  part  of  a  recognized  accred- 
ited school  system. 

(2)  The  pupils  must  have  completed  satisfactorily, 
not  less  than  ninety  (90)  days  of  standard  first 
grade  work. 

(3)  In  every  case,  the  admission  of  underage  children 
shall  be  dependent  upon  the  fitness  of  the  child 
to  profit  by  the  first  grade  program  of  the  Tops- 
field  Public  Schools,  such  fitness  to  be  determined 
by  the  superintendent  of  schools. 

(4)  All  admissions  are  subject  to  a  probationary  per- 
iod of  one  (1)  term. 
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No-School  Signal 

No  school  announcements  will  be  broadcast  over  WBZ, 
WESX,  and  WNAC  between  7:00  and  7:30  a.m.,  if  there  is  no 
school  for  the  day.  Announcements  regarding  "No  School"  are 
made  by  the  Topsfield  Superintendent  for  the  Topsfield  Ele- 
mentary Schools  only.  Announcements  for  the  Masconomet  ~ 
Regional  High  School  will  be  made  by  the  Regional  Superin- 
tendent and  will  be  designated  "Masconomet  Regional  High 
School." 

In  addition,  three  long  blasts  will  be  given  on  the  local  fire 
alarm  at  7:15  a.m.  to  designate  no  school  for  the  elementary 
classes  (grades  kindergarten  through  six)  for  the  day.  A  similar 
signal  at  10:45  a.m.  will  indicate  no  afternoon  kindergarten  ses- 
sion. 

During  stormy  or  extremely  cold  weather,  parents  are  urged 
to  exercise  their  own  judgment  in  sending  their  children  to 
school. 

Vaccination 

Children  who  have  not  been  vaccinated  will  not  be  admitted 
to  school  in  September  unless  they  present  a  certificate  from  a 
regular  practicing  physician  stating  that  they  are  not  fit  sub- 
jects for  vaccination.  Parents  are  requested  to  attend  to  this 
matter  prior  to  the  spring  registration  of  kindergarten  if  pos- 
sible, so  that  certificates  of  vaccination  or  of  exemption  can  be 
presented  at  that  time.  If  not,  such  certificates  must  be  pre- 
sented at  the  opening  of  school  to  entitle  children  to  admission.

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REPORT  OF  THE  INSURANCE  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

In  February  1963  the  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  a  com- 
mittee of  five  citizens  to  sudy  the  present  method  of  placing 
and  administering  all  phases  of  the  Town's  insurance.  The  com- 
mittee has  explored  the  subject  in  considerable  detail  by  re- 
viewing the  present  system  as  authorized  in  the  1939  Town 
meeting  vote;  by  examining  different  systems  used  by  neighbor- 
ing towns;  and  by  questioning  insurance  professionals  as  to  the 
most  efficient  and  up-to-date  techniques  developed  within  the 
insurance  industry. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  he  committee  that  the  only  method  of 
buying  Town  insurance  permitted  by  the  1939  vote  has  became 
restrictive  in  light  of  subsequent  developments  within  the  in- 
surance industry,  and  that  the  by-law  should  be  modified  to 
create  sufficient  flexibility  of  choice  by  the  Town  so  that  full 
advantage  can  be  taken  of  alternate  methods. 

In  a  nutshell,  the  present  by-law  requires  that  all  Town 
insurance  be  placed  by  the  Insurance  Committee  with  one 
central  agent  or  company.  This  restriction  had  its  origin  in 
the  previous  uneconomic  practice  of  spreading  different  parts  of 
the  Town's  coverage  under  different  policies  among  the  various 
brokers  residing  in  Topsfield.  By  centralizing  placement  of 
all  insurance  through  a  single  agent  or  company,  it  was  rightly 
felt  that  a  more  efficient  and  less  costly  program  could  be  devel- 
oped. While  it  is  certainly  not  the  intention  of  the  study  com- 
mittee to  recommend  a  reversion  to  the  previous  practice,  we 
do  feel  that  certain  improvements  in  expense  for  equal  cover- 
age could  be  achieved  by  a  more  flexible  distribution  of  the 
various  types  of  policies,  by  making  use  of  different  companies 
for  different  coverage  purposes. 

Specifically  we  feel  that  competition  within  the  industry  has 
developed  to  the  point  where  it  may  be  possible  to  acquire  he 
most  advanced  policy  forms  at  a  savings  to  the  Town  through 
mutual  companies,  either  within  or  outside  the  agency  system. 
Other  risks,  on  the  other  hand,  should  probably  continue  to  be 
covered  by  policies  issued  by  the  more  costly  stock  companies. 
We  do  not  pretend  to  dictate  to  the  Insurance  Committee  just 
how  it  should  or  should  not  buy  Town  insurance.  But  we  do 
want  to  make  it  possible  for  it  to  take  full  advantage  of  the 
best  possible  form  at  the  most  advantageous  rates  consistent 
with  adequate  service. 
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To  gain  full  advantage  of  the  enlarged  flexibility  of  action 
recommended  for  the  Insurance  Committee,  we  felt  it  important 
to  increase  the  size  of  the  committee  from  3  to  5  by  including 
on  it  two  citizens  well  versed  in  the  latest  developments  within 
the  insurance  industry.  These  additional  members  would  add 
sufficient  professional  knowledge  to  the  deliberations  of  the 
committee  to  not  only  provide  a  cross-sight  on  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Town's  General  Agent,  but  also  to  substitute  its 
own  services  for  those  of  the  General  Agent  by  determining  the 
most  suitable  rates  and  forms,  if  it  seemed  advisable  to  buy 
cheaper  coverage  from  direct  writing  mutual  companies.  Un- 
der the  present  make-up  of  the  Town's  Insurance  Committee 
it  is  impossible  to  operate  efficiently  without  the  advice  and 
counsel  of  a  General  Agent. 

The  study  group  felt  that  these  two  insurance  experts  to  be 
added  to  the  Insurance  Committee  should  be  expected  to  offer 
their  advice  to  the  Town  free  of  charge.  At  the  same  time  it  was 
unanimously  agreed  that  the  clerk  of  this  same  committee,  a 
position  now  occupied  by  Mr.  Carter,  should  be  compensated 
for  his  not  inconsiderable  time  and  effort  spent  for  the  Town. 
It  falls  upon  the  clerk  to  translate  into  action  the  decisions 
arrived  at  by  the  Committee  in  seeing  that  the  correct  policies 
are  actually  written  on  the  exact  terms  required  to  provide 
the  full  coverage  demanded  on  all  the  Town's  growing  property. 
This  is  a  chore  of  no  small  proportions. 

But  apart  from  the  valuable  services  rendered  the  Town  by 
the  Clerk  of  the  Insurance  Committee,  who  is  and  should  be  a 
professional  insurance  broker,  it  was  the  opinion  of  the  study 
group  that  no  other  brokers  residing  in  Topsfield  should  receive 
any  compensation  whatever.  When  the  old  method  of  spreading 
policies  among  the  resident  brokers  was  discontinued  in  1939, 
it  was  considered  appropriate  to  soften  the  blow  by  dividing  up 
among  those  brokers  who  used  to  share  the  Town's  business 
an  amount  equal  to  three  fifths  of  the  commissions  now  paid 
to  a  single  General  Agent.  While  this  practice  of  dividing  a 
substantial  part  of  the  commission  is  widespread,  the  study 
committee  felt  it  was  an  undesirable  practice  and  should  be 
discontinued.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise,  assess  and 
appropriate  or  transfer  from  unappropriated  available  funds 
in  the  treasury,  a  sum  of  money  for  Chapter  90,  construc- 
tion of  highways,  or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  voted 
that  the  sum  of  $14,250.00  be  transferred  from  the  unappropri- 
ated available  funds  in  the  treasury,  to  meet  the  State's  and 
County's  share  of  the  cost  of  the  work,  the  reimbursements 
from  the  State  and  County  to  be  restored,  upon  their  receipt,  to 
unappropriated  available  funds  in  the  treasury. 

Nineteenth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise,  assess  and  appropri- 
ate a  sum  of  money  to  pay  the  annual  expense  of  the  Water 
Department  and  the  expense  of  the  Water  Bond  amortiza- 
tion and  interest  payments. 

This  article  taken  care  of  under  Article  IV. 
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Twentieth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise,  assess  and  appropri- 
ate a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  by  the  Forestry  Department 
for  the  improvement  of  the  Town  Forest. 

This  article  taken  care  of  under  Article  IV. 

Twenty-first.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise,  assess  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with 
Federal  and  State  Reimbursement  expenses  under  the 
Welfare  District  Plan  to  enable  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare 
to  hire  a  clerk  and  to  provide  for  the  payment  thereof. 

This  article  taken  care  of  under  Article  IV. 

Twenty-second.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise,  assess  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  to  build  a  storage  shed  for  the 
Highway  Department  on  town  land  off  School  Avenue  or 
take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.  (Submitted  by  Road 
Commissioner.) 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  voted 
that  the  Town  raise,  assess  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,500.00 
to  build  a  storage  shed  for  the  Highway  Department  on  Town 
land  off  School  Avenue. 

Twenty-third.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise,  assess  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  to  purchase  and  fully  equip  for  the 
Fire  Department,  a  new  fire  truck,  the  purchase  to  be  made 
by  Fire  Department  with  advice  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
(Submitted  by  Chief  of  Fire  Department.) 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  voted 
to  appropriate  from  available  funds  the  sum  of  $22,750.00  to 
purchase  and  fully  equip  for  the  Fire  Department,  a  new  fire 
truck,  the  purchase  to  be  made  by  the  Fire  Department,  with 
the  advice  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Twenty-fourth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise,  assess  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  to  improve  the  drainage  system 
on  Perkins  Row  between  the  old  Poor  Farm  barn  and  How- 
lett  Street  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

The  Finance  Committe  recommended  and  the  Town  voted 
to  raise,  assess  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,500.00  to  improve 
the  drainage  system  on  Perkins  Row  between  the  old  Poor 
Farm  barn  and  Howlett  Street. 

Twenty-fifth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise,  assess  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $2,800.00  to  be  spent  by  the  Board  of 
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Health  in  expediting  the  1963  Topsfield  Mosquito  Control 
program  as  follows:  a  DDT  (one  pound  actual  DDT  per  acre) 
dusting  of  swamp  areas  on  or  before  March  30, 1963,  followed 
by  two  Malathion  sprays  (one-half  pound  per  acre)  during 
the  summer  months.  All  afore-mentioned  applications  are 
to  be  made  by  helicopter,  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
to  mosquito  control.  (On  petition  of  Beverly  Ann  Guarino 
and  others.) 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  that  no  action  be 
taken. 

Beverly  Ann  Guarino  moved  to  amend  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee recommendation  to  read  "To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise, 
assess  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,800.00  to  be  spent  by  the 
Board  of  Health  in  expediting  the  1963  Topsfield  Mosquito 
Control  program  as  follows:  a  DDT  (one  pound  actual  DDT) 
dusting  of  swamp  areas  on  or  before  March  30,  1963,  followed 
by  (2)  two  Malathion  (^  lb.  per  acre)  sprays  during  the  sum- 
mer months.  All  afore-mentioned  applications  are  to  be  made 
by  helicopter." 

This  amendment  was  seconded. 

After  several  speakers  and  discussion  on  the  floor,  the 
amended  motion  was  voted  on.  As  the  voice  vote  was  not  clear, 
a  standing  vote  was  called  for  which  resulted  in  Yes  169  —  No 
179  —  and  the  motion  was  not  carried. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee  that  no 
action  be  taken  was  then  put  to  a  vote.  A  standing  vote  was 
called  for  which  resulted  as  follows: 

Those  in  favor  of  no  action  being  taken  196 

Those  against  the  Finance  Committe  recommendation  184 

The  motion  of  the  Finance  Committee  that  no  action  be 
taken  was  carried. 

The  Moderator  then  interrupted  the  meeting  at  9:30  P.M. 
for  the  Special  Town  Meeting. 

The  regular  meeting  was  called  to  order  again  at  9:40  P.M. 

Twenty-sixth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Water  Commissioners  to  conduct  a  ten-day  pump- 
ing test  on  test  wells  along  the  Mile  Brook  west  of  Perkins 
Row,  and  to  raise,  assess  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,500.00 
to  be  expended  by  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  for 
this  purpose  or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 
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The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  voted 
to  authorize  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  to  conduct  a 
ten-day  pumping  test  on  test  wells  along  Mile  Brook  west  of 
Perkins  Row,  and  to  raise,  assess  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $3,500.00  to  be  expended  by  the  Board  of  Water  Commission- 
ers for  this  purpose. 

Twenty-seventh.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Water  Commissioners  to  conduct  a  survey  and 
have  plans  produced  to  determine  how  much  land  surround- 
ing a  new  well  field  along  Mile  Brook  west  of  Perkins  Row 
should  be  acquired  to  protect  a  new  water  source  in  this 
location  and  to  raise,  assess  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,000.00  to  be  expended  by  the  Board  of  Water  Commission- 
ers for  this  purpose  or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  voted 
to  authorize  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  to  conduct  a 
survey  and  have  plans  produced  to  determine  how  much  land 
surrounding  a  new  well  field  along  Mile  Brook  west  of  Perkins 
Row  should  be  acquired  to  protect  a  new  water  source  in  this 
location  and  to  raise,  assess  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,000.00 
to  be  expended  by  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  for  this 
purpose. 

Twenty-eighth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Board 
of  Water  Commissioners  to  install  an  8-inch  water  main  to 
connect  the  existing  end  of  the  water  main  at  a  location  op- 
posite #37  River  Road  with  the  present  water  main  near  the 
junction  of  River  Road  and  Fox  Run,  a  distance  of  approxi- 
mately 1090  lineal  feet,  and  to  raise,  assess  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $7,630.00  to  be  expended  by  the  Board  of  Water 
Commissioners  for  this  purpose  or  to  take  any  action  in  re- 
lation thereto. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  that  the  Town  vote  to 
authorize  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  to  install  an  8 
inch  water  main  to  connect  the  existing  end  of  the  water  main 
located  at  a  location  opposite  #37  River  Road  with  the  present 
water  main  near  the  junction  of  River  Road  and  Fox  Run,  a 
distance  of  approximately  1090  lineal  feet,  and  in  meeting  this 
appropriation  of  $7,630.00,  the  $3,040.05  unexpended  balance 
from  the  Ipswich  Road  Water  Main  Extension  was  to  be  trans- 
ferred to  this  account  as  authorized  by  General  Laws,  Chapter 
44,  Section  20;  that  the  $3,044.59  unexpended  balance  from  the 
1954  School  Construction  appropriation  be  transferred  to  this 
account  as  authorized  by  General  Laws,  Chapter  44,  Section  20; 
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that  the  $1,030.25  available  funds  for  Sale  of  Real  Estate  be 
transferred  to  this  account  as  authorized  by  General  Laws, 
Chapter  44,  Section  63,  and  the  difference  of  $515.11  be  raised  in 
the  tax  levy. 

As  this  recommendation  required  a  2/3  vote,  a  standing 
vote  was  called  for  which  resulted  as  follows: 

Those  in  favor  of  Finance  Committee  recommendation  240 
Those  against  11 
Registered  voters  present  and  not  voting  31 

The  article  as  recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee  car- 
ried by  a  2/3  vote. 

Twenty-ninth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  increase  from 
seven  to  eight  the  membership  in  the  Long  Range  School 
Planning  and  Building  Committee  that  was  appointed  pur- 
suant to  Article  45  of  the  1956  Annual  Town  Meeting,  Article 
5  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  July  11,  1957,  and  Article 
31  of  the  1962  Annual  Town  Meeting;  said  eighth  member  to 
be  a  member  of  the  existing  Topsfield  School  Committee 
and  to  be  elected  by  this  School  Committee  within  15  days 
of  this  Town  Meeting  for  a  term  terminating  of  March  15, 
1964;  thereafter  the  School  Committee  will  elect  annually 
one  of  its  own  members  for  a  one-year  term  on  the  Long 
Range  School  Planning  and  Building  Committee,  said  term 
commencing  March  15  of  each  year.  If  said  eighth  member 
shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  Topsfield  School  Com- 
mittee, the  term  as  herein  provided  on  this  Committee  shall 
automatically  terminate  and  the  School  Committee  shall 
elect  a  successor  from  its  own  membership  to  fill  the  unex- 
pired term. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  said  article  as  writ- 
ten and  the  Town  so  voted. 

Thirtieth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  confirm  and  establish 
terms  of  office  of  the  present  membership  of  the  said  Long 
Range  School  Planning  and  Building  Committee. 

(a)  For  a  one-year  term  commencing  June  1, 1962,  Homer 
E.  Harris  and  Joseph  H.  Holloway. 

(b)  For  a  two-year  term  commencing  June  1,  1962,  Har- 
old R.  Alpaugh  and  Jay  K.  Hunt. 

(c)  For  a  three-year  term  commencing  June  1,  1962, 
Wilham  N.  Eckerson,  Carol  D.  Pendoley  and  Arthur 
L.  Divenuti,  Jr. 
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and  that  upon  expiration  of  the  foregoing  terms  of  office  the 
Town  Moderator  be  authorized  to  appoint  from  registered 
voters  residing  in  Topsfield  members  for  a  three-year  term 
and  further  that  the  Town  Moderator  be  authorized  to  fill 
unexpired  terms  by  appointment;  or  take  any  other  action 
relative  thereto. 

(Submitted  by  the  Long  Range  School  Planning  and  Build- 
ing Committee). 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  said  article  as  writ- 
ten and  the  Town  so  voted. 

Thirty-first.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  establish  a  committee  of 
five  to  study  and  report  upon  the  following: 

(a)  Structural  changes  in  the  present  fire  station. 

(b)  A  means  of  providing  24-hour  coverage  for  fire,  pol- 
ice and  civilian  defense  calls. 

The  said  committee  to  consist  of  the  Chiefs  of  the  Fire  and 
the  Police  Departments  and  the  Director  of  Civilian  Defense 
and  two  others  to  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  who  may 
fill  vacancies  among  his  appointees.  Said  Committee  to 
report  at  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  said  article  as  writ- 
ten and  the  Town  so  voted. 

Thirty-second.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  and  the  County  Commissioners  for 
the  construction  and  maintenance  of  public  highways  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  said  article  as  writ- 
ten and  the  town  so  voted. 

Thirty-third.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Road  Com- 
missioner to  install  two  catch  basins  and  approximately  200 
feet  of  concrete  drain  pipe  on  the  east  side  of  Main  Street 
as  shown  on  the  plan  of  C.  L.  Bond,  dated  June  6,  1962,  and 
to  raise,  assess  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from  available 
funds  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $942.00  to  cover  excavat- 
ing, labor  and  backfilling  for  that  purpose.  Said  plan  on  file 
in  the  Town  Clerk's  Office. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  said  article  as  writ- 
ten but  a  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  amend  said  recom- 
mendation as  follows: 
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Recommended  that  the  Town  vote  to  authorize  the  Road 
Commissioner  to  install  two  catch  basins  and  approximately 
200  feet  of  concrete  drain  pipe  on  the  east  side  of  Main  Street 
as  shown  on  the  plan  of  C.  L.  Bond,  dated  June  6,  1962,  and 
to  raise,  assess  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $942.00  to  cover 
excavating,  labor  and  backfilling,  and  the  sum  of  $732.00  to 
cover  materials  for  that  purpose. 

This  amended  motion  was  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

Thirty-fourth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Road 
Commissioner  to  regrade  and  widen  South  Common  Street 
and  to  make  necessary  improvements  thereto  and  to  raise, 
assess  anti  appropriate  or  transfer  from  available  funds  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $965.00  for  that  purpose. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  voted 
to  authorize  the  Road  Commissioner  to  regrade  and  widen 
South  Common  Street  and  to  make  necessary  improvements 
thereto  and  to  raise,  assess  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from 
available  funds  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $965.00  for  that 
purpose. 

Thirty-fifth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  lease  or  rent  the  bathing 
beach  area  on  Hood's  Pond  and  the  dock  facilities,  all  of 
which  are  referred  to  in  Articles  4  and  5  of  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  of  June  30,  1959,  to  a  non-profit  organization  com- 
posed of  residents  of  Topsfield,  whose  purpose  is  to  further 
develop  the  area. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  voted 
to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  lease  to  the  Topsfield 
Beach  Association,  Inc.,  a  non-profit  organization,  the  bathing 
beach  area  on  Hoods  Pond  and  the  dock  facilities,  all  of  which 
are  referred  to  in  Articles  4  and  5  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting 
of  June  30, 1959.

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  that  the  Town  vote 
to  adopt  the  proposed  new  Zoning  By-Law  which  was  the  sub- 
ject of  a  pubhc  hearing  by  the  Planning  Board  on  April  15, 1963, 
a  copy  of  which  entitled  "Proposed  Zoning  By-Law  for  Town 
of  Topsfield,"  is  on  file  at  the  Town  Clerk's  office  and  posted 
on  the  bulletin  board  inside  the  Town  Hall. 

Mr.  Benjamin  English,  Lawrence  Ives  and  John  Peterson 
all  spoke  for  the  Planning  Board  and  pictures  were  shown. 

The  following  report  was  given  by  Benjamin  English: 
Report  of  the  Planning  Board  of  the  Town  of  Topsfield 
on  the  Proposed  Revision  of  the  Topsfield  Zoning  By-Law. 

I.  MASTER  PLAN 

The  Town  appropriated  money  in  1959  for  the  Planning 
Board  to  hire  a  consultant  to  make  a  study  of  the  following: 

Existing  and  proposed  land  use  Traffic  circulation 

Land  characteristics  Economic  potential 

School  population  and  growth  Utilities 

Recreational  facilities  Capital  budget  analysis 

Employment  opportunities       Subdivision  control  regulations 

Zoning  by-law 
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Population  distribution  and  trend  in  Northeastern  Massa- 
chusetts. 

II.  ZONING 

The  Planning  Board  received  the  report  from  the  Technical 
Planning  Associates  including  a  proposed  revision  of  the  Zoning 
By-law. 

The  Planning  Board,  after  a  thorough  study,  discussion  and 
suggestions  from  interested  persons,  and  two  public  informa- 
tive meetings,  made  addition  to,  revisions  in,  and  some  deletions 
from  the  Consultants'  proposal. 

After  two  legal  notices  in  the  Lawrence  Eagle-Tribune  on 
April  1  and  April  8, 1963,  a  public  hearing  was  held  on  April  15, 
1963  on  the  proposed  revisions. 

III.  Major  basic  changes  or  revisions  in  the  proposal. 

A.  Establish  a  Conservation  District  to  protect  the  health 
and  promote  the  safety  of  the  residents. 

B.  Establish  a  Restricted  Industrial  District  to  provide  em- 
ployment for  residents  and  additional  economic  stability 
for  the  Town. 

C.  Establish  a  Residential  and  Office  District  to  provide  a 
semi-business  area  in  a  transition  from  business  resi- 
dential. 

D.  Separation  of  the  present  business  activities  of  all  types 
in  all  business  areas  into  types  of  business  more  appropri- 
ate to  each  other  and  to  various  locations. 

E.  Establish  a  three  (3)  acre  residential  district  on  petition 
of  most  of  the  owners  in  the  area  concerned. 

F.  Establish  regulations  to  provide  sufficient  and  satisfactory 
off-street  parking  to  prevent  congestion  on  the  Town's 
ways  and  unnecessary  expenditures  by  the  Town  to  pro- 
vide for  parking  in  the  streets. 

IV.  OTHER  CHANGES  OR  ADDITIONS 

A.  The  size  of  lots  are  being  increased  from  20,000  square 
feet  to  40,000  square  feet  in  two  locations: 

1.  West  of  North  Main  Street  in  the  southerly  part  of 
Bare  Hill  Farm. 

2.  An  area  300'  from  High  Street  and  East  Common 
Street  back  to  Towne  Hill. 
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Both  areas  contain  considerable  wet  lands. 

B.  The  size  of  lots  are  being  increased  from  40,000  square 
feet  to  two  acres  in  three  locations: 

1.  Between  Ipswich  River  and  River  Road  east  of  Wash- 
ington Street,  in  request  of  the  owner. 

2.  Between  Ipswich  River,  Perkins  Row,  and  Mile  Brook 
(Steward  School),  on  request  of  the  owner. 

3.  Great  Hill  because  of  concern  of  the  Planning  Board 
over  the  excessive  water  and  the  drainage  problems, 
and  by  request  of  persons  adjacent  to  the  area. 

C.  The  location  of  structures  on  a  lot  as  controlled  by  set- 
backs,- side  and  rear  yards,  is  being  changed  (minimum 
increased).  For  example:

Also,  the  maximum  percent  of  a  lot  that  may  be  covered 
by  a  structure  is  being  established. 

D.  No  new  construction  for  residential  use  in  any  business, 
commercial,  or  industrial  district  to  prevent  possible 
conflict  of  divergent  interests. 

E.  Provision  for  the  use  of  a  lot  in  two  (2)  towns,  without 
affecting  the  pattern  of  population  density. 

F.  No  combining  of  frontage  on  two  (2)  streets  of  a  comer 
lot  to  obtain  required  frontage  thereby  circumventing 
the  intent  of  this  by-law. 

G.  A  provision  to  prevent  obstruction  of  visibility  at  street, 
corners,  thus  providing  greater  safety. 

H.  Eliminate  the  200'  business  strip  on  each  side  of  the 
Tumpike  beween  Ipswich  Road  and  Campmeeting 
Road,  because  one  side  is  now  built  up  with  homes,  the 
other  side  is  laid  out  for  house  lots,  and  a  200'  strip  has 
been  found  to  be  inadequate  for  business  and  did  not 
provide  sufficient  parking. 

I.  Require  a  selectman's  permit  for  storage  of  trailer 
coaches  in  a  residential  district. 

J.  Prohibit  signs  with  colored  and  flashing  lights  in  resi- 
dential districts,  and  illumination  annoying  to  the  neigh- 
borhood in  a  business  district.

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K.  Provides  that  commercial  riding  stables  be  on  large  lots, 
and  that  the  housing  structures  for  horses  and  for  veter- 
inary hospitals  be  far  from  the  side  lines  of  the  lots.

Topsfield  Planning  Board 

Report  of  the  Topsfield  Planning  Board  on  Proposed  Zoning 
By-Law  Revisions  —  Conservation  District 

The  Conservation  District  was  set  up  by  the  Planning  Board 
as  a  result  of  the  far  reaching  recommendations  of  the  Techni- 
cal Planning  Associates  Incorporated  study,  and  in  conjunction 
with  the  newly  created  Conservation  Commission.  This  Dis- 
trict has  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Topsfield  Conservation 
Commission  which  has  done  much  of  the  intensive  study  and 
field  work  necessary  for  its  establishment.  The  Planning  Board 
wishes  to  publicly  thank  the  members  of  the  Conservation 
Commission  for  their  co-operative  efforts  in  formulating  this 
section  of  the  proposed  Zoning  By-law  Revisions. 

The  purpose  of  the  Conservation  District  is  to  protect  the 
health  of  the  residents  by  controlling  the  ground  water  table 
and  preventing  pollution,  to  promote  safety  by  protecting  life 
and  property  from  flood,  to  protect  the  community  against  the 
hazards  which  may  be  caused  by  unsuitable  development  in 
swamps,  marshes,  along  water  courses,  or  in  areas  subject  to 
floods. 
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Some  of  the  uses  permitted  in  a  Conservation  District  are 
agriculture,  forestry,  nursery  and  truck  gardening,  and  pastur- 
ing of  livestock.  However,  if  land  within  the  District  is  proven 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Appeals,  as  being  in  fact 
not  subject  to  flooding,  or  not  unsuitable  because  of  drainage 
conditions  for  uses  permitted  in  the  underlying  basic  district, 
the  Board  of  Appeals  may  permit  such  land  to  revert  to  the  uses 
and  other  requirements  of  the  underlying  basic  district  in  which 
such  land  is  located. 

Land  within  a  Conservation  District  and  in  the  same  owner- 
ship as  an  adjoining  lot  in  the  underlying  basic  district  may  be 
counted  as  part  of  such  lot  when  determining  the  area,  width, 
yards  or  coverage  of  such  lot  provided  that  no  structure  except 
one  permitted  in  the  Conservation  District  may  be  erected  and 
no  sewage  disposal  area  may  be  constructed  in  the  Conserva- 
tion District. 

Areas  included  in  the  Conservation  District  were  deter- 
mined by  many  different  methods  namely:  visual  observations 
at  extreme  high  water  conditions,  actual  survey  grades  taken 
by  registered  engineers,  walking  boundaries  at  high  water 
during  ice  season,  and  data  obtained  from  latest  United  States 
Government  Geological  Survey  Maps.  Area  included  in  the 
Conservation  District  totals  approximately  1313  acres  or  six- 
teen per  cent  of  the  total  area  of  the  town. 

After  these  reports  were  read,  Benjamin  English  made  the 
following  amendment  to  the  Official  Document  of  April  15, 1963. 

On  page  1  after  the  first  paragraph  add  the  following: 

"The  present  zoning  by-law  of  the  Town  of  Topsfield  is 
hereby  rescinded  and  the  following  substituted  therefore, 
but  such  rescission  shall  not  take  effect  until  the  following 
new  and  substituted  by-law  is  in  full  force  and  effect." 
On  page  3  Section  2  add  in  paragraph  2.1  below  "R-2A"  the 
following: 

"Residential"  "R-3A". 

On  page  6  Section  4  add  in  the  title  after  "R-2A"  the  follow- 
ing: "R-3A". 

Number  the  pages  in  the  description  of  the  districts  follow- 
ing page  21.  They  shall  be  numbered  #22  through  #36. 

This  amendment  to  the  Finance  Committee  recommenda- 
tion was  seconded.  This  motion  to  amend  was  then  discussed. 
Mr.  James  Baxter  then  made  a  substitute  motion  to  postpone 
action  on  said  Zoning  By-Law  for  three  or  six  months.  This 
was  seconded  but  was  ruled  out  of  order  by  the  Moderator  who 
would  only  accept  a  definite  date. 
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Mr.  James  Tirrell,  Jr.,  then  made  a  motion  to  postpone  action 
on  said  Zoning  By-Law  indefinitely.  This  motion  was  seconded 
and  voted  on  but  failed  to  carry. 

The  Planning  Board's  amended  motion  was  then  voted  on 
and  carried  by  a  voice  vote.  After  more  discussion,  the  ques- 
tion was  called  for  on  the  Finance  Committees  recommendation 
as  amended.  As  this  required  a  2/3  vote  a  standing  vote  was 
necessary. 

Those  in  favor  of  Finance  Committees  recommendation 

as  amended.  286 
Those  against  190 

As  the  2/3  vote  needed  was  324,  the  motion  failed  to  carry. 

Third.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  with  respect  to 
substituting  a  new  traffic  island  for  the  old  one  at  Kinsmans 
Corner,  all  in  accordance  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
plan  and  permit  ^563  on  file  at  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk, 
and  transfer  from  available  funds  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
three  hundred  ($300.00)  dollars  for  such  purpose. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  so 
voted  to  substitute  a  new  traffic  island  for  the  old  one  at  Kins- 
man Corner,  all  in  accordance  with  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  plan  and  permit  #563  on  file  at  the  office  of  the  Town 
Clerk,  and  transfer  from  available  funds  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  three  hundred  ($300.00)  dollars  for  such  purpose. 

Fourth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  special  Drainage 
Committee  to  investigate  the  present  and  long-range  aspects 
of  Town  drainage  problems  and  correct,  where  possible,  existing 
hazards,  the  Committee  to  consist  of  five  members,  two  individual 
members  who  shall  be  Thomas  E.  Cass  and  Edward  D.  Talberth, 
one  member  to  be  selected  by  the  Planning  Board  from  its  mem- 
bership, one  member  to  be  selected  by  the  Water  Board  from  its 
membership,  and  one  member  to  be  selected  by  the  Conservation 
Commission  from  its  membership,  vacancies  in  the  two  individual 
memberships  of  this  Committee  to  be  filled  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen;  and  to  transfer  from  available  funds  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  three  thousand  ($3,000.00)  dollars  for  the 
purpose  of  said  Committee  and  for  the  Committee's  use  in 
the  cleaning  and  improvement  of  culverts,  drains,  and  brooks, 
said  Committee  to  report  annually. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  said  article  as  writ- 
ten and  the  Town  so  voted. 
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Fifth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  direct  the  Moderator  to 
appoint,  within  30  days  after  this  Town  meeting,  from  registered 
voters  residing  in  Topsfield,  a  Mosquito  Control  Study  Com- 
mittee consisting  of  five  members.  Insofar  as  possible,  members 
appointed  to  said  Committee  should  have  training  or  experience 
in  one  of  the  following  fields:  Biological  Sciences,  Chemistry  or 
Chemical  Engineering,  Civil,  Sanitary,  or  Soils  Engineering, 
Law,  or  Medicine,  except  that  no  more  than  two  members  shall 
be  from  any  one  of  the  fields  mentioned. 

Said  Committee  is  to  study  the  technology  of  mosquito  con- 
trol as  might  be  applied  to  Topsfield,  and  to  report  in  writing 
to  the  Town  not  later  than  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting  with 
recommelidations  concerning  a  continuing  Mosquito  Control 
Program,  its  factual  advantages  and  disadvantages,  including 
evaluation  of  participation  in  any  possible  area-wide  program, 
and  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  five  hundred  ($500.00)  dollars  from 
available  funds  or  surplus  revenue,  said  appropriation  to  be 
expended  by  said  Committee  for  needed  technical  advice  or  to 
take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

(Submitted  by  Homer  E.  Harris  and  others) 

The  Finance  Committee  then  recommended  that  the  Town 
vote  the  Article  as  written. 

John  X.  Healey  made  a  motion  to  defer  action  on  this 
Article  Fifth  until  after  action  on  Article  7.  This  was  seconded, 
but  did  not  carry  by  a  voice  vote. 

Mr.  Lawrence  Hartdorn  made  a  motion  to  amend  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  Finance  Committee  to  require  the  new 
Committee  to  send  a  written  report  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
by  January  2,  1964. 

This  was  seconded  and  so  carried. 

Alvah  Balentine  challenged  the  voice  vote  so  a  standing 
vote  was  called  for  which  resulted  as  follows:

Mr.  Frederic  C.  Hartman  then  read  the  report  from  the 
Insurance  Committee. 
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REPORT  OF  STUDY  COMMITTEE  INVESTIGATION 
OF  CONTRIBUTORY  GROUP  INSURANCE 
FOR  TOWN  EMPLOYEES 

Pursuant  to  Article  38  of  the  Warrant  of  the  annual  town  meeting  held  March 
4,  1963,  a  Committee  was  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  studying  the  submission 
at  the  next  annual  town  meeting  of  the  referendum  question  under  Section  10  of 
Article  32B  of  the  General  Laws,  whereby  the  town,  by  majority  vote  in  the 
affirmative  is  required  to  provide  a  plan  of  contributory  group  life  insurance, 
accidental  death  and  dismemberment  insurance  and  group  general  or  blanket 
hospital,  surgical  and  medical  insurance  for  town  employees  and  their  depend- 
ents. Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  this  Committee. 

The  study  conducted  by  this  Committee  was  limited  to  two  objectives:  (1)  a 
determination  of  the  degree  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  town  employees  if  such 
a  program  of  contributory  group  insurance  were  made  available  to  them;  and 
(2)  an  estimate  of  the  annual  cost  to  the  town  of  such  a  program  where  the 
town  would  be  responsible  for  sharing  the  costs  with  the  employees  on  a  50-50 
basis. 

In  order  to  determine  the  number  of  eligible  town  employees  and  their  wishes, 
a  survey  was  conducted  during  the  summer  of  1963.  Seventy-one  (71)  eligible 
employees  responded  to  this  survey.  Of  this  number,  fifty-one  (51)  indicated  a 
desire  to  participate  in  a  contributory  group  insurance  program.  Of  these  fifty- 
one  (51)  employees,  fourteen  (14)  were  single  with  no  dependents  and  thirty- 
seven  (37)  were  married  with  dependents.  The  results  of  this  survey  dearly 
establish  that  the  majority  of  town  employees  desire  a  program  of  contributory 
group  insurance  and  would  participate  in  such  a  program  if  the  provisions  of 
Article  32B  of  the  General  Laws  were  accepted  by  the  town. 

The  Committee  next  turned  to  the  subject  of  insurance  coverage  and  cost. 
Article  32B  of  the  General  Laws  provides  that  each  employee  shall  be  auto- 
matically insured  for  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000)  of  group  life  insurance  and 
two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000)  of  group  accidental  death  and  dismemberment 
insurance  and  group  general  or  blanket  insurance  providing  hospital,  surgical 
and  medical  benefits.  In  arriving  at  an  estimated  cost  to  the  town,  two  alternative 
schedules  of  hospital,  surgical  and  medical  benefits  were  considered.  The  first 
alternative  represented  the  maximum  benefits  allowable  by  Article  32B. 

The  second  alternative  represented  what  were  considered  to  be  minimum  bene- 
fits. The  essential  difference  between  the  two  schedules  is  that  the  maximum 
schedule  provides  for  a  twenty-five  dollar  ($25)  deductible  charge  payable  by 
the  member  whereas  the  minimum  schedule  provides  for  a  daily  eighteen  dollar 
($18)  allowance. 
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Based  on  the  results  of  the  survey  and  current  average  insurance  rates,  the 
following  comparative  estimates  have  been  made  of  the  cost  to  the  town  if 
Article  32B  is  accepted  by  the  town.  The  costs  set  forth  below  should  be  con- 
sidered as  minimum  estimates  inasmuch  as  allowances  should  be  made  for  rate 
increases,  changes  in  the  number  of  town  employees  or  changes  in  the  character- 
istics of  the  employee  pool  with  regard  to  such  factors  as  age  or  number  of 
dependents.  Administration  of  this  plan  will  be  governed  entirely  under  the 
regulations  of  Chapter  32B  and  any  changes  in  this  chapter  might  aflFect  rates  or 
benefits

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 
OF  THE  TOWN  OF  TOPSFIELD 

The  year  1963  was  no  exception  to  the  continued  expansion 
of  Topsfield. 

Expenses  for  practically  all  services  increased  last  year 
with  the  major  portion  of  the  increase  coming  from  schools. 
The  Masconomet  Regional  High  School  has  a  big  increase  this 
year  due  mainly  to  the  debt  apportionment  for  the  new  build- 
ing and  additional  teachers.  There  was  a  slight  decrease  in  per 
pupil  operating  costs  this  year  due  mainly  to  a  non-recurring 
income  item. 

The  Elementary  School  Department  also  has  a  modest  in- 
crease because  of  more  children  using  these  facilities. 

The  Fire  Department  had  an  increase  over  the  amount  bud- 
geted for  1963  (see  reserve  fund)  due  to  the  unusually  dry 
period  in  late  simimer  and  early  fall.  This  department  as  well 
as  most  others  in  town  are  reflecting  increases  in  hourly  wages 
and  certain  salaries  in  order  to  make  them  equitable  to  wages 
being  paid  in  surrounding  towns. 

The  Highway  Department  reflects  these  wage  increases  £is 
well  as  the  work  load  increase  because  of  more  streets  and 
more  services  required. 

Town  departments  are  to  be  commended  for  staying  within 
their  budgets.  The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  outside  of 
the  schools  (which  the  Town  has  no  control  over) ,  the  increased 
budgets  are  well  justified  in  relation  to  the  number  of  people 
in  Town  and  the  numerous  and  diversified  services  required  of 
present  modern  Town  government. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  recommending  that  no  money  be 
taken  from  free  cash  to  reduce  the  tax  rate  this  year,  feeling 
that  it  is  much  more  important  to  build  up  the  Stabilization 
Fund  for  future  capital  needs  of  the  Town.  The  larger  the 
Stabilization  Fund  is,  the  less  impact  on  the  tax  rate  for  any 
major  capital  expenditure.  This  would  be  money  the  Town 
would  not  have  to  borrow  and  consequently  not  pay  interest 
on  when  used  for  capital  needs. 

The  rest  of  the  free  cash  is  used  during  months  when  town 
funds  are  lean,  between  the  time  tax  bills  are  sent  out  and 
money  is  received  from  them. 
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To  meet  extraordinary  and  unforseen  expenses  $7,500  was 
appropriated  to  the  Reserve  Fund  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Town  on  March  4,  1963.  Transfers  from  the  Reserve  Fund 
were  as  follows:

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ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 

March  2-3,  1964 

The  several  articles  in  the  warrant  for  the  meeting  and  the  action 
of  the  town  thereon. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator  at  8 : 04  P.  M. 

The  Town  Clerk  read  the  Warrant  and  the  Return  of  the  Con- 
stable stating  that  said  meeting  has  been  duly  advertised  as  required 
by  la^v. 

The  Moderator  declared  that  a  recommendation  from  the 
Finance  Committee  constituted  a  motion  made  and  seconded. 

The  Town  Clerk  reported  that  on  the  printed  ballot  the  term  for 
the  Planning  Board  member  should  have  been  five  years  instead  of 
two  years  to  fill  vacancy. 

First    To  hear  all  reports  that  may  legally  come  before  the  meeting, 
and  act  thereon. 

Dr.  Frank  Austen,  Paul  S.  Best,  Richard  H.  Blackmer  and  Paul 
Loughlin  gave  reports  on  the  Mosquito  Control  Study  (See  report 
following  this  Town  Meeting  report.  The  Moderator  declare  this 
report  as  received  by  the  Town. 

L.  Palmer  Lavallee  read  the  Report  of  the  Special  Drainage 
Committee  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  DRAINAGE  COMMITTEE 

At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  May  28,  1963,  the  Town 
voted  to  establish  a  special  Drainage  Committee  to  investigate  the 
present  and  long-range  aspects  of  town  drainage  problems,  and  correct 
where  possible  the  existing  hazards.  The  sum  of  $3,000  was  alio  ted  for 
the  Committee's  use  in  cleaning  and  improvement  of  the  drainage 
system. 

The  original  committee  consisted  of  Thomas  E.  Cass  and  Edward 
Talberth  plus  three  additional  members,  one  each  from  the  Planning 
Board,  Water  Commissioners  and  Conservation  Commission.  Due  to 
the  untimely  death  of  Mr.  Cass  and  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Talberth, 
the  organization  and  preliminary  planning  were  delayed  pending  ap- 
pointment of  new  members.  The  committee  was  not  re-organized  until 
late  October  of  1963. 

The  following  tentative  objectives  were  established  at  its  first 
meeting : 

1.  Assess  the  magnitude  of  the  problem  through  field  inspections, 
review  of  former  programs  and  consultation  with  the  Board 
of  Selectmen. 
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2.  Concentrate  effort  on  the  major  drainage  systems  with  parti- 
cular attention  to  problem  areas. 

3-  Maintain  a  long  range  viewpoint  involving  future  complete 
land  development. 

Subsequently,  several  field  trips  were  made  along  School  Brook 
and  Cleveland  Brook.  Conditions,  dimensions,  obstructions  and  possible 
problem  areas  were  noted.  To  compile  engineering  data  consisting  of 
plans  and  profiles,  the  services  of  Mr.  C.  Lawrence  Bond  have  been 
retained. 

Three  brooks  are  involved  in  the  initial  survey,  namely,  School 
Brook  which  drains  Bare  Hill,  Towne  Hill  and  Great  Hill;  Cleveland 
Brook  which  drains  parts  of  Colerain  Road,  Arrowhead  Road,  Grove 
St.,  Gail  St.,  Prospect  St.,  and  South  Main  St.  and  Slough  Brook  which 
carries  drainage  from  Sugar  Loaf  Glen,  Washington  Street,  Fox  Run 
Road,  Forrest  Road  and  the  River  Road  areas. 

The  committee  at  this  time  authorized  the  expenditure  of  up  to 
$300  under  the  supervision  of  the  Road  Commissioner  using  the  ser- 
vices of  two  highway  employees,  to  remove  temporary  obstructions  from 
School  and  Cleveland  Brooks. 

During  February  1964  the  preliminary  results  of  the  engineering 
study  of  School  Brook  were  reviewed  by  committee  members. 

The  initial  findings  of  this  survey  seem  to  indicate  that  widening 
and  cleaning  of  streams  is  needed.  Also  additional  culverts  and  under- 
ground pipe  lines  are  needed  to  carry  run  off  from  proposed  develop- 
ments in  order  to  avoid  overloading  existing  facilities- 
Recommendations  of  our  findings  will  be  presented  to  the  select- 
men for  action  in  the  near  future. 

To  date  the  committee  has  committed  the  expenditure  of  appro- 
ximately $1500,  which  is  half  of  the  authorized  appropriation.

Mr.  John  W.  Peirce  gave  the  following  report: 

Interim  Report  of  the  Historical  District  Committee 

The  TPA  Master  Plan  recommended  establishment  of  an  Histori- 
cal District  to  ensure  preservation  of  the  Village  Green  and  adjacent 
historic  sites.  The  Selectmen  appointed  a  committee  in  1962  to  make 
a  study. 
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The  committee  has  investigated  the  several  ways  in  which  such  a 
district  can  be  established,  have  drawn  a  plan  showing  the  proposed 
boundaries,  prepared  an  Historic  District  By-law  conforming  to  the 
State  Enabling  Act,  and  has  in  preparation  a  report  on  the  historic 
significance  of  the  buildings,  the  Common  and  the  surroundings. 

Establishment  of  an  Historic  District  is  a  lengthy  process,  involving 
formal  hearings,  submission  of  reports  to  various  State  authorities  and 
finally  adoption  of  the  By-law  by  a  2/3's  vote  of  a  Town  Meeting- 
Adoption  of  the  By-law  would  establish  an  Historic  District  Commis- 
sion which  will  serve  as  a  board  of  architectural  control.  An  owner 
within  the  district  who  wishes  to  carry  out  any  new  construction  or  al- 
terations which  change  the  exterior  appearance,  must  submit  his  plans 
to  the  commission,  and  it  is  required  to  determine  whether  the  pro- 
posed work  is  or  is  not  appropriate  to  the  district.  The  authority  of  the 
commission  extends  beyond  buildings  themselves  and  includes  stone 
walls,  fences,  steps,  paving  and,  of  course,  lights  and  signs. 

The  powers  of  the  Commission  are  broad  and,  by  their  very  na- 
ture, discretionary.  Theirs  is  a  highly  sophisticated  area  of  judgment. 
The  commission  must  include  in  its  membership  architects,  landscape 
architects  and  historians  trained  in  architectural  matters.  The 
judgments  of  the  commission  should  be  inspired  by  its  professionally- 
trained  members  and  tempered  by  the  though tfulness  of  its  lay 
members. 

Before  setting  up  such  a  commission  and  such  a  district,  the 
Town  must  consider  whether  it  will  always  be  possible  to  enlist  compe- 
tently-trained individuals  to  serve  on  the  Commission  and  whether  the 
landowTiers  of  the  district  will  welcome  the  considered  advice  of  the 
commission  or  buck  its  broad  authority. 

Before  proceeding  further,  your  committee  has  called  an  informal 
hearing  at  the  Town  Hall,  8  p.m.,  Tuesday,  March  17.  A  post  card 
notice  will  otq  to  all  landholders  in  the  District.  We  expect  to  hear  from 
the  private  landowners,  the  Topsfield  Historical  Society,  the  Congrega- 
tional Church,  the  Library  Trustees,  and  the  Selectmen.  The  Village 
Green  is  a  matter  of  interest  to  every  resident  of  Topsfield.  We  hope 
that  every  resident  concerned  with  its  preservation  will  take  this  op- 
portunity to  express  his  concern.

The  Conservation  Commission  requests  this  fund  and  this  ap- 
propriation to  make  it  eventually  possible  to  purchase  green  acres  for 
conservation.  As  the  pressures  on  open  land  increase,  action  is  step- 
ping up  at  the  Federal  level  and  the  State  level,  but  the  preservation 
of  local  areas  important  only  to  Topsfield  requires  action  by  Topsfield. 

Before  the  year  2000  we  expect  that  megalopolis  will  extend  from 
Portland  to  Richmond,  a  continuous  swath  of  intense  city  and  subur- 
ban use  broken  only  by  such  islands  of  green  as  have  been  preserved 
by  community  action. 

Your  Conservation  Commission  is  the  tool  for  local  action.  We 
stand  ready  to  receive  and  manage  gifts  of  land  but  so  far  none  have 
been  offered.  An  adequate  conservation  fund  would  place  the  com- 
mission in  a  position  to  act  when  parcels  significant  for  conservation 
are  threatened  by  the  bulldozer.  Such  parcels  might  be  low  land,  so 
wet  that  it  should  not  be  built  upon:  they  might  include  the  shores 
of  the  Ipswich  River  or  its  major  tributary  brooks :  they  might  include 
sites  developable  for  swimming,  they  might  protect  our  public  water 
supply  or  provide  a  publicly-owned  ski  slope.  Whatever  other  purposes 
they  serve,  they  should  also  provide  small  local  wildernesses,  wooded 
areas  and  wildlife  habitat  with  trails  where  a  family  may  walk  with 
the  children  and  dogs  or  a  child  ride  a  horse  safe  from  highway 
dangers- 
State  aid  with  matching  funds  up  to  50%  are  available  to  local 
conservation  projects  approved  by  the  Department  of  Natural  Re- 
sources. You  may  ask,  however,  what  can  be  done  with  only  $500. 
The  immediate  answer  is  that  we  would  hope  to  take  an  option 
holding  a  parcel  long  enough  to  get  State  approval  and  call  a  Town 
meeting  to  appropriate  necessary  additional  funds.  Under  Chapter  40 
of  General  Laws  the  Town  may  appropriate  each  year  to  the  conser- 
vation fund  l/20th  of  1%  of  its  assessed  valuation.  In  round  figures 
$4,400.00.  In  future  years,  we  will  request  additional  appropriations. 
If  the  Town  should  ever  reach  a  point  where  its  building  needs  have 
caught  up  with  the  demand,  it  would  be  an  easy  matter  to  make 
significant  additions  to  the  fund,  sufficient  to  make  a  worthwhile  pur- 
chase financed  wholly  from  the  fund. 
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The  pressures  on  open  land  are  steadily  increasing.  If  we  wish 
to  preser\e  something  of  the  openness  and  country  atmosphere  of 
Topsfield,  we  should  tonight  lay  the  foundation  for  future  action.

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  voted  to 
raise,  assess  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $325.00  to  be  expended  under 
the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  providing  payment  for  ser- 
vices rendered  or  to  be  rendered  by  the  North  Shore  Child  Guidance 
Center  in  accordance  with  Chapter  40,  Section  5,  Clause  40C  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  amended. 

Thirtieth    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise,  assess  and  appropri- 
ate money  to  pay  outstanding  bills  constracted  prior  January  1,

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Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  under  Article  31  of  the  1963 
Annual  Meeting. 

The  Committee  was  directed  to  study  and  report  on 

(a)  Structural  changes  in  the  present  fire  station 

(b)  A  means  of  providing  24-hour  coverage  for  fire,  police 
and  civil  defense  calls. 

At  our  first  meeting,  Leslie  Ray  was  elected  Chairman,  Robert  A. 
Wood,  Secretary.  In  September  Mr.  Ray  resigned  from  the  commit- 
tee. In  December,  Myron  Williams  was  named  by  the  Moderator  to 
fill  the  vacancy.  At  the  January  15  meeting,  John  Peirce  was  elected 
to  succeed  Mr. -Ray  as  Chairman. 

At  its  first  meeting,  the  committee  voted  to  ask  William  Gamble, 
Road  Commissioner  to  sit  with  it  as  an  advisor  since  any  changes  in 
the  fire  house  would  of  necessity  aflfect  the  highway  Department.  It 
was  also  decided  at  this  first  meeting  that  any  constructive  recom- 
mendation for  changes  in  the  fire  house  must  start  with  an  analysis  of 
the  departments  concerned,  of  their  present  equipment  and  facilities 
for  housing  it  and  a  look  into  the  future  to  forecast  the  equipment 
which  each  department  would  be  operating  in  1974. 

COMMUNICATIONS 

Simultaneously  we  also  investigated  the  second  charge  to  the 
committee,  how  best  to  provide  24-hour  coverage  for  fire,  police  and 
civil  defense  calls. 

Presently  this  coverage  is  provided  by 

(a)  The  Fire  department  "Red  Phone"  is  manned  24-hours 
a  day  by  Mrs.  Lila  Wildes- 

(b)  The  Police  Department  "Blue  Phone"  is  answered  by 
key  police  personnel  and  the  Town  Hall  office,  although 
no  one  person  is  responsible  for  24-hour  coverage  such 
as  the  "Red  Phone". 

(c)  The  C.  D.  Phone  is  answered  at  the  Fire  Station  during 
any  drill  or  alert  and  otherwise  is  answered  at  the  home 
of  the  director. 

Its  cost  is  met  out  of  several  departmental  appropriations. 

(See  town  reports  for  breakdown  by  departments.) 

While  we  get  along  well  enough  with  the  present  system,  there 
is  no  slack  in  it  and  the  demands  upon  it  increase  each  year.  In  time 
of  serious  emergency,  it  would  certainly  prove  inadequate.  It  is  only 
a  question  of  time  before  the  load  will  prove  greater  than  any  one 
person  or  family  wishes  to  carry. 

Your  committee  feels  that  we  should  be  prepared  for  a  change 
over  to  a  small  communications  center  manned  24  hours  a  day  by  3 
women  on  8  hour  shifts.  We  suggest  that  the  center  be  directed  by  a 
committee  consisting  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Chiefs  and  the  Director 
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of  Civil  Defense  and  that  this  committee  report  directly  to  the  Select- 
man who  would  be  charged  with  hiring  necessary  personnel.  The  cen- 
ter will  require  3  full-time  and  2  part-time  operators.  The  latter  are 
necessary  to  provide  coverage  for  vacations  and  illness.  Salaries  will 
approach  $15,000  per  year.  Expenses  of  running  the  center,  telephone 
lines,  upkeep  of  equipment  can  be  expected  to  total  about  $3,000  per 
year  once  the  center  has  been  placed  in  full  operation-  Hamilton  and 
Wenham  have  a  joint  center  and  ours  could  cover  the  needs  of  both 
Boxford  and  Topsfield.  If  Boxford  should  desire  to  join  us,  the  cost 
would  be  halved.  Savings  could  also  be  effected,  if  the  operators  were 
to  provide  secretarial  service  for  Fire,  Police  and  possibly  other  Town 
departments. 

The  operators  will  require  an  office  about  350  sq.  ft.  in  area. 
Adjacent  to  the  office  there  should  be  washroom  facilities  and  a 
kitchenette.  Since  the  work  of  the  Communications  Center  is  so  es- 
sential to  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments,  it  should  be  contiguous  to 
the  Police  and  Fire  Stations. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

Presently,  we  have  no  police  station,  the  cruiser  has  no  garage,  the 
Chief  keeps  his  records  at  home,  has  no  office  for  interrogation  and 
no  lock-up. 

Immediate  needs:  Chief's  office,  waiting  room,  washroom,  garage 
for  1  cruiser. 

Additional  needs  for  1974:  garage  for  second  cruiser  and  a  pistol 
range  for  training.  It  is  believed  that  a  lock-up  will  not  be  necessary 
so  long  as  the  State  Police  barracks  are  available. 

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

Present  Facilities:  4  heated  stalls,  minimum  office,  a  shed  for  sand 
and  salt  is  under  construction. 

Present  Equipment: 

5 — large  trucks,  3  of  which  may  be  used  as  sanders- 
2 — bucket  loaders 

1 —  sweeper 

2 —  sidewalk  plows,  1  of  which  is  convertible  to  use  in  maintain- 
ing town  lawns  in  summer. 

Additional  Equipment  expected  by  1974: 

An  increase  from  5  to  6  trucks  with  some  smaller  present  equip- 
ment being  turned  in  for  larger,  heavy  duty  trucks;  1 — payloader, 
1 — road  sweeper,  1 — sidewalk  plow. 

Immediate  Needs:  If  the  above  equipment  is  to  be  housed  properly, 
3  additional  large  stalls  are  needed  immediately.  The  stalls  should  be 
deeper  and  the  doors  wider  and  higher  than  those  in  the  present 
building. 
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FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Present  Equipment:  4  engines,  one  of  which  is  housed  in  rented 
space  at  Woodbur^^'s  Garage. 

Present  Facilities:  3  stalls,  limited  work  space,  hose  tower,  battery 
closet,  Chief's  office,  meeting  room. 

Immediate  Needs:    1  stall,  additional  work  space,  fire-alarm  room. 
Additional  Needs  for  1974:    stall  for  fifth  engine,  larger  hose  tower. 
Space  should  be  allocated  adjoining  the  fire  house  for  future  con- 
struction of  a  firemen's  dormitory,  should  it  ever  prove  necessary  to 
have  a  full-time  department. 

Scheme  1 — Additions  &  Alterations  to  Town  Equipment  Building. 

We  investigated  meeting  the  needs  of  the  several  departments  by 
additions  to  the  present  building.  A  communications  unit  could  be 
dug  into  the  hill  behind  the  present  fire  tower.  Additions  could  be 
made  to  the  fire  house  to  meet  immediate  needs,  but  not  those  of 
1974.  A  maximum  addition  to  the  Highway  Wing  would  inadequately 
meet  present  needs  of  this  department  and  make  no  provision  for  the 
future.  The  yard  space  would  remain  inadequate.  These  additions 
make  no  provision  for  the  Police  Department  and  we  feel  this  should 
be  contiguous  to  the  Fire  Department  and  Communications- 

The  committee  concluded  that  this  approach  to  a  solution  of 
departmental  needs  would  be  a  sorry  waste  of  taxpayer's  money. 
Scheme  2 — Purchase  of  Topsfield  Motors,  Central  Street. 

The  Topsfield  Motors  Garage  at  Central  Street  and  the  Turnpike 
is  for  sale  and  has  sufficient  area  to  house  the  Highway  Department 
and  possibly  the  Water  and  Park  Departments  as  well.  Its  location  is 
reasonably  central.  The  addition  of  evergreen  planting  could  mask 
the  yard  storage  needs  of  the  Highway  Department. 

If  this  building  were  purchased,  we  proposed  that  the  two  stalls 
of  the  present  Highway  Department  garage  be  remodeled  to  meet 
the  immediate  needs  of  the  Police  Department,  and  that  the  other 
two  stalls  be  assigned  to  the  Fire  Department.  Our  old  engine  would 
just  fit  in  one  stall  the  second  stall  would  provide  needed  workspace, 
the  Highway  office  would  house  the  new  fire  alarm  system.  A  wing 
would  be  added  behind  the  hose  tower  for  communications.  In  1974, 
another  wing  could  be  added  to  the  east  of  the  present  fire  house  to 
house  2  engines.  Space  for  2  is  needed,  for  by  that  time,  what  is  now 
our  oldest  engine  will  have  been  retired  and  newer  engines  would  not 
fit  in  the  Highway  Department  stalls. 

This  scheme  would  remove  from  the  tax  rolls  a  valuable  property. 
The  Topsfield  Motors  building  requires  alterations  and  repairs  to  suit 
it  to  our  needs.  This  is  a  complex  scheme  and  the  cost  is  difficult  to 
estimate.  Nevertheless,  we  tagged  this  scheme  with  a  ball  park  figure 
of  $80,000.  For  such  a  sum,  we  feel  the  Town  should  end  up  with  a 
better  than  two  remodeled  buildings  and  a  better  integrated  plan.  We 
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do  not  recommend  this  approach. 
Location  Criteria 

Once  it  became  clear  that  additional  space  was  necessary,  we 
considered  the  possibility  of  other  sites  for  one  or  more  of  the  depart- 
ments and  reviewed  the  advantages  and  shortcomings  of  the  present 
site. 

Certainly,  the  present  site  is  central.  However,  the  High  Street 
frontage  is  presently  unusable,  because  of  the  hill,  the  only  access  is 
by  School  Avenue  and  Main  Street.  This  access  is  acceptable  for  the 
Highway  Department,  but  for  the  Fire  Department,  it  means  that 
wherever  the  fire  is  located,  the  engines  must  find  their  roaring  way 
through  the  busy  shopping  traffic  of  Main  Street  and  School  Avenue 
is  nearly  opposite  the  entrance  to  the  shopping  center.  The  Fire  De- 
partment should  be  centrally  located,  the  Police  Department  and 
Communications  Unit  should  be  contiguous  to  the  fire  house  and 
should  be  easily  found  by  newcomers  and  strangers.  The  fire  engines 
should  have  direct  access  to  one  of  our  main  roads  from  which  other 
main  roads  and  the  far  ends  of  town  can  be  easily  reached.  The  High- 
way Department  should  be  reasonably  central  and  it  should  not  be 
too  prominent  because  of  the  nature  of  its  equipment  and  its  outside 
storage.  The  noise  of  plowing  and  truck  operations  late  at  night  pre- 
clude location  in  a  residential  district. 

We  considered  a  number  of  sites  and  found  serious  faults  with 
everyone  suggested.  Finally,  we  re-examined  the  present  site  with  par- 
ticular reference  to  its  High  Street  frontage  and  the  hilltop  site  of  the 
old  academy. 

Through  traffic  in  Topsfield  travels  north  and  south  on  the 
Newburyport  Turnpike  and  from  southeast  to  northwest  on  Route 
97.  High  Street  is  Route  97.  A  fire  house  located  on  this  street  has 
direct  access  to  the  SE  and  NW.  The  traffic  lights  at  the  High  Street- 
Turnpike  intersection  could  be  controlled  from  the  fire  house  and  by 
way  of  the  Turnpike  quick  access  can  be  had  north  and  south.  The 
northeast  corner  is  reached  by  Ipswich  Road  and  engines  headed  in 
this  direction  have  the  choice  of  reaching  Ipswich  Road  over  the 
Turnpike  hills  or  by  driving  out  North  Main  Street.  The  southwest  is 
accessible  by  crossing  the  common  and  heading  out  Washington  Street. 
Traffic  wise,  the  High  Street  end  of  the  Schoolhouse  property  is  ex- 
cellent. However,  this  end  of  the  property  is  narrow  and  it  would  be 
wise  to  purchase  some  additional  property.  If  sufficient  backland  is 
available  to  provide  adequate  site  for  building  and  paved  areas,  the 
street  frontage  need  not  be  increased. 

COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION 

( 1 )  That  no  addition  or  major  alteration  be  made  to  the  pre- 
sent Town  Equipment  Building,  but  that  it  be  turned  over 
complete  to  the  Highway  Department,  thus  fully  meeting 
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this  department's  immediate  needs.  When  additional  high- 
way equipment  has  been  purchased  which  requires  still 
more  space,  additional  unheated  stalls  can  be  added  at  low 
cost.  The  present  yard  space  is  adequate  if  relieved  of  Fire 
Department  use. 

(2)  That  the  top  of  the  knoll  on  which  the  old  academy  was 
located  be  removed,  thus  providing  a  fiat  area  extending  to 
the  boundary  walls  and  reducing  the  up-grade  from  High 
Street. 

(3)  That  some  land  be  bought  to  expand  the  width  of  the 
property  to  the  east. 

(4)  That  a  Municipal  Services  Building,  housing  Police  and 
Fire  Departments  and  a  communications  unit  be  construct- 
ed on  the  above  site  with  access  from  High  Street. 

(5)  That  the  plans  be  laid  out  to  facilitate  easy  expansion  for 
future  needs  of  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments  and  that 
a  location  be  assigned  for  a  firemen's  dormitory  should  the 
distant  future  require  one. 

(6)  Hamilton  and  Wenham  have  each  recently  completed  new 
fire-police  stations.  The  Hamilton  station  includes  a  com- 
munications center  which  serves  both  towns.  The  space 
provided  in  these  buildings  is  comparable  to  our  needs  so 
their  cost  provides  a  good  indication  of  the  range  of  cost 
of  our  proposed  project.  Cost  of  additional  land  must  be 
added  to  construction  cost.  The  Hamilton  contract  was 
executed  in  1957  and  the  Wenham  contract  in  1963.  Build- 
ing costs  continue  their  persistent  rise  of  about  4%  per 
year. 

(7)  That  a  building  committee  be  appointed  to  engage  an 
architect  to  prepare  preliminary  studies  and  budgets,  to  in- 
vestigate possible  purchase  of  additional  land  to  expand 
the  academy  site  or  to  recommend  other  sites  if  this  one 
for  any  reason  proves  unsatisfactory  and  to  report  to  the 
selectmen. 

(8)  That  a  second  committee  be  appointed  to  explore  further 
the  needs  of  a  communications  unit  to  provide  the  town 
with  24-hour  coverage  for  Fire,  Police  and  Civilian  Defense 
calls,  to  investigate  whether  Boxford  would  be  interested  in 
sharing  such  a  facility,  and  to  determine  whether  the 
operators  of  such  a  unit  could  also  render  secretarial  or 
other  services  for  one  or  more  agencies  of  the  Town's  gov- 
ernment.

District  Study  Committee  in  form  of  a  letter  to  the  Board  of 

Selectmen  as  follows: 

May  8,  1964 

Board  of  Selectmen 
Topsfield 
Massachusetts 
Gentlemen : 

Pursuant  to  your  instructions,  the  Historic  District  Study  Com- 
mittee established  by  vote  of  your  Board  February  28,  1962,  has 
made  a  study  of  the  advisability  of  establishing  an  historical  district  or 
districts  within  the  Town.  At  our  first  meeting,  we  discussed  the  pos- 
sible locations  where  such  historic  preservation  might  be  reasonable 
and  of  positive  value.  It  was  agreed  that  the  only  area  which  warrant- 
ed this  treatment  was  the  historic  center  of  the  Town,  the  Town  Com- 
mon and  the  land  adjacent  to  it. 

We  considered  the  area  which  might  properly  be  included  in 
such  a  district,  prepared  a  map  showing  the  boundaries  for  the  district, 
drew  up  a  Historic  District  By-Law  and  a  report  on  the  historic  signi- 
ficance of  the  buildings  within  the  proposed  district. 

An  interim  report  was  presented  to  the  Annual  Meeting  in 
March,  1964.  This  was  followed  by  a  public  hearing  on  March  17 
and  a  second  hearing  on  April  30,  to  which  all  property  owners  in  the 
district  received  personal  invitations. 

At  these  hearings,  limited  support  was  given  to  the  idea  of  an 
historic  district.  However,  at  both  hearings  the  residents  of  the  pro- 
posed district  expressed  forceful  objections  to  any  sort  of  infringement 
on  their  individual  freedom  to  do  what  they  pleased  with  their  own 
properties,  and  their  vigorous  opposition  to  the  creation  of  any  com- 
mittee which  had  the  right  to  advise  or  direct  them  in  their  develop- 
ment of  their  properties. 

Your  committee  sees  no  immediate  serious  threat  to  the  Common 
as  we  have  known  it.  In  the  light  of  the  expressed  opposition  of  the 
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majority  of  district  residents,  your  committee  recommends  against 
further  consideration  of  the  establishment  of  an  historic  district  at  this 
time.  As  time  goes  by  and  the  successful  experience  of  other  towns 
proves  the  advantages  which  can  be  provided  by  a  board  of  archi- 
tectural review,  we  hope  there  will  come  a  point  where  the  residents 
of  the  district  themselves  will  ask  new^  consideration  of  this  proposal. 

We  enclose  copies  of  the  map,  the  proposed  By-Law,  the  Histori- 
cal Significance  Report,  and  our  interim  report  of  March  1964.  We 
urge  that  these  documents  be  kept  in  your  records  and  made  available 
to  a  future  study  committee  should  a  future  threat  to  the  preservation 
of  the  Common  arise  or  a  change  in  the  feelings  of  the  owners  of 
property  within  the  district.

By  adding  to  Article  I  after  the  second  sentence  thereof  the  sen- 
tence, "The  Building  Inspector  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen." 

By  repealing  the  first  sentence  of  the  second  paragraph  of  Article 
n,  Section  4  and  substituting  in  place  thereof  the  following  sentence. 
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"The  Planning  Board  or  any  applicant  for  a  permit  to  erect  or  alter  a 
building  or  other  structure,  or  any  person  aggrieved,  by  any  order  or 
decision  of  the  Building  Inspector  may  file  with  the  Board  of  Appeals 
an  objection  in  writing  within  ten  days  after  the  filing  of  such  order 
or  decision  with  the  Town  Clerk." 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  said  article  as  written  and 
the  Town  so  voted. 

Seventh  To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt,  reject,  or  amend  and  adopt 
a  proposed  change  in  the  Zoning  By-Law  which  was  the  subject 
of  a  public  hearing  by  the  Planning  Board  on  November  12,  1964 
dealing  with  Section  IX,  Subsection  (I)  entitled,  "Administra- 
tion" and  repeal  all  of  the  following  provisions  thereof  "They 
shall  issue  no  permit  for  the  erection  or  material  alteration  of  or 
for  the  use  of  any  permanent  building,  or  part  thereof,  which  are 
not  in  all  respects  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  by- 
law. With  each  application  for  a  permit  to  build  there  shall  be 
filed  a  plan  showing  the  lot,  its  area,  dimensions  and  location  and 
the  location  on  it  of  the  proposed  buildings  and  all  existing  build- 
ings and  the  use  of  the  proposed  buildings.  The  Selectmen  shall 
act  on  each  application  within  ten  days  after  its  filing." 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  that  the  Town  vote  to 
adopt  the  proposed  change  in  the  zoning  by-law  dealing  with  Section 
IX  as  stated  in  the  Article. 

As  this  would  be  a  change  in  the  by-laws,  the  Moderator  said  a 
2/3  vote  would  be  required.  Mr.  Benjamin  English  gave  the  following 
report : 

REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD  ON  CHANGES  IN 
ZONING  BY-LAW  AS  PERTAINS  TO  THE  ISSUANCE  OF 
BUILDING  PERMITS. 

The  original  (1947)  and  the  present  Zoning  by-law  provides  that 
the  Selectmen  have  the  responsibility  for  the  issuance  of  Building 
Permits. 

The  Building  Code  enacted  in  1955  also  gave  this  responsibility 
to  the  Building  Inspector.  This  is  obviously  an  inconsistent  dual 
responsibility. 

After  a  public  hearing  on  November  12,  1964  and  a  review  by 
the  Planning  Board,  the  board  recommends  that  the  responsibility  by 
the  Selectmen  for  issuing  Building  Permits  be  removed  from  the 
Zoning  By-Law,  thus  leaving  it  solely  with  the  Building  Inspector. 
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The  Planning  Board  recommends  affirmative  action  on  Article  7.

Eighth  To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt,  reject  or  amend  and  adopt  a 
proposed  change  in  the  Zoning  By-Law  which  was  the  subject 
of  a  public  hearing  of  the  Planning  Board  on  November  12,  1964, 
dealing  with  the  insertion  of  a  new  section  entitled,  "Section  IV, 
B,  Flood  Plain  District,"  all  as  set  out  in  the  published  notices  of 
said  public  hearing  in  the  Lawrence  Eagle-Tribune  on  October 
24,  and  October  31,  1964. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  that  the  Town  vote  to 
adopt  the  change  in  the  zoning  by-law  by  the  insertion  of  a  new  sec- 
tion entitled  "Section  IV  B,  Flood  Plain  District." 

The  Moderator  stated  that  this  article  would  require  a  2/3  vote. 

Mr.  John  Peterson  and  Mr.  Richard  Castle  both  read  reports 
from  the  Planning  Board  on  this  article.  See  reports  following  conclu- 
sion of  meeting. 

Mr.  Richard  Wyman  of  Perkins  Row  asked  if  the  area  shown  on 
the  map  on  his  land  for  the  Flood  Plain  District  was  accurate.  Mr. 
English  for  the  Planning  Board  answered  that  the  area  shown  on  the 
map  was  only  approximate  and  had  been  obtained  from  the  U.  S. 
Geodetic  Surv^ey  map.  He  explained  that  the  actual  word  description 
of  the  district  as  published  gives  the  official  boundaries  of  the  Flood 
Plain  District  in  all  locations  in  the  town. 

Mr.  John  Peirce  of  the  Conservation  Commission  spoke  on  the 
advisability  of  a  Yes  vote  on  this  article.  After  discussion  on  the  floor, 
the  Moderator  called  for  a  vote.

Article  Eighth  so  carried. 
Ninth  To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt,  reject,  or  amend  and  adopt  a 
proposed  change  in  the  Zoning  By-Law  which  was  the  subject  of 
public  hearings  by  the  Planning  Board  on  November  12,  1964, 
dealing  with  the  transfer  of  a  certain  portion  of  the  business  dis- 
trict on  both  sides  of  Boston  Street,  north  of  Averill  Street  to  the 
inner  residential  district,  all  as  set  out  in  the  published  notices  of 
said  hearings  in  the  Lawrence  Eagle-Tribune  on  October  17,  24 
and  31,  1964. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  that  no  action  be  taken. 

Carolyn  A.  Bond  of  Boston  Street  made  a  motion  to  amend  the 
Finance  Committee's  recommendation  as  follows — "I  move  to  amend 
the  no  action  recommendation  and  motion  of  the  Finance  Committee 
and  that  the  town  vote  to  adopt  a  proposed  change  in  the  Zoning  By- 
Law  which  was  the  subject  of  public  hearings  by  the  Planning  Board 
of  November  12,  1964,  dealing  with  the  transfer  of  a  certain  portion 
of  the  business  district  on  both  sides  of  Boston  Street,  north  of  Averill 
Street  to  the  inner  residential  district,  all  as  set  out  in  the  published 
notices  of  said  hearings  in  the  Lawrence  Eagle  Tribune  on  October  17 
24,  and  31,  1964." 

Mr.  Reynold  Nippe  read  a  report  from  the  Planning  Board  (Se 
report  at  end) .  There  was  a  great  deal  of  discussion  on  this  article  and 
pictures  were  shown.  Frederick  Rutledge  challenged  Mrs.  Bond's  mo 
tion  as  being  out  of  order,  however  the  Moderator  ruled  the  amended 
motion  was  in  order.  The  Moderator  also  stated  a  majority  vote  was 
necessary  to  carry  the  motion  to  amend,  whereupon  the  Finance  Com 
mittee's  recommendation  as  amended  would  be  put  to  a  vote. 

After  further  discussion,  the  question  was  called  for  to  vote  on 
the  motion  to  amend  the  Finance  Committee's  recommendation.  The 
Moderator  declared  that  the  Noes  carried  and  the  motion  failed.  This 
voice  vote  was  questioned  by  seven  voters  so  a  hand  count  was  called 
for  which  resulted  as  follows :

The  motion  to  amend  did  not  carry. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee  that  no  action 
be  taken  was  then  voted  on  by  the  Town  and  so  carried. 
Tenth    To  see  if  the  Town  will  transfer  from  available  funds  and 
authorize  the  use  by  the  Library  Trustees  of  Library  Trust  Funds 
and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  obtaining  by  said  Trus 
tees  of  preliminary  and  or  final  plans  and  specifications  and  cost 
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estimate  for  conversion  work  at  the  Topsfield  Town  Library 
building. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  voted  to 
transfer  from  available  funds  the  sum  of  $300.00  for  the  use  of  the 
Library  for  the  purpose  stated  in  the  Article. 

The  Chair  then  entertained  a  motion  to  dissolve  the  meeting  at 
11  P.  M.  This  was  seconded  and  so  voted.

Under  Article  Ninth,  Mr.  Reynold  Nippe  gave  the  following 
report  for  the  Planning  Board: 

L  As  a  practical  matter  I  draw  your  attention  to  the  geographic 
effect  of  Article  9  written  in  compliance  with  a  petition  of 
of  citizens. 

(a)  At  present  a  Business  Zone  is  along  Route  I  from  the 
Ipswich  line  at  the  north  end  of  town  Southward  to 
Ipswich  Road.  It  is  much  like  the  shape  of  a  thermo- 
meter on  the  map  with  the  bulb  end  at  Ipswich  Road. 

(b)  Article  9  removes  this  entire  thermometer  from  busi- 
ness use  and  then  reinstates  separately  the  bulb  at 
Ipswich  Road  and  the  stem  from  the  Roflan  Company 
at  Campmeeting  Road  northward  to  the  Ipswich  Town 
Line  as  business  zones. 

(c)  The  lower  stem  of  the  thermometer,  from  the  Texaco 
Station  to  the  Roflan  Company  would  be  rezoned  on 
both  sides  of  Route  1  as  40,000  sq.  ft.  residential. 

2.  Turning  to  page  38  of  our  Town  By-Laws  I  read  from  Sec- 
tion IV,  Business  District  Uses. 

(IV,  1  thru  IV  4). 

(a)     Consider,  anything  that  you  can  see  of  Route  one 
from  West  Peabody  to  Saugus  appears  to  be  permitted 
now  in  a  Topsfield  business  zone. 
Hot  Dog  Stands — Dairy  Queens — Used  Car  lot 
Auto  Auction  —  Trailer  Sales  —  Adventure  Car  Hop 
Boston  Baby  Carriage  —  Miniature  Golf 

3.  The  Planning  Board  recognizes  that  to  the  passing  motorist, 
Route  1  is  our  front  door.  On  Route  1  travelers  gain  their 
impression  of  the  type  of  town  that  we  are. 

4.  There  is  involved  in  Article  9  a  light  industrial  building  plan- 
ned by  a  local  business  group.  We  all  feel  that  this  business 
group  is  fully  reliable.  Their  plan  is  attractive.  They  further 
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propose  to  build  additional  buildings. 

But  remember  that  the  best  laid  plans  may  never  be  com- 
pleted as  chance  may  have  it.  If  they  are  not,  you  have  a 
potential  here  for  a  chrome  plated,  neon  lighted  Saugus  — 
W.  Peabody  Pike  situation. 

5.  The  land  to  be  rezoned  as  residential  by  Article  9  is  geogra- 
phically in  the  midst  of  an  east  -  west  residential  belt  lying  to 
the  north  of  Ipswich  Road.  To  the  west  of  the  Article  9  land 
is  the  Green  Acres — North  Street  neighborhood,  to  the  east 
is  the  Canterbury  Hill  neighborhood.  The  east  side  of  Route 
1  from  the  Texaco  Station  to  Roflan  is  now  built  up  in  homes 
and  the  Planning  Board  believes  that  residential  zone  uni- 
formity is  a  basic  principle  in  our  town. 

6.  A  member  of  the  local  business  group  has  told  the  Planning 
Board  that  he  would  be  willing  to  locate  his  building  just 
north  of  Campmeeting  Road  on  the  east  side  of  Route  1. 
That  is,  on  other  unused  land  of  the  same  owner  as  the 
Article  9  land.  This  information  gave  considerable  reas- 
surance to  the  Planning  Board  because  we  definitely  do  not 
want  to  see  a  reputable  business  group  denied  the  opportu- 
nity to  locate  wisely  in  Topsfield. 

7.  Fortunately,  Topsfield  has  paid  for  and  received  the  advice 
of  professionals  in  the  community  planning  field  —  we  have 
the  1961  Master  Plan  drawn  by  the  Technical  Planning  As- 
sociation of  New  Haven,  Conn.  As  shown  on  the  Plan  of 
Development  in  their  report,  these  professionals  advise  that 
the  land  to  be  rezoned  by  Article  9  should  indeed  be  rezoned 
to  residential.  And  they  advise  that  the  wisest  location  for 
light  industry  on  Route  1  is  north  of  Campmeeting  Road. 

8.  For  these  reasons; 

(a)  to  avoid  any  possibility  of  unattractive  business  use 

(b)  to  create  continuity  of  use  in  a  general  residential  area, 
the  Planning  Board  recommends  in  favor  of  Article  9.

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BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN  and  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 
REPORT 

Following  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  and  elections  of  1964,  the 
Selectmen  met  and  organized.  William  C.  Abbott,  Chairman;  William 
G.  Evans,  Clerk;  John  X.  Healey,  Jr.  third  member. 

The  Selectmen  also  serve  as  the  Board  of  Health. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Boards  are  held  the  first  and  third  Mon- 
days of  each  month.  Special  Town  Meetings  were  held  in  June  and 
November.  Also  State  Primary  elections  and  National  elections  were 
held  in  September  and  November. 

Continued  growth  of  our  Town  obviously  results  in  increasing  de- 
tail work  required  by  the  various  departments.  Legal  aspects  must  be 
checked  and  balanced  in  an  effort  to  insure  proper  and  orderly  proce- 
dure of  our  growth. 

The  beauty  and  character  of  our  Town,  which  has  attracted  the 
many  new  residents  must  be  maintained.  This  does  not  happen  of  it- 
self. The  time  and  effort  expended  by  the  many  Town  departments 
and  committees — frequently  not  fully  appreciated  or  acknowledged  by 
many  residents — is  an  essential  part  of  our  Town's  government.  The 
Board  thank  all  who  have  participated  in  such  voluntary  activities,  for 
their  excellent  work  and  their  interest  in  Town  affairs. 

Starting  January  1,  1965  all  Town  employees  have  the  opportu- 
nity to  be  covered  by  Life  Insurance  and  Hospital,  Surgical  and  Medi- 
cal Benefits,  paying  only  half  the  cost  of  such  coverage,  the  Town  pay- 
ing the  other  half.  This  was  voted  in  Town  Meeting  and  is  in  line  with 
action  taken  by  most  other  Towns. 

Increasing  travel  on  Town  roads  require  a  review  of  several  areas, 
to  make  these  highways  safe  for  travel  by  School  busses  and  individual 
drivers  and  to  allow  room  for  proper  snow  removal  in  winter. 

The  Town  Dump  has  received  much  attention  during  the  past 
year.  Mr.  Ford,  with  the  complete  backing  of  the  Board  of  Health,  has 
made  obvious  improvements  in  the  appearance  and  condition  of  the 
area,  and  appreciates  the  cooperation  of  those  using  it.  However,  due 
to  local  and  State  concern  regarding  the  operation  of  open  dumps,  the 
Selectmen  have  appointed  a  Sanitation  Committee,  to  study  possible 
improvements  in  methods,  location,  costs,  etc.  and  to  make  recom- 
mendations to  the  Board  of  Health,  with  suggested  plan  of  action.  The 
Board  of  Health,  Water  Department,  Planning  Board  and  residents  of 
Bare  Hill  Road  are  represented  on  the  Committee. 

The  milk  inspector,  Mr.  Osgood  Richards,  reports  inspecting  pre- 
mises and  issuing  licenses  to: 

13  stores  to  sell  milk  and  cream 
3  stores  to  sell  Oleo. 

1  store  to  manufacture  and  sell  ice  cream. 
17  trucks  to  sell  milk  and  cream. 
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Of  the  seventeen  trucks,  seven  deliver  to  homes  only,  twelve 
deliver  to  homes  and/or  stores  and  two  to  stores  only  on  regular  sche- 
dules. Samples  were  taken;  200  milk,  51  cream,  2  skim  milk,  28  ice 
cream  and  5  ice  milk,  total  286  samples.  Proper  records  were  kept  and 
persons  notified.  Constant  attention  and  follow-up  by  Mr.  Richards 
insures  constant  quality  and  purity  of  the  products  being  delivered.  Dr. 
Lois  K.  Rogers,  Board  of  Health  Agent,  reports  communicable  diseases 
in  1964  as  follows;

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REPORT  OF  THE  LONG-RANGE  SCHOOL 
PLANNING  &  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

During  1964  the  membership  and  organization  of  this  committee 
underwent  modest  change.  Chairman  H.  E.  Harris  resigned  to  assume 
his  new  post  as  School  Committeeman,  Mr.  A.  L.  DiVenuti,  Jr.  was 
elected  Chairman,  and  Mr.  F.  C.  Hartman  was  appointed  to  complete 
Mr.  Harris'  term.  Mr.  J.  H.  Moore  completed  a  term  as  School  Com- 
mittee delegate  to  the  LRSPBC  in  March,  and  Mr.  G.  H.  Vogt  serves 
in  that  capacity  presently.  Mr.  W.  M.  Eckerson  resigned  due  to  an 
employment  transfer,  and  Mrs.  E.  F.  Joy  and  Mrs.  A.  K.  Radack  have 
been  appointed  by  the  moderator  to  complete  the  membership. 

A  pre-school  census  was  conducted  in  October  and  November  in 
close  coordination  with  the  enrollment  and  resident  information  of 
the  School  Superintendent,  Dr.  H.  A.  Rouisse.  The  committee,  after 
much  effort,  is  satisfied  that  this  census  data  is  quite  reliable.  In  part, 
this  reliability  is  due  to  the  change  from  a  census  to  an  annual  one. 
The  results  are  shown  in  Table  I  compared,  biennial  in  age  groups, 
with  the  committee  census  data  of  previous  years.

A  comparison  of  the  total  pre-school  population  of  1964  with 
1961  and  earlier  years  shows  that  a  more  modest  growth  has  replaced 
the  earlier  rapid  increases  in  the  pre-schoolers  ranks.  However,  the 
problem  of  a  sufficient  future  supply  of  classrooms  has  not  completely 
disappeared.  The  school  department,  for  sound  educational  reason- 
ing, has  urged  this  committee  to  adopt  a  25-pupil  average  as  a  basis 
for  classroom  size.  Table  H  presents  the  forecast  of  the  school  popula- 
tion and  the  number  of  classrooms  that  will  be  needed  through  1969 
on  this  basis.

The  present  number  of  rooms  in  the  Proctor  and  Steward  Schools 
combined  is  35,  and  two  of  these  are  used  for  remedial,  special,  or 
advanced  teaching  activities.  Recognizing  that  at  the  present  modest 
growth  rate  crowding  will  occur  in  September,  1966,  this  committee 
will  begin  in  1965  to  review  the  expansion  plan  originally  allowed  for 
at  the  Steward  School  site.

TOPSFIELD  TOWN  REPORT 


TREE  WARDEN  AND  MOTH 
SUPERINTENDENT  REPORT 

After  February  1,  1965,  any  person  who  applies  pesticides  to  the 
land  of  another  must  obtain  a  license  from  the  Massachusetts  Pesti- 
cide Board.  Applications  for  the  license  forms  and  the  study  booklet 
may  be  obtained  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Pesticide 
Board,  Room  527,  State  House,  Boston,  Mass:  Attention  of  Mr.  Wells. 

This  examination  was  taken  by  our  local  Moth  Superintendent 
on  December  18,  1964. 

During  the  past  year,  the  tree  crew  from  the  Insect  Pest  Control 
Division  of  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources,  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Frank  Columbo,  spent  a  total  of  fourteen  days  in  Topsfield. 
During  this  period,  scouting  and  sampling  of  suspected  Dutch  Elm 
Diseased  trees  was  done  and  seventy  dead  and  dying  elm  trees  were 
removed  and  taken  to  the  Town  dump  to  be  burned.  These  trees 
measured  from  a  diameter  of  4"  to  a  diameter  of  over  24". 

During  the  year  the  Massachusetts  Electric  Company  spent 
eighty-eight  days  doing  line  clearance  work  in  this  Town.  Dead, 
cracked  and  dangerous  limbs  above  the  electric  lines  were  removed  so 
as  to  continue  an  uninterrupted  flow  of  electricity  throughout  the 
Town. 

In  concluding  my  report,  I  wish  to  thank  everybody  who  has  co- 
operated with  these  departments  during  the  past  year.

1 .  Introduction 

There  is  little  doubt  that  the  methodology  of  mosquito  control  is 
a  controversial  issue.  The  members  of  the  Topsfield  Mosquito  Control 
Committee  have  carefully  reviewed  the  source  material  detailed  in 
the  appendix  tp  this  report  in  an  effort  to  suggest  an  effective  method 
of  control  which  would  not  be  devastating  to  the  local  wildlife.  It 
was  our  initial  impression  that  our  task  was  merely  a  matter  of  com- 
parative toxicology,  i.e.,  evaluating  the  available  materials  for  effec- 
tiveness in  killing  mosquitos  versus  toxicity  to  man  and  wildlife.  How- 
ever, with  time  each  member  of  the  committee  came  to  appreciate 
that  we  were  faced  with  a  much  more  fundamental  decision.  Should 
any  chemical  control  be  attempted  on  a  community  basis  against  the 
adult  mosquito?  The  literature  on  the  question  of  control  is  volumi- 
nous and  it  is  possible  to  find  support  for  any  position.  As  the  com- 
mittee members  reviewed  and  discussed  source  material  which  al- 
legedly substantiated  totally  opposing  views,  it  became  apparent  that 
it  was  of  prime  importance  to  evaluate  the  author  and  then  the  text- 

Our  failure  to  comply  with  the  written  request  of  Mr.  John 
Kimball  to  submit  a  report  by  January  2,  1964  resulted  from  our  firm 
determination  to  study  all  aspects  of  the  problem  before  attempting 
to  make  specific  recommendations.  No  member  of  the  committee  was 
firmly  committed  to  a  given  course  of  action  prior  to  the  group  study- 
The  authoritative  PRESIDENTIAL  COMMITTEE  REPORT 
which  firmly  condemned  summer  spraying,  except  to  protect  against 
human  disease,  convinced  the  Topsfield  committee  to  concentrate  on 
the  breeding  problem.  It  is  obvious  that  effective  measures  against  the 
breeding  grounds  would  obviate  the  need  for  a  summer  attack  on  the 
adult  mosquito. 

THE  TOPSFIELD  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  COMMITTEE 

recognizes  a  serious  need  to  introduce  an  effective  program  not  only 
for  reasons  of  comfort  but  because  mosquitos  are  disease  vectors.  The 
recommendations  presented  below  represent  a  rational  approach  to 
the  problem  of  control  with  a  minimal  toxicity  for  wildlife.  Should 
these  measures  prove  insufficient,  they  would  still  offer  a  reasonable 
base  to  which  further  methods  of  control  could  be  added. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

General 

I.    The  town  should  have  a  continuing  mosquito  control  pro- 
gram. 
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2.  Any  program  involving  pesticides  should  be  conducted  by 
professionally  qualified  persons  either  endorsed  by  or  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  State  Reclamation  Board  or  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health.  The  use  of  persistent  pesticides,  such 
as  DDT,  should  be  restricted  to  stagnant  breeding  areas  with 
no  outflow.  Certain  pesticides  should  be  forbidden  altogether. 

3.  The  town  should  seek  to  join  a  Mosquito  Control  District  in 
order  to  achieve  effective  and  economical  control,  and  to 
avoid  invasion  and  reinfestation  from  uncontrolled  neigh- 
boring areas. 

4.  Mosquito  breeding  areas  should  be  eliminated  whenever  pos- 
sible by  drainage  and  good  housekeeping- 
Specific 

1.  The  town  should  endorse  and  urge  passage  of  House  Bill 
H2009  introduced  by  Rep.  John  F.  Dolan  (R-Ipswich), 
which  seeks  to  establish  a  county-wide  Mosquito  Control 
District  on  a  town  option  basis.  The  town  should  join  the 
program  once  legislation  has  been  passed. 

2.  In  the  event  that  H2009  does  not  pass,  the  town  sltould  seek 
to  join  with  neighboring  communities  to  establish  an  inde- 
pendent, professionally  supervised  control  district  similar  to 
the  East  Middlesex  Mosquito  Control  District.  In  order  to 
achieve  even  moderate  control  and,  more  important,  to  meet 
Reclamation  Board  requirements,  the  Topsfield  district  would 
have  to  include  at  least  the  following  towns:  Ipswich, 
Hamilton,  Wenham,  Middleton,  North  Andover,  Boxford, 
and  Georgetown.  All  of  these  towns  have  extensive  breeding 

areas.  Contrary  to  some  published  opinions,  human-biting 
mosquitoes  migrate  as  far  as  20  miles  on  wind  currents.  The 
salt  water  marsh  mosquito  is  reported  to  migrate  up  to  50 
miles. 

3.  The  town  should  rigidly  enforce  existing  drainage  regula- 
tions relative  to  road  and  building  construction. 

4.  The  Board  of  Health  should  inspect  all  brooks  and  public 

easements  for  man-made  mosquito  breeding  nuisances  such 
as  empty  cans,  junk  cars,  blocked  stream  beds,  etc-,  and  direct 
the  responsible  land  owners  to  clean  up  and  comply  with 
existing  regulations  and  laws. 

5.  The  town  should  seek  to  improve  drainage  by  more  diligent 
maintenance  of  culverts  and  clearing  of  brooks,  especially 
during  spring  and  summer  months. 

6.  The  town  should  obtain  the  services  of  a  competent  civil 
engineer  to  survey  the  undeveloped  swamp  lands  in  town  and 
to  estimate  the  costs  of  draining  or  filling  those  that  consti- 
tute a  public  nuisance  and  are  clearly  a  town  responsibility. 
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7.  Stagnant  waters  that  cannot  be  drained  should  be  identified 
by  the  survey  and  treated  with  kerosene  and/or  DDT  (not 
over  ^  lb/acre),  preferably  during  the  winter  when  frozen 
over.  This  work  could  be  done  by  the  Moth  Superintendent 
until  such  time  as  a  control  district  is  organized  and  staffed. 

8.  The  use  of  the  following  toxic  and  persistent  pesticides 
should  be  forbidden  for  town  sponsored  mosquito  control: 
Aldrin,  dieldrin,  endrin,  heptachlor,  lindane  and  parathion. 
Private  landowners  should  be  cautioned  against  the  improper 
use  of  these  and  any  other  pesticides  both  for  their  own  safety 
sake  and  for  their  legal  liability  relative  to  neighboring 
property. 

9.  The  use  of  pesticides  in  other  town  sponsored  programs, 
such  as  control  of  Dutch  Elm  Disease,  should  be  reviewed  by 

the  Board  of  Health.  According  to  an  Audubon  Society 
report  on  pesticides  of  April  20,  1963 

"Recent  test  by  the  U.  S.  Forest  Service  indicate  that 
methoxychlor  is  just  as  effective  as  DDT  in  protecting 
trees  from  elm  bark  beetles.  It  is  somewhat  more  ex- 
pensive than  DDT,  but  in  terms  of  the  overall  cost  of 
applying  the  spray  (manpower  and  equipment)  it  in- 
creases only  slightly  the  total  outlay.  It  appears  to  be 
far  less  damaging  to  birdlife  than  DDT  because  its 
persistence  in  the  soil  is  limited  to  3  or  4  months  as 
compared  to  10  years  or  more  for  DDT.  The  use  of 
methoxychlor  appears  to  avoid  the  severe  mortality  to 
robins  caused  by  DDT." 
10.    Until  a  mosquito  control  district  is  formed,  the  town  should 
appropriate  funds  for  aerial  and  ground  pre-im mergence  lar- 
vaciding  and  for  ground  fogging  of  adult  mosquitoes  on  a 
trial  basis.  The  program  would  include  the  following  fea- 
tures : 

(a)  A  qualified  entomologist  or  mosquito  control  expert 
would  be  engaged  to  determine  when  the  larva 
stage  has  been  reached  in  local  breeding  areas. 

(b)  Non-persistent  pesticides,  such  as  Malathion  and 
kerosene  carrier  would  be  applied  at  time  specified 
by  above  expert.  Qualified  helicopter  and  ground 
sprayers  would  be  obtained  by  competitive  bidding. 

(c)  Landowners  would  be  informed  in  advance  so  that 
necessary  precautions  can  be  taken  relative  to  per- 
sons with  allergies,  laundry  on  the  line,  closing  of 
windows,  etc. 

(d)  Land  would  be  exempted  from  spraying  or  fogging 
at  the  owner's  request  to  the  extent  that  reasonable 
care  and  climatic  conditions  allow.  Private  land  can 
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be  sprayed  over  the  owner's  objections,  however,  if 
the  Board  of  Heahh  judges  the  conditions  there  to 
constitute  a  nuisance  and  health  hazard  (see  Mass. 
General  Law  C.252,  Section  5B) . 

(e)  The  mosquito  expert  engaged  would  submit  a  re- 
port in  writing  with  factual  data  on  the  effectiveness 
of  the  larvaciding  within  one  month  after  the  last 
spraying. 

(f)  Ground  fogging  with  Malathion  or  similar  non- 
persistent  pesticide  would  be  done  approximately 
once  a  month  from  May  to  September  by  a  qualified 
low  bid  contractor.  If  possible,  the  same  control  ex- 
pert engaged  to  direct  and  evaluate  the  larvaciding 
would  be  responsible  for  evaluating  and  document- 
ing the  effectiveness  of  the  adult  fogging.  The  re- 
sults of  this  program  would  be  used  to  plan  fre- 
quency and  dosages  for  subsequent  years. 

TOPSFIELD  TOPOGRAPHY 

The  town  of  Topsfield  is  the  geographic  center  of  Essex  County. 
It  is  16  miles  north  of  Revere  Beach,  16  miles  south  of  Amesbury  and 
the  New  Hampshire  border,  18  miles  west  of  Rockport  on  Cape  Ann 
and  16  miles  east  of  Andover  where  the  Merrimack  River  enters  Es- 
sex County  from  Middlesex  County.  Topsfield  covers  about  13  of  the 
497  square  miles  in  Essex  County.  It  is  bordered  by  Ipswich  on  the 
north,  Hamilton  and  Wenham  on  the  east,  Danvers  and  Middleton 
on  the  south,  and  Boxford  on  the  west. 

Although  Topsfield  is  hilly,  about  3.7  of  its  13  square  miles  are 
swampy,  ideal  mosquito  breeding  areas.  Most  of  this  swampy  area  is 
associated  with  the  Ipswich  River  and  the  great  Wenham  Swamp. 
The  town  is  roughly  bisected  by  Route  1,  which  covers  five  miles  be- 
tween the  Danvers  and  Ipswich  town  lines.  The  Ipswich  River  enters 
Topsfield  from  Middleton  near  Route  95  and  Endicott  Road,  crosses 
Route  1  at  the  fair  grounds  and  leaves  near  the  intersection  of 
Gravely  Brook  Road  and  Ipswich  Road- 

In  the  approximately  four  square  miles  south  of  High  and  Wash- 
ington Street  and  west  of  Route  1,  there  are  about  0.7  square  miles  of 
swamp  bordering  the  Ipswich  River  and  Fish  Brook.  The  river  eleva- 
tion in  this  southwest  quadrant  averages  38  feet  above  sea  level.  The 
downtown  area  is  mostly  less  than  50  feet,  while  nearly  1.5  square 
miles  in  the  southwest  quadrant  are  above  100  feet  in  elevation. 

The  southeast  quadrant  between  Route  1  and  Route  97  covers 
about  1.4  square  miles,  most  of  w^hich  is  above  100  feet.  About  0.2 
square  miles  around  the  fair  grounds  are  swampy,  and  the  quadrant 
abutts  the  Wenham  Swamp. 
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The  northeast  quadrant  between  Route  1  and  Route  97  is  "mos- 
quito heaven".  About  2.3  of  the  4.6  square  miles  in  this  quadrant  are 
swampy  and  the  Ipswich  River  (when  you  can  find  it)  is  only  30  feet 
above  sea  level.  About  0.3  square  miles  of  swamp  just  off  Route  97 
and  west  of  Perkins  Row  is  between  40  and  50  feet  in  elevation  and 
so  has  draining  possibilities-  The  swamps  bordering  Mile  Brook  and 
Howlett  Brook,  however,  are  only  five  to  ten  feet  above  the  30  foot 
Ipswich  River  elevation  and,  consequently,  do  not  have  good  drain- 
age potential.  Mile  Brook  crosses  Route  1  at  Ipswich  Road  and  pro- 
ceed southeasterly  to  the  Ipswich  River  near  the  Audubon  Sanctuary. 
Howlett  Brook^crosses  Route  1  just  north  of  Campmeeting  Road  and 
enters  the  Ipswich  River  near  the  corner  of  Ipswich  Road  and  Per- 
kins Kow. 

The  northwest  quadrant  between  High  and  Washington  Streets 
and  Route  1  has  swampy  areas  covering  about  0.5  of  3.0  square  miles. 
These  swamps  are  primarily  associated  with  Pye  Brook  which  proceed 
from  west  of  Hood's  Pond  to  Howlett  Brook  just  north  of  Mansion 
Drive  and  Green  Acres. 

MOSQUITO  CONTROL  —  LEGAL  ASPECTS 

I     Nuisance,  Abatement,  What  Constitutes 

A  board  of  health  has  both  quasi-judicial  and  quasi-legislative 
powers  over  nuisances.  It  is  charged  with  the  duty  to  examine  into 
all  nuisances,  sources  of  filth  and  causes  of  sickness  within  the  city  or 
town,  or  on  board  vessels  within  the  harbor  of  such  city  or  town,  and 
to  destroy,  remove  or  prevent  the  same  as  may  be  required.  It  must 
also  make  and  enforce  regulations  for  the  public  health  and  safety 
relativ^e  to  nuisances  in  the  city  or  town  and  to  articles  capable  of  con- 
taining or  conveying  infection  or  contagion  or  of  creating  sickness 
brought  into  or  conveyed  from  the  city  or  town  or  into  or  from  any 
vessel. 

The  jurisdiction  of  boards  of  health  over  nuisances  is  summary 
in  its  nature.  Orders  made  by  boards  of  health  in  such  cases  connot, 
as  a  practical  matter,  be  subject  to  judicial  examination  and  revision 
before  they  are  carried  out.  When  a  board  of  health  determines  that 
a  nuisance  exists,  the  question  of  what  may  originally  have  motivated 
the  board  is  immaterial.  In  Stone  v.  Heath,  179  Mass-  385,  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  held  that  the  superior  court  has  no  power  to 
grant  an  injunction  restraining  the  board  of  health  from  abating  a 
nuisance. 

A  board  of  health  may  order  the  owner  or  occupant  of  private 
premises  at  his  expense,  to  remove  any  nuisance,  source  of  filth  or 
cause  of  sickness  found  on  the  premises  within  twenty-four  hours,  or 
such  other  time  as  it  considers  reasonable,  after  notice.  MGLA  c.252 
Section  5B  specifically  empowers  the  board  of  health  of  a  town  to 
determine  a  mosquito  breeding  area  a  public  nuisance  and  further 
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empowers  the  board  of  health  to  abate  such  nuisance. 

An  order  to  abate  a  nuisance  must  be  in  writing.  It  may  be  served 
personally  on  the  owner,  occupant  or  his  authorized  agent  by  a  per- 
son authorized  to  serve  civil  process,  or  a  copy  may  be  left  at  the  last 
known  and  either  within  or  without  the  commonwealth,  or  a  copy 
may  be  sent  to  such  owner,  occupant  or  agent  by  registered  mail,  re- 
turn receipt  requested,  if  he  is  known  and  within  the  commonwealth. 
If  the  premises  involved  are  unoccupied  and  the  residence  of  the 
owner  or  agent  is  unknown  or  is  without  the  commonwealth,  the 
board  may  serve  notice  by  posting  it  on  the  premises  and  by  adver- 
tising it  in  one  or  more  newspapers. 

If  an  owner  or  occupant  fails  to  comply  with  an  order  to  abate 
a  nuisance,  the  board  of  health  may  cause  the  nuisance,  source  of 
filth  or  cause  of  sickness  to  be  removed,  and  the  expenses  incurred  in 
such  removal  will  be  paid  by  the  person  "who  caused  or  permitted  the 
same",  if  he  had  had  actual  notice  from  the  board  of  health  of  the 
existence  of  such  nuisance. 

Land  which  is  wet,  rotten  or  spongy,  or  covered  with  stagnant 
water,  which  is  offensive  to  residents  in  the  vicinity  or  injurious  to 
health,  may  be  deemed  a  nuisance  which  may  be  abated  by  the  local 
board  of  health,  upon  petition  and  hearing.  If  the  expense  of  abate- 
ment exceeds  two  thousand  dollars,  however,  the  abatement  may  not 
be  made  without  a  previous  appropriation  for  the  purpose. 

A  person  injured  by  such  a  nuisance  may  apply  to  the  board  of 
health  for  an  abatement.  The  petition  must  describe  the  alleged 
nuisance  and  the  premises  upon  which  it  exists.  42  (see  Mass.  Gen- 
Law  cm  S  133)  If  the  board,  after  an  examination  of  the  premises, 
is  of  opinion  that  the  application  should  be  granted,  it  will  appoint  a 
time  and  place  for  a  hearing,  and  give  notice  to  the  petitioners,  to  the 
persons  whose  lands  it  may  be  necessary  to  enter  to  abate  the  nuisance, 
and  to  any  other  persons  who  may  be  damaged  or  benefited  by  the 
proceedings,  and  to  the  mayor  or  chairman  of  the  board  of  selectmen, 
so  that  they  may  be  heard  upon  the  necessity  and  method  of  abate- 
ment, the  matter  of  damages  and  the  assessment  and  apportionment 
of  the  expenses  of  the  abatement.  Such  notice  must  be  in  writing  and 
served  by  personal  service  or  by  leaving  an  attested  copy  at  the  last 
and  usual  place  of  abode  of  such  persons. 

The  board  of  health  will  hear  the  parties  at  the  appointed  time 
and  place  and  may  thereafter  cause  the  nuisance  to  be  abated  by 
entering  on  any  land  and  by  making  necessary  excavations,  embank- 
ments and  drain  in  such  land  and  under  and  across  ways.  The  board 
will  determine  how  the  improvements  shall  be  kept  in  repair  and  at 
whose  expense,  will  estimate  and  award  the  damage  sustained  by  and 
the  benefit  accruing  to  any  person  by  reason  of  the  improvements, 
and  what  proportion  of  the  cost  of  maintenance  shall  be  borne  by  the 
city  or  town  and  what  proportion  by  the  persons  benefited.  Notice  of 
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the  board's  decision  will  be  given  to  all  persons  interested  and  to  the 
assessors.  The  expense  of  maintenance  of  the  improvements  will  be 
assessed  upon  the  persons  benefited,  according  to  the  board's  decision, 
will  be  included  in  the  taxes  assessed  to  such  persons,  and  will  consti- 
tute a  lien  on  the  land  benefited. 

A  person  who  was  entitled  to  notice  of  the  hearing  before  the 
board  of  health,  and  who  is  aggrieved  by  the  board's  decision  that  the 
land  described  in  the  petition  is  a  nuisance  may  appeal  to  the  superior 
court.  He  must,  within  twenty-four  hours  of  the  decision,  give  written 
notice  to  the  board  of  his  intention  to  appeal,  and  he  must  file  his  peti- 
tion in  the  superior  court  within  seven  days  thereafter.  The  court  will 
hear  and  determine  the  appeal,  and  pending  the  court's  decision  the 
proceedings  of  the  board  of  health  relative  to  such  nuisance  will  be 
stayed. 

A  person  aggrieved  by  the  board  of  health's  decision  in  the 
award  of  damages,  or  in  the  determination  of  benefits  or  the  ap- 
portionment of  expense,  may  petition  the  superior  court  under  the 
law  relating  to  eminent  domain  and  betterments. 

II    Liability  of  Municipalities 

The  general  rule  is  that  a  city  or  town,  in  the  absence  of  a 
statute  specifically  imposing  liability,  "is  not  liable  for  negligent  acts 
of  its  officers  or  employees  in  the  performance  of  strictly  public  func- 
tions imposed  or  permitted  by  the  legislature  from  which  no  special 
corporate  advantage,  pecuniary  profit  or  enforced  contribution  from 
individuals  particularly  benefited,  results"- 

In  the  absence  of  statutory  provisions  to  the  contrary,  a  city  or 
town  is  not  liable  for  the  torts  of  public  officers,  or  for  those  of  the 
agents  or  servants  of  such  public  officers,  acting  in  the  discharge  of 
]3ublic  duties  imposed  upon  such  officers,  where  no  special  corporate 
advantage,  pecuniary  profit  or  enforced  contributions  are  involved. 
The  reason  for  this  is  that  the  city  or  town  can  exercise  no  direction 
or  control  over  those  whose  duties  have  been  defined  by  the  legislature 
and  therefore  cannot  properly  be  held  responsible  for  their  conduct 
while  so  acting. 

A  city  or  town  escapes  liability  for  the  wrongful  acts  of  its  public 
officers  only  when  it  permits  them  to  exercise  their  own  judgment  and 
discretion  in  executing  their  statutory  powers,  however,  the  mere  fact 
that  a  public  officer  functions  under  the  general  supervision  of  the 
municipal  governing  board  is  not  sufficient  to  cause  his  negligence  to 
be  imputed  to  the  city  or  town. 

If,  however,  a  city  or  town  sees  fit  to  take  work  out  of  the  hands 
of  the  public  officers  upon  whom  the  duty  of  performing  it  is  imposed 
by  law,  then  the  persons  who  are  selected  to  do  the  work  become  the 
agents  of  the  municipality.  In  such  case,  the  municipality  is  liable  for 
the  wrongful  acts  of  its  agents.  For  example,  where  a  city  elects  to 
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have  its  highways  buih  under  the  direction  of  city  officers  rather  than 
by  those  designated  by  statute  to  have  charge  of  the  work,  the  city 
thereupon  assumes  liability  for  the  negligence  of  such  city  officers. 

A  city  or  town  may  assume  control  of  a  public  function,  in  effect 
taking  it  out  of  the  hands  of  the  public  officer  charged  by  statute  with 
its  performance,  by  appropriate  vote  of  its  city  council  or  town  meet- 
ing. Such  a  vote,  for  example,  might  instruct  the  public  officer  involv- 
ed to  perform  his  duties  in  a  certain  way.  When  this  happens,  the 
public  officer  becomes  an  agent  for  whose  wrongful  acts  the  city  or 
town  is  liable. 

A  public  officer,  for  whose  torts  a  city  or  town  would  ordinarily 
be  liable,  may  in  certain  instances  become  the  agent  of  the  municipa- 
lity. As  stated  by  the  Supreme  Court  (Judicial),  "A  public  officer  for 
one  purpose  may  be  an  agent  of  the  city  for  another".  The  liability  of 
the  city  or  town,  in  such  case,  will  depend  on  which  hat  the  public 
officer  is  wearing  when  the  wrongful  act  is  committed. 

Ill  Mosquito  Control  Districts, 

Improvements  of  Swamps  &  Low  Land 

The  state  reclamation  board  has  general  jurisdiction  over  the 
draining  of  meadows,  swamps,  marshes,  beaches  or  other  low  lands,  the 
removal  of  obstructions  in  rivers  or  streams  leading  to  or  from  such 
low  lands,  and  the  eradication  of  mosquitoes  in  any  infested  area. 
Several  mosquito  control  projects  have  been  established  by  special  acts 
for  the  investigation,  construction  and  maintenance  of  mosquito  con- 
trol works.  These  projects  include  cities  and  towns  in  designated  areas, 
commonly  counties. 

The  projects  are  supported  by  assessments  on  the  member  muni- 
cipalities on  a  formula  basis,  and  are  carried  out  under  the  supervision 
of  the  state  reclamation  board-  The  proprietors  of  any  such  land,  or  a 
majority  in  interest  either  in  value  or  area,  may  petition  the  board 
setting  forth  their  desire  to  improve  such  area,  the  need  of  improve- 
ments, the  objects  to  be  accomplished,  a  description  of  the  lands  af- 
fected and  the  names  of  known  owners.  A  city  or  town  may  be  a  party 
to  such  petition  in  its  proprietary  capacity. 

In  the  case  of  a  petition  by  proprietors,  the  state  reclamation 
board  will  make  an  investigation.  If  the  board  determines  the  im- 
provements should  be  made,  it  may  either  form  a  reclamation  district 
or  appoint  commissioners  to  make  the  improvements. 

A  city  or  town,  separately  or  in  combination  with  other  political 
bodies,  may  institute  proceedings  in  its  governmental  capacity  in  any 
case  where  it  appears  an  improvement  will  promote  the  public  health, 
safety  or  convenience.  Action  will  be  initiated  by  the  mayor  or  select- 
men, as  the  case  may  be.  Individual  proprietors  may  join  in  a  petition 
initiated  by  a  city  or  town.  The  state  reclamation  board,  if  it  deter- 
mines that  the  proposed  improvement  should  be  undertaken  will  notify 
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all  persons  and  bodies  politic  to  be  benefited  by  the  improvement  of 
the  estimated  cost  of  construction,  including  land  damages,  if  any, 
and  of  maintenance.  Upon  receipt  of  funds  necessary  for  the  construc- 
tion, the  board  will  appoint  commissioners  to  supervise  the  making  of 
the  improvements.  If  it  becomes  necessary  for  the  commissioners  to 
take  by  eminent  domain  or  to  acquire  by  purchase,  gift  or  otherwise, 
land  or  other  property,  or  any  interests  therein,  they  will  take  or  ac- 
quire the  same  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  city  or  town  in  which 
the  land  or  other  property  or  interests  are  located.  The  commissioners 
will  not  make  a  taking  until  the  city  or  town  has  duly  authorized  it 
and  has  assumed  all  liability  for  resulting  damages. 

.  The  appropriation  of  money  by  the  town  for  such  purposes  is 
authorized  by  MGLA  c.252,  Section  4A.  Section  8  of  c.252  provides 
that  if  the  state  reclamation  board  deems  that  improvements  w'ould 
benefit  the  health  of  the  commonwealth  as  a  whole,  it  may  recommend 
that  commonwealth  funds  be  used  in  part,  and  will  make  such  recom- 
mendations to  the  budget  commissioner- 
All  amounts  for  which  a  city  or  town  may  be  liable  hereunder, 
together  with  interest  and  costs,  may  be  contributed  by  persons  or 
bodies  politic  benefited  by  such  improvements  in  proportion  to  their 
respective  benefits  or  otherwise. 

Any  city  or  town  includd  in  an  area  designated  by  an  identifying 
name,  as  a  mosquito  control  project,  which  has  withdrawn  from  mem- 
bership in  such  project  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  board  and  upon 
such  conditions  as  the  board  may  prescribe,  vote  to  become  a  member 
of  the  existini?  mosquito  control  project  within  its  area. 
Estimate  of  Cost  for  Mosquito  Program 

The  estimated  cost  for  an  effective  mosquito  control  program  in 
Topsfield  will  be  approximately  $10,500.00.  This  cost  will  be  expend- 
ed for  the  following  items: 

A.  Expert  Assistance.  Hiring  of  an  Entomologist  as  a  field 
worker  and  advisor. 

B.  Engineering  Program.  Maintenance  of  drainage  ditches, 
etc. 

C.  Aerial  Sprays.  There  are  approximately  four  (4)  square 
miles  of  swamp  area  in  Topsfield  that  should  be  sprayed  at 
least  twice  during  the  season.  Also,  there  are  approximately 
three  (3)  square  miles  of  residential  area  that  should  be 
treated-  Cost  per  acre  is  $1.30 -$1.40  or  $864.00/square 
mile.  Assuming  that  some  land  owners  will  not  wish  spray- 
ing, the  average  land  area  to  be  covered  will  probably  be 
2.5  miles  to  3.5  miles.  The  cost  will  range  between  $2150.00 
and  $3050.00  per  spray.  Two  aerial  sprays  will  be  approx- 
imately $4000.00  -  $6000.. 

D.  Ground  Control.    The  cost  of  using  a  mist  blower  by 
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truck  to  cover  most  of  town  will  be  approximately  $2500.00 

for  two  applications. 
There  are  973  dwellings  in  Topsfield  according  to  the  1962  Town 
Report-  This  means  that  the  cost  per  family  for  this  recommended 
program  will  be  $10.00, 
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PARK  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

We  were  again  fortunate  to  have  had  Mr.  Lawrence  Perkins  as 
superintendent.  His  careful  attention  to  the  task  of  keeping  the  park 
grounds  neat  and  attractive  and,  the  additional  duty  of  raising  and 
lowering  the  flag  in  all  kinds  of  weather,  was  beyond  reproach. 

We  are  also  grateful  to  The  Topsfield  Garden  Club  for  the  Nati- 
vity Scene  at  Christmas  Time,  and  to  the  Selectmen,  the  Library 
Trustees,  and  the  Congregational  Church  for  making  our  Christmas 
displays  possible.  Mr.  James  Russell  and  Boy  Scout  Troop  *81  deserve 
a  commendation,  for  their  continuing  conservation  program  for  Bare 
Hill  Park. 

The  following  projects  were  accomplished  in  addition  to  the 
routine  maintenance  work: 

1.  the  paving  and  filling  of  the  Church  driveway  and  the  area 
on  the  Town  Hall  side  of  the  Church. 

2.  turf  improvement  of  the  Common  and  Church  Piece. 

3.  root  feeding  of  the  trees  of  the  Common  and  Church  Piece 
to  keep  them  alive  through  these  difficult  years  of  drought 
and  disease. 

4.  the  planting  of  Christine  Buisman  Elms  to  replace  the  Augus- 
tine Ascending  Elms  lost  to  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease. 

5.  shrubbery  planting  to  beautify  the  Town  Hall  entrance. 

6.  the  preparation  of  the  Library  Triangle  for  early  Spring 
grading  and  seeding. 

Our  plans  for  the  coming  year  include;  Town  Hall  landscaping, 
continued  tree  feeding  and  planting,  and  the  grading  and  seeding  of 
the  Library  Triangle. 

Considerable  expense  and  trouble  is  incurred  each  year  by  the 
needless  parking  of  cars  on  the  Common.  The  Congregational  Church 
has  recently  provided  a  well  lighted,  paved  parking  lot.  This  year  we 
insist  on  a  strict  no  parking  ban  for  the  lawn  area  of  the  Common.

The  dedication  of  these  mem- 
bers to  community  service  helped  ihe  Conservation  Commission 
develop  a  basic  concept  of  conservation  practices  in  Topsfield  that 
will  be  continued.  The  members  were  L.  Palmer  Lavalee^  Lawrence 
A.  Ives,  and  George  A.  Hermans. 

The  following  citizens  were  appointed  in  1964  to  fill  the  vacan- 
cies noted,  and  to  expand  the  commission  to  seven  members  as  voted 
in  December,  1963.

Planning  Board  Member  Representative — Richard  L.  Castle 
Members  of  the  Conservation  Commission  participated  in  the 
spring  meeting  of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Conservation 
Commissions,  as  well  as  meetings  of  the  Essex  County  Mosquito  Con- 
trol Association,  the  Essex  County  Greenbelt  Association,  Massachu- 
setts Department  of  Natural  Resources,  Massachusetts  Conservation 
Services  Department  and  the  University  of  Massachusetts  Planning 
and  Resource  Development  Program. 

Full  cooperation  was  given  to  the  Topsfield  Planning  Board  in 
the  development  of  the  flood  plain  zoning  proposal.  In  addition  to 
public  hearings,  the  Conservation  Commission  presented  its  program 
of  conservation  to  the  Topsfield  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  and 
published  a  brochure  entitled  "Some  Facts  About  Flood  Plain 
Zoning".  Active  interest  was  taken  with  the  Topsfield  Water  Com- 
missioners in  the  area  of  acquiring  land  for  additional  water  resources 
for  the  town. 

The  Conservation  Commission  met  with  the  Topsfield  Mosquito 
Control  Committee  to  review  its  program  proposed  for  the  forth- 
coming year.  In  the  interest  of  wildlife  management,  which  is  a  formal 
part  of  the  Conservation  Commissions  program,  the  Commission  is 
against  a  spray  program. 
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The  Topsfield  Conservation  Commission  expresses  their  thanks 
to  the  Topsfield-Boxford  League  of  Women  Voters,  the  Topsfield 
Garden  Club,  the  New  Meadows  Garden  Club  and  members  of  the 
press  for  their  sincere  and  active  interest  in  supporting  the  conserva- 
tion ideals  the  Conservation  Commission  represents.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

General 

In  1964  the  Planning  Board  held  26  regular  scheduled  meetings, 
one  special  meeting,  eight  work  meetings,  and  three  public  hearings. 

Sub-division  Activities: 

Great  Hill  plan  for  90  lots  was  submitted,  reviewed,  discussed  and 
disapproved. 

Winsor  Lane  extension — 12  lots  were  released. 

Bare  Hill  Farm  Development  (Normandy  Road) — 10  lots  were 
released. 

Towne  Hill  Development — releases  were  withdrawn  from  5  lots 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  specified  work  on  the  road  had  not  been 
completed. 

The  following  roads  were  recommended  to  and  accepted  by  the 
Town: 

Maple  Lane 

Parsonage  Lane 

Meadowview  Road 

Candlewood  Drive 

Canterbury  Hill  Road  (extension) 

Zoning  Bylaw 

In  June  of  1964  a  proposed  revision  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw  was 
presented  to  the  town  at  a  public  hearing  and  at  a  Town  Meeting. 
The  major  proposals  were: 

To  add:     a  Conservation  District 

a  Restricted  Industrial  District 
an  Office  and  Residential  District 
To  assign  similar  categories  of  Business  and  Commercial  uses 

into  specific  districts. 
To  eliminate  the  building  of  homes  in  the  Business  Districts. 
To  change  two  (2)  areas  from  40,000  square  feet  to  two  (2) 
acres. 

This  proposed  revision  failed  by  a  narrow  margin  to  carry  the 
necessary  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting. 

In  December,  1964,  on  petition  of  two  hundred  (200)  voters,  a 
proposal  to  revise  the  Zoning  Bylaw  by  changing  the  Business  District 
on  Boston  Street  between  Ipswich  Road  and  Campmeeting  Road  to 
Residential  was  presented  to  the  Town.  This  proposal  did  not  receive 
the  necessary  two-thirds  vote  of  the  town  meeting. 

At  the  above  Town  Meeting  the  proposal  to  establish  a  Flood 
Plain  District  as  part  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw  was  presented.  This  proposal 
was  approved  by  a  substantial  vote  of  over  90%. 
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Further  revisions  in  the  Zoning  Bylaw  will  be  studied  and  con- 
sidered for  presentation  to  the  Town  in  1965. 

The  Planning  Board  appointed  a  special  sub-committee  to  study 
the  commercial  growth  of  Topsfield  from  all  aspects,  including  indust- 
rial and  business  development.  Regional  as  well  as  local  influencing 
factors  will  be  considered. 

The  study  will  include  consideration  of  geography,  geology,  trans- 
portation, utilities,  labor  supply,  marketing  potential,  land  availability, 
neighborhood,  taxes,  tourism,  recreation,  and  special  advantages. 

The  effects  of  commercial  development  on  town  services,  taxes, 
capital  improvements  and  aesthetic  values  will  be  considered. 
Legislative  (Beacon  Hill)  Activities 

The  Home  Builders  Association  of  Massachusetts  filed  Senate 
Bill  *276  which  would  establish  State  control  over  the  sizes  of  build- 
ing lots  in  the  Zoning  Bylaws  of  the  cities  and  towns. 

It  would  fix  the  largest  minimum  size  lot  as  follows: 
9,000  sq.  ft.  with  water  and  sewage 
15,000  sq.  ft.  with  water  only. 

The  immediate  efTect  in  Topsfield  would  be  to  downgrade  the 
present  required  lot  sizes  in  the  water  district  from: 
88,000  sq.  ft.  to  15,000  sq.  ft. 
40,000  sq.  ft.  to  15,000  sq.  ft. 
20,000  sq.  ft.  to  15,000  sq.  ft. 

Lots  outside  the  water  district  could  be  similarly  downgraded 
through  forced  extension  of  water  mains. 

The  Planning  Board  alerted  the  Topsfield  residents  and  Planning 
Boards  of  other  towns  by  means  of  a  letter  and  copy  of  the  Bill. 

Appearing  before  the  Mercantile  Affairs  Committee  at  their 
hearing  at  the  State  House,  this  Planning  Board  outlined  the  rapid, 
orderly  growth  of  Topsfield  under  our  existing  Zoning  Bylaw  and 
stressed  our  demand  that  we  continue  our  "Home  Rule." 

Bill  *S-276  was  referred  to  a  study  committee  by  the  1964 
Legislature. 

It  has  reappeared  as  a  new  bill  in  1965,  and  will  be  strenuously 
opposed  by  your  Planning  Board.  Individual  action  by  the  voters  is 
definitely  needed.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES,  1964 

The  Library  has  completed  another  banner  year  in  its  attempt  to 
give  superior  service  to  the  Town.  Our  book  collection  totals  19,405 
volumes  and  we  issued  2250  library  cards  this  year.  The  new  checkout 
machine  and  circulation  desk  have  been  installed  in  the  lobby.  An  ap- 
propriate plaque  marks  one  section  of  the  new  desk  which  was  do- 
nated in  memory  of  Olive  Louise  Dingle  by  her  relatives  and  friends. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  meets  every  month  on  the  second  Monday 
evening,  and  the  Book  Committee  on  the  third  Wednesday  morning, 
both  meetings  being  open  to  the  public.  Mrs.  Peter  Kimball  was 
elected  to  the  Board  in  March  replacing  Mr.  John  Robertson  who 
retired  as  a  Trustee.  Chairman  Herbert  Goranson  resigned  and  Mr. 
Plynn  Williams  was  appointed  to  fill  out  his  unexpired  term. 

No  physical  changes  have  been  made  to  the  library  since  it  was 
built  in  1935  and  it  is  obvious  to  all  users  that  the  time  for  expansion 
is  long  overdue.  To  that  end,  we  have  retained  an  architect,  Mr. 
James  Ballou,  to  draw  plans  for  the  conversion  of  the  basement  into 
a  children's  room.  We  expect  to  submit  plans  and  budget  for  this  work 
and  other  improvements  for  approval  at  the  March,  1965  annual 
town  meeting. 

Our  competent  staff  consists  of  Librarian  Mrs.  Edwin  Mayo,  As- 
sistant Librarian  Mrs.  Charles  Denault,  and  Assistants  Mrs.  Channing 
Dupouy  and  Mrs.  John  Ray.  We  commend  them  for  their  loyalty  and 
fine  spirit.  Three  members  of  the  staff  attended  Librarian's  school  at 
the  University  of  New  Hampshire  during  the  summer.  Mrs.  Denault 
completed  her  fourth  year,  and  earned  a  Librarian's  certificate  from 
the  University.  The  staff  also  completed  a  course  in  reference  work 
held  at  the  Lynnfield  library.  Staff  members  Mrs.  Benjamin  English 
and  Mrs.  William  Onufry  resigned  during  the  year.  The  Board  thanks 
them  for  their  years  of  interest  and  work  in  the  library. 

The  library  continues  to  be  an  active  community  center.  Lan- 
guage classes  were  enthusiastically  attended  by  sixth  graders  and  we 
are  grateful  to  the  volunteer  teachers,  Mrs.  Laurent  Bouchard  and 
Mrs.  William  Walsh.  The  Great  Books  discussion  group  meets  at  the 
library  and  art  exhibits  are  held  throughout  the  year.  Story  hours  for 
children  conducted  by  Mrs.  Denault  are  well  attended  with  as  many 
as  175  children  at  one  story  hour  during  Children's  Book  Week.  The 
library  continues  to  loan  sizeable  book  collections  to  both  Proctor  and 
Steward  elementary  school  libraries.  Mrs.  Denault  visits  each  Kinder- 
garten and  First  grade  once  a  month  to  tell  stories.  All  Fourth,  Fifth 
and  Sixth  grades  come  to  the  library  for  library  orientation  courses 
conducted  by  Mrs.  Mayo.  All  First  grades  come  for  a  tour  of  the 
library  and  an  introduction  to  the  use  of  it. 
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The  Library  is  grateful  to  the  Garden  Clubs  for  their  attractive 
flower  arrangements;  to  the  Haverhill  Savings  Bank  for  the  book 
marks  and  the  library  card  covers;  and  to  Mrs.  Sargent  Wellman  for 
the  beautiful  rug  in  the  lobby.  We  also  thank  those  who  donated 
books.  Some  of  these  were  given  in  memory  of  friends.  This  custom 
of  giving  a  lasting  memorial  of  a  book  is  growing  in  popularity. 

Special  programs  held  during  National  Library  Week  included  an 
open  house,  story  hours,  arts  &  crafts  exhibit,  and  a  stimulating  panel 
discussion  by  our  four  local  clergymen  entitled  "The  Public  Library 
&  the  Community."  We  thank  Mrs.  Stanley  Cohen  and  her  committee 
for  their  assistance  in  the  activities  of  this  successful  week. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  we  received  notice  that  our  Library  has 
been  selected  as  one  of  two  libraries  to  represent  Massachusetts  in  the 
Book-of-the-Month  Club's  nationwide  contest  for  the  1965  Dorothy 
Canfield  Fisher  Award. 

It  is  the  goal  of  the  Staff  and  Board  to  continue  to  give  library 
service  of  the  highest  standard.

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TOPSFIELD  DRAINAGE  COMMITTEE 
Annual  Report  for  1964 

At  a  special  Town  Meeting  held  June  29,  1964,  the  Town  voted 
$6,000  for  use  by  the  Drainage  Committee.  This  money  was  expend- 
ed: (1)  in  cleaning  and  widening  sections  of  school  and  Cleveland 
Brook  totalling  approximately  2,300  feet,  (2)  correction  of  restrictions 
in  the  Prospect  Street  culvert  on  Cleveland  Brook,  (3)  widening  and 
rip-rapping  a  section  of  approximately  150  feet  on  School  Brook  op- 
posite the  fire  station,  and  (4)  improvement  of  drainage  at  the  Sum- 
mer Street  Culvert  (School  Brook). 

Items  1  and  2  are  complete.  Work  has  begun  on  items  3  and  4, 
to  be  completed  in  1965.  As  noted  in  the  report  submitted  at  the  time 
of  the  special  Town  Meeting,  a  town  drainage  program  will  necessarily 
extend  over  several  years. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  co-operated  with  the  Committee 
in  granting  easements  for  work  that  was  performed,  and  those  town 
officials  who  contributed  valuable  assistance  in  carrying  out  the  pro- 
jects worked  on. 

The  Committee  accepted  with  regret  the  resignation  of  L.  Palmer 
Lavallee  and  wish  to  express  our  thanks  for  his  contributions  to  the 
Committee.

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FLOOD  CONTROL  REPORT 

November  23,  1964 

The  Planning  Board  recommends  a  "YES"  vote  on  this  article, 
to  establish  a  "Flood  Plain  District"  in  our  Zoning  By-Law. 

Having  just  experienced  the  worst  drought  in  over  a  century, 
with  many  communities  concerned  about  water  shortages,  it  may  seem 
just  a  little  strange  that  we  in  Topsfield  are  so  very  concerned  with  the 
necessity  of  a  "Flood  Plain  District".  Although  it  might  appear  some- 
what similiar  to  selling  snow  shovels  in  Florida,  there  is  one  BIG  dif- 
ference Although  snow  shovels  would  never  be  of  much  use  in 
Miami,  we  have  a  great  need  in  Topsfield  for  a  measure  to  cope  with 
the  cause  and  result  of  flooding. 

The  use  of  the  term  "Flood  Plain"  is,  we  feel,  a  much  more  ac- 
curate and  descriptive  term  than  "Conservation  District"  as  previously 
used.  The  areas  involved  are  certainly  subject  to  flooding. 

The  text  and  the  map  of  the  proposed  "Flood  Plain  District"  is 
essentially  the  same  as  previously  included  in  the  overall  Zoning  By- 
Law  proposals.  Many  towns-people  have  suggested  that  this  portion  be 
presented  to  the  Town  as  a  separate  article,  and  this  we  are  doing 
tonight. 

The  results  of  the  Planning  Board  questionnaire  showed  94%  of 
those  responding  in  FAVOR  of  establishment  of  such  a  district.  In 
addition,  Planning  Board's  informal  poll  following  the  June  town 
meeting  also  indicated  a  great  deal  of  support  for  this  portion  of  the 
proposed  revised  Zoning  By-Law.  Of  the  estimated  340  people  in  the 
hall  at  the  time  of  the  poll,  241  expressed  themselves  as  being  in 
FAVOR  of  this  portion  of  the  By-Law  proposal. 

For  these  reasons,  the  Planning  Board  feels  that  the  proposal  to- 
night should  be  essentially  the  same. 

The  purposes  of  a  "Flood  Plain  District"  are  to  promote  safety  by 
protecting  life  and  property  from  flood,  and  to.  protect  the  community 
against  the  hazards  which  may  be  caused  by  unsuitable  development 
in  swamps,  marshes,  along  water  courses  or  in  areas  subject  to  seasonal 
or  periodic  flooding. 

(projector  on  showing  —  1st  slide — gauge  at  Balch's  Bridge 
and  dim  lights  at  same  time) 

Remember  this  flood?  These  pictures  were  taken  only  two  years 
ago — in  October,  1962.  This  is  a  picture  of  the  gauge  at  Balch's  Bridge 
on  Salem  Road.  As  you  can  see,  at  the  time  this  was  taken,  the  Ipswich 
River  had  swollen  to  a  height  of  39/2  feet.  It  crested  24  hours  later 
at  approximately  40  feet. 

(2nd  slide — general  flooding.  River  Road) 

This  is  River  Road,  taken  before  the  flood  reached  its  crest. 
(3rd  slide — house  on  Maple  Lane) 
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This  is  a  rather  sad  situation,  isn't  it?  This  is  a  picture  of  a  house 
on  Maple  Lane.  We  will  have  flooding  conditions  like  this  again,  from 
time  to  time.  You  can  count  on  it.  We  want  to  prevent  the  building  of 
homes  in  areas  where  a  row  boat  might  be  more  useful  than  an  auto- 
mobile. Another  house  on  River  Road,  which  was  new  at  the  time 
and  only  occupied  for  a  short  time,  had  a  much  more  serious  situation. 
The  water  very  nearly  reached  the  first  floor. 

(4th  slide — house  on  Mansion  Drive) 

Here  is  another  home,  on  Mansion  Drive  with  a  very  soggy  back- 
yard, to  say  the  least! 

(5th  slide — Rowley  Bridge  Road) 

Believe  it  or  not,  this  is  Rowley  Bridge  Road,  at  a  point  between 
Trinity  Church  and  the  bridge.  You  can  see  the  bridge  in  the  back- 
ground. 

(6th  and  last  slide — Washington  Street) 

No,  this  is  not  a  lake.  This  is  a  pasture  off"  Washington  Street  near 
the  Regional  High  School.  It  would  certainly  not  be  a  very  good  spot 
to  build  a  home. 

(projector  off — lights  back  up) 

Let's  consider  a  few  specific  points  about  Flood  Plain  Zoning. 

First,  a  Flood  Plain  District  is  intended  to  prevent  the  building  of 

homes  on  land  that  is  unsuitable   where  property  damage  is  a 

certainty  in  time  of  flood  where  septic  systems  will  become  in- 
operative. Building  permit  control  is  NOT  the  total  answer  to  these 
problems.  If  a  building  lot  conforms  to  all  other  zoning  requirements 
with  regard  to  area,  frontage,  etc.,  it  would  be  very  difficult  to  with- 
hold a  building  permit.  It  is  also  impractical  to  depend  upon  a  survey 
for  suitability  for  sewage  disposal  in  these  areas,  when  considering  is- 
suance of  a  building  permit.  Certain  areas  might  pass  a  percolation 
test  with  flying  colors  during  a  normal  or  dry  season,  but  be  completely 
unsuitable  and  a  health  hazard  in  wet  seasons.  The  Town  needs  the 
guide  lines  a  Flood  Plain  District  will  provide  to  clearly  define  "prob- 
lem areas". 

In  the  case  of  many  people  who  buy  homes  in  Topsfield  during 
dry  or  normal  seasons,  they  can  hardly  be  expected  to  know  that  the 
high  water  during  a  flood  might  seriously  inundate  their  home. 

Second,  a  Flood  Plain  District  will  be  an  important  step  forward 
in  the  prevention  of  stream  pollution.  Many  communities  throughout 
the  Ipswich  River  watershed  area  depend  upon  this  resource  to  feed 
their  water  supplies.  We  are  fortunate  in  having  one  of  the  cleanest 
rivers  in  this  part  of  the  country  and  we  should  take  steps  now  to  keep 
it  that  way! 

It  is  most  important  for  the  voters  of  Topsfield  to  exercise  their 
powers  of  home  rule  now  to  police  their  own  area,  rather  than  to  wait 
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until  a  problem  develops  and  then  be  forced  by  State  agencies  or  others 
to  correct  the  problem.  It  is  certainly  preferable  and  much  more 
economical  to  prevent  a  problem  than  it  would  be  to  correct  it  later  on. 

And  Third,  the  Flood  Plain  District,  by  preventing  the  filling  of 
land,  will  preserve  the  natural  sponge  areas  .  the  marshes  and  low 
lands         for  absorption  of  flood  waters. 

The  argument  has  been  offered  that  the  cleaning  of  brooks  and 
streams  presently  being  undertaken  in  Topsfield  will  relieve  the  prob- 
lems we  are  concerned  with.  While  we  feel  that  the  Drainage  Commit- 
tee is  doing  a  very  effective  job,  and  certainly  encourage  its  continuing 
work,  we  can  not  see  how  this  project  alone  can  correct  the  situation 
you  saw  a  few  moments  ago  in  our  colored  slides.  However,  bear  in 
mind  that  once  a  Flood  Plain  District  is  established,  it  can  be  modified 
to  take  into  account  changes  which  may  come  about  in  the  future. 
The  establishment  of  this  district  is  NOT,  repeat  NOT,  an  irretriev- 
able step.  If  conditions  warrant  it,  the  By-Law  can  be  changed  by 
town  meeting  action. 

The  establishment  of  a  Flood  Plain  District  will  have  absolutely 
NO  EFFECT  on  the  ownership  of  any  land  in  Topsfield.  It  will  NOT 
turn  over  any  land  to  the  Town,  to  the  State  or  to  anyone  else.  It  will 
NOT  open  up  a  person's  land  to  the  public.  It  will  NOT  turn  any- 
one's land  into  a  free-for-all  picnic  area.  If  it  is  private  land  now,  it 
will  remain  private  land  and  it  will  still  be  on  the  tax  rolls,  as  it  has 
always  been.  This  is  NOT  a  land  taking  as  has  been  suggested. 

Even  though  a  large  percentage  of  the  proposed  Flood  Plain  Dis- 
trict is  presently  owned  by  associations  or  by  individuals  who  are  un- 
likely to  consider  development  of  home  sites,  it  would  certainly  be 
shortsighted  on  our  part  to  ignore  the  possibility  of  future  develop- 
ment in  these  areas.  Let's  lock  the  bam  before  the  horse  is  stolen! 

Planning  means  much  more  than  deciding  whether  a  new  street 
to  be  constructed  next  month  should  be  40  feet  wide  or  50  feet  wide. 
Our  responsibility  is  to  consider  all  phases  of  our  Town's  growth,  and 
it  is  our  obligation  to  plan  now  for  the  benefit  of  future  generations  as 
well  as  for  our  own. 

We  feel  that  the  voters  of  Topsfield  have  been  very  well  informed 
on  this  subject,  and  should  be  ready  at  this  time  to  make  a  decision. 
Over  the  past  two  years  the  voters  of  Topsfield  have  been  informed  at 
three  public  hearings,  during  two  town  meetings  and  by  means  of 
printed  material  and  maps  distributed  town-wide  on  at  least  three 
separate  occasions.  This  can  certainly  not  be  considered  as  rushing  it 
to  a  voter's  decision! 
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In  conclusion  Topsfield  needs  the  protection  of  a  Flood 

Plain  District  in  its  Zoning  By-Law    and  Topsfield  needs  this 

protection  NOW.  We  urge  you  to  consider  carefully  as  you  cast  your 
vote  on  this  article  tonight,  and  we  recommend  a  YES  vote.

By-law  amendment  voted  under  Article  Eight  of  Special  Town 
Meeting  held  November  23,  1964  and  approved 
by  the  Attorney  General 

The  Town  voted  to  amend  and  adopt  by  inserting  in  the  Town 
of  Topsfield  By-Laws  a  new  section  entitled  "Section  IV  B,  Flood 
Plain  District." 

Section  IV  B  Flood  Plain  District 

The  land  located  in  the  Flood  Plain  District,  as  hereinafter 
described  and  defined  is  deemed  to  be  subject  to  seasonal  or  periodic 
flooding. 

If  any  land  in  a  Flood  Plain  District  is  proven  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Board  of  Appeals,  as  being  in  fact  not  subject  to  flooding  or  not 
unsuitable  because  of  drainage  conditions  for  uses  permitted  in  the 
underlying  basic  district  as  hereinafter  defined,  and  that  such  land  use 
will  not  increase  the  danger  to  the  health  or  safety  of  the  occupants 
thereof,  the  Board  of  Appeals  may  grant  a  special  permit  for  such  uses 
of  said  land  as  are  permitted  in  the  underlying  basic  district.  The 
underlying  basic  districts  are  the  districts  described  in  Section  X  of 
the  Topsfield  Zoning  By-Law  and  any  amendments  thereto. 
4  B.l.       Except  as  hereinbefore  provided  in  Section  IV  B,  the  fol- 
lowing uses  only  are  permitted  in  a  Flood  Plain  District: 
4  B.1.1.    Farming  including  forestry,  nursery  and  truck  gardening 
and  the  pasturing  of  livestock,  but  not  the  erection  of  per- 
manent structures  for  use  in  connection  with  the  above. 
4  B.l. 2.    Conservation  of  water  plants  and  wildlife,  including  the 

raising  and  management  of  wildlife. 
4  B.l. 3.    Taking  of  water  for  irrigation,  farming  or  agriculture. 
4  B.l. 4.    Recreation,  including  play  areas,  nature  study,  golf,  boat- 
ing, fishing  and  hunting,  where  legally  permitted  in  the 
underlying  basic  District. 
4  B.l. 5.    Land  within  a  Flood  Plain  District  and  in  the  same  owner- 
ship as  an  adjoining  lot  in  the  underlying  basic  district  may 
be  counted  as  part  of  such  lot  when  determining  the  area. 
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width,  yards  or  coverage  of  such  lot  provided  that  no 
structure  except  one  permitted  in  this  section  is  erected  in 
a  Flood  Plain  District  nor  is  any  sewage  disposal  area  con- 
structed in  a  Flood  Plain  District. 

4  B.1.6,  With  the  written  approval  of  the  Board  of  Appeals,  which 
shall  have  found  that  the  proposed  use  is  not  contrary  to 
the  purpose  of  this  district. 

4  B.  1,6.1.  The  removal  or  deposit  of  earth  products,  as  part  of  a 
flood  control  or  other  conservation  program  or  in  connec- 
tion with  the  building  of  a  driveway,  firelane  or  road  pro- 
vided that  the  Board  of  Appeals  find  that  such  driveway, 
firelane  or  road  does  not  interfere  with  natural  drainage. 

4  B.1.6. 2.    The  discharge  of  water  or  other  liquids  into  a  stream. 

4  B.1.6. 3.  Shelters  in  connection  with  wildlife  conservation  and 
management  or  agriculture.

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ROAD  COMMISSIONER'S  REPORT 

To  the  citizens  of  Topsfield : 

During  1964,  a  great  deal  of  work  has  been  accomplished  on 
drainage,  widening,  scraping  and  resurfacing  of  the  roads  in  Tops- 
field. 

Under  a  State  Aid  Project,  15  catch  basins  and  1800  feet  of 
drainage  pipe  were  installed  on  Washington  Street  and  River  Road, 
and  a  section  of  Washington  Street  was  widened  and  resurfaced. 

Our  primary  objective  has  been  to  correct  areas  travelled  by 
school  buses  where  poor  drainage  has  caused  icy  conditions,  all  in  an 
effort  to  make  our  roads  as  safe  as  possible. 

Under  Chapter  90  maintainance  and  General  Highway  funds, 
widening,  scraping  and  resurfacing  was  done  on  sections  of  Howlett 
Street,  North  Common  Street,  Washington  Street,  Kinsmans  Lane, 
River  Road  and  Prospect  Street. 

Under  Chapter  81  funds,  roads  were  swept,  oiled  and  sanded. 
Also,  brush  along  the  Highways  was  cut. 

Drainage  remains  a  constant  problem,  and  much  work  still  re- 
mains to  be  done. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  of  those  who  have  co- 
operated with  this  department  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF 

THE  MUNICIPAL  SERVICES  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  Topsfield : 

The  Municipal  Services  Building  Committee  appointed  at  the 
annual  Town  Meeting  in  1964  was  charged  with  locating  an  appro- 
priate site  for  a  Municipal  Services  Building  housing  Fire,  Police  and 
Civil  Defense  and  to  make  preliminary  construction  plans  and  report 
back  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Out  of  a  field  of  18  interested  architects,  5  were  selected  to  be 
interviewed  by  the  Committee.  Mr.  Ray  Thibedeau  of  South  Hamil- 
ton was  the  final  selection  of  the  Committee  based  on  experience  with 
design  of  similar  buildings,  architectural  backround  and  experience 
of  associate  consulting  engineers  in  various  building  fields  with  whom 
the  architect  would  be  working. 

Mr.  Thibedeau  is  in  the  process  of  developing  preliminary  plans 
and  renderings  of  a  proposed  Municipal  Services  Building.  Final 
preliminary  plans  are  not  yet  complete. 

The  report  of  the  Fire,  Police  and  Civil  Defense  Study  Commit- 
tee submitted  at  the  1964  annual  Town  Meeting  has  been  reviewed 
by  this  Committee.  After  further  investigation,  this  Committee  con- 
curs with  the  recommendation  of  that  study  group  and  has  chosen  as 
a  final  site  selection  the.  Town  owned  land  fronting  on  High  Street, 
commonly  called  the  Old  Academy  site. 

The  Committee  anticipates  making  its  final  report  to  the  Select- 
men within  the  next  three  months.

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WATER  COMMISSIONERS  REPORT 

This  report  covers  the  fifteenth  full  year  of  the  operation  of  the 
Town  Water  System. 

During  the  year  31  additional  takers  were  added  to  the  water 
rolls,  bringing  the  total  to  791.  There  are  147  hydrants  in  the  system. 
Approximately  1,100  feet  of  8"  main  were  installed  at  no  expense  to 
the  town,  and  the  present  length  of  mains  is  19.44  miles. 

Water  consumption  continues  at  a  sizeable  increase  with  117,412, 
800  gallons  pumped  during  the  year,  representing  an  increase  of  17% 
over  the  previous  year.  In  spite  of  the  severity  of  the  drought,  we  were 
fortunate  in  not  having  to  place  restrictions  on  the  use  of  water. 

We  feel  that  continued  heavy  demands  can  not  continue  too 
much  longer  on  our  present  system  without  relief  through  the  addition 
of  another  water  source.  Further  explorations  were  continued  and  we 
are  now  convinced  that  the  area  located  one  year  ago  must  now  be 
procured  and  added  to  the  system.  Present  plans  call  for  its  procure- 
ment in  1965  and  to  have  it  operating  in  the  summer  of  1966. 

In  anticipation  of  abnormal  financial  outlays  in  the  next  couple 
of  years  our  water  rate  structure  was  revised,  effective  January  1, 
1965,  in  the  hopes  that  we  can  consummate  the  necessary  expansions 
out  of  water  revenues. 

We  were  most  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Mr.  Nicholas 
D'Agostino  as  full  time  Water  Superintendent  last  March.  He  has 
done  a  commendable  job,  which  is  reflected  by  the  efficiency  of  the 
system. 

We  thank  Mrs.  Sefton  Earl  for  her  services  as  clerk  and  are  grate- 
ful to  all  for  their  cooperation.

Medical  costs  continue  to  be  the  largest  item  in  the  welfare  bud- 
get. You  will  note  the  increase  in  1964,  particularly  in  Medical  Aid 
for  the  Aged.  The  distribution  of  aid  has  changed  as  now  the  weight 
for  medical  aid  is  in  this  newest  category  of  assistance — Old  Age  As- 
sistance accounts  for  13.3%  of  the  case  load;  Medical  Aid  for  the 
Aged  58.3%  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children  9%;  Disability 
Assistance  9%;  General  Relief  10.4%. 

Nationwide  studies  show  medical  needs  are  the  greatest  problem 
for  the  increasing  numbers  of  persons  65  years  of  age  and  older.  This 
fact  is  shown  by  the  figures  above  for  1964.  Old  Age  Assistance  will 
probably  continue  to  decrease  with  increased  Social  Security  coverage, 
or  various  pension  plans  to  care  for  basic  needs. 

Services  to  clients  in  all  catagories  of  assistance  continues  to  be 
emphasized  by  the  federal  government  which  supplies  a  large  portion 
of  the  funds  in  OAA,  MAA,  AFDC,  and  DA.  These  programs  are  in- 
vestigated by  the  Central  Essex  Welfare  District,  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Welfare,  and  administrated  by  the  district. 

The  Board  investigates,  and  administers  all  cases  of  General  Re- 
lief. Settlement  is  no  longer  a  factor  in  General  Relief,  and  the  state 
participates  by  reimbursing  20%  of  aid  rendered  when  state  standards 
are  met. 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  wish  to  thank  all 
of  the  Town  officers,  the  doctor,  the  community  nurse,  the  clergy,  and 
any  other  members  of  the  community  who  have  aided,  and  supported 
them  in  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOPSFIELD  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  Topsfield; 

We  hereby  submit  our  annual  report  for  the  year  1964. 

This  has  been  a  good  year  for  our  department  even  though  we 
did  have  a  long  drouth  period.  It  was  the  fine  cooperation  of  the 
townspeople  which  helped  keep  the  number  of  firecalls  down  for  the 
year  in  spite  of  the  long  drouth  period.

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RECREATION  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

In  1964.  the  Recreation  Committee  was  expanded,  responsible  to 
the  Selectmen  for  studying  recreational  requirements  needed  for  the 
town,  and  to  initiate  certain  programs  as  needed. 

The  continued  upkeep  of  Proctor  Field,  grading  and  seeding  the 
area  around  the  new  spectator  bleachers,  and  new  players  benches 
were  installed  for  the  Knot-hole,  Pony  league  and  town  team  use. 

Improx  ements  were  made  on  the  Steward  School  field,  and  play- 
ers benches  were  put  in  for  the  youth  baseball  program. 

A  new  skating  area  just  west  of  North  Street  was  completed  in 
time  for  use  this  year.  The  clay  and  mud  was  dredged  out  and  piled  on 
one  bank,  an  access  road  was  made  in  order  to  get  plowing  equipment 
on  the  site,  and  two  banks  of  lights  were  installed  in  order  to  permit 
night  skating. 

An  expenditure  was  made  for  more  sand,  brush  cutting,  and 
widening  of  the  road  at  the  Hoods  Pond  swimming  area. 

Several  studies  were  initiated  to  determine  what  other  facilities, 
if  any,  should  be  made  available  to  the  residents.  These  studies  are 
continuing,  and  further  recommendations  will  be  made  in  1965.

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MASCONOMET  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  REPORT 

Report  of  the  Masconomet  Regional  District  School  Committee 
For  the  year  ending  December  31,  1964 
Committee  Organization  and  Activities 

Two  changes  occurred  in  the  membership  of  the  committee.  Mr. 
J.  Stuart  Haywood  replaced  Mrs.  Shirley  MacGill  as  the  appointed 
member  of  the  Boxford  School  Committee.  Mrs.  MacGill  had  been  a 
member  of  the  regional  school  committee  since  June  25,  1962. 

Mr.  James  H.  Moore  replaced  Mr.  M.  Douglas  Banus  as  the  ap- 
pointed member  of  the  Topsfield  School  Committee.  Mr.  Banus,  who 
attended  his  last  meeting  on  March  9,  1964,  had  served  on  the  region- 
al school  committee  as  the  representative  of  the  Topsfield  School  Com- 
mittee continuously  since  March  20,  1958.  The  members  of  the  com- 
mittee wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  their  sincere  apprecia- 
tion to  both  Mrs.  MacGill  and  Mr.  Banus  for  their  many  fine  contribu- 
tions to  the  work  of  the  committee  during  their  respective  periods  of 
service  on  the  committee. 

Mr.  Frank  A.  Butler,  who  had  been  appointed  to  the  committee 
in  October  1963  following  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Arthur  O.  Mc- 
Coubrey  to  serve  until  the  next  annual  election,  was  elected  by  the 
voters  of  Topsfield  to  a  one-year  term. 

At  its  organizational  meeting  on  April  22,  1964  Mr.  Richard  E. 
Quinn  of  Middleton  was  elected  chairman,  and  Mr.  Frank  A.  Butler 
of  Topsfield  was  elected  vice-chairman.  At  the  same  time  Mrs.  Martha 
P.  Perry  of  Topsfield,  and  Mr.  Francis  F.  Perry  of  Boxford  were  re- 
appointed by  the  committee  as  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  respectively. 

The  committee  had  a  busy  year  in  1964.  There  were  31  regular 
meetings  and  13  special  meetings,  plus  meetings  of  sub -committees  for 
special  activities.  Regular  meetings  are  held  on  the  first  and  third 
Wesnesdays  and  the  second  and  fourth  Mondays.  Meetings  are  held 
in  the  Art  room  at  7 : 45  p.m.  All  meetings  are  open  to  the  public  and 
have  been  attended  regularly  by  representatives  of  the  League  of  Wo- 
men Voters  and  the  press.  The  committee  wishes  to  acknowledge  here 
its  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  fine  job  the  latter  do  in  reporting 
on  these  meetings. 

The  committee  is  also  most  appreciative  of  the  generous  coverage 
which  the  local  news  media  continue  to  give  to  all  phases  of  the 
school's  program  and  activities.  Such  fine  cooperation  contributes  im- 
mensely to  the  continuing  efforts  of  the  staff  to  keep  parents  and 
citizens  fully  informed  on  school  matters.  Special  public  relations 
endeavors  continuing  to  receive  emphasis  in  1964  included  the  month- 
ly issue  of  "AIM"  in  the  Tri-Town-Transcript  and  the  series  of  Citi- 
zens Visitation  Days  begun  in  the  fall  of  1963.  These  visiting  days 
have  been  well  received  by  the  121  citizens  who  took  advantage  of  the 
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opportunity  extended  them  to  experience  a  portion  of  a  typical  day 
in  the  school  life  of  Masconomet  boys  and  girls. 

The  practice  of  hearing  reports  in  depth  on  the  school's  instruc- 
tional program  was  continued.  During  the  year  five  such  reports  were 
presented  at  regular  meetings  of  the  committee. 

On  February  5,  1964  the  mathematics  department,  under  the 
leadership  of  its  chairman,  Mr.  Tennis  J.  Paarlberg,  described  the 
courses  in  mathematics  offered  in  grades  7  through  12  to  all  students 
according  to  their  ability  and  interest. 

Mr.  William  R.  Stanton,  chairman  of  the  Business  Education 
Department  and  the  members  of  his  department  presented  a  special 
curriculum  report  on  March  9,  1964  combined  with  an  open  house 
for  parents  of  Business  Education  Students. 

On  April  1,  1964  the  committee  enjoyed  a  visit  to  the  Home 
Economics  department  where  members  were  shown  many  student 
projects  that  had  been  completed  or  were  in  the  process  of  being  com- 
pleted. Mrs.  Dorothy  Blanchard,  chairman  of  the  department  assisted 
by  members  of  her  staff  explained  the  various  offerings  of  the  depart- 
ment. A  booklet  especially  prepared  by  the  department  and  entitled 
"Why  Home  Economics?"  was  so  well  done  and  so  informative  that 
the  committee  reconmiended  its  distribution  to  all  students  in  grades 
six  through  eight. 

On  November  4,  1964  Mr.  Joseph  LaFrance,  instructor  of  the 
Special  Class,  reported  on  the  instructional  program  being  carried  on 
for  this  group  of  mentally  retarded  students.  He  explained  the  special 
teaching  techniques  used  and  described  some  of  the  special  learning 
activities  engaged  in  by  these  students  as  a  regular  j^art  of  their  class- 
room work. 

A  progress  report  of  the  revised  Social  Science  curriculum  intro- 
duced with  the  opening  of  school  in  September  1964  was  presented 
at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  December  2,  1964.  Mr.  Wil- 
liam Vaughn,  chairman  of  the  department,  with  the  assistance  of 
several  members  of  his  staff  explained  and  discussed  the  various 
phases  of  the  newly-developed  program  and  indicated  that  the  new 
approach  had  been  well  received  by  both  teachers  and  students. 

Junior  High  School  Addition 

Much  of  the  attention  and  effort  of  the  Committee  during  the 
year  centered  around  matters  in  connection  with  the  constructing  and 
equipping  of  the  new  addition  for  grades  seven  and  eight.  The  excel- 
lent progress  made  by  the  general  contractor  enabled  the  Committee 
to  accept  the  main  classroom  section  in  late  July  thus  allowing  ample 
time  to  move  in  furniture  and  other  equipment  and  otherwise  to  ready 
this  area  for  the  September  reopening  of  school. 

As  other  sections  of  the  new  addition  were  completed  they  were 
accepted  by  the  Committee  so  that  by  November  first  a  greater  por- 
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tion  of  the  new  facility  was  ready  for  occuiDancy  than  had  been  expect- 
ed would  be  under  the  original  completion  time  schedule.  At  its 
meeting  of  December  9,  1964  the  Committee,  acting  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  architect,  in  view  of  the  piecemeal  acceptance  and 
occupancy  of  the  various  actions  of  the  building,  voted  to  establish 
November  16,  1964  as  the  agreed  upon  completion  date,  subject  of 
course  to  the  completion  by  the  general  contractor  of  all  items  on  the 
final  punch  list.  The  Committee  takes  this  opj^ortunity  to  commend 
Rich  &  Tucker  Associates,  Inc.  and  Frasca  Construction  Company,  the 
general  contractor,  for  the  competent  and  expeditious  manner  with 
which  the  new  construction  was  carried  on. 

As  of  this  report  only  the  field  house  portion  of  the  new  building 
has  not  been  used.  Difficulty  encountered  in  laying  the  special  com- 
position-type floor  necessitated  additional  work  being  done  on  this  to 
make  it  acceptable.  This  has  now  been  completed  so  that  this  space 
will  be  available  for  use  by  students  after  the  Christmas  vacation. 

Still  to  be  accepted  are  the  new  athletic  fields,  including  a  two 
acre  area  near  the  far  end  of  the  football  field  created  by  using  the 
surplus  fill  obtained  from  the  building  excavation,  and  the  relocated 
baseball  diamond.  The  lateness  with  which  these  play  areas  were 
completed  coupled  with  the  severe  drought  conditions  of  the  past 
summer  will  require  additional  work  to  be  done  on  them  in  the  spring 
of  1965  before  they  are  completely  acceptable  to  the  committee. 

Worthy  of  mention  is  the  fact  that  the  general  contractor  com- 
pleted the  $1,619,125.00  contract,  including  all  extras,  for  a  total  fi- 
gure of  $1,614,416.93,  a  net  saving  to  the  District  of  $4,708.07. 

The  procurement  of  equipment  for  the  new  addition  was  dele- 
gated to  the  Superintendent.  Accordingly  much  of  his  time  and  atten- 
tion during  the  year  was  spent  in  conferring  with  members  of  the  staiT 
about  equipment  requirements,  consulting  with  equipment  suppliers, 
and  in  preparing  detailed  specifications  for  use  by  bidders. 

Mr.  Richard  Pavesi,  chairman  of  the  Industrial  Arts  department 
was  employed  by  the  committee  during  the  summer  to  supervise  re- 
ceipt and  installation  of  new  equipment.  His  services  in  this  connec- 
tion as  well  as  his  general  knowledge  of  construction  matters  were  of 
immense  help  to  the  superintendent  in  getting  the  new  facility  ready 
for  the  September  reopening  of  school. 

Early  in  January  1965  an  open  house  will  be  arranged  so  that  all 
citizens  of  the  District  will  have  an  opportunity  to  inspect  this  new^ 
addition  to  the  regional  school. 

Land  Transfer 

The  Committee  at  its  meeting  of  August  10,  1964  approved  final 
action  on  a  land  transfer  between  the  District  and  Mr.  Daniel  R. 
Pinkham  of  Endicott  Street,  Boxford  whose  property  abuts  that  of  the 
District  on  the  East.  This  matter  was  originally  started  in  1 958  but  for 
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one  reason  or  another  was  never  completed.  At  the  time  of  the  origi- 
nal building  construction  an  open  drainage  ditch  between  the  two 
properties  was  placed  underground  with  the  understanding  that  the 
District  would  transfer  to  Mr.  Pinkham  a  strip  of  registered  land  not 
required  for  school  purposes  in  exchange  for  a  strip  of  his  land  to- 
gether with  his  payment  of  $644.40  so  that  the  buried  drain  pipe 
would  lie  entirely  within  the  bounds  of  the  District. 

With  the  completion  of  this  transaction  it  should  be  noted  for  the 
record  that  all  boundaries  of  the  District's  proj^erty  are  now  clearly 
marked  and  legally  recorded,  thus  eliminating  for  future  committees 
any  questions  of  this  sort  relative  to  proi)erty  presently  owned  by  the 
District. 

Highlights  of  1964  Program  at  Masconomet 

Some  of  the  significant  activities  associated  with  the  year  1964 
have  been  herein  recorded  with  the  realization  that  only  highlights  of 
each  subject  field  are  included. 

The  term  "articulation"  has  taken  on  greater  meaning  during  the 
year  as  the  personnel  of  the  elementary  and  secondary  levels  have 
joined  together  to  foster  greater  understanding  of  what  each  is  doing 
and  to  promote  functional  sequences  of  courses  from  grades  1  through 
12.  Monthly  meetings  of  our  regional  and  local  superintendents  have 
provided  direction  and  leadership  in  this  work.  Several  meetings  have 
been  held  for  classroom  teachers  in  subject  fields  to  improve  course  se- 
quences and  in  other  ways  articulate  the  efTorts  of  both  levels  of  edu- 
cation. 

The  spring  of  1964  found  the  Masconomet  Regional  School  Sys- 
tem adopting  the  tools  and  functions  of  "Data  Processing"  to  improve 
the  record  keeping  of  the  ever  increasing  number  of  students.  Three 
basic  machines  have  been  obtained  from  IBM  on  a  rental  basis  and 
some  use  is  being  made  of  computer  operations  available  on  a  rental 
basis  from  industries.  Projects  using  this  process  started  this  year  are: 
Student  Programming;  Report  Cards;  Warning  Reports;  State  Regis- 
ters; and  numerous  listings  of  students  used  regularly  by  the  office, 
nurse,  guidance  personnel,  and  library.  The  future  will  find  us  making 
greater  and  greater  use  of  this  tool. 

The  Curriculum  Workshops  for  staff  members  continues  this  year 
with  workshops  shifting  from  morning  (preschool)  to  afternoon 
meetings.  The  regular  school  day  for  students  is  shortened  by  one  hour 
when  the  workshops  are  scheduled  and  all  teachers  of  grades  7-12 
join  together  in  various  committee  work  and/or  subject  field  curricu- 
lum improvement.  Fourteen  such  workshops  of  two  hours  duration 
are  scheduled  for  the  1964-65  school  year. 

English 

Significant  progress  has  been  made  in  our  attempts  to  co-ordinate 
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the  programs  of  the  Elementary  Schools  and  Masconomet.  A  scope 
and  sequence  outline  has  been  developed  in  Punctuation  and  Capitali- 
zation and  work  is  now  focusing  on  a  similar  outline  in  Grammar  and 
Composition.  The  meeting  and  working  together  of  the  English  teach- 
ers from  all  grades  has  been  very  worthwhile. 

The  English  Enrichment  program  for  Seniors  continues  and  this 
year  found  a  similar  program  initiated  for  Juniors.  This  program  is 
designed  to  take  our  outstanding  students  into  a  depth  program  some- 
what like  Advanced  Placement  English.  The  special  Senior  English 
Program  started  last  year  proved  so  interesting  and  valuable  that  it 
is  being  continued  and  strengthened.  Having  our  teachers  concentrat- 
ing in  areas  of  special  interest  and  presenting  large  group  programs 
that  integrate  literature,  drama,  art  and  music  has  proven  its  worth. 

The  Essex  County  Teachers'  Convention  for  English,  Speech  and 
Librarians  was  held  at  Masconomet  in  October  and  Mrs.  Charlotte 
Cory  and  Mr.  Richard  Zollo  served  as  co-chairmen  of  a  very  compre- 
hensive program.  Greater  attention  to  the  "humanities"  was  a  parti- 
cularly strong  theme  at  this  meeting. 

With  the  availability  of  the  new  facilities  we  were  able  to  institute 
a  Junior  High  Book  Store.  Miss  Sarah  Jane  O'Hara  has  worked  hard 
to  initiate  and  guide  this  program  which  not  only  provides  valuable 
reading  materials  to  students  but  also  provides  funds  for  the  newly 
instituted  Caroline  Vaux  Book  Award  Program.  Masconomet  and  our 
English  Department  were  honored  when  the  Kaleidoscope  in  its  new 
format  garnered  the  "outstanding"  award  at  the  New  England  Scho- 
lastic Press  Association  competition. 

Social  Sciences 

The  fall  of  1964  found  our  revised  curriculum  in  Social  Sciences 
being  introduced.  Reports  to  date  are  very  satisfactory.  Features  of 
this  program  include  (1)  a  greater  emphasis  on  learning  from  a 
variety  of  sources  rather  than  the  traditional  single  textbook  approach; 
(2)  marked  increase  in  discussion  and  critical  thinking  and  interpre- 
tation by  students;  and  (3)  much  greater  focous  on  conceptualization 
as  a  learning  process  and  less  attention  or  demand  on  simple  memory 
work.  The  new  sequence  of  courses  includes  Geography  in  grade  7; 
Cultural  Institutions  in  grade  8;  Introduction  to  Social  Sciences  in 
grade  9;  History  of  Civilizations  in  grade  10;  American  Civilization 
Part  I  in  grade  11;  and  American  Civilization  Part  II  in  grade  12. 
This  sequence  of  courses  is  now  required  of  all  students. 

Significant  work  is  being  done  for  the  slower  learning  students  in 
Social  Sciences.  Curriculum  revision  has  been  initiated  through  the 
efforts  of  Air.  Robert  Kanter  who  was  selected  for  the  Tufts  Nine 
State  Project.  His  summer  activity  with  this  project  dealt  with  pur- 
poses and  methods  of  citizenship  education  as  it  relates  to  students 
who  are  destined  to  end  their  formal  education  at  the  high  school  level 
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gional  Fair  and  the  Massachusetts  State  Science  Fair  held  at  M.I.T. 

Continued  improvement  in  oiu'  currently  up-to-date  science  cur- 
riculum is  very  satisfactory  and  oiu'  teachers  continue  to  involve  them- 
selves in  inservice  training  programs.  Two  teachers  won  NSF  grants 
for  the  summer  of  1964.  In  addition  two  members  of  the  department 
were  active  in  professional  organizations,  Miss  Louise  Swenson  as 
Secretary  of  the  New  England  Association  of  Chemistry  Teachers  and 
Mr.  John  Sangennano  as  Treasurer  of  the  New  England  Biology  As- 
sociation. 

Our  students  continue  to  qualify  and  take  advantage  of  the  NSF 
Summer  Institute  for  Academically  Talented  High  School  Students. 
Charles  Elrnendorf  and  Eleanor  Harris  won  scholarships  at  Merri- 
mack College  and  studied  in  the  fields  of  Biology  and  Chemistry  dur- 
ing the  summer  of  1964.  Six  of  our  Masconomet  students  were  chosen 
as  participants  in  the  Holiday  Science  Lecture  Series  at  M.I.T.  This 
program  is  sponsored  by  the  Academy  of  Arts  &  Sciences  and  is  held 
during  the  Christmas  recess  period. 

Languages 

The  new  facilities  have  made  possible  increased  emphasis  on 
foreign  languages  in  our  seventh  and  eighth  grades.  The  addition  of 
a  language  laboratory  in  the  new  addition  together  with  an  increase 
to  three  periods  per  week  of  languages  has  allowed  us  to  step-up 
quantity  and  quality  of  language  study.  German  has  now  joined 
French  and  Spanish  as  an  introductory  language  at  the  seventh  grade 
level.  A  six  year  sequence  is  now  being  strengthened  in  all  three  of 
these  languages.  Curriculum  improvement  is  stressing  more  printed 
and  written  language  in  grade  seven  than  has  been  included  in  some 
of  the  more  progressive  audio-lingual  materials. 

The  enthusiastic  support  of  the  Student  Exchange  Program  by 
the  teachers  and  students  of  the  language  department  has  resulted  in 
significant  increases  in  the  membership  of  adults  in  the  Masconomet 
Ambassadors  Club,  and  has  seen  the  completion  of  an  unusually  suc- 
cessful candy  drive  for  the  financial  support  of  our  exchange  program. 
The  adult  community  organization  now  known  as  the  MAC  (Mas- 
conomet Ambassadors  Club)  has  contributed  significantly  to  the  in- 
ternational student  exchange  program  which  has  promoted  the  bring- 
ing in  of  students  from  foreign  countries  and  also  sending  of  our  stu- 
dents to  foreign  countries. 

Jane  Eriksen  (Class  of  1964)  is  spending  a  school  year  in  Han- 
nover, Germany  as  our  Masconomet  ambassador  and  Birgit  Emde 
from  Hannover  is  here  at  Masconomet  for  the  year.  This  exchange 
between  Hannover,  Germany  and  Masconomet  has  proven  to  be  very 
worthy  of  our  support  and  promotion. 

In  addition  to  this  formal  exchange  program,  we  have  John 
Otieno  from  Kenya,  Africa  enrolled  at  Masconomet.  John  is  living  in 
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TojDsfield  and  plans  to  remain  in  our  school  for  three  years  to  earn  a 
Mascononiet  diploma.  Although  John  is  not  officially  sponsored 
through  our  exchange  program,  his  presence,  background,  and  activi- 
ties do  contribute  much  to  international  understanding. 

Guidance  Functions 

The  wide  scope  of  guidance  in  our  school  influences  students  in 
classrooms  and  general  school  activities,  and  in  community  life.  We 
continue  to  provide  variety  and  quality  in  our  attention  to  helping- 
individuals  grow  in  their  desire  and  ability  to  make  right  decisions 
about  their  life  and  therefore  their  actions. 

Monthly  Career  Conferences  continue  to  bring  a  variety  of  speak- 
ers to  Masconomet  to  talk  with  high  school  students  in  small  groups, 
Masconomet  was  appointed  as  a  Test  Center  for  College  Entrance 
Examination  Board.  Several  informative  and  productive  meetings 
were  held  during  the  year  with  the  local  Clergymen  joining  the  Mas- 
conomet guidance  j^ersonnol  in  study  of  local  jDroblems. 

This  year  saw  us  printing  our  Program  of  Studies  Booklet  and 
our  Student  Handbook  for  the  first  time.  Paula  Katz  (Class  of  1964) 
was  chairman  of  the  Student  Handbook  Committee  and  in  this  capa- 
city provided  the  main  force  behind  a  very  good  revision  of  the  hand- 
book. 

The  establishment  of  the  "Homeroom  Organization"  which  assigns 
20-25  students  to  a  faculty  advisor  has  improved  the  conditions  for 
providing  more  individual  attention  to  students.  The  daily  Homeroom 
Period  of  25  minutes  scheduled  together  with  the  daily  lunch  period 
has  provided  an  added  guidance  feature  to  our  program.  The  weekly 
publication  of  "Guidance  Notes"  for  distribution  to  Homeroom  Ad- 
visors and  students  has  improved  communications  and  has  given 
students  much  good  information. 

We  continue  to  serve  parents  who  are  helping  their  children  make 
choices.  Workshops  for  parents  held  this  year  included  .  .  .  "Financing 
Further  Education";  "Teenage  Drinking";  "College  Night";  and 
"Pupil  Record  of  Educational  Progress  Test  Interpretation." 

Physical  Education 

With  the  anticipation  of  added  physical  education  facilities  the 
program  was  increased  to  three  periods  per  week  for  all  students  in 
grades  7  through  10,  with  grades  1 1  and  12  remaining  at  two  periods 
per  week.  In  addition  to  this  program,  we  instituted  a  compulsory 
intramural  athletic  program  for  eighth  graders.  This  program  finds 
each  eighth  grader  participating  in  competitive  sports  at  least  one 
each  week. 

Ice  Hockey  was  introduced  this  year  for  the  first  time.  Ice  time 
has  been  scheduled  at  the  Frost  Arena  in  Lawrence  and  the  first  game 
was  played  in  December  1964.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  over  forty 
boys  turned  out  for  the  first  practice  but  the  squad  had  to  be  cut 
to  twenty  boys. 
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Interscholastic  athletic  competition  in  most  all  sports  continues  to 
find  Masconomet  winning-  honors  as  the  following  records  indicate : 

Football — 19  straight  game  winning  streak  with  only  one  loss 
this  year.  Stephen  Chew  (Class  of  1965)  won  the 
Massachusetts  State  Football  High  Scoring  honors 
for  the  second  straight  year. 

Basketball — Cape  Ann  Championship;  Lost  second  game  of 
State  Tournament. 

Baseball — Qualified  for  Class  C  State  Tournament. 

Cross  Coimtry — Successfully  defended  State  Class  D  Cham- 
pionship and  Cape  Ann  League  Championship; 
represented  the  State  of  Massachusetts  at  the  New 
England  Cross  Country  Championships  and  fin- 
ished second. 

Track — Essex  County  Track  Championship  and  Essex  Coun- 
ty Track  Relay  Champions. 

Business  Education 

We  continue  to  place  graduates  majoring  in  Business  Education 
in  good  occupational  positions.  In  the  spring  of  1964,  we  held  our  first 
Business  Education  Awards  Night  to  honor  students  who  have  demon- 
strated high  proficiency  in  Business  Education  skills.  This  program  also 
provided  parents  with  the  opportunity  to  visit  the  Business  Education 
classrooms  and  observe  the  activities  engaged  in  by  their  children. 

Data  Processing  is  fast  becoming  a  part  of  our  education  program 
with  elements  of  data  processing  being  integrated  into  present  Office 
Practice  courses.  Since  the  institution  of  data  processing  equipment  for 
school  administrative  functions  we  have  provided  several  interested 
students  with  direct  training  experiences  with  equipment  and  proce- 
dures. 

Industrial  Arts 

The  most  significant  happening  for  the  Industrial  Arts  program 
was  the  addition  of  two  more  well  equipped  instructional  areas.  This 
doubles  the  available  shops  for  our  program  and  thus  allows  us  to 
improve  both  the  junior  high  and  high  school  offerings. 

A  new  course  called  Industrial  Organization  was  instituted  for 
the  students  wishing  to  gain  broader  and  deeper  understandings  of  the 
industrial  structure  in  this  country  with  particular  reference  to  explor- 
ing the  fields  of  work  available  and  related  to  shop  experiences  being 
obtained  in  our  program. 

Home  Economics 

Like  the  Industrial  Arts  Program,  the  Home  Economics  program 
has  experienced  a  great  expansion  of  available  instructional  facilities 
with  the  addition  of  two  more  laboratories.  Although  the  high  school 
and  junior  high  school  facilities  are  separated  temporarily  we  do  have 
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very  satisfactory  conditions  to  foster  a  complete  program  for  both 
levels. 

The  interest  in  Chef's  Club  for  boys  and  the  Home  Economics 
Club  for  girls  has  allowed  us  to  serve  a  group  of  students  who  cannot 
enroll  in  regular  Home  Economics  courses.  These  clubs  have  been 
meeting  after  school.  Association  with  several  outside  agencies  has 
provided  valuable  experiences  for  our  students  in  Home  Economics  as 
well  as  keeping  our  program  in  touch  with  life  outside  of  the  class- 
room as  it  relates  to  Home  Economics.  We  continue  to  participate  in : 
Betty  Crocker  Homemaker  of  Tomorrow  contest;  McCall  Magazine 
teen  fashion  board;  Co-ed  Magazine  correspondence  program;  and 
Jordan  Marsh  Fashion  Council  program. 

Art 

Previous  to  this  fall  the  Art  program  had  to  confine  its  work  to  a 
single  art  room,  but  when  school  opened  in  September  1964  we  were 
able  to  use  two  additional  art  rooms  and  an  additional  member  was 
added  to  the  staff.  Thus,  our  junior  high  program  was  increased  to 
two  periods  per  week  for  all  students  and  our  high  school  program  has 
increased  in  scope. 

We  continue  to  emphasize  the  integration  of  art  and  art  apprecia- 
tion with  many  of  our  courses  and  school  activities.  Strides  are  being 
taken  to  combine  more  literature,  social  science,  art,  and  music  in 
what  is  called  the  "humanities"  studies.  We  continue  to  participate  in 
the  Topsfield  Fair  Premium  Cover  Award  and  the  1964  winner  was 
Bruce  Ray  (Class  of  1964). 

Music 

In  September  1964  we  were  able  to  bring  the  junior  high  general 
music  program  back  into  proper  focus  by  returning  to  two  periods  per 
week  for  all  students  in  grades  7  and  8.  We  likewise  have  been  able  to 
initiate  for  the  first  time  a  junior  high  instrumental  program  which  is 
separate  from  the  high  school  program.  Both  Band  and  Orchestra 
experiences  have  been  instituted. 

Our  Masconomet  Band,  under  the  inspiration  and  direction  of 
Mr.  Donald  Gay  won  the  honor  of  playing  at  the  New  York  World's 
Fair  on  April  28,  29,  1964.  With  the  help  of  the  Music  Parents  group 
we  were  able  to  send  the  band  to  New  York  on  what  proved  to  be  a 
very  valuable  experience. 

Several  significant  musical  experiences  were  held  during  the  year: 
an  Orchestra  Exchange  Concert  —  with  Winchester,  Massachusetts 
High  School;  an  Operetta— "Litde  Mary  Sunshine";  a  Spring  Con- 
cert; and  a  Christmas  Concert. 

Five  students  earned  honors  by  being  chosen  for  the  Massachu- 
setts All  State  Festival  in  Band,  Orchestra,  and  Chorus  while  six  stu- 
dents won  first  division  ratings  at  the  New  England  Solo  and  En- 
semble Festival. 
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Special  Education 

The  program  continues  to  provide  heart  warming  results  for  the 
students  enrolled.  The  constant  attention  to  individual  needs  by  the 
teacher  and  the  expansion  of  the  activities  to  include  a  work-school 
program,  driver  education,  and  school  service  projects  such  as  supply 
dispursing,  hallway  monitoring,  makes  the  school  life  interesting  and 
profitable  for  these  students. 

BUDGET  FOR  1965 

Each  year  our  enrollment  increases.  On  October  1,  1964  the 
total  enrollment  was  1292  including  two  tuition  pupils.  This  is  an 
increase  of  118  pupils  (10%)  over  the  October  1,  1963  enrollment  of 
1174.  On  the  basis  of  enrollment  projections  revised  as  of  October  23, 

1964  enrollment  in  the  regional  high  school  is  projected  to  be  1415 
in  September  1965.  This  represents  an  increase  of  123  pupils  over 
1964,  or  9.7%  and  compares  closely  with  the  average  annual  increase 
of  10.7%  experienced  over  the  past  five  years  (1960-64). 

Such  a  steady  increase  in  annual  enrollment  serves  to  increase 
the  overall  costs  of  operation  due  to  the  need  for  hiring  additional 
teachers,  buying  more  textbooks  and  instructional  supplies,  and  adding 
proportionately  to  the  non-instructional  services  required  for  the  com- 
plete operation  of  the  school  and  its  educational  program.  In  1965 
the  budget  increase  in  this  latter  category  is  higher  than  in  previous 
years  because  of  the  new  physical  plant  which  must  be  serviced  and 
maintained. 

The  total  Budget  for  1965  before  applying  any  credits  for  antici- 
pated receipts  is  $1,403,519.00,  an  increase  of  $188,951.00  or  15.6% 
over  the  1964  Clross  Budget  of  $1,214,568.00. 

The  Maintenance  and  Operating  Budget  for  1965  which  repre- 
sents 78%  of  the  total  costs  of  the  Regional  School  District  amounts 
to  $1,095,044.00.  This  is  $195,251.00  more  than  the  1964  budget 
figure  of  $899,793.00,  or  an  increase  of  21.7%  .  This  percentage  in- 
crease compares  with  an  increase  of  10.8%  in  1964  over  1963  and 
with  an  average  annual  increase  of  15,8%  since  1960. 

Teachers'  salaries  account  for  43.7%  of  the  total  increase  in  the 

1965  budget.  This  increase  is  due  partly  to  action  of  the  Legislature 
in  1964  increasing  the  minimum  salary  for  teachers  to  $5,000  eflfective 
September  1,  1965;  partly  to  salary  increases  voted  by  the  Committee 
for  the  1964-65  school  year  and  of  which  the  full  effect  is  now  reflected 
in  the  budget  for  1965;  and  partly  to  the  operation  of  the  annual 
increment  provisions  of  the  District's  Salary  Schedule.  A  portion  of 
the  increase  in  this  item  is  an  allowance  for  hiring  twelve  additional 
teachers  to  care  for  both  the  increase  in  enrollment  and  to  adjust 
over-sized  class  sections  presently  existing  in  the  subject  areas  of  Eng- 
lish, Social  Science,  Mathematics,  Science,  and  Foreign  Language. 

The  budget  amount  of  $767,466.00  under  the  category  "Expense 
of  Instruction"  accounts  for  63.4%  of  the  total  increase  in  the  1965  bud- 
get over  that  for  1964  and  represents  a  dollar  increase  of  $123,755.00 
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or  19.2%  over  the  $643,711.00  carried  in  the  1964  budget. 

The  budget  amount  of  $150,524.00  for  "Other  School  Services" 
accounts  for  12.9%  of  the  total  increase  in  the  1965  budget  over  the 
budget  for  1964.  It  represents  a  dollar  increase  of  $25,222.00  or  20.1% 
over  the  $125,302.00  budgeted  in  1964.  Much  of  the  increase  in  this 
category  is  because  of  transportation  costs  which  are  expected  will  be 
higher  in  1965  when  a  new  three-year  contract  is  awarded. 

The  expense  of  Operating  and  Maintaining  the  School  Plant 
will  amount  to  $109,542.00  in  1965  and  represents  an  increase  of 
$33,677.00  or  44.4%  over  the  amount  budgeted  for  1964  of  $75,865.00. 
It  reflects  the  need  for  additional  custodians  as  well  as  increased  cus- 
todial supplies  required  to  service  and  maintain  the  new  addition. 
The  increase  in  this  category  accounts  for  17.2%  of  the  total  increase 
in  the  1965  budget  over  the  budget  for  1964. 

Debt  Service  and  Debt  Retirement  in  1965  totals  $308,475.00  of 
the  Gross  Budget  This  represents  a  slight  decrease  (2.0%)  from  the 
$314,775.00  budgeted  and  expended  in  1964.  This  gross  capital  debt 
expenditure  will  be  offset  by  $134,097.81  of  construction  aid  grant 
reimbursement  to  be  received  from  the  State  in  1965,  thus  reducing 
th  District's  capital  costs  to  a  net  of  $174,377.19. 

General  receipts  that  will  accrue  to  the  District  in  1965  from  all 
sources  (see  financial  section  of  report)  are  estimated  at  $135,672.19. 
Included  among  these  are  transfers  of  monies  from  two  revolving  fund 
accounts:  $1,000.00  from  th  Athletic  Fund,  as  a  result  of  increased 
receipts  from  home  games,  principally  football;  and  $15,000,00  from 
the  Public  Law  85-874  funds  received  by  the  District  from  the  Federal 
Government  under  the  Impacted  Areas  Legislation  enacted  by  the 
85th  Congress. 

Applying  these  anticipated  receipts  towards  the  1965  Gross  Main- 
tenance and  Operating  Budget  of  $1,095,044.00  gives  an  adjusted  net 
Maintenance  andOperating  Budget  for  1965  of  $959,371.81.  This 
added  to  the  adjusted  net  budget  for  Capital  Costs  gives  a  total  adjusted 
net  budget  in  1965  of  $1,133,749.00  which  is  the  assessment  to  be 
apportioned  among  the  member  towns. 

On  the  basis  of  the  adjusted  net  total  budget  amount  and  using 
an  estimated  average  enrollment  of  1340  pupils  for  the  fiscal  year  1965, 
the  total  per  pupil  cost  is  estimated  to  be  $846.08.  Of  this  total  $715.95 
is  due  to  operation  while  $130.13  is  on  account  of  Debt  and  Debt 
Service.  The  following  Table  gives  the  comparison  of  these  costs  per 
pupil  for  the  five  years  1961-65.

FACULTY 

The  continued  growth  in  enrollment,  increasing  the  number  of 
class  sections  at  all  levels  of  the  school,  has  brought  with  it  a  corres- 
ponding increase  in  our  instructional  staff.  This  year  nine  teachers 
were  added  giving  us  now  a  total  professional  staff  of  91.  At  the  same 
time  there  were  eighteen  \'acancies  resulting  from  resignations  to  be 
filled.  Included  in  this  number  was  one  vacancy  due  to  death  of  a 
teacher,  and  one  to  a  retirement.  This  turnover  in  staff  though  larger 
than  we  like  to  see  follows  the  experience  of  past  years  and  is  to  be 
expected  considering  the  youngness  of  the  staff  (average  age  33  years) , 
the  employment  of  a  number  of  married  women  teachers,  and  the  in- 
creased opportunities  in  these  times  of  serious  teacher  shortage,  (ex- 
ceedingly critical  in  certain  subject  .areas)  for  teachers  with  one  to 
three  years  of  experience  to  move  on  readily  to  better  paying  positions 
in  other  school  systems. 

In  spite  of  the  fierce  competition  that  exists  for  qualified  teachers 
in  the  present  period  of  short  supply,  Masconomet  has  been  fortunate 
in  being  able  to  find  well  qualified  replacements.  We  feel  that  the 
overall  quality  of  the  professional  staff  has  been  perceptibly  improved 
by  these  new  members.  They  have  come  to  us  from  near  and  far, 
bringing  a  broad  background  of  educational  training  and  experience, 
have  been  quick  to  adjust  to  our  school,  and  most  responsible  in 
carrying  out  their  individual  assignments. 

Seven  of  the  nine  additional  teachers  were  due  to  the  return  of 
a  single-session  day  and  a  full  educational  program  for  our  seventh 
and  eighth  graders.  One  additional  science  teacher  was  required  for 
the  high  school  and  one  counselor  was  added  to  the  Guidance  De- 
partment to  work  with  the  ninth  and  tenth  grade  boys. 

The  completion  of  the  new  addition  and  the  physical  separation 
of  gardes  7  and  8  from  grades  9  through  12  now  permits  the  operation 
of  the  program  for  these  two  grades  separately  from  that  of  the  senior 
high  school. 
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A  new  j^osition  of  Assistant  Principal  for  the  junior  high  school 
lias  been  established.  After  interviewing  a  number  of  applicants  for 
the  position,  the  Committee  elected  Mr.  George  G.  Vlahos  of  Ipswich, 
Mass.,  to  the  position.  Mr.  Vlahos,  who  joined  the  staff  August  1st, 
is  a  graduate  of  Harvard  Gollege  and  received  his  masters'  degree  in 
Education  from  Salem  State  Gollege.  During  the  years  1960-64  Mr. 
Vlahos  serx  ed  as  teacher,  assistant  ])rincipal  and  principal  in  the  U.  S. 
Army  Dependent  Schools  in  West  Germany.  Previous  to  going  over- 
seas he  had  taught  in  the  public  schools  of  West  Brookfield  and  Essex, 
Massachusetts. 

One  change  occurred  in  the  supervisory  staff".  Mr.  William  H. 
Spencer  of  Weymouth,  Massachusetts  was  elected  to  the  chairmanship 
of  the  Foreign  Language  Department,  replacing  Mr.  Richard  P. 
Merrill  who  resigned  to  accept  the  position  of  Language  Go-ordinator 
in  the  Waltham  Public  Schools.  Mr.  Spencer  is  a  graduate  of  the 
University  of  Massachusetts  and  received  his  master's  degree  from 
Boston  University.  During  the  1963-64  academic  year  he  attended  the 
Harvard  Graduate  School  as  a  teaching  fellow.  Mr.  Spencer's  previous 
teaching  experience  includes  several  years  in  the  language  program  of 
the  U.  S.  Air  Force  as  well  as  four  years  in  the  language  department 
of  the  high  school  in  Brockton,  Massachusetts. 

Masconomet's  first  teacher  retirement  occurred  this  year.  Mrs. 
Mary  A  Rowell,  teacher  of  7th  and  8th  grade  science  since  the  school 
opened  in  1959,  retired  on  June  30,  ,1964.  She  was  the  guest  of 
honor  at  a  special  dinner  meeting  of  the  Masconomet  Teachers'  As- 
sociation on  May  28,  1964  in  observance  of  her  forthcoming  retirement. 
An  illuminated  scroll  expressing  thanks  to  her  for  her  five  years  of 
inspirational  teaching  and  devoted  service  to  the  students  of  Mascono- 
met and  signed  by  all  the  members  of  the  school  committee  was  pre- 
sented to  Mrs.  Rowell  by  Ghairman  Quinn. 

The  names  of  other  new  faculty  members  are  shown  in  the  section 
on  personnel  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

Mrs.  Garolyn  D.  Vaux 

The  death  of  Mrs.  Garolyn  D.  Vaux  on  July  21,  1964  after  several 
months  of  illness  was  a  shock  to  all  who  knew  her.  As  a  member  of 
Masconomet's  original  faculty  she  had  endeared  herself  to  hundreds 
of  students  who  came  under  her  tutelage  in  7th  grade  English.  She 
served  the  school  and  its  students  selfllessly,  devotedly,  and  with  con- 
siderable warmth  and  understanding  of  each  student  as  an  individual. 
It  is  most  appropriate  and  fitting  that  the  recently  established  book 
award  program  for  the  Junior  High  School  has  been  named  in  her 
honor  and  memor\'. 

Teachers'  Salaries 

As  already  indicated  it. was  necessary  to  revise  the  District's 
Salary  Schedule  as  a  consequence  of  action  taken  by  the  Legislature 
this  year  raising  the  State  minimum  salary  for  teachers  to  $5,000  effec- 
tive September  1,  1965. 
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On  November  9,  1964  the  committee  met  with  the  Professional 
Improvement  Committee  of  the  Masconomet  Teachers'  Association 
to  discuss  their  proposals  for  changes  in  the  salary  schedule  and  policy 
which  had  been  presented  by  them  at  an  earlier  meeting  with  the 
Education  Sub-Committee.  As  a  result  of  this  discussion  the  Com- 
mittee voted  to  amend  the  District's  Salary  Schedule  and  Policy  eflfec- 
tive  September  1,  1965  in  the  following  manner: 

1.  Increase  the  minimum  from  $4,800  to  $5,000. 

2.  Increase  the  size  of  the  tenure  increment  from  $300  to  $400 
in  1965  and  to  $500  beginning  September  1,  1966. 

3.  Increase  the  number  of  accumulative  days  of  sick  leave  from 
60  to  90. 

The  Committee  also  approved  the  formation  of  a  study  group  made  up 
of  members  of  the  Masconomet  Teachers'  Association  and  three  mem- 
bers of  the  School  Committee  to  study  the  situation  with  regard  to 
establishing  a  sabbatical  leave  policy  which  the  teacher  group  had  ex- 
pressed a  strong  desire  to  see  operating  at  Masconomet  in  the  future. 

The  new  salary  schedule  effective  September  1,  1965  will  be  as 
follows :

At  the  time  teacher  reappointments  were  being  considered  in 
April  1964  the  committee  voted  a  slight  revision  in  some  of  the  ratios 
used  to  determine  the  maximum  stipends  to  be  paid  to  members  of 
the  staff  having  special  duties  and  responsibilities  of  an  administrative 
or  supervisory  nature  to  correct  certain  inequities  which  had  existed. 
In  implementing  these  revisions  one-half  of  the  increase  resulting 
from  a  change  in  the  ratios  effected  became  effective  in  September 
1964;  with  the  other  half  to  go  into  effect  in  September  1965.  At  the 
same  time  the  committee  approved  a  revision  in  the  schedule  of  sti- 
pends paid  for  athletic  coaching  to  take  effect  in  September  1964. 

Another  action  taken  by  the  Committee  was  approval  of  a  recom- 
mendation of  the  superintendent  that  children  of  staff  members  who 
do  not  reside  within  the  District  but  who  would  like  to  attend  Mas- 
conomet be  permitted  to  do  so  upon  payment  of  one-quarter  of  the 
established  tuition  rate.  This  is  a  policy  that  is  followed  in  several 
other  communities  in  the  commonwealth. 

This  year  two  faculty  members  each  have  a  child  attending  Mas- 
conomet under  this  arrangement. 
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The  revisions  to  the  salary  schedule  as  herein  reported,  together 
with  the  adjustments  and  regular  normal  increments  voted  in  1964 
for  the  1964-65  school  year  represents  an  increase  of  12.7%  in  the 
annual  expenditure  rate  for  salaries  for  the  present  professional  staff, 
and  for  the  1965  budget  year  amounts  to  a  7.5%  increase. 

In-Service  Training  Program  For  School 
Adjustment  Counselors 

During  the  past  year  Masconomet  has  participated  with  several 
other  North  Shore  communities  in  a  pilot  in-service  training  program 
for  School  Adjustment  Counselors.  The  program,  inaugurated  under 
the  leadership  of  Dr.  John  D.  Coughlan,  Director  of  the  Youth  Service 
Board,  with  Masconomet  serving  as  the  co-ordinating  school,  is  de- 
signed to  provide  an  opportunity  for  these  area  school  adjustment 
counselors  to  meet  weekly  with  Dr.  Joseph  Mullen,  staff  psychiatrist 
at  the  Judge  Baker  Guidance  Center  to  discuss  with  him  and  each 
other,  some  of  the  individual  problems  encountered  in  their  day  to  day 
work  with  students.  The  cost  of  this  service  is  being  shared  by  the 
participating  school  systems. 

The  program  has  worked  exceedingly  well.  Each  of  the  partici- 
pants has  found  these  weekly  meetings  with  Dr.  Mullen  to  be  profes- 
sionally stimulating  and  extremely  helpful  to  them  and  indirectly  to 
the  students  whom  each  serves. 

Summer  School 

Our  Summer  School  program  continues  to  serve  well  the  needs 
of  both  resident  and  non-resident  students  who  desire  to  study  during 
the  vacation  period  to  remove  a  subject  deficiency  or  to  take  enrich- 
ment courses.  Twenty-one  diflferent  courses  were  offered  and  a  total 
of  112  students  took  a  total  of  184  pupil  courses.  Of  the  total  number 
of  students  enrolled  17  were  non-residents  and  4  were  adults. 

Although  the  expense  of  operating  the  summer  school  is  not  com- 
pletely off -set  by  tuition  payments,  the  deficit  incurred  ($1841  in  1964) 
does  in  one  sense  represent  an  eventual  saving  to  the  District,  in  that 
students  who  are  successful  in  passing  a  course  failed  during  the  re- 
gular school  year,  or  who  are  successful  in  removing  a  condition  in  a 
sequential  subject,  are  saved  from  taking  an  extra  year  to  complete 
their  high  school  course.  On  the  basis  of  the  number  of  students  who 
were  thus  "saved"  this  year,  Mr.  William  R.  Stanton,  Director  of  the 
Summer  Session  calculated  that  the  above  cost  of  operation  really 
represents  a  net  savings  to  the  District  of  $7,159.00. 

At  its  meeting  of  September  30,  1964  the  committee  approved  the 
report  of  the  Director  and  voted  to  operate  the  summer  session  in  1965. 
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ADULT  EDUCATION  PROGRAM 

In  response  to  a  communication  received  during  the  summer 
from  the  Middleton  School  Committee  relative  to  plans  which  had 
been  formulated  by  Superintendent  George  Port  for  starting  an  adult 
education  program  in  that  community  and  which  members  of  the 
Middleton  School  Committee  felt  might  be  more  effective  and  reach 
more  people  if  operated  on  a  regional  basis,  action  has  been  taken  by 
the  Committee  to  initiate  such  a  program.  An  Adult  Education  Advi- 
sory Committee  of  nine  members,  composed  of  two  lay  persons  from 
each  member  town  and  three  representives  from  the  school,  has  been 
fonned  and  has  already  held  several  meetings  this  fall  to  plan  such  a 
program,  wjiich  it  is  expected  can  be  put  into  operation  at  the  start 
of  the  1965-66  school  year. 

CLASS  OF  1964 

The  158  members  of  Masconomet's  fifth  graduating  class  were 
presented  their  diplomas  on  Thursday  evening,  June  11,  1964.  Mr. 
Richard  Quinn,  Chairman  of  the  Masconomet  Regional  School  Com- 
mittee made  the  presentation  at  the  graduation  exercises  held  this  year 
in  the  Archibald  Jones  Gymnasium.  The  size  of  the  graduating  class 
made  the  change  from  the  auditorium  to  the  gymnasium  necessary. 

Seventeen  members  of  the  class  were  elected  to  membership  in 
the  New  Meadows  Chapter  of  the  National  Honor  Society,  with  six 
of  these  members  earning  this  distinction  in  their  junior  year.  Of  the 
1958  graduates,  forty  were  from  Boxford,  forty-nine  from  Middleton, 
and  sixty-nine  from  Topsfield. 

Susan  Marie  Clifford,  who  had  been  in  Germany  for  the  school 
year  as  an  exchange  student,  flew  home  in  time  to  join  her  classmates 
for  graduation  and  the  exercises  included  her  expression  of  deep  grati- 
tude to  her  classmates  and  to  the  Masconomet  community  for  making 
her  year  in  Hanover,  Germany  possible.

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TOWN  INSURANCE  COMMITTEE 

The  Insurance  Comniittec  being  charged  with  keeping  the  town 
property  adequately  insured  for  any  likely  contingency  and  the  town 
employees  properly  protected  for  any  liability  suit,  met  eight  times  dur- 
ing the  year  1964. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  at  the  1964  annual  town  meeting 
the  membership  of  this  committee  was  increased  to  five. 

Twice  during  the  year,  in  May  and  again  in  November,  the 
town's  insurance  portfolio  was  thoroughly  analyzed  and  brought  up 
to  date.  A  special  attention  was  directed  to  certain  property  of  ques- 
tionable value  which  was  deleted.  Also  specific  studies  were  made  of 
our  water  tank,  town  library,  and  the  several  recently  acquired  items 
of  major  equipment  belonging  to  the  water,  school,  cemetery  and 
fire  departments. 

The  Insurance  Committee  familiarized  themselves  with  Chapter 
513  of  the  Acts  of  1964  having  to  do  with  the  town's  liability  for  an 
action  brought  against  a  teacher,  and  was  advised  by  the  town  counsel 
that  such  an  action  was  not  a  proper  subject  to  be  covered  by  insurance. 

The  Committee  worked  in  close  cooperation  with  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  expedite  the  adoption  of  group  contributory  accident 
and  health  and  life  insurance  for  town  employees  as  voted  at  the  an- 
nual town  election  of  March  3,  1964. 

As  of  December  31,  1964,  after  making  an  allowance  for  premium 
adjustments  necessitated  by  transfers  of  coverages  on  vehicles  and  an 
estimated  additional  premium  for  Workmen's  Compensation  resulting 
from  the  Town's  payroll,  this  Committee  returned  to  the  town  treasury 
the  sum  of  approximately  $750.00.

School  Committee  Operation 


The  committee  held  a  total  of  21  reo^ular  meetins^s  and  1  special 
meeting  during  1964.  x\ll  meetings  were  held  at  the  Superintendent's 
Office  in  the  Proctor  School.  Regular  meetings  are  scheduled  for  the 
first  and  third  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  8:00  P.M.  Meetings  are 
open  and  the  public  is  invited  to  attend.  Executive  sessions  have  sel- 
dom been  held  and  then  only  in  such  matters  requiring  privacy  and 
consistent  with  the  open  meeting  statute.  Notices  of  special  meetings 
or  changes  in  dates  are  posted  in  the  Town  Hall.  Each  committee 
member  serves  as  a  school  committee  representative  on  another  group. 
H.  Harris  serv^es  on  the  Topsfield  Insurance  Committee,  J.  Moore 
serves  on  the  Masconomet  Regional  School  Committee,  and  G.  Vogt 
ser\^es  on  the  Long  Range  School  Planning  and  Building  Committee. 
During  the  year  the  committee  made  a  complete  review  of  its  policies 
and  regulations.  Committee  members  also  participated  in  the  annual 
School  Committee  Seminar  held  at  Boston  University  and  sponsored 
by  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  School  Committees. 

Financial 

Starting  in  the  previous  decade,  the  elementary  school  enrollment 
showed  a  rapid  growth  for  several  years.  The  enrollment  figures  of 
673  in  1960,  759  in  1961,  and  830  in  1962  indicate  the  sharp  rate  of 
growth.  This  trend  was  abruptly  interrupted  in  1963  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  823,  the  first  instance  of  a  reduction  in  enrollment  in  many 
years.  A-retum  to  an  upward  trend  occurred  in  1964  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  844.  On  the  basis  of  projections  done  jointly  by  the  school 
administration  and  the  Long  Range  School  Planning  and  Building 
Committee,  a  further  small  increase  to  866  is  anticipated  in  the  fall 
of  1965.  Further  details  of  the  projection  and  its  implications  will  be 
found  in  the  report  of  the  Long  Range  School  Planning  and  Building 
Committee. 

In  view  of  the  expected  relatively  small  growth,  no  provision  has 
been  made  for  additional  personnel  beyond  the  present  staff  size.  The 
budget  as  detailed  provides  for  a  continuation  of  the  present  services. 
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The  change  in  each  major  account  is  noted  below:

The  major  increase  is  found  in  the  Instruction  Account.  Virtu- 
ally all  of  the  increase  here  is  in  salaries  and  results  from  the  following 
factors: 


1.  The  impact  for  a  full  year  of  normal  salary  increments  effec- 
tive in  September,  1964.

It 
should  be  noted  that  thf  Massachusetts  Legislature  has  enacted 
a  new  minimum  salary  law  which  sets  the  minimum  teacher's 
salary  at  $5000.  At  the  time  of  enactment  of  this  legislation, 
Topsfield's  starting  salary  was  $4800.  Thus  the  new  law  essen- 
tially forced  a  raising  of  the  salary  schedule  by  $200  at  all 
steps,  effective  September,  1965.

Comments  on  other  increases  which  may  require  amplification 
follow : 

1.  The  Workshop  and  Conference  Expense  Account  was  in- 
creased by  $445  primarily  to  carry  on  a  continuing  program  of 
teacher  workshops. 

2.  The  Regular  Transportation  Account  was  increased  by  $920 
in  anticipation  of  higher  costs  during  the  next  school  year. 
New  three-year  contracts  will  be  put  out  to  bid  in  1965. 

3.  Special  Class  Transportation  was  raised  by  $405  and  Elemen- 
tary Tuition  was  increased  by  $270.  This  was  required  to 
meet  present  commitments  for  sending  pupils  to  the  special 
class  in  neighboring  towns  on  a  tuition  basis.  One-half  of  these 
costs  will  be  reimbursed  to  the  Town  by  the  State. 

4.  The  Care  of  Grounds  Account  was  increased  $700.  The  great 
bulk  of  the  expenditure  in  this  account  is  for  snow  removal. 
The  increase  was  dictated  by  experience  of  the  past  year  in 
snow  removal  at  the  two  schools. 

It  should  be  noted  that  Topsfield's  share  of  the  school  union  ex- 
pense has  decreased  slightly.  The  original  apportionment  of  expense 
was  65%  for  Topsfield  and  35%  for  Boxford.  Based  on  the  pupil  en- 
rollment in  the  two  towns,  Topsfield's  share  dropped  to  63.5%  in  1964 
and  will  drop  to  61.7%  in  1965. 
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Topsfield  received  $2,688.17  reimbursement  for  its  portion  of  the 
union  superintendent's  salary  and  transportation  expense  in  1964. 
However,  action  of  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  raising  the  valuation 
of  Topsfield  for  state  purposes  to  over  $9,000,000,  effective  in  1965, 
will  bring  Topsfield  over  the  maximum  valuation  of  $4,500,000  permit- 
ted under  the  present  law  for  receipt  of  such  reimbursement.  Conse- 
quently unless  pending  legislation  is  enacted,  Topsfield  will  no  longer 
be  entitled  to  this  reimbursement. 

It  should  be  also  be  noted  that  efforts  have  been  made  to  hold  the 
budget  increase  to  the  lowest  reasonable  level.  Funds  available  under 
P.L.  874,  the  so-called  federally-impacted  areas  law  have  been  de- 
signated for  certain  expenditures  totaling  about  $6200,  which  amount 
approximates  that  received  under  P.  L.  874  for  the  1963-1964  school 
year. 

The  estimated  average  enrollment  is  836  for  1964.  Therefore,  the 
gross  per  pupil  costs,  based  on  appropriation  figures  is  $409.03.  Anti- 
cipated receipts  in  1964,  after  an  apportionment  of  Chapter  70  funds 
for  secondary  purposes,  will  total  about  $82,656.88,  giving  a  net  per 
pupil  cost  of  $310.06. 

The  projected  average  enrollment  for  1965  is  856  pupils.  Dividing 
the  1965  appropriation  of  $360,881  by  the  enrollment  produces  a  gross 
per  pupil  cost  of  $421.58.  The  estimated  net  per  pupil  cost  after  de- 
ducting the  anticipated  reimbursements  of  $83,705.58  is  $323.80.

It  should  be  noted  that  the  financial  accounting  system,  which 
had  been  in  use  for  many  years  previously,  was  replaced  in  1964  by  a 
new  system  advocated  by  the  United  States  Office  of  Education.  This 
system  is  used  in  a  majority  of  states  and  has  been  adopted  by  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Department  of  Education.  The  widespread  adoption  of  this 
system  nationally  should  make  possible  more  comparable  figures  on 
the  cost  of  education  among  the  various  states. 
School  Facilities 

During  the  past  year  the  Topsfield  elementary  pupils  have  been 
housed  comfortably  in  the  two  buildings.  The  Steward  School  is  an 
excellent,  modem  structure  and  the  Proctor  School  is,  and  should  con- 
tinue to  be,  a  very  satisfactory  facility.  During  the  current  school  year 
all  thirteen  (13)  classrooms  at  the  Steward  School  are  in  regular  use. 
The  Proctor  School  contains  twenty-two  (22)  classrooms,  of  which 
twenty  (20)  are  now  used  as  regular  classrooms.  The  two  other  class- 
rooms are  used  for  remedial  reading,  music,  and  audio-visual  presen- 
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tations.  The  matter  of  future  school  needs  is  under  full  consideration 
by  the  Long  Range  School  Planning  and  Building  Committee.  A  close 
liaison  between  that  committee  and  the  school  committee  is  effected 
by  the  membership  of  a  school  committee  member  on  the  long  range 
committee.  In  addition  the  school  superintendent  actively  participates 
in  the  work  of  the  long  range  committee. 

Maintenance 

Little  maintenance  work  has  been  required  at  the  Steward  School. 
Very  few  problems  have  developed  there  and  these  were  minor  and 
covered  often  by  the  original  guarantees,  some  of  which  extended  for 
a  two-year  period  from  the  date  of  building  completion. 

The  continuing  program  of  annual  maintenance  was  carried  on 
at  the  Proctor  School.  Accoustical  tile  ceilings  were  installed  in  Rooms 
22  and  23  of  the  Proctor  School.  These  plus  a  similar  installation  in 
1963  completed  the  replacement  of  obsolete  and  unsightly  ceilings  in 
all  classrooms  on  the  third  floor  of  that  building. 

Fluorescent  lighting  fixtures  were  installed  in  Room  11  and  Room 
23.  These  installations  completed  the  program  started  several  years 
ago  of  providing  adequate  lighting  in  all  classrooms  in  the  original 
portion  of  the  structure.  No  significant  expenditure  should  be  required 
for  this  purpose  in  the  near  future. 

Also  completed  was  a  program  of  gradual  replacement  of  all 
window  shades  in  the  main  building.  With  the  installation  of  more 
durable,  opaque  shades  in  Room  13,  all  classrooms  can  be  darkened 
for  use  of  projection  equipment.  Replacement  costs  for  shades  should 
be  minimal  in  this  section  of  the  building  for  some  time  to  come. 

Two  classrooms  only  were  painted  during  1964,  Rooms  19  and  23. 
A  major  expenditure  for  painting  will  be  made  in  1965  for  the  re- 
newal of  the  exterior  of  the  Proctor  School,  which  was  last  done  in 
1960. 

Other  significant  maintenance  items  completed  at  the  Proctor 
School  were: 

a.  The  renewal  of  linoleum  stair  treads. 

b.  The  replacement  of  a  compressor  and  two  condensers,  which 
operate  the  walk-in  refrigerator  and  freezer. 

c.  The  installation  of  a  clean-out  valve  in  the  main  soil  pipe. 

d.  The  complete  cleaning  of  the  collection  tank  of  the  septic 
system. 

e.  The  repair  and  replacement  of  swings,  seesaws,  and  the  slide 
on  the  playground. 

f.  The  installation  of  outside  warning  lights  to  signal  malfunc- 
tions of  the  refrigeration  equipment. 

A  final  important  item  was  the  rebuilding  of  the  master  fire  alarm 
box  at  the  Proctor  School.  This  rebuilt  master  box  was  then  connected 
directly  with  both  the  Town  System  and  the  interior  school  system. 
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Now  the  activation  of  a  fire  alarm  unit  at  either  school  will  automati- 
cally activate  the  town  fire  alarm  systein. 

The  Curriculum 

The  school  curriculum  is  in  a  continual  state  of  review,  develop- 
ment, and  change.  Curriculum  guides  were  developed  in  all  major 
areas  over  a  period  of  time  starting  in  1961.  However,  efforts  are  being 
made  already  to  review  these,  to  incorporate  changes,  to  keep  these  as 
current  as  possible.  Curriculum  committees  are  active  in  four  areas  at 
this  time,  English,  mathematics,  science,  and  programmed  learning. 
These  committees  consist  of  teachers  from  both  Topsfield  and  Box- 
ford,  representing  various  grade  levels.  A  principal  serves  as  chainnan 
in  each  case.  The  committees  will  prepare  recommendations  for  sub- 
mission to  the  administration  and  the  school  committee. 

The  English  Committee  is  rewriting  the  English  guide  with  spe- 
cial emphasis  being  given  to  the  development  of  a  comprehensive 
sequential  analysis  of  the  instructional  program  in  connection  with 
capitalization,  punctuation,  grammar,  and  correct  usage.  In  this  parti- 
cular endeavor,  staflf  members  from  the  elementary  schools  in  Boxford, 
Middleton,  and  Topsfield,  and  the  English  Department  of  Mascono- 
met  Regional  High  School  are  participating.  Therefore,  the  completed 
sequential  analysis  will  apply  in  all  three  towns  and  from  Grades  1-12. 

The  Science  Committee  is  concerned  primarily  with  the  reor- 
ganization of  major  units  at  the  various  grade  levels  to  make  possible 
a  more  intensive  treatment  of  a  few  given  topics  at  a  specific  level, 
rather  than  a  more  superficial  treatment  of  all  phases  at  each  grade 
level.  An  outgrowth  which  will  hopefully  eventuate  is  the  provision  of 
time  for  the  direction  of  eflFort  toward  a  greater  concern  with  the 
scientific  method,  the  sense  of  discovery,  and  the  development  of  basic 
principles  and  relationships.  The  study  of  science  at  any  level  must 
result  in  more  than  an  accumulation  of  mere  information.  The  fan- 
tastic growth  of  knowledge  in  this  field  and  the  early  obsolesence  of 
current  information  dictate  that  the  best  approach  will  be  that  which 
emphasizes  basic  principles,  an  attitude  of  scientific  interest,  and  the 
ability  to  be  self-educative. 

The  Mathematics  Committee  is  concerned  with  revising  the  cur- 
riculum guide,  primarily  to  incorporate  some  of  the  accepted  princi- 
ples of  the  so-called  modern  mathematics.  This  modern  mathematics 
movement  originated  in  the  1950's  and  has  made  significant  impact  on 
the  public  elementary  school  arithmetic  program  in  the  middle  1960's. 
Several  universities  have  carried  on  research  projects  in  this  field, 
which  have  resulted  in  the  development  of  various  experimental 
mathematics  programs.  Some  public  schools  are  using  these  experi- 
mental materials,  w^hile  others,  including  Topsfield,  have  introduced 
new  textbooks  prepared  by  major  educational  publishers,  which  have 
incorporated  some  of  the  generally  accepted  concepts  and  topics  from 
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the  various  experimental  programs.  At  the  elementary  level,  arithmetic 
continues  to  be  the  major  content.  However,  this  instruction  in  arith- 
metic includes  a  more  explicit  and  more  sytematic  attention  to  the 
mathematical  structure  of  arithmetic.  More  consideration  is  given  to 
mathematical  properties,  to  a  more  specific  study  of  different  sets  of 
numbers,  to  a  more  precise  use  of  mathematical  terms.  Basically,  how- 
ever, modern  mathematics  at  the  elementary  level  is  an  attempt  to 
teach  approximately  the  same  content  as  previously,  but  in  a  manner 
in  which  deeper  insights  into  basic  relationships  will  be  derived.  The 
key  word  in  modern  mathematics  is  "discovery."  Instruction  is  so 
geared  that  it  is  hoped  that  the  student  will  discover  for  himself  the 
principles,  the  relationship,  the  patterns  involved.  The  objective  is 
shifting  from  the  development  of  a  student  who  is  computationally  ef- 
ficient to  the  development  of  a  student  who  can  think  quantitatively. 

The  fourth  curriculum  committee  is  investigating  the  field  of 
programmed  learning  and/or  teaching  machines.  Programmed  learn- 
ing, reduced  to  simplest  terms,  is  an  attempt  to  make  possible  self-in- 
struction  by  breaking  a  body  of  information  into  smaller  components 
and  to  lead  the  learner  from  the  elementary  facts  into  more  advanced 
phases  of  knowledge  by  asking  for  a  response  to  a  carefully  planned 
series  of  questions.  The  program  is  a  body  of  information  or  concepts 
broken  into  small  sequential  units  considered  most  conducive  to  ef- 
fective learning.  Each  unit  requires  a  student  response  and  immediate- 
ly provides  the  learner  with  knowledge  of  the  correctness  of  his  res- 
ponse. Pictures,  graphs,  and  diagrams  may  be  part  of  or  supplement 
the  program. 

A  teaching  machine,  on  the  other  hand,  is  the  device  for  present- 
ing a  program  a  unit  at  a  time.  Often  called  a  programmed  instruc- 
tional device  or  auto-instruction  device,  it  is  merely  a  mechanical  con- 
trivance for  presentation  of  a  program.  The  program  does  the  teach- 
ing. 

Teaching  machines  and  programmed  learning  had  their  current 
origin  with  Dr.  Skinner  of  Harvard  University  in  the  early  1950's.  The 
first  promotions  of  this  approach  emphasized  the  teaching  machine  al- 
most to  the  exclusion  of  the  program.  More  recently  the  emphasis  is 
properly  being  placed  on  the  program  itself.  Many  of  the  materials 
being  developed  now  require  no  machine,  but  rely  on  using  a  slide  or 
shield  to  cover  answers  or  on  locating  answers  on  different  pages  from 
the  questions. 

This  movement  must  yet  be  considered  in  the  experimental 
stage.  There  appear  to  be  few  programs,  if  any,  which  have  been 
widely  used  and  proven  at  the  elementary  school  level.  However,  there 
would  seem  to  be  great  possibilities  for  the  introduction  of  this  ap- 
proach into  the  classroom  with  highly  beneficial  results.  There  are 
several  instances  of  certain  programmed  materials  being  used  in  local 
classrooms  for  supplementary  purposes.  It  is  expected  that  the  Pro-

i^rainined  Learning  Committee  will  evaluate  these  materials  and 
others  available  to  prepare  a  recommendation  as  to  those  programs 
which  would  serve  a  real  purpose  here. 

Various  special  programs  were  continued  during  1964: 

1.  The  Remedial  Reading  Program.  Mrs.  Gladys  I.  Green 
serves  as  a  reading  specialist,  giving  both  remedial  instruction 
and  assisting  in  the  direction  of  the  reading  program  in  the 
classrooms.  Emphasis  in  remedial  reading  is  placed  at  the 
lower  grade  levels  in  an  attempt  to  help  the  children  before 
a  deficiency  in  reading  becomes  too  great  a  limiting  factor,  as 
it  does  by  the  time  the  children  reach  the  intermediate  grade 
level.  Approximately  65  pupils  meet  with  the  reading  special- 
list,  usually  in  groups  of  6-9  and  for  3  to  5  periods  per  week. 
This  work  is  in  addition  to  the  child's  regular  reading  in- 
struction in  his  classroom.  The  aims  in  the  remedial  program 
are  similar  to  those  in  the  regular  program  and  include  the 
development  of  fluency,  skill  in  phonetic  analysis,  structural 
analysis,  and  skill  in  reading  for  comprehension. 

One  recognizable  deficiency  in  our  remedial  reading  pro- 
gram is  found  in  the  fact  that  virtually  all  the  remedial  effort 
is  directed  toward  pupils  whose  progress  in  reading  is  below 
the  class  average.  Little  time  remains  for  special  help  to  be 
given  to  those  children  who  may  be  progressing  at  an  average 
rate  but  who  apparently  have  the  potential  to  be  far  above 
average. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  reading  specialist,  an  import- 
ant innovation  in  reading  during  1964  was  the  introduction 
of  individualized  reading  into  some  of  our  middle  grade  class- 
rooms. This  program  supplements  the  basal  program.  A  group 
of  books  of  literary  merit  are  provided  in  the  classrooms  for 
pupils  to  read  on  an  individual  basis.  The  student  discusses  his 
reading  individually  with  the  teacher.  This  approach  makes  it 
possible  for  a  pupil  to  proceed  at  his  own  rate,  provides  an  op- 
portunity for  many  pupils  to  read  widely  and  to  develop  bet- 
ter literary  tastes,  and  establishes  a  one-to-one  relationship  be- 
tween pupil  and  teacher,  which  is  beneficial  for  both. 

2.  School  Adjustment  Counsellor  Program.  Topsfield  shares 
the  services  of  Miss  Lois  R.  Crane,  School  Adjustment  Coun- 
sellor, with  the  elementary  school  systems  in  Boxford  and 
Middleton.  The  major  emphasis  in  this  program  has  been  in 
the  area  of  early  detection  of  those  children  who  have  difficul- 
ty in  their  group  relationships,  their  achievement,  or  in  ob- 
taining a  sufficient  amount  of  satisfaction  from  their  school 
experience.  Through  counselling  with  the  individual  child  or 
his  parents  and  through  consultation  with  the  teachers  and 
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principals,  many  of  these  pupils  with  incipient  problems  have 
been  helped  directly  or  by  a  referral  to  a  proper  agency.  A 
second  major  emphasis  in  this  program  has  been  the  use  of  the 
counsellor  by  teachers  and  principals  as  a  consultant  in  speci- 
fic and  general  problems  of  child  behavior,  particularly  as  it 
relates  to  classroom  situations. 

Speech  Program 

Topsfield  also  shares  the  services  of  Mrs.  Merlin  Miller,  remedial 
speech  teacher,  with  Boxford  and  Middleton.  Mrs.  Miller  tests  all  first 
graders  each  year,  plus  those  children  referred  by  the  teachers  of  the 
other  grades.  The  present  case  load  in  Topsfield  is  thirty  (30),  the 
great  majority  of  whom  are  boys.  Most  problems  are  those  of  function- 
al articulation,  i.e.  the  inability  to  produce  certain  sounds  correctly,  al- 
though no  physical  impairment  is  present.  There  are  also  some  chil- 
dren who  receive  help  for  stuttering  or  poor  voice  quality.  These  chil- 
dren meet  with  the  speech  teacher  once  or  twice  each  week  for  a  peri- 
od of  twenty  minutes  either  singly  or  in  groups  of  four  or  less.  Some 
fifteen  (15)  pupils  have  been  discharged  from  the  program  during  the 
past  year  and  a  half  as  having  overcome  their  speech  problem. 

Summer  School  Program 

A  total  of  fifty-eight  (58)  pupils  were  enrolled  in  the  summer 
reading  program  under  the  guidance  of  four  teachers  from  the  regular 
school  staff.  These  pupils  met  for  three  hours  each  morning  for  a  five- 
week  period.  Specific  attention  w^as  given  to  structural  analysis,  phone- 
tic analysis,  basal  vocabulary  development,  and  comprehension  skills. 
Generally,  it  is  felt  that  the  children  made  gains  and  were  more  pre- 
pared for  better  progress  in  their  regular  class  work.  Results  of  stand- 
ard reading  tests  given  before  and  after  the  summer  session  indicate  a 
small  measurable  improvement  on  the  part  of  pupils  in  summer  school 
at  all  grade  levels.  Perhaps  more  significant  was  the  result  of  a  com- 
parison of  the  small  gain  made  by  summer  school  first  grade  pupils 
with  an  actual  loss  during  the  summer  period  by  other  comparable 
first  graders,  who  did  not  participate  in  the  summer  session.  Receipts 
from  enrollment  fees  brought  the  net  cost  of  the  program  to  $475.  It 
is  expected  to  continue  the  summer  reading  program  on  an  annual 
basis. 

Regional  Cooperation 

Continuing  attention  is  given  to  the  maintenance  of  effective  co- 
operation among  the  three  elementary  systems  in  the  region  and  be- 
tween the  elementary  and  the  secondary  levels.  The  three  superinten- 
dents meet  regularly  to  develop  common  policies  and  procedures  wher- 
ever desirable  and  feasible.  Reference  has  already  been  made  to  some 
of  the  joint  curriculum  work  in  process.  The  three  elementary  systems 
share  the  services  of  the  school  adjustment  counsellor  and  the  speech 
specialist.  The  transition  from  the  sixth  grade  in  the  local  schools  to 
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the  seventh  grade  at  the  secondary  level  receives  complete  coordina- 
tion from  all  involved. 

The  three  elementary  systems  have  carried  on  a  cooperative 
teacher  workshop  program  during  1964.  During  the  winter  and  spring 
temis  Professor  Martini  of  Salem  State  College  presented  a  course  in 
modern  mathematics  to  the  elementary  teachers  of  the  three  towns. 
During  the  fall  term,  Professor  LeBel  of  Salem  State  College  has  held 
a  series  of  discussion  meetings  with  teachers  dealing  with  classroom 
behavior. 

The  Masconomet  Regional  School  Committee  is  composed  of 
nine  members,  three  from  each  member  town.  Two  of  the  members 
from  each  town  are  elected  directly  by  the  voters  for  a  three-year  term. 
The  third  member  from  each  town  is  elected  annually  by  and  from 
the  membership  of  the  local  school  committee  and  the  member  so- 
elected  serves  in  a  dual  capacity.  In  view  of  the  considerable  work 
load  this  dual  role  entails  and  the  more  frequent  change  in  member- 
ship resulting  from  the  annual  election,  consideration  has  been  given 
to  having  all  three  members  on  the  Masconomet  Regional  School 
Committee  from  each  town  elected  by  the  voters  for  three-year  terms, 
one  to  be  elected  each  year.  This  proposed  change  was  initiated  by  the 
local  school  committees.  The  Masconomet  Regional  School  Commit- 
tee is  taking  the  necessary  steps  to  place  this  question  on  the  warrants 
for  the  annual  town  meetings  for  consideration  by  the  voters  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  this  will  constitute  a  change  in  the  original  regional 
agreement. 

Health  Service 

Under  the  direction  of  Miss  Ruth  Barnard,  School  Nurse,  and 
Dr.  Clarence  E.  Thornton,  School  Physician,  a  comprehensive  health 
program  is  carried  on,  especially  in  those  areas  relating  to  school  pro- 
gress. The  height  and  weight  of  each  child  is  recorded  annually.  Ill 
and  injured  children  are  provided  for  until  their  parents  can  assume 
the  responsibility.  Other  services  include:

Community  Activities 

The  school  facilities  have  been  used  frequently  to  serve  various 
civic  and  community  functions.  Regular  meetings  of  the  School  Com- 
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mittee  and  the  Long  Range  School  Planning  and  Building  Committee 
are  held  at  the  Proctor  School,  as  are  town  meetings  and  various  pub- 
lic hearings.  A  men's  volleyball  group  plays  in  the  Woodbury  Auditor- 
ium on  a  regular  weekly  basis  throughout  the  season.  Target  shooting 
is  carried  on  regularly  by  the  Topsfield  Rifle  Club  members  at  the 
shooting  range  in  the  Proctor  School.  Scout  meetings  are  held  at  the 
Stew^ard  School.  The  Topsfield  Athletic  Association  basketball  pro- 
gram makes  use  of  the  play  areas  in  both  schools.  The  Fair  Town 
Squares  hold  square  dances  monthly  in  Woodbury  Auditorium  and  the 
same  facility  is  used  regularly  by  Our  Saviour  Lutheran  Church  pend- 
ing the  building  of  its  own  structure.  Rental  and  service  receipts  in 
connection  with  some  of  these  activities  exceed  the  actual  related  ex- 
penditure. 

During  the  1964  season,  the  Masconomet  Regional  High  School 
baseball  team  used  the  Proctor  School  baseball  field  while  construction 
work  made  that  school's  playing  field  unavailable.  During  the  basket- 
ball season  the  Masconomet  Junior  Varsity  Team  holds  regular  prac- 
tice sessions  in  Woodbury  Auditorium. 

The  School  Committee  again  sponsored  another  community  acti- 
vity, the  annual  summer  playground  progiam.  This  program  was  car- 
ried on  for  a  five-week  period,  which  coincided  with  the  summer  school 
session.  The  director  and  his  two  assistants  supervised  a  program  of 
games,  arts  and  crafts,  and  special  events.  It  is  expected  that  a  similar 
program  \^ill  be  carried  on  in  1965. 

A  community  activity,  which  benefited  the  schools  greatly,  was 
the  continuation  of  the  project  of  the  New  Meadows  Garden  Club 
and  the  Topsfield  Garden  Club  to  complete  the  landscaping  of  the 
Steward  School.  The  1963  phase  of  the  project  saw  many  beautiful 
foundation  plantings  made  at  the  front  of  the  school.  The  1964  phase 
accomplished  the  planting  of  shrubbery  along  the  fence  separating  the 
school  property  from  adjacent  areas.  This  w^ork  has  already  contri- 
buted greatly  to  the  appearance  of  the  Steward  School  and  its  value 
will  become  more  obvious  each  year.  This  project  is  an  example  of 
outstanding  community  cooperation. 

A  Look  to  the  Future 

Public  education  in  the  United  States  has  undergone  tremendous 
changes  in  the  past  three  decades.  Curriculum  revisions,  new  instruc- 
tional organizations,  and  additional  services  have  been  generally  well- 
publicized  by  the  press  and  by  the  local  school  systems.  References  to 
such  changes  were  made  earlier  in  this  report.  Less  publicized  and  re- 
cognized are  changes  in  the  legal  and  financial  structure  of  public 
education. 

One  such  significant  change  has  been  a  move  toward  increasing 
the  size  of  school  districts  through  the  merger  of  two  or  more  smaller 
units.  The  number  of  school  districts  in  the  United  States  which  once 
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exceeded  100,000  was  reduced  to  27,000  by  the  end  of  1963.  A  further 
reduction  in  the  number  of  districts  is  expected  during  the  next  de- 
cade. 

The  federal  government  has  become  gradually  more  active  in 
public  education,  a  function  which  had  traditionally  been  the  exclu- 
sive function  of  the  states.  The  Office  of  Education  has  been  expand- 
ed. Programs  such  as  the  National  School  Lunch  Act,  National  De- 
fense Education  Act,  the  impacted  areas  program,  and  now  the  de- 
pressed areas  legislation,  which  distribute  federal  money  to  local  school 
districts,  involve  the  federal  government  more  closely  in  public  educa- 
tion. Every  indication  points  to  a  continuation  of  this  trend.  It  would 
appear  that  a  nation-wide  policy  for  public  education  will  evolve  even 
if  we  do  not  come  to  a  national  school  system. 

Here  in  Massachusetts,  the  legislature  established  an  Education 
Study  Committee  to  make  a  comprehensive  survey  of  public  education 
in  this  commonwealth  and  report  its  findings  and  recommendations  by 
December,  1964.  This  report  has  just  been  made  public  although  the 
recommendations  in  their  entirety  are  not  yet  locally  available.  From 
newspaper  accounts,  it  appears  that  recommendations  include  the  pro- 
vision of  massive  amounts  of  new  funds  by  the  state  government  for 
public  education,  the  reorganization  of  school  districts  to  provide 
larger  administrative  units,  the  creation  of  a  state  board  of  education 
for  higher  education,  and  the  re-structuring  of  the  roles  of  the  state 
department  of  education  and  the  local  school  committees. 

At  the  local  level  too,  we  must  continue  to  investigate,  change, 
and  adapt  to  maintain  a  momentum  of  progress.  The  changing  rela- 
tionships of  the  three  levels  of  government  to  public  education,  the 
increasing  emphasis  on  education  as  a  matter  of  national  policy,  the 
increasing  pressure  from  parents  for  more  and  better  educational  ser- 
vices dictate  that  one  must  maintain  an  attitude  of  alertness  to  what 
is  happening  in  education  generally  and  be  willing  to  progress  on  the 
local  level. 

During  the  past  few  years,  several  programs  have  had  their  in- 
ception and  have  contributed  to  a  more  effective  system.  Such  pro- 
grams as  remedial  speech,  the  school  adjustment  counsellor  service, 
the  school  libraries,  and  summer  school  programs  have  become  reason- 
ably well  established  and  should  make  greater  contributions  in  succeed- 
ing years.  Beginnings  have  been  made  in  the  incorporation  of  modem 
mathematics,  of  individualized  reading,  and  other  curriculum  changes 
previously  referred  to.  Other  targets  to  guide  our  planning  in  the  next 
few  years  should  include : 

1.  The  development  of  a  non-graded  organization. 

2.  The  provision  of  suitable  space  to  serve  the  art  and  music 
program. 

3.  The  expansion  of  the  physical  education  program  to  where 
all  pupils  have  daily  physical  education. 
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4.  The  development  of  the  school  library  program  to  become  an 
integral  part  of  the  academic  program,  including  sufficient 
space  and  materials  under  the  direction  of  a  professional 
school  librarian. 

5.  The  establishment  of  a  special  class  for  retarded  children. 

6.  The  establishment  of  a  special  class  for  children  needing  spe- 
cial remedial  work  to  enable  them  to  make  suitable  progress 
in  a  regular  classroom. 

7.  The  employment  of  certain  teachers  on  a  twelve-month  basis 
to  help  in  curriculum  revision  and  the  preparation  of  instruc- 
tional materials.

1.   Entrance  age  requirements  for  Topsfield  Elementary  Schools: 

a.  Pupils  entering  Kindergarten  must  reach  their  fifth  birth- 
day by  December  31st  of  the  year  in  which  they  enroll. 
Pupils  entering  first  grade  in  September  must  reach  their 
sixth  birthday  by  December  31st  of  the  year  in  which  they 
enroll. 

b.  Underage  first  grade  pupils  transferring  from  other  school 
systems  may  be  admitted  under  the  following  conditions: 

( 1 )  The  school  must  be  a  part  of  a  recognized  accredited 
school  system. 

(2)  The  pupils  must  have  completed  satisfactorily  not  less 
than  ninety  (90)  days  of  standard  first  grade  work. 

(3)  In  every  case,  the  admission  of  underage  children 
shall  be  dependent  upon  the  fitness  of  the  child  to 
profit  by  the  first  grade  program  of  the  Topsfield 
Public  Schools,  such  fitness  to  be  determined  by  the 
superintendent  of  schools. 

(4)  All  admissions  are  subject  to  a  probationary  period  of 
one  term.

An- 
nouncements for  the  Masconomet  Regional  High  School  will  be  made 
by  the  Regional  Superintendent  and  will  be  designated  "Masconomet 
Regional  High  School." 

In  addition,  three  long  blasts  will  be  given  on  the  local  fire  alarm 
at  7:15  a.m.  to  designate  no  school  for  the  elementary  classes  (grades 
kindergarten  through  six)  for  the  day.  A  similar  signal  at  10:45  a.m. 
will  indicate  no  afternoon  kindergarten  session.

Vaccination 

State  law  requires  vaccination  as  a  condition  for  admission  to  a 
public  school.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 
OF  THE  TOWN  OF  TOPSFIELD 

The  growth  of  the  Town  in  the  past  few  years  is  expected  to  con- 
tinue in  1965.  The  financial  impact  of  this  growth  is  easily  seen  by 
reference  to  the  1964  expenditures  and  1965  recommendations  in 
Article  4  of  the  following  warrant. 

There  is  some  upward  adjustment  of  salaries  for  1965  but  those 
responsible  for  preparing  budgets  have  held  the  line  fairly  well.  One 
or  two  budgets  have  actually  decreased. 

The  above  does  not,  however,  apply  to  the  School  Departments, 
particularly  the  Masconomet  Regional  District.  The  elementary  school 
department  shows  an  increase  of  5.5  per  cent  which,  considering  the 
number  of  new  pupils  using  the  facilities  and  the  upward  adjustment 
of  teachers'  salaries,  seems  a  modest  increase. 

The  Masconomet  Regional  District,  however,  in  our  opinion,  is 
something  else  again.  We  strongly  questioned  the  need  of  a  19  per 
cent  increase  in  our  apportionment  in  the  budget  when  there  is  only  a 
9.8  per  cent  increase  in  the  student  enrollment.  For  example,  to  run 
the  school  library  for  nine  months  costs  over  $1,000.00  more  than  it 
does  to  run  the  Town  library  for  the  whole  year.  It  seems  that  as  the 
pupil  population  increases  the  efficiency  of  operation  decreases.  The 
teacher  -  pupil  ratio  of  1  teacher  to  16  pupils  seems  extraordinarily 
high  to  us  for  a  public  school.  Furthermore,  this  ratio  has  become 
smaller  each  year  since  1961.  The  total  instructional  costs,  that  is 
teachers'  salaries  alone,  of  the  school  system  (grades  K  through  12) 
account  for  approximately  50  per  cent  of  the  town  expenses.  Teach- 
ers' salaries  are  not  excessive.  Therefore,  we  feel  that  a  more  conserva- 
tive teacher-pupil  ratio,  particularly  at  Masconomet,  is  the  most  im- 
portant area  for  consideration. 

Under  state  statute,  the  Town  has  no  control  over  the  school  bud- 
gets either  regional  or  elementary,  but  it  seems  to  us  that  the  Regional 
District  could  show  a  good  deal  more  fiscal  responsibility  than  they 
have  thus  far.  The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  Town  should 
have  the  best  education  possible  for  the  dollars  spent,  but  it  also  seems 
that  the  Masconomet  Regional  District  is  going  way  outside  of  all  nor- 
mal reason  with  their  1965  budget. 

If  Topsfield  citizens  wish  to  change  this  trend  they  must,  as  indi- 
viduals, make  their  wishes  known  to  members  of  the  Regional  School 
District  Committee.  They  must  also  express  their  thoughts  to  voters  in 
the  other  two  towns  in  the  District. 

Criticism  of  the  Topsfield  Finance  Committee  has  been  heard 
coming  from  the  Regional  District  for  not  having  a  member  or  mem- 
bers attend  the  budget  meetings  of  the  Region.  In  the  past  when  we 
have  attended,  our  comments  have  fallen  on  deaf  ears. 
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The  over-all  Town  budget  has  increased  approximately  $120,000 
of  which  $80,000  of  the  increase  comes  from  the  Regional  District, 
$18,000  from  the  elementary  school  and  the  rest  from  the  other  Town 
departments. 

Studies  by  the  Long  Range  School  Planning  Committee,  Capital 
Outlay  Committee,  Municipal  Building  Committee,  Library  Trustees, 
Water  Commissioners  and  others  show  that  the  Town  is  facing  rather 
substantial  capital  expense  in  the  next  few  years.  Therefore,  all  Town 
expenses,  and  particularly  school  budgets,  must  be  trimmed  to  include 
only  essentials  if  we  are  to  escape  serious  tax  burdens.

Third    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  for  remodeling,  reconstructing  or  making  extraordinary  repairs 
to  the  Topsfield  Town  Library  and  determine  whether  to  meet  said 
appropriation  by  transfer  from  available  funds  and/or  borrowing. 
The  Finance  Committee  recommended  that  the  Town  vote  that  the  sum  of 
$30,000.  be  appropriated  for  remodeling,  reconstructing  or  making 
extraordinary  repairs  to  the  Topsfield  Town  Library  and  to  meet  said 
appropriation  the  sum  of  $10,000.  be  transferred  from  available  funds 
in  the  Treasury  and  that  the  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Emergency  Finance 
Board  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $20,000.  under 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  275,  Acts  of  1948  as  amended  and  to  issue  , 
bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  therefor,  payable  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  so  that  the  whole  loan 
shall  be  paid  in  not  more  than  ten  years  from  their  dates. 
The  Moderator  declared  that  a  2/3  vote  would  be  required  to  pass  this 
article.

The  article  as  recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee  failed  to  carry.

The  Article  carried.

and  controls,  for  which  an  appropriation  may  be  made  under  Article 
Seventh . 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  voted  this  article  upon 
which  an  appropriation  of  $45,000.  was  made  under  Article  Seventh.

As  this  article  required  a  Yes  vote  of  176,  the  motion  failed  to  carry. 
Twelfth    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  from  available  funds 
and/ or  borrow  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  be  expended  by  the 
Board  of  Water  Commissioners  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  Town 
water  main  from  a  point  at  the  intersection  of  Camp  Meeting  Road  and 
East  Street  in  a  northeasterly  direction  on  East  Street,  for  a  dis- 
tance of  approximately  1,250  lineal  feet,  and  including  all  appurtenan- 
ces incidental  to  said  installation,  or  take  any  action  relative  there- 
to. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  voted  that  no  action  be 
taken.

The  several  articles  in  the  warrant  for  the  meeting  and  the  action 
of  the  Town  thereon. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator  at  8:07  P.M.  and 
he  stated  that  a  quorum  was  present.

"Article  XXI  -  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
General  Laws,  Chapter  166,  Section  32,  as  amended, 
an  Inspector  of  Wires  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  which  Board  shall  detemine  his 
compensation."

2.  Will  not  adversely  affect  the  neighborhood,  and 

3.  Will  not  be  a  nuisance. 

Section  3.  All  such  special  permits  shall  limit  the 
number  of  unregistered  motor  vehicles  to  be  kept  on  the 
premises  by  the  permit  holder,  shall  not  run  with  the 
land  and  shall  be  limited  to  a  reasonable  length  of  time. 
Section  4.  This  article  shall  not  apply  to  motor 
vehicles  which  are  designed  for  and  used  for  fanning 
purposes. 

Section  5.  WLioever  violates  any  provisions  of  this 
article  of  the  by-laws  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
$5.00  per  day  for  each  day  of  violation,  commencing  ten 
(10)  days  following  the  date  of  receipt  of  written 
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notice  of  such  violation  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen." 
The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  voted  to  adopt  the 
by-law  to  be  numbered  Article  XII  entitled  "Unregistered  Motor 
Vehicles,"  as  stated  in  the  Article.

Eighth    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  join  the  Essex  County,  City 
of  Revere,  and  Town  of  Winthrop  Mosquito  Control  Project.    Mr.  Paul  S. 
Best,  of  the  Topsfield  Mosquito  Control  Committee,  gave  the  following 
report . 

TOPSFIELD  MOSQUITO  CONTROL 
1.    The  accomplishments  to  date  include: 

a.  A  two-year  survey  and  characterization  of  the 
breeding  areas  in  the  Topsfield  region. 

b.  Evaluation  of  a  larvicidal  aerial  spray  program. 
This  program  had  a  marked  effect  on  the  concentration 
of  the  mosquitoes  known  as  aedes ,  excrucians  and 
vexans.    These  two  species  have  a  single  replication 
cycle  and  were  significantly  suppressed  by  the 
aerial  spray  program.    Unfortunately,  this  program 
did  not  control  two  other  species:    Culex  pipens  and 
the  salt  marsh  mosquito.    Culex  pipens    is  capable  of 
replicating  throughout  the  summer  and  therefore  was 
present  in  abundance  despite  the  spring  spray. 

In  addition,  the  salt  marsh  mosquito  (C.  sollicitans) 
invaded  from  other  communities.    Thus,  it  has  been 
clearly  established  that  we  need  a  broader  program. 
Such  a  program  is  offered  to  us  by  the  Essex  County 
control  district.    The  cost  per  year  is  $2,172.18 
as  compared  to  $10,000.    The  director  is  Bob  Spencer 
who  is  trained  in  farming  and  moved  into  mosquito 
control  in  1957  in  Plymouth.    In  1958  he  joined  the 
Bristol  Project  and  was  superintendent  from  1959- 
1965.    He  was  bom  and  raised  in  Essex  County  and  so 
decided  to  become  superintendent  of  our  District. 

The  program  which  he  offers  is  a  year-round  one: 

(a)  In  winter  there  would  be  a  pre -hatch  control  pro- 
gram involving  the  use  of  DDT  -  1/2  lb.  per  acre  - 

in  non-run-off  breeding  areas. 

(b)  In  spring  there  would  be  a  larvicidal  program 
from  the  ground  only  using  #2  fuel  oil  but  no  insecti- 
cides . 

(c)  In  summer  there  would  be  fogging  ground  with  mali- 
thione  or  dibrom  to  exteminate  those  mosquitoes  not 
handled  by  the  larvicidal  and  prehatch  control  efforts. 

(d)  In  addition,  there  would  be  a  year-round  reclama- 
tion of  exiting  streams. 

In  summary,  this  is  a  solid  program,  professionally .administered,  and 
relatively  inexpensive  as  compared  to  going  it  alone.    The  knowledge 
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which  we  already  have  of  the  Topsfield  area  should  significantly  enhance 
the  activities  of  the  Control  District  in  our  town.    In  addition,  we 
would  like  to  maintain  our  own  conmittee  to  supervise  this  program 
and  evaluate  it  objectively  as  we  have  done  with  our  own. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  voted  to  join 
the  Essex  County,  City  of  Revere,  and  Town  of  Winthrop  Mosquito 
Control  Project. 

Ninth    To  see  if  the  Town  will  transfer  from  available  funds  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $700.00  for  the  purposes  of  the  Mosquito 
Control  Committee. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  voted  that  no  action  be 
taken. 

Tenth    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  increase  the  membership  of  its 
School  Committee  from  three  to  five,  beginning  with  the  annual  Town 
Meeting  of  1966,  the  term  of  one  additional  member  to  be  for  two  years, 
expiring  in  1968,  the  other  to  be  for  three  years,  expiring  in  1969, 
the  tem  to  be  for  three  years  after  each  term  expires. 
The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  voted  to  increase  t]ie 
membership  of  the  School  Committee  from  three  members  to  five  members 
for  the  tems  set  forth  in  the  Article. 

Eleventh    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  aa  amendment  to  the 
Masconomet  Regional  School  District  agreement  initiated  by  the  District 
Committee  on  December  14,  1964,  providing  for  three  elected  members  of 
the  committee  from  each  town,  rather  than  two  elected  and  one 
appointed  member  as  at  present. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Town  voted  to  accept  an 
amendment  to  the  Masconomet  Regional  School  District  agreement 
initiated  by  the  District  Committee  on  December  14,  1964,  providing 
for  three  elected  members  of  the  committee  from  each  town,  rather  than 
two  elected  and  one  appointed  member  as  at  present. 

The  Chair  then  entertained  a  motion  to  dissolve  the  meeting  at 
9:37P.M. 

This  was  seconded  and  so  voted.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 


SPECIAL  DRAINAGE  COMMITTEE 


At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  on  March  1,  1965,  the  Town  voted 
$8,000.  for  use  by  the  Drainage  Committee  for  brook  cleaning  and 
new  culverts  in  town. 

During  this  year  School  Brook  was  cleaned,  deepened  and  widened 
as  follows: 

1.  From  its  confluence  with  Cleveland  Brook  upstream  to  100  ft. 
northeast  of  Central  Street.  This  was  done  in  conjunction  with 
grading  work  done  by  developers  of  a  new  business  enterprise. 

2.  From  the  Ipswich  River  to  the  Fairgrounds  where  work  was  pre- 
viously terminated  in  1964. 

3.  From  upstream  end  of  existing  36"  culvert  west  of  Summer  Street 
to  School  Ave. 

4.  Additional  cement  grouting  was  also  done  to  stone  rip-rap  up- 
stream from  School  Ave.  to  prevent  future  displacement  and  stream 
blockage. 

Work  was  performed  on  Cleveland  Brook  as  follows: 

1.  Material  excavated  in  1964  was  leveled  and  graded. 

2.  400  feet  upstream  from  Fuller's  Pond  at  S.  Main  Street  to  the 
do\\TLStream  end  of  an  existing  24"  culvert  was  cleaned,  deepened  and 
widened.    Grading  and  seeding  of  excavated  material  will  be  done  in 
the  spring  of  1966. 

Central  Street  culvert  construction  on  School  Brook  which  was  planned 
for  this  year  has  been  deferred  until  road  construction  work  is 
performed. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  thank  all  who  contributed  to  the  success 
of  our  work  in  1965.

Many  field  trips  have  been  made  for  purposes  of  inspection  of  pro- 
posed subdivision  sites,  and  to  inspect  subdivisions  and  streets  to 
be  certain  that  all  requirements  are  met. 
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A  subcommittee  appointed  by,  and  reporting  to,  the  Planning  Board 
was  formed  and  will  be  activated  and  organized  in  January  1966. 
This  "Business  and  Industrial  Growth  Study  Committee"  is  comprised 
of  six  members.    Four  of  the  six  represent  specific  backgrounds  and 
interests  in  finance,  legal,  real  estate  and  business  and  two 
members  represent  the  citizenry  at  large.    Those  who  have  been 
appointed  are  James  B.  Blessington,  Beatrice  L.  Bobo,  William  A. 
Coolidge,  J.  Robert  Klock,  Frieda  L,  Sager,  and  Gilbert  L,  Steward,  Jr. 
Mr.  Klock  is  a  former  member  of  the  Planning  Board  and  it  was  at  his 
suggestion  whil^e  a  member  of  the  Board  that  the  present  Board  formed 
this  subcommittee  to  investigate  the  various  aspects  of  business  and 
industrial  development.    The  reports  of  this  committee  to  the 
Planning  Board  will  be  a  guide  in  the  preparation  of  possible 
revisions  of  the  Town's  Zoning  Bylaw. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  joined  several  members  of  the  Planning  Board 
in  attending  a  meeting  of  the  Massachusetts  Federation  of  Planning 
Boards  which  featured  a  speaker  from  the  Attorney  General's  office 
whose  topic  was  the  taking  of  lands  by  eminent  domain. 

Members  of  the  Topsf ield  Planning  Board  have  met  informally  with 
their  counterparts  in  other  Massachusetts  towns  and  have  studied 
bylaws  and  regulations  and  inspected  subdivisions  in  order  to  inter- 
change information  which  might  be  of  mutual  interest.    This  Board  has 
also  continued  to  work  closely  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Board  of 
Health,  Board  of  Water  Commissioners,  Conservation  Commission,  Road 
Commissioner  and  other  Town  departments  throughout  the  year.

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ROAD  COMMISSIONER'S  REPORT 

During  1965  a  great  deal  of  work  has  been  accomplished  on  drainage, 
widening,  scraping  and  resurfacing  of  the  roads  in  Topsfield. 

Under  Chapter  90  funds  1,850  feet  of  new  road  construction  was  com- 
pleted on  Ipswich  Road. 

Under  Chapter  90  maintenance  a  section  of  Central  Street  was  widened 
and  hot-topped,  also  a  section  of  Route  97. 

Under  General  Highway  funds  work  was  done  on  Perkins  Row,  sections 
of  road  widened  and  hot-topped. 

Under  Chapter  81  funds  roads  were  swept,  oiled,  sanded,  catch  basins 
cleaned,    and  brush  along  highways  was  cut. 

We  still  need  many  roads  in  town  widened  to  facilitate  passage  of 
increased  traffic  and  school  buses.    Drainage  remains  a  constant 
problem  and  much  work  still  needs  to  be  done . 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  all  of  those  who  have  cooperated 
with  this  department  during  the  past  year.

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RECREATION  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

1965  was  a  year  o£  marked  improvement  in  the  existing  recreational 
facilities  of  the  to\m. 

Specifically,  the  skating  area  west  of  North  Street,  which  was 
opened  in  1964,  has  been  greatly  improved,    Regrading  and  removal 
of  stumps  and  brush  has  not  only  enlarged  the  skating  surface,  biat 
has  also  resulted  in  a  much  neater  appearance  of  the  entire  project. 

Proctor  Field  received  a  maximum  of  use  in  1965  for  in  addition  to 
the  regular  play  by  Knothole,  Pony  and  Town  Teams  it  also  served 
as  the  temporary  home  field  for  Masconomet  High  School  games.  Despite 
this  activity  the  field  was  maintained  in  excellent  condition.  A 
maintenance  equipment  cage  was  constructed  in  the  Town  Hall  basement. 
Snow  fencing  has  also  been  purchased  for  installation  in  the  spring 
of  1966  to  circumscribe  and  define  the  outfield  for  the  coming 
season. 

Steward  Field,  used  for  Little  League  play,  continues  to  improve. 
A  composition  of  clay  and  loam  has  been  added  to  the  infield  skin 
and  the  infield  apron  has  been  reseeded. 

The  continuous  expansion  of  the  Hood's  Pond  swimming  area  included 
an  inside  parking  space  and  the  construction  of  a  small  craft  landing. 

The  Recreation  Committee  is  constantly  aware  of  the  ever  growing  need 
for  good  recreational  facilities  and  now,  as  in  the  past,  will  con- 
tinue to  operate  with  this  goal  in  mind.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SANITATION  C(M4ITTEE 


The  Committee,  since  its  formation  a  year  ago,  has  been  engaged  in 
a  number  o£  phases  of  study  and  activity  pursuant  to  the  potential 
refuse  disposal  problem.  The  following  briefly  outlines  the  scope 
of  the  Committee's  work. 


I.    Check  on  possible  pollution  of  Pye  Brook 

A  comparative  test  of  the  water  in  Pye  Brook  above,  below 
and  at  the  dump  site  was  requested  through  the  Water 
Commissioner.    A  report  was  received  which  indicated  the 
brook  was  being  polluted.    Tracey  Flagg,  Sanitary  Engineer, 
wasinvited  to  a  committee  meeting  to  explain  the  magnitude 
of  the  problem.    Not  being  of  extreme  danger,  it  was  deciaed 
to  dyke  off  the  small  brook  generated  apparently  by  springs 
at  the  face  of  the  dump  from  the  main  stream  of  Pye  Brook. 
This  has  been  accomplished.    New  tests  of  the  water  have 
been  taken  but  results  were  not  ready  at  the  time  of  this 
report . 


II.    Rodent  Control  Program 

It  was  reported  by  a  number  of  residents,  adjacent  to  and 
otherwise,  as  well  as  the  dump  keeper  that  there  was  a 
large  rat    population.    The  committee  invited  in  an  expert 
and  discussed  the  problem.    There  was  concern  over  methods 
of  extemination,  types  of  poisons,  danger  to  residents, 
pets  and  wildlife.    The  firm  of  W.  A.  Maguire  Co.  was  re- 
commended to  the  Board  of  Health  to  take  action  on  this 
problem.    The  committee  has  a  report  that  states  that  the 
rat  population  has  now  been  reduced  to  a  minimal  level. 


III.    To  Study  the  Over  All  Dumping  Problem 

After  a  number  of  committee  meetings  and  advisories  from 
the  District  Sanitation  Engineer,  State  Department  of 
Public  Health,  and  Tracey  Flagg,  Sanitation  Engineer,  an 
engineering  fim  of  Camp  Dresser  and  McKee  was  contacted. 
The  committee  outlined  the  problems  as  follows: 

(1)  Check  status  of  our  present  dumping  operation  and  to 
make  recommendations  that  would  be  in  agreement  with  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Health,  particularly  in  view  of 
the  potential  contamination  of  Pye  Brook. 

(2)  To  study  and  advise  as  to  the  best  method  of  dumping 
for  the  immediate  and  long-range  future  that  would  cover 

a  span  of  15  to  20  years.  This  includes  the  amount  and  the 
types  of  refuse;  the  ways  of  disposal  such  as  sanitary  land 
fill  and  incineration. 
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(3)  To  study  and  recommend  various  sites  that  will 
accommodate  an  extended  range  program  of  many  years. 
Evaluation  to  be  provided  on  type  of  land,  drainage, 
proximity  to  dwellings,  distance  from  center  of  town,  etc. 

(4)  To  provide  a  detailed  report  on  the  foregoing  with 
necessary  costs  of  operation,  capital  outlay  as  well 

as  charts  and  maps  to  explain  fully  the  proposed 
program.    This  report  is  to  be  ready  before  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  of  March,  1966.

In  the  event  of  an  enforced  shutdown  of  the  present  dump 
site  (area  closest  to  Pye  Brook  facing  approximately  in 
an  easterly  direction)  the  committee  requested  and  obtained 
funds  from  a  Special  Town  Meeting  of  June  15,  1965,  to 
prepare  a  piece  of  town-owned  property  that  is  located  west 
of  the  present  dump  road  and  adjacent  to  the  abandoned  rail- 
road bed.    The  preparation  amounted  to  the  construction  of 
a  culvert  from  under  the  old  railroad  bed  across  the 
depressed  area  and  beneath  the  dump  road  to  prevent  an 
undue  accumulation  of  water  in  this  potential  dumping  area. 
This  work  was  completed  in  December  1965.

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REPORT  OF 

THE  MUNICIPAL  SERVICES  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 


It  was  voted  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  on  June  15,  1965  that  no 
action  be  taken  on" the  recommendation  of  this  committee  to  construct 
a  Municipal  Services  Building  housing  the  Fire  and  Police  Depart- 
ments and  a  Central  Communications  Center. 

The  subsequent  recommendation  was  that  no  additional  money  be  made 
available  to  the  Municipal  Services  Building  Committee  for  land 
purchase  or  for  hiring  of  an  architect  for  a  Police,  Fire  and 
Municipal  Communications  Center  Building  at  this  time,  but  that  the 
Moderator  be  directed  to  re-appoint  the  Municipal  Services  Building 
Committee  and  that  the  Committee  restudy  the  needs  of  the  Town  in 
cooperation  with  the  Selectmen  for  better  and  more  complete  utiliza- 
tion of  present  Town  property. 

The  Committee  was  reappointed  and  met  with  the  Selectmen  during  the 
summer.    At  their  suggestion  and  with  the  help  of  our  architect, 
Ray  Thibedeau,  we  presented  plans  and  cost  estimates  utilizing  space 
in  the  Town  Hall  for  the  following: 


Also,  all  existing  offices  to  be  retained  though  not  necessarily  in 
their  present  location.    It  most  be  noted  that  the  space  required  for 
the  above  is  contingent  upon  the  acceptability  of  relocating  the 
present  American  Legion  Headquarters  outside  of  the  Town  Hall. 

It  should  be  noted  that  no  additional  space  for  the  Fire  Department  is 
provided  for  under  this  plan.    At  the  present  time  one  fire  truck  and 
the  Civil  Defense  truck  is  in  dead  storage.    The  Fire  Chief  has  ex- 
pressed the  need  for  a  new  forestry  kit  which  will  need  additional 
housing. 

At  the  present  time  the  Highway  Department  does  not  have  sufficient 
stalls  for  all  its  equipment  and  lacks  maintenance  space. 

It  is  recognized  that  the  needs  for  additional  space  for  the  Fire 
Department  is  vital  and  should  definitely  be  provided  for  within  a 
year.

TOWN  INSURANCE  COMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Insurance  Committee,  being  charged  with  keeping  the  Town  property 
adequately  insured  for  any  likely  contingency  and  the  Town  employees 
properly  protected  for  any  liability  suit,  met  five  times  during  the 
year  1965. 

At  the  September  meeting  of  the  Committee  the  Town's  insurance  port- 
folio was  thoroughly  analyzed  and  coverages  were  extended  to  include 
recently  acquired  equipment.    Also,  a  detailed  study  was  made  of 
exposures  existing  at  the  Town  Library.    After  consulting  with  the 
Librarian  and  Library  Trustees  the  insurance  on  library  property  was 
increased  by  $90,000. 

In  1965  the  Insurance  Committee  revived  the  subject  matter  of  Chapter 
513  of  the  Acts  of  1964  having  to  do  with  the  Tovn's  liability  for  an 
action  brought  against  a  teacher.    Having  received  a  copy  of  an 
opinion  from  the  Attorney  General  that  this  was  a  proper  subject  to  be 
covered  by  insurance,  this  Committee  extended  the  Town's  liability 
policy  to  include  such  coverage.    This  Committee  worked  in  close 
cooperation  with  the  school  department  and  expedited  the  adoption  of 
the  Tax  Sheltered  Annuity  Program  for  teachers' desiring  to  join  the 
plan.    As  of  December  31,  1965,  after  making  due  allowance  for  premium 
adjustments  necessitated  by  coverages  on  vehicles  and  an  estimated 
additional  premium  for  Workmen's  Compensation  resulting  from  the  Town's 
payroll,  this  Committee  returned  to  the  Town  Treasury  the  sum  of 
approximately  $2,000.

During  the  past  year  the  Boston  Street  Cemetery  was  connected  to  the 
town  water  supply,  thus  making  it  possible,  during  the  summer 
months,  to  water  the  flowers  used  for  decorations  on  the  lots  in 
this  cemetery. 

At  the  Pine  Grove  Cemetery  the  tool  house  roof  was  reshingled. 

Three-grave  lots  are  now  available  at  the  Pine  Grove  Cemetery  in 
addition  to  the  single,  double,  four  and  five-grave  lots  which 
have  been  available  for  purchase. 

At  the  November  meeting  it  was  voted  to  place  a  chain  across  both 
entrances  during  the  hours  of  darkness,  and  during  times  when  snow 
and  ice  make  traveling  inside  the  cemetery  hazardous. 

We  are  continuing  our  policy  of  plowing  only  as  far  as  the  tool  house 
(because  of  the  fire  insurance  ruling)  and  clearing  in  front  of  the 
tomb,  which  is  used  during  snowy  weather  when  it  is  difficult  for 
burials. 

In  closing  this  report  we  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation  to 
Mrs.  Lila  Wildes,  who  will  soon  complete  her  33rd  year  as  clerk  to 
the  Cemetery  Commissioners.

During  the  past  year  both  the  Massachusetts  Electric  Company  and  the 
New  England  Telephone  Company  have  sponsored  line  clearance  projects 
in  Topsfield  under  the  supervision  o£  the  Tree  Warden.    Under  these 
projects  the  dead,  cracked  and  low -hanging  tree  limbs  which  are 
dangerous  to  the  wires  of  these  utility  companies  are  removed,  so 
that  service  to  local  users  will  not  be  impaired  during  stormy 
weather . 

Because  Topsfield  again  appropriated  more  money  for  the  Dutch  Elm 
Disease  Fund  than  its  legal  State  liability,  the  four-man  crew  from 
the  Department  of  Natural  Resources  was  used  for  a  nine -day  period 
removing  dead  and  dying  elm  trees.    Under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  C.  Frank  Columbo,  District  Supervisor  for  the  Department  of 
Natural  Resources,  this  crew,  equipped  with  chain  saws  and  a  winch 
truck,  has  been  of  considerable  help  to  the  town  in  both  scouting  for 
diseased  elms  and  removing  them. 

I  would  like  to  thank  both  the  Highway  Department  and  the  Police 
Department  for  the  assistance  given  to  the  Tree  Department  during 
emergencies  when  tree  limbs  fell  and  blocked  the  streets  of  the 
town.    The  Police  Department  in  directing  traffic  and  the  new  highway 
tractor  on  the  job  during  these  emergencies  have  assured  this  depart- 
ment of  a  safer  and  quicker  cleanup  job.

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WATER  CCMMISSIONERS'  REPORT 

This  report  covers  the  sixteenth  full  year  of  the  operation  of  the 
Tovm.  water  system. 

During  the  year  35  additional  takers  were  added  to  the  water  rolls, 
bringing  the  total  to  826,    There  are  155  hydrants  in  the  system. 
Approximately  6,150  feet  of  8"  main  were  installed  at  no  expense  to 
the  Town,  and  the  present  length  of  mains  is    20,66  miles. 

Water  consumption  showed  only  a  slight  increase  over  the  previous 
year  with  121,404,600  gallons  pumped. 

Continued  heavy  demands  on  our  system  makes  it  imperative  that  another 
well  source  area  become  operative  and  tied  into  the  system.    We  have 
instructed  Town  Counsel  to  start  Eminent  Domain  proceedings  on  the 
tract  of  land  on  Perkins  Row  as  authorized  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting 
last  November. 

We  are  most  grateful  to  our  Superintendent,  Mr,  Nicholas  D^Agostino, 
for  his  continued  good  work.

During  1965  the  membership  and  organization  of  this  committee 
underwent  modest  change.    Chairman  Arthur  L,  DiVenuti,  Jr.  resigned 
due  to  an  employment  transfer,    Curtis  Hill  was  appointed  by  the 
moderator  to  complete  Mr.  DiVenuti 's  term,    Fredrika  K,  Joy  was 
elected  Chairman,    Victor  N,  MacNulty  also  resigned  because  of  an 
employment  transfer  and  Charles  Thing  was  appointed  by  the  moderator 
to  complete  Mr.  MacNulty 's  term.    George    H.  Vogt  continues  to  serve 
as  the  School  Committee  delegate  to  the  Long  Range  School  Planning 
and  Building  Committee. 

A  pre -school  census  was  conducted  in  October  and  November  in  close 
coordination  with  the  enrollment  and  resident  information  of  the 
School  Superintendent,  Herbert  A.  Rouisse.    The  Committee  feels  that 
the  reliability  of  this  census  data  is  largely  due  to  the  change  a 
year  ago  from  a  biennial  census  to  an  annual  one.  Information 
regarding  pre-school  children  is  now  recorded  on  peraianent  file  cards, 
The  results  follow:

The  present  number  of  classrooms  in  the  Proctor  and  Steward  Schools 
is  35,  two  of  which  are  currently  used  for  remedial  instruction, 
music,  and  audio-visual  use.    Although  it  appears  that  some  small 
crowding  may  be  necessary  in  the  near  future,  the  committee  decided 
that  no  definite  action  should  be  taken  at  this  time  to  provide  new 
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facilities.  Rather,  the  committee  will  prepare  new  enrollment  projec- 
tions in  the  fall  of  1966  and  detemine  at  that  time  whether  immediate 
steps  to  provide  new  facilities  will  then  be  necessary. 

On  March  2,  representatives  of  the  Long  Range  School  Planning  and 
Building  Committee  met  in  Boston  with  Vincent  McGee,  a  representative 
of  the  Massachusetts  School  Building  Assistance  Commission  for  a 
building  needs  conference.    This  was  an  exploratory  conference 
regarding  possible  potential  expansion  originally  allowed  for  at  the 
Steward  School  site. 

In  May,  this  Canmittee  met  with  architects  in  preliminary  screening 
interviews  in  regard  to  the  expansion  of  the  Steward  School  facilities. 
It  was  decided  that  no  action  was  needed  at  this  particular  time. 

Although  analysis  of  the  census  data  and  enrollment  projections  re- 
ported above  confims  the  Committee's  opinion  that  no  immediate  action 
is  required  on  the  subject  of  school  construction,  the  Long  Range 
School  Planning  and  Building  Committee  continues  to  evaluate  future 
school  sites.    The  objective  of  this  evaluation  is  to  secure  an  option 
on  some  favorable  location  as  a  contingency  against  future  needs.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES,  1965 

The  Topsfield  Town  Library  continues  to  serve,  to  the  best  of  its 
ability,  our  rapidly  growing  town  with  the  same  facilities  which 
served  the  town  years  ago.    As  everyone  knows,  the  lack  of  space  is 
a  constant  handicap  and  the  vital  need  for  expansion  is  still  with 
us.    A  unanimous  vote  for  $30,000  for  renovation  of  the  building  was 
passed  at  the  1965  annual  town  meeting.    Because  of  a  technical  error 
in  the  original  article,  the  subject  had  to  be  brought  up  again  at  a 
special  town  meeting.    It  was  then  defeated.    However,  the  need  for 
shelf  space  and  work  space  continues  greater  than  ever  and  the  Board 
will  again  ask  for  the  money  for  vital  renovations  at  the  next  annual 
town  meeting. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  meets  the  second  Monday  of  every  month.  The 
book  committee  meets  the  third  Tuesday  morning  of  every  month.  Both 
meetings  are  always  open  to  the  public.    The  staff  consists  of 
Mrs.  Edwin  Mayo,  Head  Librarian  and  Mrs,  Charles  Denault,  Assistant 
Librarian.    The  clerks  are  Mrs.  Channing  Dupouy,  Mrs.  John  Ray  and 
Mrs.  John  Duncan.    Mrs.  Mayo  has  had  several  speaking  engagements  at 
schools  and  library  meetings.    The  Merrimac  Valley  Library  Associa- 
tion has  asked  her  to  serve  as  Vice-President.    The  library  is  indeed 
fortunate  to  have  a  staff  of  this  calibre  -  able  and  hard  working. 

The  library  continues  to  be  an  active  community  center.    We  have  art 
exhibits.  Great  Books  meetings,  art  classes,  orientation  classes 
for  both  adults  and  children,  and  story  hours.    Professor  John  R. 
Robertson  gave  an  interesting  six -week  lecture  series  on  "China- 
Riddle  of  the  East."    This  was  well  attended  and  enthusiastically 
received.    The  Garden  Clubs  continue  to  furnish  beautiful  flower 
arrangements  regularly.    These  and  the  outstandingly  attractive  ex- 
hibits Mrs.  Mayo  provides  for  special  occasions  are  always  enjoyed 
and  appreciated.    A  used  book  drive  for  the  Medgar  Evers  Memorial 
Library  was  sponsored  by  the  Trustees  and  Boy  Scout  Troop  128  which 
was  highly  successful . 

Last  year  our  library  was  honored  by  being  one  of  the  two  Massachu- 
setts libraries  to  be  considered  for  the  Dorothy  Canfield  Fisher 
National  Award.      Although  we  did  not  receive  it  we  have  been 
notified  that  we  have  again  this  year  been  selected  to  be  one  of  the 
two  libraries  in  Massachusetts  to  canpete. 

The  Board  has  met  with  the  School  Committee  and  a  new  arrangement  for 
better  service  to  the  schools  has  evolved.    Mrs.  Mayo  will  help  hire 
and  supervise  a  part-time  clerk  hired  by  the  schools.    This  clerk 
in  turn  will  train  and  supervise  volunteers.    Books  purchased  by  the 
schools  will  be  processed  by  the  town  library  and  Mrs.  Mayo  will  help 
in  the  selection  of  books,    The  schools  will  help  pay  for  this 
service.    This  should  work  out  for  better  school  service  and  ulti- 
mately relieve  the  public  library  of  some  of  the  school  library  work. 

Two  new  book  cases  have  been  added  to  the  reference  room  in  order  to 
provide  temporary  work  space  in  part  of  the  stacks.    This  unfor- 
tunately uses  up  much  needed  floor  space  in  the  reference  room  but  the

naed    for  work  space  was  so  desperate  we  had  no  alternative.  The 
gentlemen  o£  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Dr.  Banus  and  Mr.  Williams, 
personally  did  the  necessary  carpentry  work.    A  book  drop  has  been 
installed  which  we  have  needed  for  many  years.    After  conference 
with  the  Fire  Department  and  the  Town  Insurance  Committee,  a 
re -valuation  inventory  was  taken  and  the  shelf  list  has  been  micro- 
filmed for  protection  in  case  of  fire.    Emergency  lights  and  three 
fire  extinguishers  have  been  acquired.    The  Insurance  Committee  has 
strongly  urged  us  to  install  a  fire  alarm  system,  the  money  for  which 
we  have  included  in  our  request  for  renovation  funds, 

Many  gift  books  were  received  in  memory  of  friends.  This  is  a  growing 
custom  and  a  special  way  of  giving  tribute. 

We  end  this  busy  year  with  the  fervent  hope  and  belief  that  our  great 
need  for  expansion  will  be  realized.

Medical  costs  have  continued  to  be  the  largest  cost  in  the  welfare 
budget.    The  number  of  persons  over  65  needing  medical  aid  increased 
II  and  the  cost  increased  1.5%  with  the  addition  of  4  new  cases.  The 
largest  single  item  is  $7,228.68  for  nursing  home  care;  the  next 
$5,208.55  for  acute  hospital  care;  the  next  $2,992.59  for  chronic 
hospital  care;  then  $1,906.56  for  drugs.    The  balance  of  the  cost  is 
for  physicians'  visits,  out-patient  treatment,  dental  care, 
optometrist,  opthamologists,  visiting  nurse  calls,  and  laboratory 
tests. 


On  July  1,  1966  Medicare  will  become  law  for  all  persons  65  years 
of  age  who  have  registered  with  Social  Security  by  March  31,  1966. 
Under  the  basic  plan  when  the  patient's  doctor  decides  a  patient 
requires  (1)  hospital  care;  (2)  nursing  home  care;  (3)  home  health 
service  and  out-patient  diagnostic  services  at  hospitals --some  of  the 
costs  will  be  covered,  nursing  home  benefits  will  not  be  available 
until  January  1,  1967,  and  then  only  in  nursing  homes  meeting  govern- 
ment requirements. 

Then  there  is  the  Voluntary  Medical  Insurance  Plan  where  the  person 
pays  $3  per  month  and  this  is  matched  by  the  government  which  will 
cover  some  physicians'  costs. 

The  plan  is  complex  and  will  take  time  to  comprehend.  Questions 
should  be  referred  to  social  security  or  the  local  welfare  office  for 
specific  answers. 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  wish  to  thank  all  of  the 
Town  officers,  the  doctor,  the  community  nurse,  the  clergy,  and  any 
other  members  of  the  community  who  have  aided  and  supported  them  in 
the  past  year.

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BOARD  OF  SELECHvEN  and  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 
REPORT 

Following  the  Annual  To\m  Meeting  and  election  of  1965,  the  Selectmen 
met  and  organized  -  William  C.  Abbott,  Chairman;  William  G.  Evans. 
Clerk;  Luther  Dey,  third  member. 

The  Selectmen  also  serve  as  the  Board  of  Health. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Boards  are  held  the  first  and  third  Monday  of 
each  month,  with  additional  meetings  as  required. 

Two  Special  Town  Meetings  were  held,  one  June  15,  and  one  November  23. 

The  terms  of  office  for  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Town  Collector 
were  extended  from  one  year  to  three  years.    This  insures  better  con- 
tinuity for  these  important  positions  where  experience  and  detailed 
knowledge  of  the  duties  involved  are  of  great  importance. 

The  appointment  of  a  Wire  Inspector  will  insure  better  control 
of  electrical  installations,  not  only  in  new  construction  but  in 
connection  with  major  repairs  in  existing  buildings. 

We  hope  that  the  "junk  car"  ordinance,  passed  at  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  in  November,  will  help  to  maintain  the  well  kept  appearance 
of  our  to\NTi,  of  which  we  are  all  justly  proud. 

The  fact  that  the  Town  voted  to  join  the  Essex  County,  City  of  Revere, 
Town  of  Winthrop  Mosquito  Control  Project  should  relieve  the  tension- 
on  this  controversial  issue,  and  afford  adequate  control  of  the  mos- 
quito misance. 

Topsfield  joins  with  five  other  towns  in  the  North  Essex  Veterans' 
Ser\^ice  District.    The  District  has  appointed  a  new  District  Director, 
the  previous  director  having  resigned  due  to  poor  health.    It  is 
important  to  have  as  District  Director  (Veterans'  Agent)  a  person 
who  knows  the  intricacies  of  the  many  State  and  Federal  laws  covering 
Veterans'  Aid.    Frequently  needy  veterans  can  obtain  relief  from 
such  sources  rather  than  from  Town  Welfare.    It  is  the  Agent's 
responsibility  to  see  that  this  is  done.    There  is  an  increasing 
demand  for  assistance  under  the  existing  State  and  Federal  laws 
covering  Veterans'  Aid.    This  will  undoubtedly  continue  as  laws  are 
liberalized  and  enlarged  enlistments  in  the  armed  services  add  more 
veterans  to  the  lists.     Welfare  costs  are  also  increasing  in  most 
towns.    Topsfield  is  extremely  fortunate  in  having  a  minimum  of  such 
cases.    We  only  hope  we  may  continue  to  be  in  this  position. 

The  voluntary  effort  expended  by  members  of  the  various  town  com- 
mittees is  of  inestimable  value  to  our  community.    Their  interest  in 
town  affairs  and  ability  to  originate  and  carry  out  projects  for  the 
Town's  well  being  are  very  much  appreciated  by  the  Selectmen. 

The  Milk  Inspector,  Mr.  Osgood  Richards,  has  continued  to  make  regular 
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inspections  of  milk,  cream,  ice  cream,  etc,  which  cone  under  his 
jurisdiction.    His  checks  assure  the  delivery  of  products  meeting 
proper  health  standards.

School  Committee  Operation 

The  committee  held  a  total  of  21  regular  meetings 
and  three  special  meetings  during  1965*    Meetings  gener- 
ally have  been  held  in  the  Superintendent's  Office  at  the 
Proctor  School,    Regular  meetings  are  scheduled  for  the 
first  and  third  Mondays  of  each  month  at  8:00  P.M.  Meet- 
ings are  open  and  the  public  is  invited  to  attend.  Execu- 
tive sessions  have  seldom  been  held  and  then  only  in  such 
matters  requiring  privacy  and  consistent  with  the  open 
meeting  statute.    There  has  usually  been  press  coverage 
and  full  accounts  of committee  actions  have  been  reported 
in  Ihe  local  newspapers.     Notices  of  special  meetings  or 
changes  in  dates  are  posted  in  the  Town  Hall. 

Each  committee  member  serves  as  a  school  committee 
representative  on  another  group.    G.  Watson  serves  on  the 
Topsfield  Insurance  Committee;  R.  Alexander  serves  on  the 
Masconomet  Regional  School  Committee;  and  G.  Vogt  serves 
on  the  Long  Range  School  Planning  and  Building  Committee. 

Two  articles  were  passed  by  the  Special  Town  Meet- 
ing in  November,  1965  which  relate  to  the  operation  of  the 
School  Committee.     One  article  increased  the  membership  of 
the  group  from  three  to  five  members,  to  be  effective  with 
the  annual  town  election  in  1966.     A  second  article  changed 
the  original  Masconomet  Regional  District  Agreement  so  that 
all  three  members  of  the  regional  committee  from  each  of 
the  member  towns  will  be  elected  at  large,  rather  than  one 
of  these  being  elected  from  the  membership  of  the  local 
school  committee.     This  also  will  become  effective  with 
the  annual  town  election  in  1966. 
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Financial 

The  official  enrollment  on  October  1,  1965  was  853 
pupils.     On  the  basis  of  projections  done  jointly  by  the 
school  administration  and  the  Long  Range  School  Planning 
and  Building  Committee,  a  moderate  increase  to  912  pupils 
is  anticipated  by  October  1,1966.    Further  details  of  the 
projections  and  their  implications  will  be  found  in  the 
report  of  the  Long  Range  School  Planning  and  Building 
Committee. 

As  a  result  of  this  anticipated  enrollment  increase, 
provision  has  been  made  for  an  additional  staff  member. 
Provision  is  also  made  for  the  first  time  for  certain  li- 
brary services,  not  previously  budgeted.     Otherwise,  the 
budget  provides  for  a  continuation  of  the  present  services.

Account,  totalling  $l886l.    The  great  proportion  of  this 
increase  is  in  teachers'  salaries  and  results  from  the 
following  factors: 
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!•  The  impact  for  a  full  year  of  normal  salary  incre- 
ments, effective  in  September,  1965. 

2.  The  impact  for  the  period  of  September-December, 1966 
of  normal  salary  increments,  effective  in  September, 
1966. 

3.  The  impact  for  a  full  year  of  salary  increases 
granted  to  be  effective  in  September,  1965. 

L|-  The  impact  for  the  period  of  September-December,  1966 
of  salary  increases  granted  to  be  effective  in  Sep- 
tember, 1966. 

5.  The  impact  of  salary  for  one  additional  teacher  from 
September-December,  1966. 

Comments  on  other  significant  increases  which  may 
require  explanation  follow: 

1.  A  new  account  of  $l575.  for  Library  Consultant  and 
Clerical  Services  has  been  established.    A  portion 
of  this  money  will  be  paid  to  the  Topsfield  Public 
Library  to  reimburse  that  department  for  expenses 
incurred  for  services  provided  to  the  schools.  The 
remainder  will  provide  for  a  part  time  school 
library  clerk. 

2.  The  increase  of  $1356.  in  the  School  Adjustment  Coun- 
sellor Account  reflects  primarily  the  fact  that  this 
program  is  now  shared  only  by  Topsfield  and  Boxford, 
whereas  in  previous  years  Middleton  also  shared  in 
this  program.    There  will  be  an  increase  of  |900.  in 
state  reimbursement  resulting  from  this  change. 

3.  The  Regular  Transportation  Account  was  increased  by 
$2000,  as  a  result  of  the  new  three-year  contract 
signed  in  1965.     A  substantial  portion  of  this  in- 
crease will  be  returned  to  the  town  by  way  of  state 
reimbursement  for  school  transportation  and  substan- 
tially higher  excise  taxes  on  the  new  buses,  which 
are  registered  in  Topsfield. 

U«  The  Special  Class  Transportation  Account  was  in- 
creased by  |630,  to  meet  present  commitments.  Fifty 
per  cent  of  these  expenditures  are  reimbursed  by  the 
state . 

5.  The  Special  Class  Tuition  Account  was  increased  by 
$780.  to  meet  present  commitments.  Fifty  per  cent 
of  these  expenditures  are  reimbursed  by  the  state. 


It  should  be  noted  that  the  total  amount  of  state 
aid  for  education  to  Topsfield  will  be  less  in  1966  than 
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for  the  previous  year  in  spite  of  some  increases  in  special 
categories  mentioned  above.    Legislative  action  has  estab- 
lished new  property  valuations  for  the  various  towns.  The 
Topsfield  valuation  of  $3,189,061+.,  first  set  in  19U6,  has 
been  used  for  years  in  computing  the  state  aid  for  educa- 
tion.    The  more  recent  valuation  established  Topsfleld^s 
amount  at  |35,l50,000.     The  use  of  the  new  amount  in  the 
equalization  formula  has  not  only  negated  the  usual  annual 
increase  in  aid  of  approximately  $9000.  but  will  actually 
result  in  receipts  of  11+600.  less  in  1966  than  in  1965. 

This  increase  in  valuation  also  eliminated  Topsfield 
from  receiving  reimbursement  for  the  Union  Superintendent's 
salary  and  transportation,  which  would  otherwise  have 
amounted  to  $1+000. 

Public  Law  87i+  funds  are  being  used  to  reduce  the 
increase  in  the  budget.    Receipts  from  this  federally 
impacted  areas  program  should  total  about  $8000  in  1966. 
Approximately  one  half  of  this  amount  will  be  allotted  to 
specific  expenditures  and  the  remainder  devoted  to  the 
development  of  a  reserve  fund.     This  fund  was  virtually 
depleted  during  1965  by  the  unexpected  expenditure  of  over, 
$13000.  for  a  new  septic  system  at  the  Proctor  School. 

The  average  pupil  enrollment  is  81+8  for  1965.  There- 
fore, the  gross  per  pupil  cost,  based  on  the  appropriation, 
is  ^1+25.57 •    Anticipated  receipts  in  1965,  after  an  appor- 
tionment of  Chapter  70  funds  for  secondary  purposes-  will 
total  $83705.,  giving  a  net  per  pupil  cost  of  $326.66. 

The  projected  average  enrollment  for  1966  is  877 
pupils.     Dividing  the  1966  appropriation  by  the  projected 
enrollment  produces  a  gross  per  pupil  cost  of  $1+38.81.  The 
estimated  net  per  pupil  cost  after  deducting  estimated 
receipts  in  1966  of  ^79581.  is  $3i+8.08.

School  Facilities 

During  the  past  year  the  housing  situation  for  the 
elementary  school  pupils  has  remained  excellent,  in  view  of 
the  very  small  increases  in  enrollment  during  the  past  two 
years.     During  the  current  school  year  'all  thirteen  class- 
rooms in  the  Steward  School  are  in  regular  use.     The  Proc- 
tor School  contains  twenty-two  classrooms  of  which  twenty 
are  now  being  used  as  regular  classrooms.     The  other  two 
classrooms  are  being  used  for  remedial  reading,  music,  and 
audio-visual  presentations.     The  matter  of  future  school 
needs  is  under  consideration  by  both  the  Long  Range  School 
Planning  and  Building  Committee  and  the  School  Committee. 
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A  close  liaison  between  that  committee  and  the  School  Com- 
mittee is  affected  by  the  membership  of  a  School  Committee 
member  on  the  Long  Range  Committee.     In  addition  the 
School  Superintendent  actively  participates  in  the  work  of 
the  Long  Range  Committee.     The  results  of  the  annual  pre- 
school census  and  the  subsequent  enrollment  projections 
are  detailed  in  the  report  of  the  Long  Range  School  Plan- 
ning and  Building  Committee.     It  should  be  noted  that, 
while  the  present  projections  indicate  the  need  for  little 
in  the  way  of  additional  school  facilities  in  the  immediate 
future,  a  slight  change  in  the  growth  pattern  would  render 
the  acquisition  of  additional  facilities  a  more  immediate 
and  pressing  need.     It  also  is  recommended  that,  during 
this  welcome  pause  in  the  need  for  additional  facilities 
at  the  elementary  school  level,  efforts  be  made-  to  secure 
appropriate  future  school  sites. 

Maintenance 

Little  maintenance  work  has  been  required  at  the 
Steward  School.  The  few  problems  there  have  been  minor  in 
nature  and  easily  rectified. 

However,  at  the  Proctor  School  two  major  projects 
required  undertaking  during  1965#    The  first  project  dealt 
with  the  septic  system,  which  was  constructed  for  both  the 
main  building  and  the  1951  addition  at  the  time  of  that 
addition.     The  subsequent  construction  in  195k  of  Annex 
#2  did  not  provide  additional  capacity  fbr  this  system,  but 
rather  brou^t  about  an  added  demand.    This  spring  it  was 
determined  that  the  field  no  longer  had  the  capacity  to 
accept  the  amount  of  effluent  which  was  being  pumped  into 
it  daily.     The  recommendation  of  two  consultants,  both 
operating  independently,  was  to  replace  the  system  at  this 
time  rather  than  attempt  any  kind  of  temporary  additions 
or  repairs  and  to  b  ring  the  system  in  line  with  the  pre- 
sent minimum  requirements  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Health,     This  project  was  put  out  to  bid  and  was  completed 
during  the  summer  of  1965  by  the  McCarthy  Construction 
Company  of  Beverly,     The  total  cost  of  the  project  for 
both  the  general  contractor  and  the  engineering  services 
was  113,14.21.      This  new  system,  laid  in  conformity  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and 
inspected  by  their  field  representatives  during  installa- 
tion, should  provide  adequate  capacity  for  the  Proctor 
School  for  an  indefinite  i)erlod.    There  are  two  separate 
fields  in  the  present  system,  which  a  re  flooded  alternate- 
ly by  the  two  pumps  in  the  distribution  chamber.     In  the 
event  of  the   temporary  failure  of  one  of  the  pumps,  the 
other  pump  and  its  field  could  continue  to  handle  the 
effluent  for  a  short  period  of  time  to  enable  repairs  to 
be  made  without  interruption  of  the  school  program.  The 
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entire  cost  of  this  project  was  borne  out  of  Public  Law 
87i|  funds,  whih  the  School  Committee  had  accumulated  over 
a  period  of  time.     These  are  the  funds  which  are  received 
under  the  so-called  federally-impacted  areas  program. 

The  second  major  project  was  the  complete  renova- 
tion of  the  Proctor  School  heating  plant.     Until  this  year, 
the  main  building  and  Annex  #1  have  been  heated  by  coal- 
fired  steam  boilers,  while  Annex  #2  has  been  heated  by  a 
gas-fired  burner.    During  the  past  two  years  there  have 
been  recurring  troubles  with  the  operation  of  the  coal- 
fired  plant  and  the  stoking  equipment  which  was  second- 
hand equipment  when  installed  in  19l|8.     The  main  boiler 
was  the  origihal  boiler  installed  during  the  construction 
of  the  Proctor  School  in  1932.    A  second  smaller  boiler 
was  installed  at  the  time  of  the  building  of  Annex  #1. 
Two  years  previously  the  mud  drum  and  a  front  section  of 
the  main  boiler  head  developed  a  leak  and  were  of  neces- 
sity replaced.     In  April  of  1965,  within  the  space  of  a 
week,  cracks  developed  in  two  sections  of  the  main  boiler; 
whereas,  consideration  had  been  given  during  the  previous 
year  to  the  eventual  replacement  of  the  plant  with  oil- 
fired  burners,  it  was  now  felt  that  the  entire  problem 
should  be  reviewed  rather  than  making  temporary  repairs 
with  the  obvious  expectation  of  more  failures  in  the  near 
future.     The  services  of  Hubbard,  Tracey,  and  Blakely,  a 
well-knovm  engineering  service  specializing  in  heating  and 
ventilating,  were  employed.     After  much  study  as  to  vari- 
ous types  of  installations,  it  was  decided  that  the  best 
long  range  plan  was  to  install  two  new  boilers  which 
would  burn  heavy  oil  in  the  belief  that  this  would  be  the 
most  economical  method  of  operation  in  the  long  run,  and 
that  the  anticipated  annual  savings  in  fuel  consumption 
over  the  old  system  would  offset  to  a  considerable  extent 
the  cost  of  this  installation.     Consequently  specifica- 
tions were  prepared  and  bids  were  accepted  by  the  Commit- 
tee for  the  installation  of  this  new  plant.     The  total 
cost  of  this  project  based  on  these  bids  was  set  at  $I|.61|.6l4.. 
At  a  special  Town  Meeting  in  June  the  Town  appropriated 
the  sum  of  $1^.5,000.  for  this  project,  and  the  bid  was 
awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder,  J. J. Hurley  Company  of  South 
Boston.    The  installation  was  carried  on  during  the  summer 
and  early  fall  to  the  extent  that  a  modern  plant  is  now 
in  operation.     The  cost  of  the  engineer* s  fees  for  this 
project  and  the  excess  of  the  contract  over  the  amount 
appropriated  by  the  Town  were  again  taken  from  the  Public 
Law  8?^  fund. 

Another  major  maintenance  project,  although  one 
which  had  been  planned  for  in  advance,  was  the  painting 
of  the  entire  exterior  of  the  Proctor  School,  which  had 
been  previously  done  in  I960.     On  the  basis  of  bids 
received  this  project  was  carried  on  for  the  total  cost 
of  $2200,  apparently  a  very  favorable  figure. 
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Other  minor  repairs  and  replacements  of  a  routine 
nature  were  made  throughout  the  year  in  an  effort  to 
maintain  the  Proctor  School  in  the  best  possible  condition 
for  instructional  proficiency  and  economic  operation. 

The  Curriculum 

The  school  curriculum  is  a  dynamic  thing.  During 
any  given  year  certain  aspects  of  the  curriculum  will  be 
in  the  process  of  being  reviewed  or  developed  anew.  Curri- 
culum guides  were  developed  in  all  major  academic  areas 
during  the  period  from  I960  to  1962.     During  the  1961|-5 
school  year  curriculum  committees  were  active  in  the  fields 
of  English,  mathematics,  science,   and  programmed  learning. 
These  committees  consisted  of  teachers  from  both  the  Box- 
ford  and  Topsfield  Staffs  and  represented  various  grade 
levels,     A  principal  served  as  chairman  in  each  case.  As 
an  outgrovjth  of  the  work  of  these  committees,  revised 
guides  in  the  areas  of  English,  mathem.atics,  and  science 
were  presented  to  the  individual  school  committees  for 
their  approval  during  the  summer  of  1965.     The  revised 
guides  were  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  teachers  for  the 
opening  of  school  in  September, 

The  new  English  guide  was  d eveloped  in  coordination 
with  staff  members  from  the  Middleton  Elementary  Schools 
and  Masconomet  Regional  High  School,     The  guide,  therefore, 
is  a  unified  guide  for  Grades  1-12  in  the  regional  district 
The  major  areas  included  within  this  guide  are  written 
communication,  oral  communication,  capitalization  and 
punctuation,  and  grammar.     In  addition  there  is  a  special 
supplement  on  creative  writing,     A  special  feature  was  the 
inclusion  of  much  of  the  above  material  in  the  form  of  a 
sequential  analysis  chart,  which  presented  an  extremely 
detailed  listing  of  the  English  skills  and  the  grade  levels 
at  which  these  skills  are  Introduced,  emphasized,  and 
reviewed. 

It  is  felt  that  the  new  mathematics  guide  will  help 
in  introducing  pupils  to  the  discovery  of  the  logic  and 
systematic  progression  of  the  number  system.     The  stress 
will  be  more  on  reasoning  and  less  on  rote  memory.  Certain 
concepts  will  be  introduced  at  earlier  grade  levels  and 
greater  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the  precision  of  mean- 
ing in  the  language  of  mathematics.     Experimentation  and 
discovery  will  be  encouraged,  and  the  attitude  that  learn- 
ing mathematics  can  be  a  creative  adventure  will  be  fos- 
tered.   More  effective  articulation  from  one  grade  to  the 
next  will  be  made  possible  by  the  inclusion  in  the  new 
guide  of  a  sequential  analysis  chart.     With  this  chart,  a 
teacher  can  see  immediately  what  areas  of  mathematics  are 
stressed  at  certain  grade  levels  and  which  ones  are  stress- 
ed at  other  grade  levels.     This  guide  is  a  transition  be- 
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tween  the  traditional  and  the  modern  in  mathematics.     It  is 
expected  that  the  guide  will  be  revised  frequently  as  the 
mathematics  program  moves  continually  toward  a  more  modern 
approach. 

The  previous  science  curriculum  had  been  based  upon 
a  spiral  plan.     That  is,  each  of  several  topics  was  re- 
peated at  each  succeeding  grade  level,  incorporating  in- 
creasingly complex  concept  development.    A  survey  and 
evaluation  of  that  program  indicated  a  need  for  not  only  a 
new  curriculum  but  also  for  a  new  approach  locally  to  the 
teaching  of  science.     The  new  curriculum  is  a  "block-style 
program"  beginning  at  the  third  grade  level.  In  the  first 
and  second  grades  an  exploratory,  less  structured  type  of 
approach  is  used.     This  new  approach  is  designed  to  afford 
appropriate  experiences  in  the  biological,  earth,  and  phy- 
sical sciences  at  a  level  of  concept  difficulty  applicable 
to  the  grade  levels  involved,  and  which  can  be  explored  in 
some  depth.     New  materials  which  fit  the  specific  local 
program  have  been  purchased  and  put  into  use.     In  keeping 
with  the  objectives  of  the  program,  a  discovery  approach 
is  used  in  instruction,  emphasizing  more  pupil  experimenta- 
tion and  less  teacher  demonstration. 

During  the  current  school  year  there  are  again  four 
curriculum  committees  vjcrkin.g.     One  of  these  committees  is 
continuing  the  study  of  programmed  learning.     A  second 
committee  is  reviewing  the  social  studies  curriculum;  a 
third  committee  is  reviewing  the  procedure  for  reporting 
to  parents  on  the  progress  of  pupils;  and  the  fourth  commit- 
tee is  studying  the  so-called  non-graded  approach  in  schools. 
This  term  "non-graded"  is  perhaps  a  misnomer.     The  primary 
concern  here  is  to  review  the  entire  organizational  struc- 
ture to  determine  if  there  are  better  ways  to  bring  about 
more  continual  pupil  progress  with  the  focus  of  the  program 
on  the  child^s  individual  progress  rather  than  on  the 
graded  organization.     There  are  throughout  the  country  many 
non-graded  schools,  although  these  vary  widely  in  the  pro- 
gram they  present.     It  is  hoped  that  through  this  study  it 
may  be  determined  whether  certain  programs  have  implica- 
tions for  the  local  system.     If  so,  minor  adjustments  to 
the  present  graded  system  might  be  made  or  there  might  be 
a  move  toward  an  organization  in  which  there  were  no  grades 
as  knov/n  today. 

Health  Services 


Under  the  direction  of  Miss  Ruth  Barnard,  School 
Nurse,  and  Dr.  Clarence  E.  Thornton,  School  Physician,  a 
comprehensive  health  program  is  carried  on,  especially  in 
those  areas  relating  to  school  progress.     The  height  and 
weight  of  each  child  is  recorded  annually.     Ill  and  injured 
children  are  provided  for  Tttitil  their  parents  can  assume 
the  responsibility.    Other  services  Include:

Community  Activities 

The  school  facilities  continue  to  be  used  regularly 
by  various  civic  and  community  groups.     Town  meetings  and 
meetings  of  the  School  Committee  and  the  Long  Range  School 
Planning:  and  Building  Committee  are  held  at  the  Proctor 
School.     Boy  Scout,  Girl  Scout,  and  Brownie  m.eetings  are 
held  at  both  schools  on  a  regular  basis.     A  men's  volley- 
ball group  plays  in  the  i/Voodbury  Auditorium  throu^Jiout  the 
season.     Target  shooting  is  done  weekly  by  members  of  the 
Topsfield  Rifle  Club  at  the  shooting  range  in  the  Proctor 
School.     The  Topsfield  Athletic  Association  sponsors  bas- 
ketball programs  in  both  schools  on  Saturday  mornings 
throughout  the  season.     The  Masconomet  Regional  High  School 
Junior  Varsity  Basketball  team  also  uses  the  Proctor  School 
facility.     Little  League  makes  use  of  the  baseball  fields 
as  did  the  Masconomet  Regional  High  School  team.  Square 
dance  programs  are  held  periodically  in  the  school  audi- 
torium by  the  Pair  Town  Squares. 

One  comm.unlty  activity  formerly  carried  on,  the 
annual  summer  playground  program,  was  cancelled  for  the 
summer  of  1965.     This  action  was  necessitated  by  the  two 
najcr  construction  projects  carried  on  at  the  Proctor 
School  during  the  summer  months.     It  was  felt  that  the 
boiler  project  work  and  the  septic  system  work  rendered 
inadvisable  the  holding  of  this  program.     However,  it  is 
expected  that  the  program  will  be  c  arried  on  again  in  1966. 

Legislative  Milestones 

During  fche  past  two  years  major  legislation  has 
been  passed  by  the  legislative  bodies  at  both  the  state 
level  and  the  federal  level.     These  have  real  significance 
for  public  education  generally  and  locally. 

Federal  Legislation 

National  Defense  Education  Act.     This  act  was  passed 
originally  in  195^3  as  a  direct  reaction  to  the  launching  cf 
the  first  Sputnik.     Title  III  of  this  act,  which  had  the 
greatest  impact  for  the  local  systems,  was  designed  to  im- 
prove instruction  In  the  critical  subject  areas  of  mathe- 
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matics,   science,   and  foreign  language  by  offering  fifty 
percent  reimbursement  for  expenditures  incurred  in  local 
projects  aimed  at  that  purpose.     The  program  was  adminis- 
tered through  the  State  Department  of  Education.  Under 
this  act,  the  local  schools  have  prepared  projects,  total- 
ing over  $6800,  for  which  the  50%  reimbursement  has  been 
received.     The  major  project  dealt  with  the  procuring  of 
many  items  of  original  equipment  for  the  Steward  School. 
This  act  vjas  revised  in  I96I4  to  include  English,  history, 
geography,   and  reading  on  the  critical  list.     The  revision 
also  brought  about  the  development  of  more  detailed 
federal  guidelines  and  consequently  more  detailed  state 
guidelines.    Added  were  requirements  that  long  range  plans 
for  im.provement  of  instruction  in  each  critical  area  must 
be  developed  and  that  the  individual  projects  meet  more 
stringent     qualifications.     New  forms  for  these  projects 
became  available  in  September,  1965  and  the  local  system 
has  submitted  three  small  projects  recently. 

Economic  Opportunity  Act  of  1961;.  This  Anti-Poverty 
Bill  was  aimed  primarily  at  economic  targets  but  has  two 
significant  points  for  public  education.    First,  many  of 
the  programs  established  under  the  act  are  educational  in 
nature.     In  this  category  would  come  various  programs  to 
reduce  the  incidence  of  dropouts,  to  return  dropouts  to 
school,  to  retrain  certain  unemployed  persons,  and,  at  the 
other  end  of  the  scale,  compensatory  e ducation  programs 
for  pre-school  children  and  young  pupils  from  culturally 
deprived  backgrounds.     Second,  the  framework  of  the  act 
and  its  methods  of  operation  became  to  some  extent  a  model 
for  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  of  1965, 
which  will  be  discussed  shortly.     An  official  committee 
has  been  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  to  investigate  the  act 
and  carry  on  local  programs  that  might  fall  within  the 
terms  of  the  act.     To  date,  no  programs  have  been  put  into 
operation. 

The  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  of  1965* 
This  was  the  first  federal  legislation  designed  to  give 
general  aid  to  public  education.     To  avoid  the  major  ob- 
stacles which  had  prevented  passage  of  general  federal  aid 
bills  many  times  in  recent  years,  i.e.  the  church-school 
issue  and  federal  control  over  local  education,  the  act 
was  written  to  provide  the  aid  in  five  categories  or  titles. 
This  aid  amounts  to  about  one  billion  dollars  in  the 
current  fiscal  year  and  is  available  to  systems  submitting 
projects  which  qualify  for  the   specific  purposes  of  the 
title.     The  previous  pattern  for  distribution  of  aid  would 
have  allocated  funds  for  general  school  aid  primarily  on 
the  basis  of  population  with  some  equalization  factor 
based  on  the  relative  wealth  of  the  states.     The  five 
titles  are  designed  to:  1)  strengthen  elementary  and  secon- 
dary school  programs  for  educationally  deprived  children 
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in  low  income  areas,  2)  provide  additional  school  library 
resources,   textbooks,  and  other  instructional  materials, 
3)  finance  supplementary  educational  centers  and  services, 
J4.)  broaden  areas  of  cooperative  research,  and  5)  strengthen 
State  Departments  of  Education, 

It  v;ould  appear  that  at  the  present  the  local  systems 
would  qualify  for  funds  only  under  one  title  of  the  act. 

Title  I,  for  which  the  bulk  of  the  funds  has  been 
allocated  is  deslc^ned  to  aid  pupils  from  economically  de- 
prived backgrounds.     It  does  not  appear  that  such  a  pro- 
grar:  here  is  necessary  or  feasible.     Title  II  is  geared 
to  strengthening  school  libraries  in  Massachusetts  and  it 
may  be  possible  to  secure  funds  locally  under  this  title 
to  the  amount  of  -^^l  per  pupil  for  the  purchase  of  school 
library  books.     However,   state  guidelines  for  the  operation 
of  this  title  have  not  yet  been  received.     The  remaining 
three  titles  deal  with  research  programs  and  the  state 
agencies.     They  seem  somewhat  removed  from  our  local  situa- 
tion at  this  time. 

Certain  comments  should  be  made  about  this  federal 
legislation: 

1,  Official  spokesmen  for  these  Acts  openly  state  that 
the  spending  will  increase  dramatically  in  the  next 
fev;  years. 

2,  The  proliferation  of  the  guidelines  and  directives 
from  federal  and  state  agencies  make  it  difficult 
for  the  small  system  to  become  knowledgeable  about 
available  aid  and  the  means  of  procuring  it.  Large 
school  systems  are  establishing  positions  in  the 
administration  offices,  the  sole  function  of  which 
will  be  to  keep  the  system  abreast  of  developments 
and  to  prepare  projects  for  federal  programs, 

3,  There  will  be  an  accompanying  increase  in  the 
degree  of  federal  control  of  local  education. 
The  legislation  noted  above  both  directly  and 
indirectly  affects  the  cur riculum, the  instruc- 
tional procedures,  ana  the  administrative  pro- 
cedures in  the  local  system.     These,  coupled 
with  the  promotion  of  the  concept  of  national 
standards  in  education  and  a  national  educa- 
tional testing  system  by  many  leaders  in  govern- 
ment and  education,  are  strong  indicators  of  the 
path  ahead. 
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Massachusetts  Legislation 

In  1962  the  Governor  appointed  twenty-one  members 
to  the  Massachusetts  Education  Study  Commission,  This 
commission,  popularly  known  as  the  Willis  Commission,  made 
an  exhaustive  survey  into  nearly  all  facets  of  Massachu- 
setts public  education.     The  commission's  findings  and  sub- 
sequent recommendations  were  recently  presented  in  a  62i| 
page  publication.     The  commission's  report  indicates  that 
there  is  a  tremendous  range  in  the  quality  of  public  educa- 
tion among  the  communities.     The  fact  of  this  discrepancy 
and  its  apparent  relationship  to  fiscal • ability  was  instru- 
mental in  the  major  recommendation  of  vastly  increased 
state  financial  support  for  public  education  on  an  equali- 
zation basis.     Other  major  recommendations  call  for  the 
complete  reorganization  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  the 
State  Department  of  Education  to  bring  about  much  stronger 
direction  and  control  at  the  state  level  to  replace  the 
present  system,  in  which  the  local  school  committees  have 
enjoyed  a  significant  degree  of  autonomy. 

The  only  legislation  resulting  from  the  Willis 
Commission's  recommendations  to  date  is  an  act  which  has 
abolished  the  Board  of  Education  and  has  substituted  three 
boards,  the  State  Board  of  Public  School  Education,  the 
State  Board  of  Higher  Education,  and  the  Advisory  Council 
on    Education,     The  State  Board  of  Higher  Education  will 
control  and  coordinate  the  twenty- two  public  institutions 
of  higher  learning.    A  major  goal  in  this  organization  is 
the  elimination  of  present  competition  among  these  insti- 
tutions for  funds  provided  by  legislative  action  annually. 
The  Advisory  Council  in  Education  will  have  the  purpose  of 
carrying  on  a  continuing  program,  of  long  range  evaluation, 
planning,  and  innovation.     It  will,  in  a  sense,  serve  as 
a  permanent  Willis  Commission. 

The  Board  of  Public  School  Education  will  exert  the 
most  Influence  on  the  local  systems.     Its  membership  will 
be  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  is  expected  to  be  announ- 
ced in  January, 1966.     The  Board  will  assume  control  of  all 
public  education  with  far  more  responsibility  and  author- 
ity than  was  enjoyed  by  the  abolished  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation.    Furthermore,  it  will  operate  through  a  reorgan- 
ized Department  of  Education,  which  also  will  have  the 
authority  to  set  standards  for  the  local  schools,  which 
were  formerly  established  by  the  local  school  committee  or 
by  legislative  action.     Some  of  these  are: 

1.  The  authority  to  set  compulsory  school  atten- 
dance ages. 

The  law  presently  sets  the  ages  of  seven  to 
sixteen.     The  Commission  recommends  six  to 
eighteen. 
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2.  The  authority  to  set  the  length  of  the  school  year. 
The  law  presently  sets  the  minimum  at  l80  days. 

The  Commission  recommends  an  immediate  increase  to 
185  days. 

3,  The  authority  to  set  the  length  of  the  school  day. 
The  school  committee  presently  establishes  this. 
The  Department  of  Education  presently  recommends 
a  minimum  instructional  day  of  five  hours  for 
the  elementary  school. 

1^..  The  authority  to  establish  pupil-teacher  ratios. 
This  is  presently  within  the  discretion  of  the 
school  committee. 

The  Commission  recommends  that  an  elementary 
school  be  staff«^  at  the  ratio  of  fifty  pro- 
fessional employees  per  thousand  pupils. 

5.  The  authority  to  require  public  kindergartens 
to  be  available  for  five  year  olds. 

This  is  presently  within  the  discretion  of  the 
local  school  committee. 

6.  The  authority  to  establisn  curriculum  standards. 
At  present  the  Department  of  Eduf^ation  sets  very 
general  prescriptions  and  the  implementation  is 
left  to  the  discretion  of  the  local  committee. 

7.  The  authority  to  withhold  state  funds  to  compel 
compliance  with  state  standards. 

The  above  list  is  not  exhaustive  but  it  does  give  a 
clear  indication  that  the  role  of  the  state  educational 
agencies  and  the  local  educational  agencies  are  in  the  pro- 
cess of  the  most  drastic  change  since  the  establishment  of 
the  local  school  committee  in  Massachusetts  in  l826. 

Another  change  by  legislative  enactment  was  the 
establishment  of  a  new  minimum  salary  for  teachers  of  |5000 
The  act  was  passed  in  196[|.  with  an  effective  date  of  Sep- 
tember, 1965.    During  the  past  ten  years  the  minimum 
salary  for  teachers  has  changed  as  follows: 


It  should  be  noted  that  a  bill  to  raise  the  minimum 
salary  to  $5500  has  been  filed  with  the  1966  Legislation 
by  the  Massachusetts  Teachers  Association.     Of  more  signi- 
ficance is  the  inclusion  in  the  bill  of  a  minimum  of  |8500 
for  teachers  after  ten  years  of  experience.     The  passage 
of  this  bill  would  establish  essentially  a  minimum  salary

schedule  for  the  entire  state. 

Another  legislative  act  of  long-range  significance 
was  "brought  about  with  the  passage  of  Hi42l4.5,  which  provides 
for  the  election  of  representative  bargaining  agents  with 
political  subdivisions  of  the  Commonwealth,     This  measure, 
which  will  become  effective  in  February,  1966  includes  all 
employees  of  school  committees  as  well  as  other  town  em- 
ployees. 

Under  the  terms  of  this  act,  teachers  and  other 
school  employees  shall  have  the  right  to  form  and  join 
employee  organizations,  to  bargain  collectively  through 
representatives  of  their  own  choosing  on  questions  of 
wages,  hours,  and  other  conditions  of  employment.  The 
municipal  employer  or  its  designated  representative  shall 
negotiate  in  good  faith  and  shall  execute  a  written  con- 
tract incorporating  any  agreement  reached,  but  neither 
party  shall  be  compelled  to  agree  to  a  proposal  or  to  make 
a  concession.     The  act  further  provides  that  in  the  case 
of  an  impasse  either  party  may  petition  the  state  board  of 
conciliation  and  arbitration  to  initiate  a  fact  finding 
procedure.     A  fact  finder  will  be  appointed  to  investigate 
the  facts,  hold  hearings,  and  make  written  findings  and 
recommendations  for  resolution  of  the  dispute.  Strikes 
are  specifically  prohibited. 

In  summary  then,  the  past  two  years  have  seen  legis- 
lation at  both  the  federal  and  state  level,  which  is 
bringing  about  drastic  changes  in  the  organization  and 
operation  of  public  education,  changes  more  dramatic  and 
more  significant  than  any  comparable  period  in  our  history. 

The  School  Committee  of  Topsfield  respectfully  pre- 
sents this  information  to  all  its  citizens  to  help  develop 
public  understanding  of  the  changing  role  of  the  School 
Committee  and  school  administration.

1.     Entrance  age  requirements  for  Topsfield  Elementary 
Schools 

a.  Pupils  entering  Kindergarten  must  reach  their  fifth 
birthday  by  December  31st  of  the  year  in  which  they 
enroll.     Pupils  entering  first  grade  in  September 
must  reach  their  sixth  birthday  by  December  31st  of 
the  year  in  which  they  enroll. 

b.  Underage  first  grade  pupils  transferring  from  other 
school  systems  may  be  admitted  under  the  following 
conditions : 

(1)  The  school  must  be  a  part  of  a  recognized 
accredited  school  system. 

(2)  The  pupils  must  have  completed  satisfactorily 
not  less  than  ninety  (90)  days  of  standard  first 
grade  work. 

(3)  In  every  case,  the  admission  of  underage  chil- 
dren shall  be  dependent  upon  the  fitness  of  the 
child  to  profit  by  the  first  grade  program  of 
the  Topsfield  Public  Schools,  such  fitness  to  be 
determined  by  the  superintendent  of  schools. 

ik)  All  admissions  are  subject  to  a  probationary 
period  of  one  term.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

On  several  occasions  the  Topsfield  Conservation  Commission  in 
cooperation  with  the  Board  of  Water  Commssioners  attempted  to  reach 
an  agreement  with  the  property  owner  to  purchase  a  tract  of  land  on 
Perkins  Row  for  niulti -conservation  use,  but  primarily  for  the  tre- 
mendous water  resources  within  the  tract. 

Not  only  was  the  problem  of  coming  to  terms  with  the  property  owner 
complex,  but  the  filing  for  matching  funds  from  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  was  extremely  time  consuming. 

Our  Department  of  Natural  Resources  approved  the  preliminary  applica- 
tion for  the  Perkins  Row  property,  December  20,  1965,  but  the 
unprecedented  delay  by  the  property  owner  had  forced  the  Water  Board 
to  make  the  request  to  the  town  of  Topsfield  for  the  right  to  take 
Eminent  Domain  procedures. 

Al]  sub-divisions  filed  with  the  town  must  be  reviewed  and  reported  on, 
per  order  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.    "It  seems  entirely  possible  that 
the  Conservation  Commission  could  find  situations  in  new  sub-divisions 
wnich  would  be  of  concern  to  them  and  therefore  of  equal  concern  to 
the  Selectmen,  Planning  Board,  and  other  departments  of  the  town." 

No  violation  of  the  Flood  Plain  Zone  was  reported  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  after  a  thorough  inspection  of  the  gravel  pit  operation  on 
Walker  Road  and  North  Street. 

Accoramg  to  the  procedures  of  the  Hatch  Act  1965,  the  Conservation 
Commission  participated  in  the  hearing  pertaining  to  the  flooding  of 
the  Intemittant  Pond  on  the  northwest  side  of  the  Ipswich  River,  on 
the  property  owned  and  managed  by  the  Ipswich  River  Wildlife  Sanctuary. 
The  proposal  was  approved. 

On  several  occasions  the  Conservation  Commission  gave  legislative 
support  to  the  following  bills:    S651  -  S440  -  H2408  -  H808,  and  also 
participated  as  proponents  at  the  hearing  for  the  Flood  Plain  Bill  at 
the  State  House. 

The  Conservation  Commission  is  a  participating  member  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Association  of  Conservation  Commissions,  the  Forest  and  Parks 
Associations,  and  the  Ipswich  River  Council. 

A  comprehensive  land  index  of  wetlands  was  completed,  anticipating 
that  the  information  will  be  valuable  to  many  other  town  departments. 
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We  look  fonv'ard  to  an  active  year  and  anticipate  establishing  many 
"bench  marks"  in  the  flood  plain  zone  and  completing  an  aerial  survey 
of  the  toviTL.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

OF  THE  TOM  OF  TOPSFIELD 

The  year  1965  was  no  exception  to  the  toMi  of  Topsfield's  continued 
growth  and  expansion.    1966  from  all  appearances  is  expected  to  be 
more  of  the  same. 

The  increasing  costs  of  town  services  are  to  be  expected,  and  could  be; 
considerably  higher.    However,  Topsfield  is  fortunate  in  having  so 
many  qualified  and  dedicated  people  in  all  phases  of  town  government 
and  employment.    They  are  to  be  commended  for  their  efforts  and 
services . 

The  town's  over  all  expenditures  are  very  much  on  the  rise  as  the 
population  increases.    People  demand  more  services  in  the  way  of 
police  protection;  town  office  space  must  be  proportionately  increased  1: 
and  as  can  be  seen  from  other  articles  in  the  warrant,  our  water 
system  must  be  expanded. 

The  ever  increasing  school  population  has  sent  school  budgets  up  also, 
particularly  in  light  of  the  mandatory  teachers'  pay  raises.  We 
commend  the  Regional  School  Committee  on  its  cooperation.  Most 
members  of  the  Finance  Committee  had  a  chance  to  sit  in  on  the 
Region's  budget  meeting. 

As  noted  in  the  warrant,  the  Region  is  coming  to  the  towns  in  the 
district  for  planning  money.    This  is  for  Stage  2  of  the  Master  Plan 
or  about  $1,600.00    Granted  half  of  this  or  more  is  paid  for  by  the 
state  and  the  other  towns  in  the  district.    We  of  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee cannot  help  but  wonder,  however,  if  the  space  utilization  at  the 
Region  is  as  efficient  as  it  might  be,  and  question  the  continued 
offering  of  many  courses  to  exceedingly  small  classes.    One  other 
question  we  have  is  the  necessity  of  the  magnitude  and  quality  of 
shop  and  laboratory  equipment  used  by  the  Region.    We  would  like  to 
charge  the  Regional  School  Committee  to  pare  their  present  and  future 
equipment  budgets  to  the  bone  and  to  use  the  utmost  discretion  in 
planning  Stage  2  of  the  Master  Plan. 

One  of  the  yardsticks  we  used  for  criticisms  last  year  was  teacher- 
pupil  ratio.    This  is  not  mentioned  in  the  latest  budget,  and  neither 
is  the  comparison  of  per  pupil  costs  with  other  Regional  Districts. 

The  town's  Police  Department  also  has  about  a  50%  increase  in  their 
budget,  some  of  which  is  the  addition  of  another  full-time  policeman. 
Also,  increased  police  coverage  is  reflected  with  the  possibility  of 
24-hour  cruiser  duty  in  the  near  future.    All  these  services  must  be 
paid  for  by  the  citizens  of  the  town  through  real  estate  taxes. 
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At  present,  there  seems  to  be  no  relief  on  real  estate  taxes  coming 
from  the  legislature.    It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  the  Senate  will  see 
the  wisdom  in  a  sales  tax  in  this  year's  session.    It  is  the  only 
equitable  means  for  raising  taxes  for  relief  of  the  cities  and  towns.

RECOMMENDED  that  the  Town  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
sell  the  present  police  cruiser  and  to  raise,  assess  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $2,500.00,  and  with  the  money  so  provided  to  purchase  and 
equip  for  the  Police  Department,  with  the  advice  of  the  Chief  of 
Police  a  station  wagon  to  be  used  as  a  police  cruiser. 

Sixteenth.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  lease  a 
parcel  of  Town-owned  land  in  Ipswich  to  the  Topsfield  Post  255  of  the 
American  Legion  for  the  rent  of  One  (1.00)  Dollar  per  year  on  such 
terns  as  the  Selectmen  shall  detemine  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of 
the  Town.     (Said  land  is  the  same  referred  to  in  Article  Second  of 
the  Warrant  for  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  May  28,  1953.) 

RECOMvIENDED  that  the  Town  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  lease  a 
parcel  of  Town-owned  land  in  Ipswich  to  the  Topsfield  Post  255  of  the 
American  Legion  for  the  rent  of  One  ($1.00)  Dollar  per  year  on  such 
terms  as  the  Selectmen  shall  determine  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of 
the  Town.     (Said  land  is  the  same  referred  to  in  Article  Second  of  the 
Warrant  for  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  May  28,  1953.) 

Seventeenth.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  for  remodeling,  reconstructing  or  making  extraordinary  repairs 
to  the  Topsfield  Town  Hall,  and  determine  whether  to  meet  said  approp- 
riation by  transfer  from  available  funds  and/or  borrowing  and/or  by 
the  current  tax  levy,  said  project  to  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

RECOMMENDED  that  the  town  vote  the  sum  of  $50,000.00  be  appropriated 
for  remodeling,  reconstructing  or  making  extraordinary  repairs  to  the 
Topsfield  Town  Hall  and  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  sum  of 
$12,000.00  be  transferred  from  available  funds  in  the  Treasury  and 
that  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Emergency  Finance  Board,  be  and  hereby 
is  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $38,000.00  under  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  275,  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended  and  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of 
the  Town  therefor,  payable  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  so  that  the  whole  loan  shall  be  paid 
in  not  more  than  ten  years  from  their  dates,  said  project  to  be  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Municipal  Services  Building  Committee.

Laws,  as  amended. 

RECOMMENDED  that  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  from  unappropriated  avail- 
able funds  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $325.00  to  be  expended  under 
the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  providing  payment  for  ser- 
vices rendered  or  to  be  rendered  by  the  Mental  Health  Association  of 
the  North  Shore  in  accordance  with  Chapter  40,  Section  5,  Clause  40C 
of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended. 

Twentieth.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise,  assess  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Two  Thousand  Five  Hundred  ($2,500. 00)Dollars 
to  be  expended  by  the  Sanitation  Committee,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  in  obtaining  options  for  the  purchase  of  land  in 
the  area  north  of  Ipswich  Road  near  the  Ipswich  line  (2901  Planning 
Board  Records)  and/or  the  land  adjacent  to  the  North  of  the  present 
town  dump  area  and  East  of  the  old  railroad  bed,  both  areas  being 
well  suited  for  use  as  a  sanitary  land  fill. 

RECOMMENDED  that  the  Town  vote  to  raise,  assess  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $2,500.00  to  be  expended  by  the  Sanitation  Committee,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  in  obtaining  options  for  the 
purchase  of  land  in  the  area  north  of  Ipswich  Road  near  the  Ipswich 
line  and/ or  the  land  adjacent  to  the  present  town  dump  area,  both 
areas  being  well  suited  for  use  as  a  sanitary  land  fill. 

Twenty- first.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  for  remodeling,  reconstructing  or  making  extraordinary  repairs 
to  the  Topsfield  Town  Library  and  to  determine  whether  to  meet  said 
appropriation  by  transfer  from  available  funds  and/or  borrowing  and/or 
the  current  tax  levy,  said  project  to  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Library  Trustees. 

RECOMMENTIED  that  the  Town  vote  the  sum  of  $30,000.00  be  appropriated 
for  remodeling,  reconstructing  or  making  extraordinary  repairs  to  the 
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Topsfield  To\stl  Library  and  to  meet  said  appropriation,  the  sum  of 
$10,000.00  be  transferred  from  available  funds  in  the  Treasury  and 
that  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Emergency  Finance  Board,  be  and  hereby 
is  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $20,000.00  under  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  275,  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended  and  to  issue  bonds  or  notes 
of  the  To\<n  therefor,  payable  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  so  that  the  whole  loan  shall  be 
paid  in  not  more  than  ten  years  from  their  dates,  said  project  to  be 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Library  Trustees. 

Twenty- second.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  a  sum  of 
money  appropriated  for  the  School  Department  to  the  Library  Depart- 
ment to  reimburse  the  Library  Department  for  services  to  be  rendered 
to  the  School  Department. 

RECOMMENDED  that  the  Tovm  vote  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $600.00 
appropriated  for  the  School  Department  to  the  Library  Department  to 
reimburse  the  Library  Department  for  services  to  be  rendered  to  the 
School  Department. 

Twenty- third.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  "Maple  Way"  as 
a  public  way  in  accordance  with  the  locations,  boundaries  and  measure- 
ments of  said  way  as  laid  out,  altered  or  relocated  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  all  as  shoivn  on  plans  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Town 
Clerk,  and  accept  a  gratuitous  conveyance  of  said  way  and  name  it 
"Maple  Way." 

RECQ^I^ENDED  the  To\m  vote  the  Article  as  stated. 

Twenty -fourth.    To  see  if  the  To\m  will  vote  to  accept,  as  part  of  the 
public  way,  the  alteration  of  a  public  way  known  as  Hill  Street,  in 
accordance  with  the  locations,  boundaries  and  measurements  of  said  way 
as  altered  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  as  shoivn  on  plan  on  file  in  the 
To\\TL  Clerk's  office,  and  accept  gratuitous  conveyances  of  areas  of 
land  sho;\TL  on  plans  on  file  in  the  Town  Clerk's  office,  which  are 
within  the  confines  of  Hill  Street,  as  altered  and  relocated. 

RECOM>EXDED  that  the  Town  vote  the  Article  as  stated. 

Twenty-fifth.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  assess  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Seven  Hundred  ($700.00) 
Dollars  for  the  continuing  work  of  the  Mosquito  Control  Committee,  in 
providing  monitoring  and  liaison  with  the  Essex  County,  City  of  Revere 
and  To^vTL  of  Winthrop  Mosquito  Control  Project. 

RECOMMENDED  that  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  from  unappropriated  avail- 
able funds  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $700.00  for  continuing  work  of 
the  Mosquito  Control  Committee,  in  providing  monitoring  and  liaison 
with  the  Essex  County,  City  of  Revere  and  Town  of  Winthrop  Mosquito 
Control  Project. 
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Twenty- sixth.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise,  assess  or  trans- 
fer from  unappropriated  available  funds  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money 
for  the  use  of  the  Drainage  Committee  to  (1)  clean,  deepen ;  and 
widen  the  present  channel  of  Cleveland  Brook  from  the  upstream  end  of 
the  culvert  northwest  of  Prospect  Street  at  Alex  Longo's  property  to 
Washington  Street;  (2)  replace  undersized  culverts  at  Grove  Street  and 
old  railroad  embankment  south  of  Washington  Street;  (3)  construct 
additional  culvert  under  Summer  Street  to  carry  overflow  of  existing 
culvert;  (4)  install  additional  culvert  at  South  Main  Street  on 
Cleveland  Brook  to  carry  future  drainage  requirements. 

RECOMMENDED  that  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  from  unappropriated  avail- 
able funds  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $6,000.00  for  the  four  drainage 
projects  outlined  in  the  Article. 

Twenty- seventh.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  assess, 
and/or  borrow,  and/or  transfer  from  available  funds  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  be  expended  by  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  for 
the  purpose  of  extending  the  Town  water  main  from  a  point  on  Ipswich 
Road  at  the  intersection  of  the  southeasterly  end  of  Camp  Meeting 
Road,  thence  northwesterly  and  westerly  along  said  Camp  Meeting  Road 
to  the  Newburyport  Turnpike,  from  which  point  connections  shall  be 
made  to  the  existing  water  mains,  on  the  Turnpike,  said  extension  to 
consist  of  approximately  4,680  lineal  feet,  the  pipe  to  be  not  less 
than  six  inches  but  less  than  16  inches  in  diameter,  and  including  all 
appurtenances  incidental  to  said  installation,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

RECOMMENDED  that  the  Town  vote  the  sum  of  $33,160.00  be  appropriated 
to  be  expended  by  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  for  the  purpose 
of  extending  the  Town  water  main  from. a  point  at  the  intersection  of 
Camp  Meeting  Road  and  East  Street  in  a  northeasterly  direction  on 
East  Street  for  a  distance  of  approximately  1,250  lineal  feet,  the 
pipe  to  be  not  less  than  eight  inches  in  diameter;  that  to  raise  this 
appropriation  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  is 
authorized  to  borrow  $33,160.00  under  Chapter  44,  Section  8,  of  the 
General  Laws  as  amended,  and  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town 
therefor,  so  that  the  whole  loan  shall  be  payable  in  not  more  than 
fifteen  years  from  the  date  of  issue  of  the  first  bond  or  note. 

Twenty- eighth.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for 
the  development  of  additional  well  fields  and  for  construction  of  a 
pumping  station  including  original  pumping  station  equipment  in  the 
tested  area  north  of  Perkins  Row  and  east  of  the  Mile  Brook,  and  for 
laying  and  relaying  water  mains  of  not  less  than  six  inches  but  less 
than  sixteen  inches  in  diameter  to  the  existing  water  main  in  Perkins 
Row  near  the  Steward  School  and  to  determine  whether  such  appropria- 
tion shall  be  raised  by  borrowing  or  otherwise. 
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RECOMMENDED  that  the  Town  vote  the  sum  of  $90,000.00  is  appropriated 
for  the  development  of  additional  well  fields  and  for  constructing 
a  pumping  station,  including  original  pumping  station  equipment  in 
the  tested  area  north  of  Perkins  Row  and  east  of  the  Mile  Brook,  and 
for  laying  and  relaying  water  mains  of  not  less  than  six  inches  but 
less  than  sixteen  inches  in  diameter  to  the  existing  water  main  in 
Perkins  Row  near  the  Steward  School,  that  to  raise  this  appropriation 
the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  is  authorized  to 
borrow  $90,000.00  under  provisions  of  Section  8,  Chapter  44  of  the 
General  Laws  as  amended  and  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town 
therefor,  so  that  the  whole  loan  shall  be  payable  in  not  more  than 
fifteen  years  from  the  date  of  issue  of  the  first  bond  or  note,  and 
the  project  shall  be  carried  out  by  the  Water  Commssioners . 

Twenty-ninth.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise,  assess  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  ($500.00)  Dollai-s  to  be  added  to 
the  Conservation  Fund. 

RECOMMENDED  that  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  from  available  funds  the 
sum  of  $500.00  to  be  added  to  the  Conservation  Fund. 

Thirtieth.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise,  assess  and  approp- 
riate, or  transfer  from  unappropriated  available  funds  in  the  trea- 
sury a  sum  not  exceeding  Fourteen  Thousand  One  Hundred  ($14,100.00) 
Dollars  for  the  purpose  of  providing  the  Town's  share  of  the  cost  of 
the  Regional  District  School  Committee  to  pay  for  an  architect,  or 
other  professional  services,  to  draw  plan  and  specifications  for  an 
addition  to  the  regional  school  together  with  any  remodeling  to  the 
existing  building  as  may  be  made  necessary  thereby,  in  accordance 
with  the  original  agreement  with  the  Towns  of  Boxford  and  Middleton 
establishing  the  Regional  School  District  as  amended  by  vote  of  the 
member  towns  in  1961  and  1965,  and  to  expressly  ratify  and  confirm 
the  Town's  acceptance  of  said  amendments,  and  to  direct  the  Town 
Treasurer  to  pay  over  said  sum  to  the  Regional  District  School 
Committee  to  be  used  only  in  conjunction  with  funds  appropriated  by 
the  other  two  member  towns  for  this  purpose. 

RECOMMENDED  that  the  Town  vote  to  raise,  assess,  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $14,063.00  for  the  purpose  of  providing  the  Town's  share 
of  the  cost  of  the  Regional  District  School  Committee  to  pay  for  an 
architect,  or  other  professional  services,  to  draw  plans  and  specifi- 
cations for  an  addition  to  the  regional  school  together  with  any 
remcdeling  to  the  existing  building  as  may  be  made  necessary  thereby, 
in  accordance  with  the  original  agreement  with  the  Towns  of  Boxford 
and  Middleton  establishing  the  Regional  School  District  as  amended 
by  vote  of  the  member  towns  in  1961  and  1965,  and  to  expressly  ratify 
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and  confirm  the  Tomi's  acceptance  of  said  amendments,  and  to  direct 
the  Town  Treasurer  to  pay  over  said  sum  to  the  Regional  District  School 
Committee  to  be  used  only  in  conjunction  with  funds  appropriated  by 
the  other  two  member  towns  for  this  purpose.
